Mr.  Edward  Cornet  was  on  the  1st  of  March  admitted  by  the 
Faculty  to  the  e.xercises  of  the  .Junior  Class,  lie  iuis.  as  his  testi- 
monials .show,  pursued  literary,  and.  to  some  e.xtent.  tlu-ological 
studies,  in  various  .schools  in  Kiu'ope.  His  knowledge  of  the  Kng 
lish  language  is  imperfect.  His  purpose  is  to  minister  in  the  French 
language  to  his  countrymen  in  the  I'nited  States.  Tiie  Frofessors 
recommended  favorable  action  in  his  case. 

The  Board  adopted  the  tullowing: 

Rr.tolrr(/,  That  Mr.  Cornet  be  allowed  to  pursm-  the  Theological 
course,  provided  that  he  spend  the  summer  vacation  in  the  diligent 
.study  of  the  English  language;,  which  the  Committee  deem  indispen- 
sable to  his  success  as  a  student  of  the  Seminar^'. 

Mr.  F.  S.  Schenck  was  prevented  by  severe  illness  Iroin  attending 
with  his  class  during  the  greater  part  of  the  second  term.  The  Pro- 
fessors speak  in  high  terms  of  his  progre.ss  and  fidelity,  and  the 
Board  admitted  him  to  an  examination  with  his  clas.s,  wliich  he  sus- 
tained with  credit  to  him.self. 

The  Faculty  also  report  that  Mr.  William  .1.  Hill,  iiaving  finished 
his  sophomore  year  in  Rutgers  College,  was.  at  his  rofiuest.  allowo;d 
to  attend  the  exercises  of  the  Junior  Class.  That  he  has  been  dili- 
gent in  his  studies,  and  wishes  to  be  reconnnended  to  the  (Jeneral 
Synod  for  a  dispensation  to  go  on  with  the  class  as  a  member  of  the 
Institution.

The  Seniors  were  examined  on  personal  piety,  and  their  views  in 
entering  the  ministry,  and  gave  specimens  of  their  method  of  ser- 
monizing and  nuinner  of  preaching. 
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The  Middle  Class  presented  sermons  for  the  inspection  of  the 
Board. 

The  Students  were  questioned  in  relation  to  their  observance  of 
the  rule  in  regard  to  students  preaching,  and  their  answers  were  sat- 
isfactory. 

It  was  Resolved^  That  the  several  examinations  be  sustained,  and 
that  the  members  of  the  Senior  Class  be  recommended  to  the  Pro- 
fessors for  the  usual  Professorial  Certificate. 

The  Annual  Address  to  the  students  was  delivered  on  Wednes- 
day evening,  by  the  Rev.  Denis  Wortman.

Whereas,  The  minister  of  tlie  Word  should  be  fully  equipped  to 
meet  its  enemies  on  their  own  ground,  and 

Wliereus,  It  needs  a  regular  scientific  training,  combined  with 
theological  study  to  meet  these  attacks  dogmatically  and  success- 
fully, and 

^Yhereas,  The  Pastor  is  responsible  lor  the  public  worship,  of 
which  Praise  is  a  fundamental  part,  and  he  therefore  should  be  qual- 
fied  to  decide  upon  the  musical  expression  of  the  Praise,  and 

Whereas,  There  are  so  many  difficulties  connected  with  the  man- 
agement of  this  part  of  the  public  worship,  and  the  ideas  con- 
cerning the  definite  nature  of  ecclesiastical  music  are  so  vague  m 
this  country,   and  at  best  can  lay  but  little  claim  to  art ;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  the  General  Synod  the  estab- 
lishment, under  proper  restrictions,  of  two  Lectureships ;  one  to 
treat  of  the  connection  of  Science  and  Revelation,  and  the  second 
to  treat  of  the  theory,  practice,  and  history  of  Ecclesiastical  Music. 

The  General  Synod's  Committee  on  Peter  Hertzog  Hall  presented 
their  annual  report  to  the  Board,  which  presents  a  very  gratifying 
exhibit,  and  it  is  transmitted  with  pleasure  to  the  General  Synod, 
with  the  accompanying  resolutions  :

Donations  for  said  houses  obtained  b;r  the  Committee  to  the 
amount  of  about  .$20,000,  with  the  above  expenditure  by  the  Synod, 
have  added  to  the  property  of  the  General  Synod  substantial  im- 
provements worth  more  than  $40,000,  and  thereby  relieved  the 
Treasury  from  the  payment  of  a  part  of  the  amount  required  for 
several  years  past  for  house  rent  for  the  Professors. 

The  above  mentioned  amount  of  ,$9,767  85,  as  advanced  from 
the  Permanent  Fund,  should  be  restored  to  felie  principal  of  the 
fund  by  contributions  from  the  Churches,  and  of  the  431  Churches 
of  the  denomination  in  this  country,  an  average  of  a  very  small 
sum  from  each  would  accomplish  the  object. 

In  addition  to  the  sum  invested  in  dwellings,  as  mentioned  above, 
the  advances  made  by  the  Board  for  salaries  and  contingent 
expenses,  including  the  amount  reported  30th  April,  1869,  amount 
to  the  sum  of  $20,974  13.  A  part  of  this  has  been  caused  by  the 
arrears  of  the  Classes  for  contingent  expenses.  A  part  has  been 
caused  by  the  addition  of  a  Professor  in  1865,  and  the  increase  of 
the  salaries  of  the  Professors  nuide  in  that  and  subsequent  years, 
without  any  corresponding  provision  having  been  made  at  the  time, 
except  for  a  brief  interval,  for  additional  income  to  meet  such 
increased  expenditure;  part  for  repairs  to  the  Seminaiy,  (exceeding 
the  interest  received  on  Mrs.  Hertzog's  legacy,  and  a  small  donation 
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of"  $50)  ;  iiiul  |);irt  liy  tin-  uiiiivnidaltlc  cxpciisc  of  the  ajicnt  ciu- 
ploycil  ill  ohtainiiii;  the  I'miownicnt  of  tht-  Scminarv,  which  latU-r 
itiTii  shoulil,  ill  timo.  ho  rccovcrcil  from  the  excess  of  inconu!  ovit 
disliursoiiu'iiLs.  The  accnimihitioiis  lo  the  Pennaneiit  Fund,  ihrougli 
the  hihorious  exertions  of  Ilev.  Dr.  Cornell,  are  so  eiicouni^'inf^  that 
it  is  hoped  and  believed  the  fund,  at  no  distant  period,  will  he  such 
that  the  revenue  therefrom  will  not  only  defray  the  necessary  ex- 
penses of  Synod,  hut  also  indenmiiy  the  cost  ol"  the  i.'ndownient. 
In  the  meantime,  measures  should  be  taken  to  remove  existing  defi- 
ciences  caused  by  said  advances,  and  to  provide  funds  to  meet  cur- 
rent expense.s  until  tlie  fund  yields  suflicient  to  relieve  the  Church 
from  jissessnieiits  of  all  kinds.  exce[)t  for  special  objects,  and  but 
little  etlbrt  can  be  necessary  to  etrect  so  desirable  a  result. 

When  it  is  remembered  that  out  of  a  communiDn  of  more  than 
fifty-eight  tliousaud  in  this  country,  less  tlian  fifty  individuals  have 
within  the  last  year  contrihutcil  over  C;l  00, (lOOfor  the  interests  of 
the  Church,  and  that  the  fund  will  be  amply  endowed  in  all  proba- 
bility by  less  than  four  hundn-d  altogether,  the  expectation  may 
rea.sonably  be  indulged  that  the  remaining,  luore  than  fifty  thousand, 
who,  as  yet,  have  contributed  nothing  towards  the  fund,  would  be 
desirous  of  participating  in  the  -support  of  the  Church,  at  least  so 
far  ay  to  raise  the  small  sum  necessary  to  replace  the  deficiency, 
and  aid  in  susUiining  the  work  of  the  Church  until  its  fund  produces 
enough  to  satisfy  all  claims  upon  the  revenues. 

An  average  of  $1  from  each  communicant  of  fifty  thousand  of  the 
whole  number  would  complete  the  work.  If  the  wholi-  ministry 
would  interest  themselves  with  this  subject,  the  entire  sum  could  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  within  three  or  four  months  af- 
ter the  adjournment  of  Synod,  and  the  hope  be  indulged  that  the 
iSynod,  at  their  future  meetings,  would  in  a  great  measure  be  re- 
lieved from  all  considerations  of  pecuniary  aHairs. 

Tlie  attention  of  Synod  is  called  to  the  necessity  of  a  change  of 
the  inscription  on  their  Seal,  in  <'onse(pience  of  the  alteraticm  of  the 
name  of  the  Church,  the  last  Synod  having  omitted  any  action  upon 

the  .subject.

Seof  <if  the  Chnixh. — In  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Board 
your  committ<'e  olTer  for  the  action  of  Synod  the  following  resolu- 
tion made  necessary  by  the  alteration  in  the  name  of  the  Church, 
viz : 

Rcsolri'/,  That  the  Board  of  Direction  be  authorised  and  directed 
to  cause  the  Seal  of  the  Church  to  be  so  altered,  as  to  conform  to 
the  present  name  of  the  Church. 

There  has  been  referred   to  this  committee,  a  comnnuiicatioii  from 
the  ('lassis  of  New  lirunswick,  making  the  statement,    'That  the  In 
come  and  F^xpense  account  was  not  printed  in  the  Minutes  of  Gene- 
ral Synod  of  1 809,  according  to  act  of  Synod  of  18G8,"  and  also  a 
resolution  of  said  Chassis  asking  attention  of  this  Synod  to  the  res- 
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poiisibility  thrown   upon    the    Board    of    Direction    by    By-law   IX, 
adopted  in  1868,  viz: 

"  It  shall  be  the  duty  ol"  the  Board  to  propose  to  the  Synod  from 
year  to  year,  in  the  form  ol'  resolutions,  those  financial  measures  which 
tiiey  may  deem  necessary." 

The  acts  referred  to  are  found  in  a  report  from  a  special  committee 
on  Classical  Assessments  presented  to  Synod  in  1868  (page  411.) 

They  were  recommended  by  that  committee  and  adopted  by  the 
Synod,  and  ibr  the  reasons  given  in  that  report,  are  deemed  by  your 
committee  worthy  the  attention  and  faithful  observance  of  the 
Board  of  Direction.

In  connectiou  with  this  subject  the  Board  ask,  that  while  the  ef- 
fort so  auspiciously  begun  and  so  encouragingly  prosecuted  by  Bev. 
Dr.  Cornell,  for  the  endowment  of  the  Permanent  Fund  he  con- 
tinued, that  measures  be  also  instituted  to  restore  to  that  Fund  the 
f!mo!i;it  taken  from  it,  and  provide  means  to  meet  current  expenses, 
until  the  Fund  shall  yield  sufficient  revenue  to  relieve  the  Church 
I'rom  assessments  of  all  kinds,  except  for  special  objects.  jVnd 
they  have  indicated  and  recommended  in  their  report,  a  plan  for  the 
accomplishment  of  that  object  which  they  desire  this  committee  to 
present  to  Synod. 

They  say  :  "  When  it  is  remembered  that  out  of  a  communion  of 
more  than  .38,000  in  this  country,  le.ss  than  .50  individuals  have  with- 
in the  last  year  contributed  over  $100,000  for  the  interest  of  the 
(Jhurch,  and  that  the  Fund  will  in  all  probabilit}^  be  amply  endowed 
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by  less  than  100  altogether,  the  expet-tatioii  may   reasonahly  he  in 
dnl,i:eil  that  the  more  than  50, 000  remaininj;   members,  who   as  yd 
have  contributed  nothinj;  towards    tlie    Fund,  wonhl   be   desirou.><  of 
participatinjr  in  the  support  of  the  (Miiireh.  at  least  so  liir  as   to   n- 
place  the  deliciency,  and  to  sustain  the  work  of  tli»*  Church  until    its 
Fund  produces  enouprh  to  satisfy  all  claims  upon  iln'  revenues. 

An  average  of  one  dollar  from  each  of  the  .")(). 000,  would  complete 
the  work.  If  the  whole  ministry  would  interest  themselves  with 
this  subject,  the  entire  sum  couM  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer  within  three  or  four  months,  and  the  hope  l)e  indulged  that 
the  Synod,  at  its  I'uture  meetings,  would  in  a  great  measure  be  re 
lieved  from  the  consideration  of  pecuniary  affairs." 

Your  committee  agree  with  the  Hoard  in  their  estimate  of  the  im 
portance  of  the  object  at  which  they  aim,  and  have  no  doubt  that 
with  the  blessing  of  (lod,  on  an  earnest  united  etVort  by  tlx-  Minis 
try  and  Oflicers  of  the  churches  the  object  can  be  attained. 

If  S_ynod  concurs  with  the  Board  and  committee  in  the  vie\\>. 
tlnis  expressed,  the  (piestioii  tlien  to  hv  considered  is.  Ik  w  to  get 
the  matter  beibre  the  churches  in  the  most  efTective  manner.  This 
your  counnittee  thinks  may  be  loll  to  the  wisdom  and  discretion  of 
the  Board  ol"  Direction,  and  would  therefore  offer  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

Resohci/.  That  the  I'oard  oi'  Direction  be  authorised  to  applv  lo 
each  of  the  churches  either  directly  or  through  the  classes  for  a 
subscription  from  each,  equal  in  amount  to  one  dollar  per  capita  tor 
their  respective  membership.s,  to  meet  the  present  wants  of  the  Sy 
nod,  and  replace  deficiency  occasioned  by  {)ast  demands  upon  tlw; 
Fund. 

The  committee  also  offer  the  Ibllowing  resolutions  : 

lir.sulveil,  That  the  salary  of  each  of  the  Professors  in  th(?  Theo 
logical  Seminary  at  Xew  Brunswick  for  the  current  year,  be  the 
same  as  was  paid  them  last  year,  viz:  $.3,000. 

Rv.solrtd,  That  hereafter  the  l^oard  of  Direction  be  recpKfsted  to 
present  their  Aimual  Beport  and  accomjjanying  papers  on  thelirst  day 
of  the  session  of  .^-^vnod.

Delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Chnrch,  ;  from  Rev.  J.  McC.  Holmes,  delegate  to  the  General  (Tri- 
ennial) Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States ;  from 
Rev.  James  Demarest,  delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church ;  Rev.  S.  J.  Rogers,  delegate  to  the  Synod  of 
the  Canada  Presbyterian  ( 'hurch  ;  from  Rev.  J.  G.  Johnson,  Corres- 
ponding Delegate  to  the  General  S^ynod  of  the  Reformed  Presbyte- 
rian Church;  from  Rev.  J.  B.  Thompson,  delegate  to  the  Synod  of 
the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States ;  from  Rev.  David  Cole, 
delegate  to  the  (Tcneral  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and 
were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

The  Committee  on  the  National  Evangelical  Council  presented 
their  report,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  C\)rrespond- 
ence. 

Rev.  Dr.  R.  H.  Thornton  appeared  in  Synod,  and  having  presented 
his  credentials,  took  his  seat  as  a  Corresponding  Delegate  from  the 
Canada  Presbyterian  Church. 

Rev.  Benjamin  Bausman,  D.D.,  appeared  in  Synod,  and  having 
presented  his  credentials,  took  his  seat  as  a  Corresponding  Delegate 
from  the  General  Sjaiod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States. 

Rev.  "Wm.  C.  Wisner,  D.D.,  appeared  in  Synod,  and  having  pre- 
sented his  credentials,  took  his  seat  as  a  Corresponding  Delegate 
from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyteriau  Church  in  the 
United  States. 

Rev.  John  Douglass,  D.D.,  appeared  in  Synod,  and  having  pre- 
sented his  credentials,  took  his  seat  as  a  Corresponding  Delegate 
from  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  in 
North  America. 

The  subject  of  the  opening  of  a  correspondence  with  the  Synod 
of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  (Western)  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence.

irates  to  the  other  ecclesiastical  bodies,  with  which  the  Kefornied 
Church  in  Anit-ricii,  is  in  correspondence. 

(1.)  From  the  Rev.  Samuel  J.  Rogers,  stating  that  he  attended 
as  a  Delegate  the  meeting  of  the  Synod  of  the  Canada  Presbyte- 
rian ('hurch,  at  Hamilton,  C'anada,  .luiie  l.")th,  1H(;9. 

[2.)  From  the  Itev.  John  H.  'J'honijison,  stating  that  he  attended 
BH  a  Delegate  tiie  aiuuuil  meeting  of  the  Synod  of  the  Oerman  Re" 
formed  Church  in  the  United  States,  which  was  held  at  Danville,  Pa., 
in  October,  1  S(J9. 

(3.)  From  the  Rev.  John  Mc.C.  Holmes,  stating  that  he  attended 
the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  (Trieninal).  ol  the  German  Re- 
formed Church  in  the  United  States,  in  riiiladelphia.  Pa..  November 
24,  18G9,  and  was  present  during  three  days. 

(4.)  l''rom  the  Rev.  James  ])emarest,  stating  that  he  and  his  as- 
sociate the  Rev.  David  Cole,  the  former  of  whom  was  appointed  as 
a  Delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  (  N.  S.)  and  the  latter  as  De- 
legate to  the  General  xVssembly  (O.  S.),  attended  the  meeting  of  the 
re-united  General  Assemblies  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  held  in  Philadelphia.  Pa.,  in  May.  1870, 
and  that  both  Delegates  addressed  the  reunited  Assemblies  on  the 
ninth  day  after  the  opening. 

(5.)  From  the  Rev.  David  Cole,  stating  that  he  attended  as  a  De- 
legate the  meeting  of  the  re-united  General  Assembly  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  United  Stiites  of  America,  at  Philadelphia,

The  Delegates  are  unanimous  in  reporting  that  they  were  mo.st 
cordially  received,  and  that  the  messages  of  Christian  love,  which 
they  were  charged  to  bear  to  the  brethren  of  these  Churches,  were 
reciprocated  in  a  spirit  which  cheered  their  hearts  and  inspired  them 
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with  devout  gratitude  for  that  holy  religion  which   blends  the  hearts 
■of  all  Christ's  disciples  into  t)ne.

The  Committee  also  report  that  the  credentials  of  the  following  De- 
legates from  other  ecclesiastical  bodies  to  our  own,  have  been  placed 
in  their  hands,  and  that  these  brethren  have  been  heartily  welcomed 
to  this  Synod.

K.  H.  Thornton,  D.D.,  accrediting 
him  to  this  S}-nod  as  the  Delegate  of  the  Synod  of  the  C!anada  Pres- 
byterian Church,  which  held  its  sessions  at  Hamilton,  Canada,  from 
June  8th  to  17th,  1869. 

3.  The  credentials  of  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Bausman,  D.D.,  accredit- 
ing him  to  this  Synod  as  the  Delegate  of  the  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States,  Avhich  met  at  Danville,  Pa.,  in  Octo- 
ber, 1869,  and  also  as  the  Delegate  of  the  General  Synod  of  the 
Relbrmed  ( ,'hurch  in  the  United  States,  which  held  its  sessions  in  Phil- 
adelphia, Pa.,  from  November  24th  to  December  3,  1869.

CORRKSPONDEXCK  WITH  GENERAL   AS.SEMBLY  SOUTH. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  our  Church  is  now  extending  its  opera- 
tions in  the  Southern  states,  which  open  so  wide  a  field  for  evan- 
gelical labor,  your  committee  are  impressed  with  the  propriety  of  in- 
augurating a  fraternal  correspondence  by  Delegates  with  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States. 
As  the  churches  in  connection  with  this  Synod  which  may  there  be 
organized  must  necessarily  exist  in  close  proximity  and  intimate  re- 
lations with  those   in  connection    with  that   General   -\ssembly,  it 
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seems  eininentlv  dcsiralilc  that  flic  two  (iciioiiiiiiatidii'^  liDldiiiir  u 
(•oniinoii  laitli  iiiid  hiboriii^'  side  hy  side  lor  a  cominoii  result,  .should 
cultivate  a  spirit  ol'  Christian  sympalhy  and  brotherly  love.  Your 
eouiiiiittot'  tlicrelorc  ri-c-oiuniciid  iIk'  atloptioii  oC  tlii'  lollowiiiL:  rcsolu- 
tiou : 

That  a  1  •clc^^ati-  he  a|)poiiitc(i  hy  this  <  iciieral  Synod 
to  attend  the  next  Mieetiii.^r  of  the  (leiieral  .Vssembly  ol'tlie  I  reshy- 
t^-rian  I'hnrcli  in  the  L'liited  States,  and  to  hear  to  that  reverend 
body  the  cordial  salutiitions  of  this  Synod,  tojrether  witJi  the  expres- 
sion of  its  desire  to  enter  into  a  fraternal  cmicspontlence.

With  repird  to  the  proposition  referred  to  this  coniniitlee  lo  invite 
rratenial  correspondence  by  IX'le^Mtes  with  the  Western  Synod  of 
the  German  Reformed  Church,  the  couiniittee  recommend  that  such 
correspondence  be  invited,  and  to  that  end  that  the  Delegates  al- 
rea<lv  elected  be  considered  as  appointed  to  attend  the  Western  Sy- 
nod, and  that  others  he  appointed  to  attend  the  K::<reri!  Synod  in 
their  stead. 

NATIONAL    KV  ANCKI.ICAI,    Col   NCIF,. 

There  has  also  been  put  into  the  hands  ol'  yonr  coinmince  ;;  com- 
munication from  the  Rev.  Thomas  De  Witt,  in  reference  to  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Evangelical  Churches,  which  met  in  Xew  York 
C'itv  on  October  20,  18G9.  It  will  be  seen  on  referring  to  the  last 
General  Synod,  that  that  body  in  dune,  isci).  appointed  a  cf>nimittee 
of  three  Ministers  and  two  Klders  to  attend  that  Council  as  a  dele- 
gation from  the  T^efornied  Church  in  .\nicrica.  The  Cliairnian  of 
that  committee,  the  liev.  .lames  M.  Mattlicws,  lia\  ing  departed  this 
life  shortly  alter  the  adjournment  of  the  Council,  it  became  the  duty 
of  the  author  of  this  coniniunication,  the  Rev.  Thomas  T")e  Witt,  the 
next  luendier  o|'  the  commitlee,  to  lay  before  this  (iencral  Syiioil  a 
report  ol'  the  results  at  which  the  Council  arrived.  In  view  of  the 
happy  influence  which  it  is  believed  the  annual  meeting  of  such  a 
( 'ouncil  must  exert  in  promoting  Christian  love  and  conlidence.  and 
in  leading  tf)  combined  and  harmonious  eflbrts  to  spread  the  gospel 
at  home  and  abroad,  your  Coniinittee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  re.solutions : 

Risolveil,   That  the  delegation  appointed  by  the  last  (iencral  Sy- 
nod to  attend  the  National  Council  of  Kcclesiastical  Churches  be  re- 
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appointed,  with  the  addition  of  a  member  to  fill  the  vacancy  occa- 
sioned by  the  decease  of  the  late  Rev.  James  M.  Mathews. 

Resolved,  That  the  Delegation  consist  of  the  Revs.  Thomas  De 
Witt,  Mancius  S.  Hutton,  Elbert  S.  Porter,  and  the  Elders  Erastus 
C.  Benedict  and  William  H.  Crosby. 

Resolved,  That  the  Delegates  of  the  Synod  to  corresponding  bo- 
dies, be  instructed  not  to  express  their  own  views  on  the  sentiment 
of  this  Synod  on  the  subject  of  union  with  other  ecclesiastical 
bodies.

"What  is  tlie  State  ol'  Heli,u;ioii  ainon,u:  us?"  It  is  not  the  things 
that  need  to  be  done  for  Chi'ist,  nor  the  ways  and  means  ol'  doing 
them,  which  constitutes  the  vital  consideration  lor  a  member  of  the 
body  of  Christ,  but  the  measure  of  Christ's  own  life  which  animates 
and  invigorates  it. 

So  far  as  your  Committee  can  form  a  judgment  irom  the  state 
meutB  and  statistics  laid  before  them,  they  find  the  past  year  Ui  have 
been  one  of  average  spiritual  health  and  ecclesiastical  prosperity. 
Ther(>  has  been  nothing  to  specially  retard  or  accelerate  our  growth 
or  impair  our  harmony.  Our  ministers  have  quietly  pursued  their 
sacred  calling,  with  more  or  less  fidelity,  holding  up  the  Cross  o' 
Jesus,  and  teaching  men  to  bear  their  own,  feeding  the  lambs  aswel] 
as  the  sheep,  rebuking  sin  and  remaining  instant  in  prayer.  The 
(^hurches  present  a  varied  scene,  as  when  the  sunlight  brightens 
here  and  there  a  held,  while  the  remainder  of  the  landscape  is  in 
shadow.  About  one  out  of  ten  report  a  marked  or  unusual  religious 
interest.     "We  specify  the  following  facts  : 

Since  the  last  aiuiual  report  there  has  been  an  increase  ol"  one 
Particular  Synod,  one  Classis,  thirteen  churches,  twenty  ministers, 
eight  hundred  and  forty-si.x  families,  and  two  thousand  six  hundred 
and  forty-eight  comminiicants.  There  have  been  four  hundred  and 
thirty  more  received  on  confession  of  their  faith,  and  one  hundred  and 
sixty-four  less  infant  baptisms  than  last  year.  There  has  been  an 
increase  of  S'i.'j,  1 11  in  the  benevolent  contributions,  and  $71), 404 
for  congregational  purposes. 

IN  KANT    HArrrsM. 

The  diminution  in  the  number  of  infant  l)aptisms.  as  also  their 
small  proportion  to  the  number  of  families  composing  our  denomi. 
nation,  impels  your  Committee  not  only  to  reaflinn  the  Divine  and 
tender  claims  of  this  ordinance,  l)ut  to  ask  our  pastors  and  elders 
whether  they  so  follow  up  the  introduction  of  the  little  ones  into  the 
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Church  by  personal  oversight  and  teaching  as  to  raise  the  rite  into 
more  than  a  barren  form,  and  to  impress  upon  the  subjects  of  it,  as 
they  come  to  years  of  discretion,  tliat  they  are  the  cliildren  of  the 
Church,  of  the  covenant  and  of  Christ,  and  not  of  the  worh]  and  of 
the  devil. 

Were  this  earnestly  and  lovingly  done,  we  cannot  think  that  our 
churches  would  have  received  an  average  of  less  than  eight  during  i  y 
the  whole  year  on  confession  of  faith,  but  are  confident  that,  as  in 
some  of  our  Chm-ciies.  the  cliildren  would  liave  recognized  with  una- 
nimity and  in  earliest  youth  the  vows  of  (iodAvhich  were  upon  them, 
and  accepted  the  discipleship  into  which  they  had  already  been  intro- 
duced. 

UNEMPLOYED    .\[IN"ISTEKS. 

We  find  on  our  records  109  ministers  who  are  designated  as 
"  without  charge."  This  number,  among  a  total  of  496,  would  be 
startling,  Avore  it  to  go  forth  to  the  Avorld  without  anal)''sis  or  expla- 
nation, and  we  are  aware  tluit  such  figures  have  often  been  quoted 
as  a  reproach  to  the  ministry,  and  an  ominous  sign  of  the  times.  On 
a  closer  inspection,  however,  we  are  able  to  discover  less  than  thirty 
who  may  not  be  included  under  one  or  other  of  the  three  Ibllowing 
classes,  viz :  those  who  are  disabled  by  age  or  infirmity,  those  who 
are  employed  in  occupations  consonant  with  their  profession,  or  those 
who  are  only  temporarily  without  a  pastoral  charge,  and  are  seeking 
another.  Whether,  of  the  remainder,  the  Churches  would  in  all 
cases  gain  by  being  put  under  their  '•  charge  "  may  well  be  ques- 
tioned, when  we  bear  in  mind  the  good-natured  laxity  with  which 
many  young  men  are  allowed  to  pass  into  the  ministry,  the  respon- 
sibility being  thrown  off  upon  each  other  by  the  Theological  Fac- 
ulty, the  Board  of  Superintendents,  and  the  Classes. 

VACANT    CHURCHES. 

There  are,  on  the  other  hand,  eighty -five  vacant  Churches,  a  much 
larger  number  than  we  could  at  present  supply  from  the  ranks  of  our 
own  ministry.  It  is  evident  that  those  ranks  need  to  be  largely  re-  . 
cruited,  if  we  are  to  meet  the  growing  wants  of  the  Church  itself, 
not  to  speak  of  the  world  field  whicli  would  still  remain  to  be  occu- 
pied, and  there  is  need  of  the  flower  of  our  3'outh. 

Among  the  causes  which  deter,  or  at  least  fail  to  encourage  our 
young  men  to  enter  the  ministry,  are  not   only  the  meagre  support 
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accorded  Ui  tlioso  in  active  scrvit'c.  hiil  prrliaps  (piitc  as  niucli  llu; 
almost  utter  lack  of  adequate  and  delicate  provision  for  those  who, 
aller  years  of  ill-paid  labor,  find  themselves  disabled,  or  for  the 
widows  and  orphans  of  those  who  die.  No  Church  has  a  rij^lit  to  lay 
tiiis  stnnihlinf.'-block  before  the  feet  of  those  whom  slie  calls  to  pub- 
lish salvation,  nor  can  hope  for  God's  blessinj^  while  she  does  this 
unto  the  least  of  His  servants. 

NK('l{(»I,()(iV     OK    TMK    YK.\I{. 

The  l)lessed  dead  of  the  year,  who  ri-st  from  their  labors,  are 
specially  notewortliy  as  representative  men.  They  are  a.s  follows  : 
Drs.  Matthews,  llardeiiberg,  and  Van  iiii'w,  who  were  gathered  to 
their  fathers  in  a  ripe  old  age  ;  Prof.  Oggel,  whose  name  will  always 
be  identified  with  the  early  history  of  Hope  College  ;  Rev.  II.  Wolt- 
man,  also  of  the  Holland  portion  of  our  Ciiurch  ;  the  faithful  and  be- 
loved Ezra  W.  Collier,  stricken  down  in  his  early  prime;  and  the 
Rev.  George  White,  of  the  Classis  of  Saratoga. 

ClirUCII     INION. 

The  past  year  has  been  signalized  in  the  history  of  our  Clmrch  by 
the  Convention  which  assembled  in  the  City  of  New  York,  in  .Sep 
tember  last,  in  response  to  the  invitation  of  our  own  Synod,  compris- 
ing delegates  from  nearly  all  branches  ol'  the  Evangelical  Church  of 
our  country,  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  these  various  denominations 
into  closer  sympathy  and  a  clearer  understiinding.  The  excellent 
spirit  and  work  of  this  Convention  has  been  reported  elsewhere. 
Your  Committee  desire  now  only  to  congratulate  the  Reformed 
Church  on  the  noble  attitude  which  she  has  a.ssumed  and  main- 
tained upon  the  most  importimt  and  pressing  of  all  the  subjects 
which  are  at  present  inspiring  the  Church  universal,  and  to  e.xpress 
their  hope  that  she  ma}'  grow  in  this  grace  of  unity,  and  be  always 
ready,  whenever  her  sister  churches  are  ready,  anil  the  Providence 
of  God  shall  indicate,  for  a  oneness  whicii  shall  need  no  apology 
and  be  capable  of  no  misconstruction.  On  whatever  day  our  Lord 
shall  come,  let  there  be  no  blush  upon  our  cheek  jus  wo  contemplate 
the  pitiable  divisions  of  his  seamless  robe. 

TK.MPKRANCi:. 

The  insidious  growth  of  social  and  occasionaljlrinking,  calls  for  a 
reiterated  recommendation   by  the   Church  of  the  principle  of  total 
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abstinence  as  alone  consistent  with  the  prayer,  ''  Lead  me  not  into 
temptation,"  and  with  the  apostle's  maxim,'  "It  is  good  neither  to 
eat  flesh  nor  to  drink  wine,  nof  anything  whereby  thy  brother  stum- 
bleth,  or  is  offended,  or  is  made  weak."  We  submit  the  following 
resolution : 

"  Resolved.,  That  we  urge  upon  our  ministers,  both  by  precept  and 
example,  to  inculcate  habits  of  abstinence  from  intoxicating  bever- 
ages, and  to  deal  faithfully  with  the  consciences  of  those  who  are 
engaged  in  the  liquor  traffic." 

INFIDKLITY. 

The  success  of  modern  science  in  clearing  up  mystei-ies.  and 
tracing  all  the  phenomena  of  nature  to  the  reign  of  Law,  has  so  far 
intoxicated  a  certain  class  of  minds  as  to  embolden  them  to  intrude 
their  processes  of  investigation,  unwarrantably,  into  the  realm  of  the 
supernatural,  and  to  ignore  the  facts  of  spiritual  consciousness  and 
the  prerogatives  of  faith.  As  a  consequence,  rationalizing  methods  of 
thought  in  respect  to  the  substance  of  Revelation  have,  through  the 
medium  of  press  and  platform,  been  so  rapidly  introduced  among 
the  people  as  should  alarm  and  arouse  their  spiritual  teachers.  We 
urge,  therefore,  upon  those  preachers  and  teachers,  who  are  con- 
scious of  having  heretofore  neglected  to  inform  themselves  of  the 
exact  features  of  recent  skepticism,  and  to  prepare  for  its  correction, 
to  so  arm  themselves  for  the  gathering  conflict,  that  not  only  they 
shall  stand  themselves  in  the  evil  day,  but  shall  be  qualified  to 
strengthen  the  weak-hearted  and  refute  the  gainsayers ;  also,  that  it 
be  respectfully  commended  to  the  attention  of  our  Theological  Pro- 
fe.ssors,  to  devote  special  attention  in  their  training  of  students  for 
the  ministry  to  the  phases  of  modern  infidelity. 

SABBATH    OBSERVANCE. 

There  has  been  laid  before  us  a  communication  from  the  Gongre- 
tional  Conference  of  Ohio,  transmitting  their  action  upon  the  ques- 
tion of  Sabbath  observance,  with  special  rel'erence  to  the  duties  of 
Railway  companies,  and  requesting  a  response  from  this  Synod. 
Your  Committee  would  report  the  following  resolution : 

ResolvcfJj  That  we  re-affirm  with  a  hearty  and  earnest  belief  the 
Divine  institution  of  the  Christian  Sabbath  as  a  day  of  rest  from 
secular  employment  and  worldh'  amusements.  And  we  claim  the 
protection  of  the  civil  law  Irom  the  practices  of  those  who,  by  the 
sale  of  liquor  or  the  prosecution  of  any  traffic  or  the  conversion  of 
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the  day  into  oik-  oI'  noisy,   onliioor  Icstivity  or   rclcbnition,   disturb 
the  peace  and  quiet  of  the  worsliipei-s  of  (iod. 

Unsolved,  That  wliile  we  do  not  iysist  upon  the  cessation  ol'  al^ 
facilities  of  coinniunication  betwecMi  distant  phiccs  on  the  Sabbath, 
and  whiU'  we  do  not  necessarily  hold  Railway  coni|)aiiies  responsible 
for  tlie  desecration  of  the  day  by  those  who  abuse  such  I'acililio', 
we  do  insist  that  they  shall  reduce  tiiose  opportunities  o','  travel  to 
the  utmost  limit  consistent  with  the  ["rosecution  of  v.orirs  ol'  neces- 
sity and  mercy. 

iii:ii»i;lmkk(;  catkciiism. 

An  overture  has  been  laid  before  Vdur  ( 'oniinittee  IVoni  the 
Classis  of  Xew  Hrunswick,  askinjr  lor  "An  interpretation  ol"  tho 
Article  of  the  Constitution  rcferriiii!  to  the  prcacliiii';  o'l  the  Heidel- 
berg Catechism." 

The  Article  in  (piestiou  is  .\rt.  2,  Sec.  1.'!,  and  reads  as  follows  • 
"Since  it  is  deemed  ol"  the  hiiihest  importance  that  there  should  be 
regular  instruction  on  the  great  articles  ol"  the  (Christian  faith,  in 
order  to  preserve  the  truth  and  promote  the  prosperity  of  the  Church, 
every  minister  shall,  in  the  ordinary  morning  or  afternoon  service  on 
the  Lord's  Day,  explain  the  system  of  the  Christian  doctrine  com- 
prehended in  tho  TIeidelberg  Catechism  adopted  by  the  Reformed 
Churches,  so  that,  if  practicable,  the  e.xplanation  may  be  nominally 
completed,  but  shall  never  extend  beyond  the  term  of  four  years." 

Your  Committee  find  four  things  unquestionably  and  imperatively 
required  in  the  above.  /•V?-,v/,  that  the  doctrines  ol"  the  (^hurch  as 
sperlfiraUrj  taught  by  the  Heidelberg  Catechism  must  be  expfained, 
that  is  to  say,  made  clear  to  thv  understandings  of  the  people  as 
consonant  with  the  Word  of  God,  and  having  a  jn-actical  bearing 
upon  tlieir  hearts  and  lives.  Whether  this  shall  be  a  lengthy  or  a 
brief  explanation  ;  whether  it  shall  take  the  place  of  the  sermon  or 
only  constitute  an  additional  feature  of  the  service  ;  whether  it  shall 
be  a  minute  examination  of  the  language  of  the  Lords  Day,  or  sim- 
ply an  elucidation  of  the  doctrine  contained  therein  ;  whether  it  shall 
invariably  hv  in  the  exact  order  of  the  questions,  or  adjusted  to  the 
times  and  seasons  and  to  the  spiritual  circumstances  of  the  Church, 
your  ( "ommittee  do  not  find  in  the  Constitution  any  express  provisior, 
and  believe  that  these  points  have  been  wisely  lefl,  and  should  still 
be  left,  to  the  Jtidgment  and  conscience  of  tlie  individual  pastor. 

Strtitiilhf — These  doctrines  must  be  explained  as  a  si/afem,  that  is 
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to  say,  not  disconnectedly,  but  in  their  relations  to  one  another,  and 
to  the  fundamental  truth  ofjustilication'by  faith  in  the  atonement  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

ThirJIy — This  exphmation  shall  be  made  durii]g  the  regular  morn- 
ing or  afternoon  service  of  the  Lord's  Da}'. 

FouiiJiIi/ — The  entire  system  uf  truth  sliall  be  explained  within 
the  period  of  four  years. 

Your  Committee  deem  the  above  recpiireraents  nncjuestionably 
obligatory  upon  every  pastor  of  our  ( 'hurch  who  woiild  be  faithful 
to  his  ordination  vows.  All  other  (piestions  of  method  they  prefer 
to  leave  to  the  conscientious  judgment  of  the  individual.  The  fol- 
lowing resolution  is  offered : 

ResolratI,  That  the  above  interpretation  of  Article  '2,  Sec.  13,  be 
respectfully  recommended  to  the  Classes  for  their  guidance. 

From  this  review  of  the  condition  of  our  Church,  we  find  much  to 
be  thankful  for  to  God,  and  much  to  cheer  us  onward.  But  we  do 
not  dare  to  bring  it  into  the  light  of  (jod's  uncompromising  require- 
ments without  a  humble  and  penitent  pmyer  for  the  Divine  mercy 
and  forbearance  for  the  sake  of  Jesus  Christ  His  Son.  We  see 
much  of  conformity  to  the  world  in  the  lives  of  individuals  and  the 
management  of  churches,  whereby  the  Church  is  shorn  of  its  riglitful 
power.  We  see  little  of  that  absorbing  love  of  Jesus  which  leads 
the  soul  of  the  disciple  to  give  up  all  and  to  abnegate  self  for  His 
sake.  We  see  little  of  that  united  and  universal  enthusiasm  for 
Christ,  which  could,  b_v  the  consecrated  resources  of  God's  people, 
equip  and  send  an  army  of  Evangelists  into  the  destitute  parts  of  the 
world  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature  in  a  single  genera- 
ation.  Your  Committee  offer,  in  conclusion,  the  ibllowing  resolu- 
tion : 

Resdivad,  That  the  first  Friday  in  November  next  be  set  apart  as  a 
day  of  special  self-examination  among  the  Christians  of  our  Church,  and 
of  public  and  private  confession,  and  prayer  lor  the  outpouring  of 
the  Holy  Spii-it ;  and  that  it  be  the  duty  of  the  Stated  Clerk  of 
S3mod  to  give  timely  notice  of  the  same  in  the  ('/irisfidn  Intelligencer 
and  the  Sou'r.r.

Tlie  ('(iiniiiittee  on  Synodical  Minutes  would  present  tlu' follow- 
ing report  : 

They  have  examined  the  Acts  and  Proceedings  of  the  last  (Jen- 
eral  Synod,  and  the  minutes  of  the  Particular  Synods  of  New  Y'ork, 
Albany,  Chicago,  and  New  llrnnswick. 

In  the  Minutes  of  the  Farticidar  Synod  of  New  Brunswick  wo 
find  an  overture  respecting  the  matter  of  dissolution  of  the  pastoral 
relation. 

This  matter  canu'  before  (ieneral  Synod  in  a  special  communica- 
tion, and  was  referred  to  the  appropriate  committee.  Your  Com- 
mittee, therelbre,  make  no  lurther  report  thereon.

The  Committee  on  Overtures  beiis  leave  to  present  the  Ibllnwing 
re|)ort : 

The  following  documents  have  been  put  in  their  haiuls  : 

1st.  A  resolution  of  the  South  Clnssis  of  T<ong  T.sland,  recom- 
mending Mr.  Peter  H.  ( 'rolius  to  Syiuxl  for  a  dispensation  fnmi  the 
regular  course  of  study  lor  the  ministry. 

■_'n<l.  .\  re(iuest  ironi  the  Classis  of  (ireene,  asking  permission  to 
e.\amiiu'  Lewis  [iUnipman  tor  licensure  to  preach  the  Gospel. 

.">r(l.  .\  letter  from  .\lfred  K.  Myers,  asking  in  his  own  name  for 
permission  to  b(^  (•.xamined  by  the  South  Classis  of  Long  Island  lor 
licensure  to  preach  the  Gospel. 

4th.  .\  connuunication  from  the  Particular  Synod  ol"  New  Hnnis- 
wick  in  relation  to  the  tenure  of  the  pastoral  oflice  in  certain  cases. 

Your  ( 'ommittee  have  examined  the  Minutes  of  the  General  Synod 
fer  the  last  twenty  years,  and   find  in  that  time  about  forty-four  ap- 
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plications  for  dispensations,  only  three  of  which  appear  to  have  been 
rejected.  These  applications  are  various  in  their  characters,  seeking 
relief  either  from  the  study  of  the  languages,  or  from  a  collegiate 
course,  or  from  the  usual  attendance  at  the  Seminary,  in  full  or  in 
part.  Students  have  not  unfrequently  passed  from  other  Seminaries 
tt)  our  own,  hj  permission  of  the  Synod,  or  in  the  opposite  direction. 
The  applications  also  come  from  different  sources — the  Classis  or  the 
individual,  and  once  at  least  from  the  Board  of  Superintendents. 
The  individual  applications  are  generally,  though  not  always,  indorsed 
by  Classis,  or  ministerial  friends.  The  latter  is  sometimes  verbally 
done  before  the  Synod's  Committee.  Frequently  the  substance  of 
the  Synod's  action  amounts  simply  to  referring  the  request  back  to 
the  discretion  of  Classis. 

It  appears  that  the  number  of  dispensations  for  the  last  score  of 
years,  averages  only  about  two  per  year.  This  is  not  an  unduly 
large  number,  considering  the  pressing  necessities  for  ministers,— a 
suflTicient  number  of  whom  is  not  furnished  through  the  regular  edu- 
cational institutions.  The  wants  of  humanity  are  pressing.  The 
subject  even  of  lay  preaching,  under  certain  conditions,  is  being 
earnestl}'  considered  in  other  quarters.  The  cry  for  the  "  bread  of 
life  "  must  be  responded  to.  "  He  gave  some  apostles,  and  some 
prophets,  and  some  evangelists,  and  some  pastors  and  teachers,  for 
the  perfecting  of  the  saints,  for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  for  the  edi- 
fying of  the  body  of  Christ." 

Satisfactory  explanations  and  representations,  concerning  each  of 
these  applications,  have  been  made  to  your  Committee  by  ministe- 
rial friends  of  the  applicants.  After  listening  to  these,  your  Com- 
mittee (though  at  first  some  scruples  were  entertained  by  a  portion 
of  the  Committee,)  unanimously  agreed  that  the  said  applications  be 
granted. 

Your  Committee,  however,  entertains  the  conviction  that  these 
laws  of  the  church  were  adopted  upon  a  most  wise  regard  to  the 
true  nature  and  preparation  for  the  ministerial  office,  and  that  ever}- 
requirement  as  to  places  and  courses  of  study  was  deliberately 
and  solemnly  laid  down.  Upon  this  basis,  also,  the  church  has  been 
called  upon  to  endow  our  Theological  schools.  The  Constitution 
made  no  provision  for,  nor  did  it  contemplate  the  granting  of  dispen- 
sations.    Therefore 

Resolced,   That  it  is  the  duty  ol'  pa.«tors  to  discourage   such  appli- 
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cations,    ainl    I"    urge    upon   those  c'oiitriii|il:itiii;_^  lirfpiinition  l"or  tin* 
work  ol'  the  ministry  to  enter  onr  own  institutions. 

The  fourth  paper  put  in  the  hands  of  your  Committee,  rel'ei-s  to 
the  forcible  dissolution  of  the  pastoral  relation  iji  certain  cases. 
The  report  of  the  Committee  on  this  subject,  proposing  a  constitu- 
tional amendment,  was  stricken  out. 

All  of  wliieli  is  respectl'ully  submitted.

The  Committee  on  Overtures  of  the  last  (Jeneral  Synod  presented 
the  following  Report  on  the  subject  of  Free  Masonry,  which  had  been 
referred  to  them.     (See  Minutes,  ^'ol.  II.,  p.  Wl'l.) 

To  the  General  ,Sy)iO(l  of  the  Reformed  Churrh  in  Aiii>ricu  : 

The  Committe  to  whom  the  last  deiieral  Synod  referred  that  part 
of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Overtures  relating  to  Free  Mason- 
rv  for  furtlier  consideration,  respectfully  report  tliat,  after  a  careful 
review  of  the  whole  subject,  they  feel  constrained  to  present  sub- 
stantially the  same  views  as  those  contained  in  last  year's  report. 

The  history  of  this  matter  is  as  follows  : 

In  18G8  the  Classis  of  Wisconsin  and  the  Classis  of  Holland  sent 
comnmnications  to  the  General  Synod  in  regard  to  the  institution  of 
Free  Masonr}^  requesting  of  Synod  "  a  distinct  utterance  of  its  dis- 
approbation of  the  connection  of  the  I^ord's  people  with  said  institu- 
tion." 

The  Synod  replied  that  it  •  did  not  consider  it  proper  to  express 
an  opinion  on  the  case,"  on  tlie  ground  that  "  the  uniform  usage  of 
the  Church  has  been  to  abstain  fn^n  deliverance  upon  all  abstract 
questions,  which  are  not  purely  ecclesiastical,  or  wliich  may  involve 
the  exercise  of  consistorial  discipline." 

These  Classes,  not  being  satisfied  witli  this  action  of  Synod,  trans- 
mitted two  adijitional  documents  to  the  last  ( Jeneral  Synod  on  the 
same  subject. 

Our  brethren  are  evidently  sincere  and  earnest  in  their  convictions. 
They  are  greatly  iierplexed  on  account  of  what  they  perceive  to  l)e 
a  serious  evil  in  the  Church,  and  they  have  done  well  to  state  their 
difficulties.  We  cainiot  think,  however,  that  they  expect  from  Synod 
such  a  deliverance  as  would  authorize  Consistories  to  exclude  Free 
Masons  from  church  fellowship,    for  this  would  be  to  establish  a  new

and  unauthorized  test  of  membership  in  the  Christian  Church,  and 
would  interlere  with  consistorial  prerogatives. 

But  at  the  same  time  your  Committee  believe  that  the  path  of 
prudence  and  safety  lies  outside  of  all  oath-bound  secret  societies,  in 
connection  with  which  obligations  may  be  exacted  which  conflict 
with  the  liberty  of  the  individual  Christian  conscience. 

Moreover,  they  are  convinced  that  the  ordinances  of  the  Christian 
religion,  in  connection  with  a  divinely  appointed  ministry,  if  faithful- 
ly attended  to,  furnish  all  needful  moral  and  spiritual  culture,  while 
the  Christian  Church  possesses,  in  its  holy  teachings,  and  its  pledges 
of  mutual  love,  a  far  higher  capacity  for  the  development  of  practical 
benevolence  than  can  be  found  in  the  moral  lessons  of  any  mere 
human  organization.

ARTICLE  XIL 

SCHOOLS    AND    CHRISTIAN    EDUCATION. 

The  thirty-eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education  was 
received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education  with  the 
exception  of  so  much  as  refers  to  vacancies,  which  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education 
was  received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

The  Committee  on  Education  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Education  to  whom  was  referred  the  report 
of  the  Board  of  Education  by  the  Secretaiy,  and  the  financial  state- 
ments of  the  funds  of  the  Church  hj  the  respective  Treasurers — 
J.  C.  Elmendorf,  F.  J.  Hosford,  and  John  I.  Brower,  would  report : 

1.  That  the  financial  condition  of  the  Board  is  encouraging.  Its 
receipts  have  exceeded  those  of  the  previous  year  by  $879  66,  and 
there  has  been  an  increase  to  the  number  of  contributing  churches, 
of  13,  making  254  :  the  largest  number  that  has  been  reached  in 
any  year.  If  the  remaining  non-contributing  churches  had  also 
come  up  to  the  performance  of  their  duty,  the  income  in  its  receipts 
would  have  made  them  sufficient  for  all  its  wants. 

Can  any  Pastor  or  Consistory  intelligently  and  earnestlj^  pray, 
"Our  Father  which  art  in  Heaven,  thy  kingdom  come,"  and  not  seek 
to  lead  up  the  Church  under  their  care,  to  contribute  an  annual 
collection  to  this  great  cause. 

'2d.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  students  for  the 
ministry.  The  whole  number  under  the  care  of  the  Board  has  been 
67  :  being  9  more  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  20  more  than  in 
1865.  Of  the  above  number,  8  have  graduated  from  our  Theologi- 
cal institutions  at  New  Brunswick,  and  at  Holland  City ;  but  they 
are  too  few  to  meet  the  demand  coming  up  from  vacant  churches, 
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:iii(l  troiii  niissionar}' fields.  Connect  with  this  tlic  lact  that  there 
are  already  more  applications  before  the  I^oard  than  can  he  accepted) 
and  we  have  presented  a  ]iowerthl  reason  for  iiifrcasinLr  onr  contri- 
butions to  its  fund. 

3.  P^'urther  encouraj^enient  is  found  in  llojie  College,  which  has 
been  aided  for  another  year  by  the  Board.  The  report  seeks  to 
present  its  iniixniance,  but  necessarily  fails  in  this  respect.  How 
can  mere  words,  including  statistics,  bring  before  any  mind  the  im- 
portance of  furnishing  onr  Church  in  the  Western  States  with  an 
adequate  Christian  ministry.  One  must  live  in  the  wide  field  long 
enough  to  learn  its  extent,  and  mark  the  nionil  forces  that  are  there 
striving  for  the  mastery.  He  must  view  the  ground  already  lo.st, 
and  the  danger  of  losing  more  by  delaying  to  occupy  it,  and  see 
the  Churches  springing  up  under  the  laboi-s  of  men  who  were  edu- 
cated, either  in  part  or  in  whole,  at  ourWe.stern  Institution,  to  have 
anything  like  an  adequate  conception  of  the  importance  of  sustain- 
ing it.  No  where  in  our  history  has  the  same  amount  of  success 
attended  an  equal  outlay  of  money  and  labor.  In  1853,  when  this  in- 
stitution was  first  received  under  the  caro  of  Synod,  it  was  nothing 
more  than  a  semi  parochial  school.  To-day  it  is  a  carefully  organized 
institution  with  several  departments.  But  we  do  not  repeat  the 
statistics  of  tlie  Annual  Report  of  the  Council,  inasmuch  as  that 
pertains  to  the  Cojiimittee  on  the  Trofessorale. 

The  report  also  speaks  of  tiie  parochial  schools  under  the  care  of 
the  Board,  and  of  a  new  school  in  \'irginia,  called  Amelia  Institute. 
Of  the  latter  it  gives  a  history  which  e.xcites  our  interest  and  our 
hopes,  and  of  the  former,  it  presents  an  ujiqualilied  endorsement, 
together  with  a  strong  argument  composed  mainly  ol'  extracts  IrtMu 
the  minute-;  ol'  former  Svuoils  fav(u-iiiL''  the  estiililishmeut  of  such 
schools. 

The  two  ri'(juests  made  hy  the  lioard,  one  that  it  sliall  he  known 
herealler  under  tlie  corporate  name  and  style  of  "  The  Board  of  Kdu" 
cation  of  tiu'  Beformeci  ( 'hurcli  in  .\inerica;"  -md  the  other  thai  a 
security  fund  he  established  with  a  ca|)ital  of  about  .'^.■),0(J0,  t^)  meet 
certain  dilliculties  iiK'Htioued  in  the  Report,  .seem  worthy  of  the 
Synod  s  approval.  The  latter  of  these  recjuests,  however,  would 
have  been  unnece.s.sary,  if  all  the  churches  had  contributed  to  the 
sujjport  of  the  Board.  <  )li,  that  a  .system  of  benevolence,  enibracing 
the  different  objects  so  often  approved  by  the  (jeneral  Synod,  might 
receive  practical  favor  with  all  our  ministers  and  consistories  and  be 
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so  advocated  by  them  that  every  member  in  our  churches  and  con- 
gregations might  be  presented  with  an  annual  opportunity  of  giving 
what  he  would  to  a  part  or  all  of  these  objects.  Then  would  our 
treasury  be  filled,  and  complaints  of  niability  cease. 

In  view  of  the  above  considerations,  your  Committee  would  re- 
commend the  following  action : 

1.  liesolved,  That  while  there  is  cause  for  thankfulness  in  the  in- 
creased receipts  and  widening  influences  of  the  Board,  there  is  also 
a  need  of  having  its  income  increased  by  an  annual  contribution  from 
all  the  churches. 

2.  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  approve  the  action  of  the  Board  in 
securing  a  corporate  existence  and  name  under  the  style  of  "  The 
Board  of  Education  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  Aisierica." 

3.  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  approve  the  plan  and  purpose  of  the 
Board  to  secure  a  capital  of  $5,000  to  meet  its  needs  arising  from 
certain  specified  causes,  to  be  called  "  The  Security  Fund  of  the 
Board  of  Education  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America." 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  last  Thursday  in  February  be  observed  as 
a  day  of  special  prayer  for  colleges  and  schools  of  learning,  and  that 
the  pastors  throughout  our  denomination  be  requested  to  preach  on 
the  subject  ol'  Christian  education  on  the  preceding  Sabbath.

The  following  Report  of  the  Council  of  Hope  College  was  pre- 
sented, and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate  : 

To  tJie  General  Synod  of  tJte  Refm-med  C/iurch  in  America  : 

The  Council  of  Hope  College  beg  leave  to  present  their  Annual 
Report,  as  follows  : 
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1.    0U(iAM/,ATION. 

At  the  repular  meeting  ol"  the  Council,  held  Juno  17th,  1869,  an 
official  copy  of  the  action  of  the  preceding  (ieneral  Synod  with 
reference  to  Hope  C'oUege  was  read. 

The  Council  was  organized  by  the  re-election  of  the  following 
officers  :

Presidrnf  ;  Rev.  A.  T.  Stewart,  Serntori/ :  liev.  V.  J.  Oggel, 
2Veasunr.

Resolved,  That  the  K.xecutive  Coniniittee  of  the  ( 'ouncil,  together 
with  the  Theological  Professors,  he  appointed  to  receive  students 
into  the  Theological  School. 

Also,  that  the  meeting  for  examining  the  students  of  the  Theo- 
logical Department,  and  the  Seniors  of  the  Academic  Department, 
be  held  at  the  time  fixed  for  theological  examinations  at  Hertzog 
Hall. 

TI.  Tiri:()LOGic.\i-  dei'aktmkxt. 

In  accordance  with  previous  action,  the  Council  was  duly  con- 
vened in  the  College  Library  on  Tuesday,  May  1 7th,  at  2  P.  M. 
The  following  members  were  present :  » 

Rev.  A.  V.  Van  Raalto,  in  the  chair;  Rev.  S.  liolks,  Rev.  E.  C. 
Oggel,  representing  the  Classis  of  Holland  ;  Rev.  J.  S.  Joralmon, 
Rev.  A.  Thompson,  Elder  L.  S.  \"iele,  representing  the  Classis  of 
Illinois  ;  Rev.  A.  T.  Stewart,  Rev.  J.  W.  Beardslee,  representing 
the  Classis  of  Michigan  ;  Rev.  C.  E.  Crispell,  representing  the  The- 
ological Faulty  ;  Rev.  I'liilip  Phelps,  Jr.,  representing  the  Institu- 
tion. 

The  Classis  of  Wisconsin  was  not  represented  ;  and  the  Classis 
of  Grand  River  was  not  yet  entitled  to  representation. 

Yrom  the  report  of  the  Theological  Faculty,  it  appeared  that  the 
following  students  had  been  in  attendance  during  the  year :

Of  the  consisteiic}-  and  diligence  of  the  students,  the  Faculty 
speak  in  commendatory  terms.  The  existence  of  a  missionary 
spirit  is  particularly  noticed,  and  one  of  the  Class  about  to  enter  the 
ministry,  Mr.  E.  J.  Heeren,  has  devoted  himself  to  the  foreign 
field. 

During  the  past  5^ear  an  increase  of  labor  has  been  devolved  on 
the  Theological  Instructors,  by  the  sickness  and  death  of  Prof. 
Oggel,  and  the  absence  of  Dr.  Phelps,  in  behalf  of  the  endowment, 
by  appointment  of  Council,  since  the  beginning  of  February.  At 
the  request  of  the  Council,  Dr.  Crispell  has  had  charge  of  Pastoral 
Theology  ;  Prof.  Beck,  of  Exegesis  ;  and  Prof.  Scott,  of  Churcl'  Gov- 
ernment, in  addition  to  the  branches  assigned  them  by  Synod. 

Professors  Beck  and  Scott  have  informed  the  Council  that  the 
time  for  which  they  were  originally  invited  to  act  as  Lectors  has 
now^  expired  ;  and  it  seems  necessary  that  the  Synod  should  make 
such  provision  as  may  serve  to  meet  this  view,  and  as  may  be  re- 
quisite to  carry  on  t^he  course  of  study. 

The  examination  of  the  several  classes  was  conducted  by  the 
Professors  and  Lectors,  unde-  the  superintendence  of  the  Council. 

During  the  year,  the  membei-s  of  the  Senior  and  Middle  Classes 
have  preached  in  the  chapel  both  in  the  English  and  Hollandish 
languages.  The  rules  of  Synod  with  respect  to  general  preaching 
have  been  strictly  observed. 

The  Senior  Class  was  examined  in  personal  experience  and  views 
of  the  ministry ;  and,  together  with  the  Middle  Class,  pi-esented 
specimens  of  sermonizing.     It  was 

Resolved,  That  the  examinations  be  sustained,  and  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Senior  Class  be  recommended  to  the  Theological  Faculty 
for  the  customary  certificate. 

The  closing  address  to  the  students  was  made  by  Dr.  Van 
Eaalte. 

III.    ACADEMIC    DEPARTMENT. 

The  r.umber  nf  students  in  this  department  during  the  year  has 
been  as  follows:  Seniors,  7;  Juniors,  7;  Sophomores,  4;  Fresh- 
men, 5  ;  whole  number,  23. 

In  pursuance  of  previous  action,  the  senior  under-graduates  were 
examined  at  the  same  meeting  at    which  the   Theological  exaniina- 
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tioiis  were  held;  and  the  linic  lor  tlif  ( "(Hiiinciicfiiioiil  Week  was 
appoiiitod  to  begin  Wodiit-sday,  June  lath,  aud  cIohc  on  Tuesday 
evening,  June  "Jlst,  diiriuL'  tlie  course  of  whirli  week  tlir  ronminiug 
examinations  will  be  lield. 

The  examination  of  the  Senior  Class  in  Aloral  Pliilosophy  was 
conducted  by  Rev.  A.  T.  Stewart,  who  had  had  cliargo  of  this 
branch  of  instriu-tion  during  the  absence  of  Dr.  Phelps  ;  and  tl)o 
thanks  of  the  Council  were  tendered  to  Brother  Stewart  for  the  able 
and  I'aithful  manner  in  which  he  had  discharged  his  trust. 

The  instruction  in  Modern  Languages,  both  in  tlii.s  and  in  the 
Preparatory  DoiKirtnieiii,  has  been  given  by  Tutor  Cornelius  Does- 
berg. 

At  least  two  of  the  Seniors  of  this  Department  are  expected  to 
apply  for  admission  into  the  Theological  School. 

1\'.     rHKI'AHATOKy    DKPAKTMKNT. 

Seveiitv-one  pupils  have  been  included  in  the  four  classes  of  the 
Grammar  Sclion]  durinir  the  past  year,  making  the  iium])or  in  the 
whoie  Institution  one  hundred  and  three. 

The  chief  instruction  in  this  Dcpiirtment  h;\n  been  rendered  by 
Tutor  Wra.  A.  Shields,  in  which  he  lins  boeii  assisted  by  several  of 
the  older  students. 

The  annual  examination  is  to  take  place  under  th"  supervision  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  immediately  before  the  Commencement 
Week. 

Feeling  the  importance  of  the  (Irammar  School,  as  the  foundation 
of  the  whole  Institution,  the  (-ouncil  have,  among  other  steps  f  r  its 
improvement,  been  endeavoring  to  secure  for  it  a  suital)lo  Rector. 

\'.     lloI'K    FARM. 

This  iiossession  was  so  serious.y  endangereil  liy  a  debt  of  live 
thousand  dollars,  that  a  special  application  was  made  to  James  Suy- 
dam.  Esq..  for  a  donation  of  that  amount,  in  order  to  secure  the 
property.  At  the  .sa'ne  tim(\  the  same  brother  was  soli,-ited  to  re- 
move the  indebtedness  resting  on  the  Contingent  Fund,  and  re- 
ported to  the  last  Synod. 

Perceiving  how  serious  a  burden  the  contingent  debt  was  i  :  the 
infancy  of  the  treasury,  atul  how  disastrous  it  might  prove  to  be, 
Mr.  Suydam,  moved  by  th(>  .sympathy  which  had  led  him  at  ))revi- 
ous  times  to  contribute  largely  to  the  Institution,  sent  his  check  for 
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five  thousand  dollars  in  answer  to  the  appeal.  And  having  become 
convinced  of  the  great  importance  of  securing  to  the  College  a  tract 
so  full  of  promise,  and  so  peculiar  in  position,  this  distinguished 
benefactor  of  all  the  departments  of  our  Church  privately  furnished 
an  additional  donation  of  five  thousand  dollars  for  the  real  estate. 

Soon  after  the  reception  of  these  generous  gifts,  a  special  meeting 
of  the  Council  was  held,  and  their  warmest  thanks  were  tendered 
,to  Elder  Suydam  for  his  most  timely  and  effective  intei'position  in 
behalf  of  Hope  College.  And  in  order  that  there  might  remain  a 
lasting  memorial  of  their  gratitude,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  the  tract  heretofore  known  as  Hope  Farm,  be 
called  "The  James  Suydam  Farm  of  Hope  College,"  under  which 
designation  it  will  hereafter  appear. 

VI.    ENDOWMENT, 

Your  Council  have  now  received  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  Gen- 
eral Synod  the  full  sum  of  $30,000,  donated  by  the  Synod  in  1864, 
and  requisite  for  a  charter. 

In  pursuance  of  the  action  of  the  Synod,  empowering  the  Coun- 
cil 10  take  steps  for  completing  the  endowment,  we  have  commis- 
sioned Dr.  Phelps  to  resume  his  labors  in  its  behalf.  The  total 
amount  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Synod,  somewhat  exceeds 
$50,000,  of  which  about  $18,000  was  obtained  among  the  Hollaud- 
ish  Churches  at  the  West,  chiefly  through  the  exertions  of  the  late 
Prof.  Oggel.  A  detailed  statement  of  contributions  from  individu- 
als and  churches,  is  in  process  of  preparation,  but  cannot  be  fin- 
ished in  time  for  this  Synod.

These  sums  were  paid  by  special  agreement,  to  meet  interest  on 
the  endowment  invested  in  Hope  Farm.  In  the  same  manner  the 
report  of  last  year  included,  in  its  endowment  interest,  a  previous 
donation  of  $100  from  James  ,\.  Williamson,  F^sij. 
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Rev.  E.  C.  Oi^'gel  h;is  been  appointed  Treasurer  of  the  I'ouncil, 
ill  pliice  of  his  l)r()ther,  deceased. 

YIII.    CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion  _your  Council  record,  with  gratitude,  the  ibllowing 
among  the  gifts  of  the  year. 

Samuel  B.  Schieffelin,  Esq.,  who  has  been  an  unwearied  bene- 
factor of  the  Institution,  in  so  many  ways  from  its  earliest  stage, 
has  continued  to  furnish  the  reading-room  with  a  number  of  peri- 
odicals;  has  sent  some  valuable  coins  for  its  museum,  and  together' 
with  his  brother,  Mr.  James  L.  Schieffelin  and  others,  has  contri- 
buted liberally  to  the  support  of  a  Japanese  student  at  the  College, 
and  to  the  defrayal  of  endowment  expenses. 

Rev.  James  H.  Mason  Knox,  D.D.,  has  given  to  the  College  Li- 
brary a  complete  file  of  tl^e  Christian  Intelligencer  (except  only  the 

first  volume)  up  to  the  year ,  which  had  been  kept  by  his  late 

venerated  father,    Rev.   Dr.   John  Knox ;    and  Mr.   Charles  Van 
Wyck  has  supplemented  the  set  till  the  present  date. 

The  widow^  of  the  late  Rev.  David  Dyer,  city  missionary  at  Alba- 
ny, N.  Y.,  has  given  his  collection  of  pamphlets,  in  accordance 
with  the  wishes  of  Bro.  Dyer,  us  expressed  before  his  death. 

Mrs.  Jonathan  Sturges  has  also  sent  a  box  of  valuable  pamph- 
lets. 

The  Institution  has  received  marked  tokens  of  the  Divine  favor, 
during  the  year.  Yet  amid  them  there  came  a  heavy  stroke.  Our 
beloved  associate,  Professor  Oggel,  after  a  protracted  illness,  was 
called  to  his  rest  in  December  last.  This  bereavement  was  not 
unexpected,  but  it  will  long  be  felt  by  the  College  with  which  his 
labors  were  identified  in  so  many  ways.  Of  those  labors,  he  has 
left  behind  him  a  witness  in  the  excellence  and  usefulness  of  De 
Hope,  which  was  established  chiefly  through  his  instrumentality. 
In  his  early  death  w^e  are  reminded  again  of  the  shortness  of  our 
time  on  earth  for  our  Master's  service. 

Rev.  E.  C.  Oggel  has  been  appointed  by  the  Council,  Editor  of 
De  Hope,  in  place  of  his  brother,  deceased. 

Accompanying  the  report  is  a  copy  of  a  Constitution  for  the 
whole  school,  which  we  recommend  to  the  General  Synod  for  con 
sideration  and  adoption.     It  is   the  same  in  substance  as  a  paper 
already  adopted  b}^  the  Synod  in  1866.

PKOKFSSnUATK. 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  presented  the  following 
report  which  was  accepted  and  adopted : 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  respectfully  report  in  regard 
to  the  various  matters  presented  for  their  consideration. 

I.     TllK    TKKOI,()(iU'AI,    .»«KM  I N  A  KY     AT    \K\V    HUI   NSWICK. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  report  upon  the  various  subjects 
brought  before  them,  very  few  of  which  topics  call  for  the  action 
of  the  Synod.  Several  of  the  students  have  been  interrupted  in 
their  studies,  but  have  given  satisfaction  to  the  Hoard. 

According  to  recommendation,  we  propose  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  Mr.  William  J.  Hill  be  admitted  to  the  Theologi- 
cal Seminary  at  .\e\v  Hrunswick,  as  a  member  of  the  Middle  Clas.s, 

The  Kei»ort  of  the  Board  also  suggests  the  establishment  of 
two  lectureships  in  the  Theological  Seminary :  one  to  treat  of 
the  connection  of  science  and  K^  velation  ;  and  the  second  to  treat  ol' 
the  theory,  practice  and  history  of  Ecclesiastical  Music. 

Your  Committee  feel  that  these  important  topics  ought  not  to  be 
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neglected.  If  the*y  do  not  now  receive  the  full  atttMition  wliicti 
they  deserve,  the  fault  is  not  in  the  lack  of  provision  on  the  ])art 
of  the  Synod. 

The  Professor  of  Pastoral  Duties,  as  we  are  informed,  includes  a 
reference  +0  music  in  his  regular  course  of  lectures.  The  ('hair  of 
Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology  doubtless  includes  attention  to  all 
''the  opi)Ositions  of  science,  falsely  so  called,"  against  the  truth 
which  nuiy  arise  in  our  times,  as  well  as  the  heresies  and  untruths 
which  may  have  lived  or  died  in  former  years.  The  Synod  respect- 
fully asks  the  attention  of  these  Professors  to  the  subjects  indi- 
cated by  the  Board. 

The  Board  notice  with  entire  and  unqualified  approval  "changes 
made  in  the  Theological  Hall,  both  in  regard  to  the  repairs  upon 
the  buildings  and  the  internal  regulations."  In  this  approval  your 
committee  suggests  the  hearty  concurrence  of  the  SAniod. 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod,  in  accordance  with  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Board,  authorize  the  Standing  Committee  on  the 
Theological  Hall,  to  co-operate  with  the  authorities  of  the  city  of 
New  Brunswick  or  land  owners  in  the  neighborhood,  in  the  pro- 
posed extension  of  (ieorge  street  northward,  beyond  the  Seminar',' 
grounds. 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  hereby  grants  a  site  in  the  Seminarv 
grounds  for  the  erection  of  a  fire-})roof  building  for  the  Library  of 
the  Theological  Seminary,  such  site  to  be  chosen  between  the  PTall 
and  Professor  Demarest's  residence,  b}'  the  Standing  Committee 
on  Hertzog  Hail,  under  whose  direction  the  building  be  erected 
whenever  the  funds  shall  have  been  obtained  for  that  object. 

•  Resolved,  That  the  Synod  expresses  its  high  appreciation  of  the 
liberality  of  Messrs.  James  Suydam  and  Gardner  A.  Sage,  in  gi\-- 
ing  to  the  Synod  a  residence  for  the  Professor  of  Didactic  and  Po- 
lemic Theology — rejoicing  that  the  donors  do  not  grow  weary  in 
well  doing  in  behalf  of  this  school  of  the  prophets,  and  trusting 
that  they  may  reap  a  rich  harvest  of  satisfaction  frera  giving  so 
wisely,  as  well  as  munificentlj',  to  this  good  cause. 

Resohtd,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  communicate  this  resolution  to 
Messrs.  Suydam  apd  Sage. 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod   hereby  directs  that  the  term  of  offic 
of  the  present  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  Thei 
logical   Hall  be  extended  to  three  years,  with  the  view  c' 
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out  the  improvements  already  befjim,  as  indicated  in  tlic  rcfinrt  of 
that  committee. 

The  Report  of  the  Board  ol  Direction  st;ites  that  Rev.  I  >r.  (,'or- 
nell  liad  secured,  up  to  April  HOth  of  the  present  year,  !j;ir2,4.50, 
including  $4O,0UU  from  Mr.  James  Suydam,  reported  a  year  ago. 
Of  this  amount  SSe.OriO  is  for  the  Permanent  Fund.  .S37,50()  for  the 
Seminary  Library,  and  $1«.U0()  for  the  j.urchase  of  a  residence  for 
the  Professor  of  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology,  the  gift  of  Messrs. 
Suydam  and  Sage.  It  is  proposed  to  continue  the  labors  of  Dr. 
Cornell  "■  until  the  Fund  shall  r(!ach  such  a  sum  that  the  interest 
thereon  will  be  adequate  to  all  the  wants  of  the  Church."  To  make 
the  way  as  clear  as  possible  for  this  purpose,  the  r  solution  to  con- 
tinue the  Hertzog  Hall  ('ommittee  for  three  years  is  pressed  upon 
the  attention  of  the  Synod. 

In  connection  with  this  subject,  we  luopoae  the  I'ollowing  action 
for  Synod  : 

HV/env/.v,  The  endowment  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  so  woii- 
drously  ble.ssed  of  God,  has  not  been  participated  in  by  the  masses 
of  our  people,  though  they  so  deeply  love  our  institution  ;  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  Pastors  and  Consistories  be  urged  to  take  action 
to  have  all  their  congregations  interested  in  this  work,  and  share  in 
the  blessings  which  our  God  bestows  upon  those  who  faithfully  en- 
gage in  His  work. 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  once  more  commend,  most  fervently. 
Rev.  Dr.  Cornell  to  all  our  people,  and  trust  that  his  work  will  con- 
tinue to  demonstrate  (iod's  favor  upon  it.  and  the  love  our  peeple 
cherish  for  the  Seminary. 

Letters  from  Rev.  A.  R.  Van  Nest,  D.D..  and  Mr.  Ten  Kyrk 
Sutphen,  inform  us  of  the  gift  to  the  Seminary  Library  of  1.1  tjO 
additional  volumes  with  valuable  pamphlets,  under  the  will  of  the 
late  Mrs.  Dr.  Bethune.     We  offer  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Hertzog  Hall  be  authorized  to 
receive  these  volumes  and  pamphlets,  and,  as  soon  as  practicable, 
place  them  in  the  Library  according  to  the  terms  of  the  will  of  Fiev. 
Dr.  Hethune. 

11.     noTK    COM.KGK. 

The  Report  of  the  Council  oi  Hope  College  sfcUes  that  the  Coun- 
cil has  been  duly  organized  according  to  action  of  the  (xenera! 
.Svnod  of  last  year.     The    institution    is   prosperous  antl  useful,   as 
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it  has  ever  been.  The  whole  munV)e.'  of  pupils  is  lOo.  Df  these, 
71  are  in  the  Preparatory  Department;  23  in  the  Academic  De- 
partment. Of  this  number,  seven  are  to  be  graduated  this  year, 
two  of  whom  are  expected  to  enter  the  Theological  Seminary.  In 
the  Theological  Seminary  there  were  nine  students,  tour  of  whom 
have  received  professorial  certificates,  with  a  view  to  licensure. 
One  of  these  has  given  himself  to  Foreign  Missions. 

The  College  has  met  with  a  sad  loss  in  the  removal,  by  death, 
of  Eev.  P.  J.  Oggel.  In  the  expression  of  grief,  in  view  of  his 
removal,  this  Synod  may  well  share.  One  of  our  most  cultivated, 
able  and  devoted  ministers  has  been  called  from  his  work  in  his 
early  ruinistry.  The  monuments  of  his  wise  and  thorough  devotion 
to  the  work  of  Christ  and  the  Church,  are  to  be  found  in  the  Churches 
to  which  he  ministered  ;  and  in  his  labors  as  professor  and  editor 
especially  must  we  note  his  efforts,  so  nobly  seconded  by  our  Hol- 
landish  brethren,  who  knew  and  therefore  loved  and  confided  in 
him,  to  endow  Hope  College. 

The  Council  give  us  the  gratifying  information  that  Mr.  James 
Suydam  has  again  and  again  exercised  his  benevolence  towards 
Hope  College  during  the  past  year.  His  gift  of  $5,000  has  relieved 
the  Contingent  Fund  of  the  College,  and  another  donation  of  like 
amount  has  rem.ved  the  mortgage  from  Hope  Farm,  which  is  ap- 
propriately to  be  named  in  honor  of  Mr.  Suydam.  Other  donations 
for  the  same  Fund  are  acknowledged  from  Messrs.  Williamson, 
Viele,  Pruyn,  Runk,  and  M^ers,  names  familiar  in  the  annals  of 
faithful  stewardship. 

Our  Church  will  best  show  her  appreciation  of  the  noble  gifts  al- 
luded to,  not  by  recording  them  in  the  Mijiutes  of  this  body,  but  by 
doing  likewise.  An  imperative  necessity  exists  for  like  liberality,, 
and  the  call  is  at  hand.  Rev.  Dr.  Phelps  is  in  the  held  at  the  pre- 
ent  time,  to  complete  the  endowment  of  the  College.  No  one  has 
so  given  to  this  object  that  he  can  say  he  ought  not  to  repeat  and 
enlarge  his  gifts.  The  work  of  the  College  seems  to  be  done  very 
economically,  yet  its  endowment  is  totally  inadequate,  and  the  Board 
of  Education  has  a  heavy  burden,  though  doing  a  blessed  work,  in 
supplementing  the  small  amount  accruing  for  the  payment  of  the 
Professors.     The  following  resolutions  are  proposed  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  earnestly  recommend  the  effort  for  the 
complete  endowment  of  Hope  College,  and  begs  for  it  the  attention 
which  will  at  an  early  dny  phice  the  College  in  a  proper  position  to 
do  its  full  work.. 
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rffsf)/vril,  Tliiil  whilst  iiiiiiiy  1)1'  the  chiirclifs,  as  well  as  imlivitlii- 
als.  will  1)('  expected  to  repeat  the  trifts  niade  at  the  bep^inniiifr  of 
this  elTori.  the  Synod  nrjres  them  to  do  so,  not  only  because  neces- 
sity requires  it,  but  bfc.Mise  the  work  deserves  all  that  it  can 
receive. 

Hev.  A.  ('.  \'an  Haalte,  D.l'.,  tnuismils  to  the  Syiiud  u  letter, 
full  (if  iiolilf  sentiments,  in  which  he  declines  the  Professorship  of 
Evangelistic  Theelo;:y  to  which  he  was  elected  at  the  last  meeting 
of  the  General  Syiuxi.  J)r.  \'an  Raalte  bases  his  declination 
upon  the  iiisupt  lahle  reasons  ''situation  and  loss  of  strength." 
Deeply  regretting  that  Dr.  \'an  l^ialte's  services  cannot  be  en- 
joyed, the  committee  have  no  suggestions  to  make  with  regard  to 
action  >n  the  premises, 

A  communication  has  l)eeu  received  from  Professors  Beck  and 
Scott,  of  Hope  College,  stating  that  the  term  for  which  they  had 
been  irivitcti  to  act  as  Lectors  in  the  Theological  Seniiiuiry,  has 
expired.  These  brethren  have  performed  more  labor  than  the 
Synod  anticipated  when  inviting  them  to  this  work.  Their  valua- 
ble services  cannot  be  dispensed  with  at  present.  The  following 
action  is  proposed : 

Rcso/i-fi/,  'i'hat  the  Synod  gratefully  recognizes  the  valuable  ser- 
vices of  Rev.  T.  Romeyn  Beck  and  Charles  Scott,  under  the  invi- 
tation to  act  as  Lectors  in  the  Theological  Department  of  Hope 
College,  and  does  hereby  appoint  them  to  the  same  services  for  the 
next  three  years,  authorizing  them  to  sign  the  Professorial  Certifi- 
cates granted  to  students  graduated  from  the  Seminary. 

Resolved,  'J'hat  the  justice  of  some  pecuniary  compensation  for 
the  services  of  the  Professors  and  Lectors  in  the  Theological  Sem- 
inary furnishes  an  additional  reason  for  commending  the  full  ctidow- 
raent  of  Hope  College  to  the  whole  Church. 

The  Synod  will  gratefully  acknowledge  donations  for  the  Library 
of  the  College.  Fifty  voUimes  from  the  Library  of  the  late  Rev. 
Joseph  A.  Collier,  presented  by  his  widow  ;  sixty  volumes  from 
Rev.  H.  Vedder,  "  productions  of  some  of  the  most  eminent  Hol- 
Und  divines  ;"  periodicals  and  a  collection  of  coins,  from  Mr.  S.  13. 
Schieffelin,  from  whom  the  College  has  received  many  kind  ser- 
vices;  a  complete  file  of  the  ChritU'an  bifi/liginrir,  begun  by  the 
late  Rev.  Dr.  John  Knox,  now  presented  by  Rev.  James  IL  Mason 
Knox,  D.D.,  and  supplemented  by  the  Publisher;  the  collection  of 
pamphlets  belonging  to  the  late  Rev.   David  Dyer,   of  Albany,   N. 
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Y.  ;  a  box  of  valuable   pamphlets,  from    Mrs.  Jonathan  Sturges  of 
New  York,  containing  a  complete  set  of  the  Biblical  Repertory. 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  Hope  College  be  requested  to  pre- 
sent to  General  Synod,  at  its  next  meeting,  a  plan  for  its  organiza- 
tion, and  all  details  necessary,  in  their  judgment,  to  promote  the 
efficiency  of  the  same,  and  that  Synod  now  appoint  a  committee, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  consider  such  plan  and  report  thereon  to 
next  Synod,  -nd  that  the  Council  be  requested  to  submit  such  plan 
to  said  committee  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  January  next,  in  order 
that  such  committeQ  may  have  full  time  to  consider  and  report  on 
the  same,  with  anv  amendments  they  may  consider  desirable,  to 
Synod  at  its  next  annual  Session.

■MISSIONS. 

The  'I'hirty- eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  l-'oreign  Mis- 
sions was  received  and  referred  to  tlu-  Coniniitteo  on  i''oreign  Mis- 
sions, with  the  e.xc  ption  of  so  much  as  refers  to  vacancies,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  Annual  lieport  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  was  received  and  referreil  to  thi'  Committee  on  Foreign 
Missions. 
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The  Thirty- eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Mis- 
sions was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Mis- 
sions and  Church  Building  Fund,  with  the  exception  of  so  much  as 
refers  to  vacancies,  which  was  referi-ed  to  the  Committee  on  Nomi- 
nations. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Domestic 
Missions,  and  Report  of  the  Church  Building  Fund,  were  received 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  and  Church 
Building  Fund. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  presented  the  following  re- 
port, which  was  accepted  and  adopted : 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  respectfully  report : 

The  statistics  of  all  the  Missions  indicate  an  advance  upon  pre- 
vious years,  especially  in  the  development  of  education.  "What- 
ever may  be  the  deliberate  or  constrained  policy  of  the  several 
stations,  we  cannot  but  regard  the  establishment  and  expansion  of 
schools  as  of  primary  importance  to  success,  and  to  the  assimila- 
tion of  the  Gospel  leaven.  Indeed  we  already  see  its  best  results, 
so  far  as  India  is  concerned,  in  the  employment  of  native  women 
as  teachers.  8uch  radical  progress  must  eventually  effect  a  com- 
plete reformation  iji  the  heart  of  social  well-being  in  the  family. 

The  erection  of  a  Theological  Hull,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Ijrethren  at  Amoy,  is  an  epoch  in  the  history  of  that  Mission.  It 
is,  as  well,  an  index  of  our  policy  with  regard  to  the  maintenance 
of  the  Gospel  in  the  Foreign  Field :  we  look  for  the  planting  of 
churches  not  to  the  missionaries  from  America,  but  to  a  Native  Pas- 
torate under  the  care  of  our  Evangelists.  The  judicious  advocacy 
of  self-support,  which  puts  the  interest  of  the  individual  church 
directly  upon  the  hearts  of  its  members,  and  relieves  the  missiona- 
ries of  many  camp-followers,  looks  to  the  same  end. 

Your  Committee  must  make  grateful  mention  of  the  efficiency 
of  the  Medical  Departments  connected  with  the  Missions.  The 
high  commendation  of  Lord  Napier  of  the  dispensary  and  hospital 
services  of  Rev.  S.  1).  Pcudder,  M.D.,  supplemented  by  a  prac- 
tical expression  of  the  confidence  of  the  government  in  him  ;  the 
successful  labors  of  the  Rev.  J.  Chamberlain,  M.D.,  and  in  general, 
the  access  which  such  work  gives  to  the  Gospel  message,  all  indi- 
cate the  necessity  of  strengthening  this  arm  of  missionary  enter- 
prize.  The  attention  of  all  the  Societies  has  been  increasingly 
directed  to  its  influence  as  an  auxiliary.     The  teacher  and  the  phy- 
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^ii-iau  aiL-  tiu'  bcsl  ht'lps  lu  llu-  preacliur.  The  schunl  and  the  hos 
piuil  are  now  the  most  nuportant  adjuncts  of  Ukj  C'liurch.  It  is 
particularly  gratiiying  to  find  that  a  number  of  ( 'hristian  natives 
are  instructed  in  the  science  of  medicine. 

Your  Coniinittee  wouUl  submit  the  foHowin^' : 

Rfsohid,  'I'hat  tlie  Hoard  be  authorized  by  tlie  lieiuTal  Synod  to 
provide,  so  far  as  possil)li'  or  e.xpedient,  for  the  medical  instruction 
of  lliose  who  olfer  tliemseU  l'S  for  missionary  work,  and  to  send  out 
as  many  Cliristian  physicians  as  are  willing  and  qualilied. 

Vour  C'ommittee  cannot  but  call  attention  to  the  special  con  li 
dence  which  the  Japanese  government  reposes  in  our  missionaries 
lo  that  country.  If  there  were  nothinjr  else,  the  Christian  e.xam- 
pie  of  our  brethren,  in  these  public  positions,  cannot  help  bearing 
fruit.  Nevertheless,  it  is  ditticult  to  reconcile  the  two  policies  of 
tiiat  (Jovernment,  manifested  on  the  one  hand  by  the  appointment 
of  missioaaries,  in  preterence  to  mere  scholars  lo  such  responsible 
posts;  on  the  other  by  the  authorized  piersecution  of  Christians  in 
Makami  and  Nagasaki;  not  only  lionuinist,  but  according  to  the 
best  authority,  Protestant  also.  Whatever  be  the  complexion  of  the 
faith  of  these  sufFerer.s,  3'our  Committee  would  recommend  the  Gen- 
eral Synod  to  unite  in  the  appeal  proposed  by  the  CJeneral  Committee 
for  Foreign  Missions  of  the  l'r()teslant  Episcopal  (."hurch  in  the 
United  States. 

Rtsolvtd,  That  the  lioaid  of  foreign  .Missions,  in  ihe  name  of 
the  Reformed  Church  in  America  'be  and  are  hereby  requested 
to  use  such  means  as  may  seem  to  them  best,  to  secure  through 
the  Representative  of  the  United  States  in  Japan,  the  ubrogation 
of  the  law  in  that  country  which  attaches  a  death  penalty  to  the 
profession  of  Christianity  among  its  own  people.' 

ItKKXKOKCKMKNTS. 

So  vast  are  the  demands,  but  so  feeble  are  we  in  the  numbers 
requisiti;  to  meet  the  exigency,  that  other  societies  feel  com- 
pelled to  occupy  the  ground  which  ought  to  be  cultivated  by  us. 

Your  (.'ommittee  must  reiterate  the  resolutions  of  previous 
Synods : 

Resolred,  That  the  Pastors  of  our  C'hurches  be  enjoined  to  pre- 
sent to  Christian  parents,  ami  to  their  sons  and  daughters,  the 
claims  of  the  Mission  work,  uoi  only  from  the  pulpit  but  l)y  per- 
sonal solicitatittii. 
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liesohed,  That  Chiistian  parents  be  urged  to  consecrate  their 
children,  from  infancy,  to  this  particnlar  service  of  the  Lord,  and 
to  pray  for  its  fullilhnent,  in  so  far  as  this  shall  be  the  will  of  God. 

Resolved,  That  the  Pastors  be  urged  to  a  careful  reconsideration 
of  the  comparative  loudness  of  the  foreign  and  the  domestic  calls. 

In  order  that  our  Board  may  not  feel  compelled  to  contract 
their  enterprizes,  your  Committee  would  expand  an  old  enactment. 

Resijlved,  That  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Church  to  send  out  imme- 
diately and  to  support  every  one  who  offers  himself  or  herself  for 
the  Foreign  Field,   and  who  shall  have  been  found  duly  qualified. 

Your  Committee  believing  that  a  great  impetus  would  be  given 
to  the  home-interest  in  tliis  cause,  by  the  appointment  of  a  Dele- 
gate to  visit  our  foreign  stations,  to  take  a  general  survey  of  all 
the  operations,  and  to  present  an  extended  report  of  his  tour  to  the 
General  Synod  and  to  the  Churches,  would  offer  the  following : 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  appoint  a  delegate  to  visit  our 
Mission  stations,  such  delegate  to  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
Foreign  Board,  provided  he  can  be  sent  without  additional  expense 
to  the  Board. 

FINANCES. 

We  are  approaching  the  usual  crisis  :  every  year  is  increasing 
the  debt;  the  Church  again  is  holding  its  breath,  to  praise  some 
munificent  donor.  The  direct  church  contributions  of  the  year, 
show  a  great  falling  off  from  those  of  1869,  and  are  but  a  few  hun- 
dred dollars  in  advance  of  the  collections  of  1868.  It  is  plain  tliat 
we  must  not  depend  upon  legacies,  or  upon  the  private  benefac- 
tions of  Christians,  hut  directly  upon  the  ChurcJies,  as  such.  At  the 
present  rate  of  supply,  the  debt  will  reach  a  nervous  pitch  during 
the  coming  year — a  nervous  pitch  which  will  drive  us  into  another 
spasm,  or  cause  the  transference  of  our  enterprizes  to  abler  hands. 
It  is  true  that  other  Churches  are  in  debt,  but  we  believe  none  In 
so  great  a  pruportion . 

"What  is  to  be  done?  Resolutions  are  mere  battology,  unless 
Pastors  and  Consistories  give  them  a  meaning. 

Your  Committee,  callmg  to  mind  the  words  of  the  American 
Board  :  "one  object  of  the  Monthly  Concert  is  to  keep  before  our 
Churches  this  great  fact — the  dependence  of  all  Christian  work 
upon  the  Divine  blessmg," — would  offer  the  following  : 
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Hesoheii,  That  cvcrv  ( 'tiurcli  hold  a  Minithly  Concert  oC  Prayer, 
and  take  up  a  monthly  collection"  for  Foreign  Missions. 

Yonr  Coniniittee  believe  that  knowledge  stimulates  benevolence, 
therefore 

Resolved,  That  every  Consistory  provide  their  Church  with  mis- 
sionary niaj)s  and  periodicals,  which  shall  be  used  for  the  instruc- 
tion of  the  people. 

Your  Committee  believe  that  systematic  benevolence  is  a  grace 
to  be  cultivated  according  to  the  Divine  rule,  thoroforo 

Resolved,  That  the  Pastors  be  enjoined  to  preach  the  Apos- 
tolic Law  as  a  law  of  the  Church  and  the  Cliristian  conscience  : 
"Let  everv  one  of  you  lay  by  him  at  home  whatsoever  he  may  be 
prospered  in." 

Resohfd,  That  the  Board  be  instructed  to  lurnisli  the  faniilios  of 
the  Churches,  through  the  Pastors,  with  missionary  bo.xes,  the 
amounts  deposited  in  whicli  shall  be  gathered  in  witli  the  annual 
collection  for  the  Board. 

Your  Committee  believe  that  the  interest  of  the  Church,  in  this 
subject,  depends  very  much  on  infornialion  whicii  is  communicated 
to  it:  they  notice  the  gratifying  success  ot  the  present  Paper,  but 
think  its  title  inapt,  and  its  size  too  contracted.  Concerning  the 
Paper  they  would  offer  the  following : 

Resolved,  That  every  Church,  from  its  congregational  funds,  or 
in  some  other  way,  supply  ever}'  family  in  its  connection  with  a 
copy  of  this  joint  publication  of  the  Boards. 

Your  (^ommittee  observe  the  crying  need  of  suitable  buildings 
for  worship  and  instruction.  With  the  expansion  of  our  work, 
these  demands  will  be  on  the  increase.  Yokohama  and  Chiang- 
Chiu  have  immediate  and  imperative  claims  upon  the  Church  in 
this  particular,  and  there  ought  to  be  standing  provision  to  which 
our  missionaries  can  loo  .  for  the  proi)er  furtherance  of  their  labors- 

Your  Committee  would  name  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  a  separate  fund  be  created,  to  be  called  the 
Foreign  Building  Fund,  which  shall  be  raised  and  administered 
according  to  the  regulations  which  obtain  concerning  the 
Church  Building  Fund:  (Digest,  Chap.  VIIL,  C,  Sections  1-2, 
substituting  the  word  Foreign  for  Domestic  in  the  various  clauses. 

Your  Committee,  in  conclusion,  would  call  the  earnest  attention 
of  this  Synod  to  the  necessity  of  devising  some  way  to  meet  the 
j)reseiit  necessities  of  Yokohama  and  Cluang-Chiu. 
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Resolved.^  That  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  be  instructed  and 
directed  to  pay  to  Messrs.  Ballagh  &  Vcrbeck,  missionaries  in 
Japan,  the  sum  of  $3,000,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  church 
building  on  the  lot  in  Japan  held  in  trust  for  our  Church,  being  for 
principal  and  interest  of  the  amount  paid  into  the  Treasury  for 
such  purpose  by  native  Christians  of  the  Sandwich  Islands. 

Resolved^  That  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  be  and  are  hereby 
instructed,  under  the  plan  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Church  Building 
Fund,  to  appoint  Rev.  Messrs.  J.  H.  Ballagh  and  J.  H.  Van  Doren. 
agents  to  solicit  from  individuals,  means  for  the  erection  of  buildings 
in  connection  with  Japan  and  Amoy  Missions,  and  that  Synod  com- 
mend these  brethren  to  the  confidence  of  Pastors  and  people. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  and  Church  Building  Fund 
presented  the  following  report  which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  and  Church  Building  Fund 
beg  leave  respectfully  to  report : 

We  have  in  our  possession  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Correspond- 
ing Secretar}^  and  the  Treasurer's  Accounts  of  the  Board  of  Domes- 
tic Missions  and  the  C)hurch  Building  Fund.  From  these  we  gather 
the  following  items : 

BOARD    OF    DOMESTIC    MISSIONS. 

With  the  single  exception  of  the  Rev.  H.  Woltman,  who,  when 
not  yet  a  full  year  of  his  ministerial  work  was  done,  died,  a  martyr 
to  his  zeal  in  prosecuting  his  preparatory  studies  and  afterwards  the 
labors  of  his  calling,  all  of  our  Missionaries  still  live  to  carry  on  their 
work. 

Our  Board  has  furnished,  or  aided  in  furnishing,  the  stated  means 
of  grace  to  3,952  families,  and  5,223  communicants,  and  in  bringing 
into  the  Church  559  on  confession  of  their  faith,  being  100  less  than 
last  year,  and  392  on  certificate,  being  168  more  than  last  year,  a 
total  of  951,  being  26  more  than  the  previous  year.  It  has  44  mis- 
sions at  the  East,  32  in  the  West,  1  in  the  South,  being  a  total  of 
77.     Connected  with  these  are  70  Missionaries. 

Last  Octolier.  in  com])liance  with  the  requisitions  of  the  field,  the 
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IJfv.  K.  r.  Livingston  was  appt)inti'(l  a  tt'iiiponiiy  Siiperintondi'nt  df 
Missions,  and  diil  a  valuable  service  in  visiting  the  cliurclies  already 
plaiiU'd,  and  .searchinu  out  new  openings  for  clmrcli  organizations. 

By  the  aii!  of  tlie  lH)ard  \'.'>  new  chnrcli  organizations  have  been 
formed — .'!  in  Michigan,  1  in  Iowa,  2  in  Illinois,  1  in  ( 'oiniecticut,  2 
in  New  Jersey,  1  in  New  York,  and  11  in  \'irginia.  Under  exceed- 
ingly encouraging  auspices  new  missions  have  been  started  in  Jeri- 
cho, L.  L,  Rapid  Run,  Mich.,  and  Norwood  Park,  a  position  of  great 
importance,  some  six  miles  from  Chicago,  111.  The  Church  ol' South 
Bend,  Ind.,  for  some  time  prostrate,  lifts  up  its  head  anew,  and 
moves  forth  with  a  new  impulse,  and  a  new  colony  of  E.  \'riesland- 
ers,  at  Peoria.  111.,  arc  ready  to  welcome  a  mission  fn)m  a  Church 
whose  symbols  of  faith  they  venerate,  and  the  village  of  Macquand. 
111.,  calls  loudly  for  a  Church  of  our  order. 

In  a  way  peculiarly  providential  a  new  enterprise  has  been  started 
in  Virginia.  .\t  Amelia  Court  House,  in  Amelia  County,  the  Rev. 
A.  DuBois,  D.D.,  and  Rev.  W.  B.  (jilniore  have  organized  a  literary 
institution,  and  within  a  radius  of  sixteen  miles  three  new  Churches. 
There  is  a  prospect  of  very  flattering  success  to  the  literary  institu- 
tion, and  the  Churches  already  planted  may  be  the  germs  of  a  South- 
ern Classis.  This  enterprise  of  our  brethren  at  the  South  particular- 
ly commends  itself  to  our  Reformed  Church.  If  the  incpiiry  may  ])e 
raised,  who  knows  not  whether  through  such  Classis  in  the  South 
there  may  not  spring  up  a  bond  of  amity  between  our  denomination 
and  those  Churches,  not  a  few  in  that  region,  that  have  a  sympathy 
with  our  symbols  of  faith  and  form  of  government. 

Several  of  the  Churches  connected  with  the  Board  have  received 
gracious  tokens  of  the  Saviour's  favor,  those  of  Brookfield,  (^onn., 
Otley,  Iowa,  and  Norris,  111.,  having  been  particularly  blessed  with 
revivals.  It  is  a  gratifying  and  suggestive  feature,  we  do  not  see 
noticed  in  the  Secretary's  Report,  that  these  three  Churches  have 
been  peculiarly  gifts  to  the  Lord  Jesus,  two  of  them  being  planted 
by  individuals,  the  other  by  the  two  Sabbath  schools  of  Flatbush,  L. 
I.,  and  of  this  North  ( 'hurch  of  Newark. 

Toward  the  work  thus  hurriedly  reviewed  the  P>oard  has  contrib- 
uted $.'59,632  29,  though  in  order  to  accomplish  this  it  has  had  U) 
report  itself  as  in  debt,  on  the  1st  of  May  last,  to  the  extent  of  $12,- 
681  G2.  It  began  the  fiscal  year  with  a  debt  of  $.'i,.-)G8  G8,  So 
notwithstanding  a  net  increase  of  $3,416  04  in  contriliutions.  its  in- 
debtedness has  been  augmented  by  $7.1 12  99. 
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CHCKCH     BlILDING    KLNJ). 

On  the  1st  of  May,  1869,  there  was  a  balance  on  hand  belonging 
to  this  Fund  of  $964  55.  During  the  year  it  has  received  in  inter- 
est on  loans  $1,350,  and  $11,391  87  in  contributions.  The  most 
of  this  was  given,  however,  for  specifically  designated  Churches,  so 
that  the  Board  had,  for  purposes  of  its  own  original  designating,  only 
$2,072  75,  which,  added  to  the  balance  with  which  it  began  the 
year,  and  the  interest  on  its  own  loans,  makes  $4,387  30  for  its  own 
uses,  outside  of  those  designated  by  the  donors.  Though  it  is,  of 
course,  necessary  to  bear  in  mind  these  two  lacts — first,  that  many 
of  the  Churches  benefited  by  these  funds  given  for  specific  purposes, 
were  such  as  would  at  any  rate  have  commended  themselves  to  the 
Board  ;  and,  secondly,  that  the  freeness  Avith  which  many  of  the 
gifts  were  made  was  owing  to  the  interest  Carticular  churches  felt  in 
the  particular  Churches  that  they  aided.  It  is  greatly  to  be  regret- 
ted that  the  Church  Building  Fund  has  not  been  more  greatly  in- 
creased. 

•  By  its  aid,  however,  houses  lor  the  worship  of  God  have  been 
completed  at  Spring  Lake,  Fynaart  and  Fremont  Centre,  Mich.,  the 
First  and  Second  Churches  of  Chicago,  111.,  Clinton  Station,  K.  J., 
Brookfield,  Conn.,  and  Yorktown,  Miiui. 

SABBATH  SCHOOLS. 

The  Board  has  fewer  Sabbath  schools  under  its  care  for  the  two 
very  excellent  reasons  that  a  number  of  the  Churches,  with  their 
schools,  heretofore  dependent  on  the  Board,  have  become  self-sus- 
taining, and  that  our  Holland  brethren,  among  whom  so  many  of  our 
Churches  are  planted,  so  greatly  favor  Catechetical  and  Biblical  in- 
struction at  home,  at  the  hands  of  parents,  that  there  is  not  eo  great 
demand  for  or  favor  towards  our  American  system  of  Sabbath 
schools.  It  suggests  the  inquiry  whether,  as  a  people,  we  are  not 
neglecting  that  most  natural  and  important  method  of  teaching  the 
gospel  to  children.  Let  Sabbath  schools  be  fostered  with  unwearying 
care,  yet  let  not  parents  forget  that  great  original  and  direct  responsi- 
bility which  rests  with  them.  We  hear  with  great  delight  that  in 
connection  with  these  Sabbath  schools,  there  were  during  the  year 
160  conversions. 

lu  taking  a  view  of  the  work  of  the  past  year,  your  Committee 
find  but  one  special  reason  for  disappointment ;  and  that,  of  course, 
is  the  fact  the  Synod  must  have  noticed,  the  debt  of  over  $12,000 


with  wliicii  the  yt'ar  rinsed,  and  tlw.'  small  aiiiniirit  given  to  the 
Climrh  Huildinjj:  Fund.  So  far  as  lields  for  useful  labor  are  ctm- 
cerned.  the  Lord  has  opened  them  really  beyond  the  ability  of  the 
fioard  to  enter  them.  Several  of  our  Thurches  which  have  been 
established,  have  begun  their  existence  under  peculiarly  favorable 
circumstances,  and  occupy  positions  of  iniporUince.  We  believe 
we  have  a  most  devoted  band  of  men  in  the  work,  and  all  now  re- 
(juired,  with  the  blessing  of  the  Lord,  is  money  to  su.stain  those  now 
at  work,  and  to  justify  the  lioard  in  sending  new  men  to  new  lields. 
.•\nd  notwithstanding  the  debt  of  the  Hoard,  we  think  we  discern 
the  evidence  that  our  Church  is  at  last  really  waking  to  the  import- 
ance of  planting  the  gospel  in  the  destitute  portions  of  our  (»wn 
country. 

C>ur  Foreign  Mission  work  has  been  conducted  on  an  extensive 
scale  ;  few  (  hurches,  if  any,  for  their  number,  have  done  more  for 
the  Foreign  work,  and  been  more  blessed  in  it ;  why  shall  we  not 
now  take  hold  of  our  home  work  with  equal  zeal,  and  with  the 
hope  of  an  equal  blessing? 

It  is  to  this  particular  point  we  would  call  the  attention  of  the 
Church.  We  would  not  have  our  Foreign  work  diminished — it 
ought  to  be  greatly  increased  ;  liut  we  have  sadly  rifijlcrted  the  inter- 
ests of  Christ  here  at  home. 

Our  Church  has  some  peculiar  difhculties  in  making  a  western 
advance.  With  fewer  centers  of  our  own  population  in  the  West, 
our  name  and  order  but  little  known,  we  labor  under  such  disadvan- 
tages as  larger  bodies  do  not.  But  it  would  be  strange,  indeed,  if 
in  so  wide  a  field,  there  were  no  work  lor  us.  Our  brethren,  labor- 
in''  in  the  West,  are  warmly  appreciated.  Our  Holland  ("hurches 
will,  ere  long,  strongly  reinforce  us.  We  have  a  church  polity  that 
in  some  points  adapts  itself  more  readily  to  western  life  than  some 
others,  and  there  is  a  larger  amount  of  wealth  at  the  East  which, 
properly  consecrated,  would  sustain  a  vigorous  pressing  of  (uir  home 
work. 

For  the  sake  of  our  Foreign  Missions  we  need  to  sustain  our  do- 
mestic. We  must  do  so,  and  sustain  our  own  church-life.  On  the 
same  principle  on  which  the  wealthy  Christian,  whilst  giving  largely 
to  ptirposes  of  charity,  yet  reserves  a  large  capiUil  on  which  to  work 
out  future  incomes  lor  future  giving,  so  as  a  Church,  whilst  spread- 
ing our  charities  abroad,  we  must  conserve  our  inner  strength,  and 
make  a  strong  ( 'hurch  here,  so  a  greater  luture  service  may  be  ren- 
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dered.     The  present  is  a  critical  time  with  us,  and  what  we  do  for 
the  Master  and  our  own  healthy  lile  and  growth,  we  shoul  1  do  at 

OilCt. 

The  present  year  there  is  great  need  that  an  effort  be  made  m  be- 
half of  our  Church  Building  Fund.  And  your  Committee  suggest 
that  the  attempt  be  made  to  raise  for  it  at  least  the  sum  of  $50,000. 

Your  Committee  would  also  urge  that  some  method  for  taking  col- 
lections for  our  Domestic  Board  be  adopted  by  the  Churches,  by 
which  not  only  more  shall  he  given  by  those  who  usually  give,  but 
something  he  given  hg  rt/Z,  all  our  people  reached.  The  manner  in 
which  this  shall  be  done  we  leave  to  the  Classes  and  Churches  to 
determine ;  but  ma}^  not  such  arrangements  be  made  that  two  (2) 
collections,  at  least,  a  year  may  be  taken  by  each  Church,  and  every 
family  and  individual  reached  ?  To  indicate  the  losses  sustained  by 
the  Board  through  the  present  system  of  one  collection  a  year,  it  may 
be  well  to  state  that  last  year,  on  account  of  the  frequent  storms  of 
the  months  of  October  and  March,  between  $6,000  and  $7,000  less 
were  received  by  the  Board  than  might  otherwise  naturally  have  been 
expected.  Your  Committee,  therefore,  strongly  urge  the  appeal  of 
the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Board  for  a  surer,  safer  system 
of  gathering  funds ;  and  press  the  demand  for  $50^000  for  the  ordi- 
nary purposes  of  the  Board,  in  addition  to  the  $50,000  for  the  Build- 
ing Fund.  Large  as  this  combined  amount  may  seem,  it  is  not  so 
much  as  was  expended  in  our  Foreign  Missionary  work  in  the  year 
1869. 

Your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolu- 
tions : 

1.  That  this  Synod  renders  its  thanks  to  Almighty  God  for  His 
blessing  on  the  efforts  undertaken  under  the  direction  of  this  Board, 
and  for  the  fields  of  usefulness  that  continue  to  open  so  invitingly  to 
us. 

2.  That  the  Synod  look  with  gratification  upon  the  enterprise  at 
Amelia  Court  House,  Va.,  and  knowmg  not  unto  what  good  purpose 
it  may  grow,  commend  it  to  the  favorable  regard  of  the  churches. 

3.  That  Classes,  Pastors,  and  Consistories  see  if  some  measure 
may  not  be  adopted  by  which  more  frequent  and  more  generous  con- 
tributions may  be  made  to  the  general  purposes  of  the  Board,  so  that 
it  may  have  for  this  year's  work  at  least  $50,000. 

4.  That  the  Church  Building  Fund  is  a  matter  of  very  great  im-

The  Sixteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  ol' Publicativin  was  re- 
ceived and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  so  much  as  refers  to  vacancies,  which  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  ol'  Pul)lication 
was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  presented  th?  following  report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Publication  would  respectfully  report  tliat  the 
sixteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Corresponding  Se<"retary,  together 
with  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer,  for  the  year  ending  May  1st, 
1870,  duly  certified  as  correct,  has  been  placed  in  their  liands. 

The  review  of  the  year,  as  presented  in  this  report,  shows  the 
affairs  of  the  Board  to  be  in  a  healthful  condition.  No  one  can 
read  the  record  of  facts  it  furnishes  without  the  conviction  that  it 
lies  nearer  the  hearts  of  the  people  than  ever  before.  They  have  a 
better  understanding  of  its  merits,  and  are  more  ready  to  respond  to 
its  claims.  The  number  of  Churches  contributing  in  aid  of  its  ope- 
rations, wdiich  three  years  since  was  eighty-three,  has  now  reached 
nearly  two  hundred,  and  the  receipts  into  its  treasury  which  then 
were  a  little  over  sixteen  hundred  dollars,  are  nearly  ten  thousand 
dollars  the  past  year.

Grants  of  books  and  tracts  have  been  nuide  to  the  amount  of 
$597  46. 

Four  new  volumes  besides  smaller  issues  and  reprints  have  been 
published,  including  one  now  in  press,  and  the  Heidelberg  Catechism 
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in  the  'I'iiiiiil  laiiLiua^i- w  liicli  may  very  |ii(i|K'i'ly  In-  (■(Hiiitcd  since  tlic 
liiianl  lias  assumed  the  linamial  res|i()iisiliility  of  its  j)ul)lic:iti(>ii. 

The  Kepnrt  states  that  the  Hoard  cuiiM  easily  have  increased  the 
list  of  its  publications  IVomi  the  inimher  of  its  maniiscn|ils  which 
have  been  rnniished,  but  that  it  was  deemed  uun-e  important  to  ele- 
vate its  imprimatur,  a  decision  which  commends  itself  to  the  JiuIl' 
ment  of  your  ( 'ommittee.

There  is  plainly  an  iiu-reased  capital  of  co-operative  sympathy  on 
the  part  of  Pastors.  And  like  Past(»rs,  like  people.  Where  there  is 
a  leader  for  the  host  in  any  good  cause,  there  will  .soon  be  a  host  for 
the  leader.  When  the  Pastor  so  identifies  himself  with  the  various 
benevolent  operations  of  our  Boards,  that  he  statedly  uriics  their 
claims  trom  the  pulpit,  then  the  Church  makes  rapid  strides  in  the 
line  of  benevolence. 

Your  ("ommittee  hesiuite  not  to  say  that  they  are  in  hearty  sym- 
pathy with  this  Board.  As  one  of  the  reco^nize(l  auencies  to  do 
the  Church's  work,  it  lills  a  niche  occu[)ie(l  by  no  other  anthori/ed 
agency.  We  must  use  the  Christian  press  tti  anUigoni/.e  an  irreli- 
gious press — a  church  publisliinir  Hoard  to  supplement  the  teachings 
of  the  pulpit  for  the  extension  of  the  ('hnrcli.  Is  not  tliis  Pxtard  as 
truly  adapted  to  this  end  as  like  institutions  in  other  denoniinations  ? 
It  may  not  have  accomplished  all  that  we  coidd  desire,  but  we  mu^t 
be  rea.sonalilf  in  onr  expectations.  Ibicks  cannot  br  made  without 
straw,  nor  books  [»ui)lislied  w  ithout  money.  Have  our  (  Imrches 
generally  been  lilierally  disposed  toward  this  Hoard?  lias  it  been 
[)laced  ill  a  |)n-ition,  liiiancially,  to  test  wliat  it  can  be  made  to  ac- 
complish '.•' 

Through  the  earnest  elTorts  of  the  (  'orrespomliii;:  .Secretary,  a 
growing  interest  luis  been  awakened,  and  an  an.xious  desire  to  bring 
this  P>oard  forward  in  practical   efTicieucy  to    the  position  its  import- 
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ance  justly  claims.  We  trust  that  the  report  ot  iinothcr  year  will 
exhibit  all  our  C'hurches,  iu  one  mihroken  coluiun,  moving  together 
as  its  warm  supporters. 

Your  Committee  gratulate  the  Board  upon  its  success  in  securing 
such  spacious  and  pleasant  apartments  lor  its  Depository,  and  for 
the  convenience  ol'  the  Secretaries  ;  and  they  are  pleased  to  learn 
that  notwithstanding  the  break  upon  the  usual  routine  of  business 
caused  by  frequent  removals  and  other  counter  influences,  the  sales 
of  the  past  year  are  in  advance  of  those  of  the  year  previous,  and 
that  the  happy  effects  of  the  present  more  lavorable  arrangements 
are  already  being  realized  in  an  increased  patromigc.  It  is  earn 
estly  hoped  that  the  Depository,  which  has  replenished  und  enlarged 
its  stock,  will  command  the  support  of  our  Churches  generally,  and 
that  Pastors,  Sabbath  school  Superintendents,  and  others  of  our 
friends,  as  loyal  servants  of  the  Church,  will  give  it  the  preference 
in  their  purchases  over  all  similar  establishments. 

Your  Committee  are  also  pleased  to  learn  that  the  "  Sower  and 
Gospel  Field,"  now  united  under  one  banner,  has  so  wide  a  circula- 
tion. The  value  of  this  sheet  is  such  it  should  bo  still  more  exten- 
sively circulated.  If  converted  into  a  semi-monthly  issue,  would  it 
not  better  accomplish  its  mission,  and  more  fully  meet  the  wants  of 
the  different  Boards  and  of  the  ChurcliesV  'J'he  terms  are  so  low, 
and  the  paper  so  excellent,  that  every  Pastor  should  labor  to  secure 
its  spread  among  his  people.  Increasing  light  cannot  fail  to  deepen 
conviction  and  call  forth  enlarged  co-operation. 

An  ample  working  capital  should  be  secured  for  the  Board  at  the 
earliest  moment.  A  portion  of  the  wealth  of  the  Church  can  hardly 
be  devoted  to  a  more  important  object.  May  we  not  hope  that  those 
possessed  of  sufficient  means  will  count  it  a  privilege  to  give  liber- 
ally of  their  substance  to  put  this  agency  of  the  Church  on  a  footing 
Avhich  will  enable  it  to  push  forward  with  vigor  the  work  which  is 
growing  on  its  hands.  This  is  the  more  desirable,  since  the  recent 
successful  efforts  for  the  liberal  endowment  of  our  educational  insti- 
tutions, have  given  no  equivocal  expression  that  our  lieformed 
Church  purposes  to  preserve  her  distinct  integrity.  Sliall  wo  not 
then  co-operate  more  coi'dially,  more  vigorously,  more  generously 
with  this  Board  in  its  work  of  denominational  extension  ?  I^et  the 
puljjh  and  the  jirtss,  linked  together  in  holy  alliance,  be  more  thor- 
oughly consecrated  to  the  spread  of  the  truth  and  the  urowth  of  the 
Church. 
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Your  ('ormuittco  wouhi  close  their  report  l>y  sulmiiltiii^  the  (<tl- 
lowirif:  resohitioiis : 

lirsiilvcil.  That  the  Oeiienil  Synod  reiilliriiis  its  hij^h  ostimate  of 
the  Viihie  of  the  work  coniinitted  to  the  lio.ird  of  P\il»lication  of  pro- 
viding a  suitiible  religious  and  denominational  literature  for  our 
Churches,  and  expresses  its  approbation  of  the  efforts  of  the  Board 
hitherto  to  fulfill  its  proper  lunctions. 

"2.  Rfsolvcl,  That  tlie  ]^)ard  be  coninu-nded  to  the  conlidi-nce  of 
the  Churches  in  its  endeav(u-s  to  provide  for  itself  a  working  capital 
by  which  it  may  be  alile  to  c;irry  out  its  great  and  important  mis- 
sion.

ARTICLE  XXli. 

BENEVOLENT    AND    RELIGIOUS    INSTITUTIONS. 

After  reading  of  the  minutes  on  the  morning  of  each  day's  ses- 
sion, a-half  hour  was  spent  in  devotional  exercises. 

An  hour  was  spent  on  the  afternoon  of  the  first  day  of  the  session 
in  devotional  exercises. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  second  day  of  the  session,  the  sacrament 
of  the  Lord's  Supper  was,  with  accompanying  exercises,  adminis- 
tered. 

The  Secretaries  of  the  Boards  were  heard  on  the  morning  of  the 
tliird  day  of  the  session,  after  which  a-  season  was  spent  in  prayer. 

A  sermon  on  Benevolence  was  preached  on  the  evening  of  the 
sixth  day  of  the  session,  by  Rev.  Zachary  Eddy,  from  Mark  12: 
41-44,  "And  Jesus  sat  over  against  the  treasury  and  beheld  how 
the  people,"  etc. 

Rev.  S.  M.  Woodbridge  was  chosen  Primarius,  and  Rev.  A.  B. 
Van  Zandt,  Secundus,  to  preach  the  sermon  on  Benevolence  at  the 
next  stated  session. 

Rev.  Mr.  Atterbury,  Secretary  of  the  Sabbath  Committee  of 
New  York,  presented  the  claims  of  said  committee  to  the  Synod. 

A  meeting  in  behalf  of  Missions  was  held  on  the  evening  of  the 
seventh  day  of  the  session,  and  which  was  addressed  by  Rev.  E. 
P.  Livingston,  Elder  Robert  H.  Pruyn,  and  Rev.  John  A.  Todd  on 
Domestic  Missions,  and  by  Rev.  J.  H.  Ballagh,  Missionaiy  from 
Japan,  and  Rev.  E.  C.  Scudder,  of  the  Classis  of  Arcot,  on  Foreign 
Missions. 
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Itcv.  Mr.  (laiisf.  on  tlic  iiintti  day  i)i'  tlic  st'ssinii.  presented  the 
claims  of  the  Evangelical  Alliance.     It  wa,s 

Hemlvetl.  That  this  Synod  heartily  approves  of  the  organ i/^tion 
and  purposes  of  the  Evangelical  .Vlliance.  and  earnestly  desires  all 
Pastors  and  Churches  under  its  care,  to  contribute  in  all  ways  to 
the  succe.ss  of  the  ( 'onvention  which  that  great  representative  of 
United  Protestantism  is  to  hold  in  this  country  in  the  approaching 
autumn.

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'I'lic  lollowiii!:;  items  of  interest  uro  irathcreil  Iroiii  tlic  repert  of 
the  Faculty  of   the  Seiiiiiiiiry  : 

That  Mr.  AVilliani  K.  Gridis  of  the  Middle  Class  having  been 
invited  to  take  charge  of  a  school  in  Japan,  has  accepted  this  invi- 
tjition  and  proceeded  to  that  field:  thut^Ir.  Charles  K.  Jones  of  the 
Junior  Class,  a  married  man.  has  availed  himself  of  special  facil- 
ities for  more  economical  living  elsewhere  to  remove  to  another 
Theological  Seminary:  that  Mr.  D.  M.  Knickerbocker,  also  of  the 
Junior  Class,  is  in  Europe,  having  been  compelled  to  intermit  his 
studies  by  the  temporary  failure  of  his  eyes.  The  Board  allowed 
him  to  go  on  with  his  class  upon  his  return  next  Fall.  The  report 
also  states  the  marked  advantage  of  having  a  Rector  in  the  Hall,  in 
moral  influence  perceptible  in  the  whole  life  of  the  student.  An 
increased  spirit  of  prayer,  and  a  deeper  sense  of  the  greatness  of 
the  ministerial  work  are  observable.  With  the  abundant  blessing 
of  God  in  providing  means  for  the  support  of  the  institution,  there 
has  also  been  evidence  of  the  Holy  Spirit's  presence  in  the  hearts 
olthe  young  men,  giving  hopeful  indications  of  the  time  when  the 
Hall  shall  manifest  in  all  its  members  an  earnest  and  devoted  piety. 

The  usual  examinations  of  the  several  classes  in  the  Seminary 
were  conducted  by  the  Professors  in  the  presence  of  the  Board. 

Sermons  were  presented  by  the  higher  classes,  for  inspection  by 
the  Board,  and  brief  analyses  prepared  by  the  Middle  Class. 

After  specimens  of  preaching  ])y  the  members  of  the  Senior 
Class,  these  gentlemen  were  severally  examined  on  personal  piety, 
and  their  views  in  entering  upon  the  mniistry. 

All  tlie  students  were  interrogated  in  regard  to  the  rule  of  Syn- 
od, concerning  students  preaching,  and  their  answer  was  satisfac- 
tory. 

It  was  unanimously  Rrmilral,  That  the  several  examinations  be 
sustained,  and  that  the  members  of  the  Senior  Class  be  recommen- 
ded to  the  Professors  to  receive  the  customary  certificate. 

Professor  De  Witt  having  called  the  attention  of  the  Board  to 
the  insufficent  preparation  of  the  students  in  Latin  and  Greek, 
reeultingfrom  the  omi.ssion  of  these  studies  in  our  Colleges,  after  the 
Sophomore  year,  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were 
adopted  by  the  Board  : 
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Whereas,  Colleges  are  univensally  adopting  the  Eclectic  system, 
and 

Whereas,  Some  College  students,  who  propose  to  enter  our  Semi- 
nary, neglect  the  study  of  Latin  and  Greek  after  the  Sophomore 
year,  and  thus  have  an  insufficient  knowledge  of  thepe  languages  for 
the  advantageous  prosecution  of  an  exegetical  course,  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  request  General  Synod  to  pass  a  law 
whicli  shall,  in  every  practicable  case,  require  the  study  of  the 
Latin  and  Greek  during  as  much  of  the  College  course  as  the  stu- 
dent may  attend. 

The  Standing  Committee  appointed  on  Hertzog  Theological  Hall 
made  their  report  to  the  Board,  whereupon  it  was 

Resolved,  1st.  That  the  Board  feel  that  they  cannot  express  in 
too  high  terms  their  appreciation  of  the  work  performed  by  the 
Committee :  and  their  hearty  approbation  of  the  principles  upon 
which  it  has  been  conducted  :  and  that  they  most  cordially  adopt 
the  Report  of  the  Committee,  and  transmit  it  to  General  Synod  as 
their  own,  recommending  the  adoption  of  all  its  suggestions  and  re- 
quests. 

Resolved,  2nd.  That  the  Board  have  heard  with  great  pleasure 
and  thankfulness  of  the  liberality  of  Mr.  Gardner  A.  Sage  and 
James  Suydara,  and  would  recommend  to  General  Synod  that  the 
two  new  buildings  about  to  be  erected  by  their  generosity  be  en- 
titled— the  one— the  Gardner  A.  Sage  Library — and  the  other — 
the  James  Suydam  Hall. 

Resolved,  3d.  That  the  Board  would  express  their  grateful  ac- 
knowledgment of  the  wisdotu  displayed  by  the  Library  Committee, 
and  their  cordial  approbation  of  the  principles  upon  which  the 
books  have  been  selected. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  also  feel  that  in  view  of  the  report 
of  the  Committee  they  but  gratify  their  own  sense  of  justice  and  of 
gratitude  to  the  Rev.  Jas.  A.  H.  Cornell,  when  they  record  on  their 
minutes  their  approbation,  and  their  thanks  for  his  invaluable  ser- 
vices. 

In  conclusion  the  Board  suggest  to  the  Committee  on  the  Theo- 
logical Hall  the  desirableness  of  having  their  report  publislied  and 
spread  before  the  Church.     The  simple    story  therein   told    cannot 
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"but   bt-ncfit   the  Clitirch,  and    cliccr    tlic   hearts    of  all    who    Kn'e 
Christ  and  our  Church. 

The  action  of  tlif  Synod  upon  the  rosolutions  of  tlie  Board  last 
year  rospi'ctinu;  two  proposed  lectureships  referred  to  on  page  1 1  of 
the  Minutes,  Ijcinj;  unsatislactory,  the  attention  of  the  Synod  is 
again  calleil  to  tliis  matter,  and  their  resolution  reaHirnied  by  the 
Board.

Tho  followiiijG;  Report  of  the  Hoard  ol"  Direction  of  the  (Corpora- 
tion was  recoivetl,  accompanied  with  the  Annual  l)i;.rest,  the  Trea- 
surer's Annual  Account,  List  of  Securities  belonirinfr  to  the  Cieneral 
Synod,  Education  Fund  Account,  Widows'  FuimI  Account.  Wid- 
ows' I-'und  Income  Account,  Hope  College  Endowment  Fund  Ac- 
count. Disabled  Ministers'  F'und  Account,  List  of  Endowed  Scholar- 
ships, Expense  Account,  Estimate  of  Expenses,  Van  Benschoten 
and  Knox  Fund  Accounts. 

Resolved,  That  the  above  report  be  refern^d  to  tin,' Committee  on 
the  Board  of  Direction,  and  the  documents  accompanying  it  be  re- 
ferred to  the  several  appropriate  Committees. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  having  reported,  the  Synod  pro- 
ceeded to  the  election  of  the  Board  of  ])irection  of  the  Corpora- 
tion. On  counting  the  ballots  it  ajjpeared  that  the  following  were 
chosen  :  Mr.  Peter  Jl.  Warjier,  J^reaident  ;  Rev.  M.  S.  Hutton,  Mr. 
John  Van  Nest,  .Mr.  James  Suydam,  Dircc/ors;  and  Mr.  Jolm  L 
Brower,  Treasurer. 

The  Committee  on  the  Board  of  Direction  presented  the  follow- 
ing report,  wiiich  was  accepted  and  adopted  :

The  Board  of  Direction  of  General  Synod,  beg  leave  to  report 
that  there  have  been  received  the  Ibllowing  bequests  :  " 

From  the  Executor  of  Magdalene  X .  H.  Slaght,  deceased,  the 
sum  of  S.TOn,  less  the  United  .^-^tates  Internal  Revenue  Tax  of 
$18,  bequeathed  b}'  her  for  the  br'nefitof  indigent  young  men  pre- 
paring for  the  Ministr}'  in  tlie  Reformed  Church. 

From  the  Executors  of  Mrs.  ^taria  R.  LefTerts,  deceased,  the 
sum  of  $2,500,  less  the  United  States  Internal  Revenue  Tax  of 
$150,  being  on  account  of  the  distributive  share  of  the  remainder 
of  her  Estate,  as  Legatee  under  the  will,  to  be  added  to  the  ''  Ma- 
ria R.  Leffert's  Fund,"  the  income  whereof  is  to  be  devoted  to  the 
support  and  education  of  young  men  for  the  Gospel  Ministry  in 
the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church.  an<l  S'JSO,  less  U.  S.  In- 
ternal Revenue  Tax  $1.J,  for  the  support  of  Western   Missions   of 
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said  Church,  and  $250,  less  the  United  States  Internal  Revenue 
Tax  of  $15,  for  the  support  of  Foreign  Missions  of  said  Church. 

From  the  Executors  of  Ann  James,  deceased,  the  sum  of  $2,500, 
less  United  States  Internal  Revenue  Tax  of  $150,  bequeathed  by 
her  to  be  applied  to  the  support  and  education  of  pious  indigent 
young  men  preparing  for  the  Gos])el  Ministry,  said  bequest  to  bear 
the  name  of  "The  Ann  James  Fund;"  and  $1,000,  less  the  Uni- 
ted States  Internal  Revenue  Tax  of  $60,  bequeathed  by  her,  for 
the  aid  of  needy  Ministers  and  Churches  of  the  Reformed  Protes- 
tant Dutch  Church. 

Hope  College  Endowment  Fund. — There  has  been  received  for 
this  Fund  during  the  year  from  Churches  and  individual  contribu- 
tions, the  sum  of  $1,92.3  96,  and.  the  fund  now  amounts  to  $21,- 
270  89. 

Widow's  Fund. — This  Fund  amounts  to  $32,700  32.  The  col- 
lections from  Churches,  individuals,  &c.,  during  the  past  year 
amount  to  $2,364  63.  Two  annual  subscribers  have  withdrawn 
from  the  Fund  the  proportion  of  the  amount  of  their  former  sub- 
scriptions to  which  they  were  entitled  under  the  rules  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  Fund.  Annuities  have  been  paid  from  the  Fund 
for  the  six  months  ending  May  1st,  and  November  1st,  1870, 
amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  ,$1,766  25. 

Your  Board  would  report  that  the  amount  received  to  the  1st  of 
May  last,  on  account  of  the  assessment  of  $20,000  made  by  the 
General  Synod  in  June,  1864,  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the 
permanent  Fund  of  Synod,  is  $17,347    91.

In  compliance  with  the  resolution  of  the  Synod  adopted  at  their 
last  meetiuL',  the  l>oard,  through  tiie  clerks  of  the  diU'ercnt  ("lasses 
in  this  country  addressed  a  circular  to  almost  every  settled  pastor, 
and  to  the  Consistories  of  such  Churches  as  were  without  pastors, 
calling  attention  to  the  large  debt  of  the  Synod,  and  the  embarrass- 
ment produced  thereby,  and,  as  directed  by  the  Synod,  solicited 
contributions  averaging  One  Dollar  for  each  communicant,  and  such 
further  sums  as  others  were  disposed  to  contribute,  that  the  indebt- 
edness might  be  extinguished,  and  the  current  expenses  of  Synod 
be  defrayed  until  the  revenue  from  the  Permanent  Fund  should  be 
sufficient  for  the  disbursements.  It  was  hoped  that  the  pittance 
sought  for,  and  the  object  expected  to  be  accomplished,  would  com- 
mend the  application  to  the  favor  of  all  the  ministry  and  members 
of  the  Church,  and  that  a  cheerful  and  prompt  compliance  with  so 
reasonable  a  request  would  bo  rendered,  but  it  is  with  regret  that 
the  Board  is  compelled  to  state,  that,  with  the  exception  of  a  small 
collection  in  the  Collegiate  Churches,  and  another  in  the  Church  at 
Nyack,  they  have  not  received  a  single  response  to  their  appeal, 
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and   the  consequence  is  that  the  indebtedness  for   advances  has 
"been  largely  increased.

The  expenditures  for  improvements  and  repairs  to  the  Seminary, 
-over  the  revenue  from  Mrs.  Hertzog's  Legacy,  were  in  a  measure 
provided  for  in  subscriptions  for  the  Permanent  Fund,  or  for  such 
repairs,  to  the  amount  of  Fourteen  Thousand  Dollars,  of  which  sum 
$7,700,  has  been  paid.  In  the  hope  that  the  Churches  would  de- 
jay  such  expenses  by  contributions,  the  said  subscriptions  were 
placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Permanent  Fund,  that  the  liberal  don- 
ors might  be  enrolled  with  those  participating  in  the  endowment  of 
the  Seminary. 

In  furtherance  of  the  objects  which  have  occupied  the  time  and 
^services  of  Rev.  Doctor  Cornell,  he  has  obtained  from  James  Suy- 
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dam,  Ksq.,  aiiotlii-r  libor.il  hcnofaction  of  Fifty  Tliousaiid  Dollars, 
for  the  er  "Ctioii  of  a  suitable  building  upon  the  Seminary  grouiuls, 
for  ( iyiiiiiastic  and  Acaileniic  |iiir|)Oses ;  and  has  also  obtained 
from  liardner  A.  Sage,  Es(i.,  another  act  ol"  munificence  in  the 
promise  to  erect  upon  the  grounds  of  the  Seminary  a  fireproof 
Building  for  a  Lilmiry. 

During  the  time  in  which  Diictor  Cornell  has  been  engaged  in 
the  advancement  iA'  the  interests  of  Synod,  he  has  been  the  instru- 
ment in  the  hands  of  I'roviilcnce  of  securing  to  the  General  Synod 
subscriptions  for  buildings,  including  those  to  be  erected,  to  the 
amount  of  $118,000,  of  which  $08,000,  has  been  paid — for  a  Li- 
brary $47,500,  of  which  $27,500  has  been  paid,  and  $15,000  ex- 
pended for  books  ;  and  for  the  Permanent  Fund  $72,955,  of  which 
$G0,G55  has  been  paid. 

So  much  of  the  result  of  his  laliors  as  are  herein  stated,  will 
alone  show  that  a  kind  Providence  has  smiled  upon  the  efforts  of 
Doctor  Cornell  and  the  present  jtrospoct  encourages  the  belief  that 
at  no  remote  period  the  Funds  of  the  Synod  will  roach  such  an 
amount  that  the  revenue  therefrom  will  be  adequate  to  meet  every 
reasonable  claim,  and  from  the  surplus  to  indemnify  the  entire  ex- 
pense of  the  endowment. 

Although  the  aggregate  of  the  subscriptions  obtained  is  large, 
and  adds  much  to  the  wealth  of  the  Synod,  comparatively,  only  a 
small  portion  of  the  amount  subscribed  is  as  yet  available  for  the 
expenses  of  Synod, — still,  the  improvements  made  and  contem- 
plated upon  and  about  the  Seminary  are  such  as  entitle  them  to  the 
approbation  of  the  Church,  and  also  as  are  calculated  to  secure 
liberal  contributions  towards  the  endowment,  and  thereby  in  time  af- 
ford all  the  sui)j)ly  needed 

The  erection  of  the  Buildings  alluded  to,  and  the  enlargement 
of  the  Library,  will  necessarily  increase  the  expenses,  and  a  large 
addition  to  the  Permanent  Fund  will  be  required  to  meet  tlie  de- 
mands upon  the  revenue  as  they  occur.  And  in  order  to  avoid 
embarrassment  in  the  future,  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Board  to 
continue  the  services  of  Doctor  Cornell,  until  such  an  amount  shall 
be  accumulated  that  every  expense  of  Synod,  except  suoh  as  may 
be  of  an  extraordinary  kind,  shall  be  readily  met  l)v   the   revenue 
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therefrom,  and  this  end  the  Board  have  the  greatest  confidence 
will  be  attained. 

In  the  meantime  it  is  indispensable  that  Synod  should  devise- 
some  means  to  meet  current  expenses,  for  which,  as  they  will  per- 
ceive from  the  foregoing  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for 
the  Seminary,  the  present  income  is  altogether  inadequate,  and,  as 
already  stated,  the  effort  recently  made  by  the  Board  for  that 
object  having  been  unsuccessful. 

The  amount  of  indebtedness  of  Synod  being  advances  for  sal- 
aries, insurance,  contingent  expenses,  and  repairs,  has,  to  the  ex- 
tent thereof,  lessened  the  amount  from  which  revenue  could  be  de- 
rived, and  until  replaced  by  the  Churches,  or  the  Permanent  Fund 
be  largely  increased  by  additional  contributions,  the  income  will 
continue  insufficient  for  the  disbursements,  hence  the  necessity  for 
immediate  action  on  the  part  of  Synod. 

The  expenditures  which  have  produced  this  debt  were  directed  by 
the  Church  through  its  representatives  in  the  Synod,  and  were  for 
services  rendered,  and  for  the  promotion  of  its  divers  interests,  the 
debt  therefore  is  of  the  Church  at  large,  and  should  be  so  regarded 
and  speedily  liquidated, — an  event  which  could  easily  be  accom- 
plished by  a  very  small  effort. 

The  Board  is  not  unmindful  of  the  requirement  of  the  ad- 
ditional By-Law  adopted  in  1868,  but  does  not  feel  at  libertj'  at 
this  time  to  offer  any  resolution  for  the  consideration  of  Synod, 
upon  financial  measures,  as  in  the  present  emergency  the  only  alter- 
native seems,  an  assessment  upon  the  Classes,  or  a  reduction  of 
salaries, — neither  of  which  does  the  Board  desire  to  recommend, 
and  would  be  grateful  if  both  could  be  avoided ;  they  therefore  are 
compelled  to  refer  the  subject  to  the  Synod,  in  the  hope  that  some 
way  may  be  devised  by  which  a  voluntary  offering  on  the  part  of 
the  Churches  may  render  so  unpleasant  a  choice  unnecessary. 

In  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  Synod,  the  Board  have  ob- 
tained a  new  Seal  in  conformity  with  the  present  style  of  the 
Church,  being  very  nearly  a  fac  simile  of  the  former  one,  with  the 
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exception  of  tin-  iiiscription  ; — ami  thi>v  now  cniiuin'   wluit  disposi- 
tion shall  be  made  of  the  old  Seal.

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Resolved,  That  the  above  report  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
the  Board  of  Direction,  and  the  documents  accompanying  it  be  re- 
ferred to  the  several  appropriate  Committees. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  having  reported,  the  Synod  pro- 
ceeded to  the  election  of  the  Board  of  Direction  of  the  Corporation. 
On  counting  the  ballots  it  appearead  that  the  following  were 
chosen  :  Mr.  Peter  R.  Warner,  President ;  Rev.  M.  S.  Hutton,  Mr. 
John  Van  Nest,  Mr.  James  Suydam,  Directors,  and  Mr.  John  I. 
Brower,  Treasurer. 

The  Committee  on  the  Board  of  Direction  presented  the  following 
report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted : 

The  Committee  on  the  Board  of  Direction  respectfully  report  on 
the  following  papers  referred  to  them,  viz  : 

The  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Direction,  with  the  documents 
connected  therewith;  Annual  Digest;  Treasurer's  Annual  Ac- 
count ;  List  of  Securities  belonging  to  General  Synod ;  Education 
Fund  Account ;  Education  Fund  Income  Account ;  "Widows'  Fund 
Income  Account;  Hope  College  Endowment  Fund  Account;  Dis- 
abled Ministers'  Fund  Account ;  List  of  Endowed  Scholarships  ;  Ex- 
pense Account;  Estimate  of  Expenses,  and  the  Van  Benschoten 
and  Knox  Fund  accounts,  all  of  which  were  duly  audited. 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Diredi'm. — The  Board  acknowledge  the 
receipt  by  bequest  during  the  past  year  the  sum  of  $5,000  for  the 
Board  of  Education. 

The  amount  received  on  account  of  the  assessment  of  $20,000 
made  by  General  Synod  in  June,  1864,  for  the  purpose  of  increas- 
ing the  Permanent  Fund,  is  $17,347  97.  The  balance  still  due  is 
$2,495  53.  The  amount  paid  during  the  past  year  on  this  assess- 
ment is  $447  98.  In  relation  thereto,  your  Committee  recommend 
the  passage  of  the  following  report : 

Resolved,  That  the  Classes  who  have  failed  to  pay  the  assess- 
ment made  in  1864,  for  raising  $20,000  for  the  further  endowment 
of  the  Professoral  Fund,  be  requested  to  take  immediate  measures 
for  the  payment  of  their  respective  quotas. 

The  Board  of  Direction  also  report  that  $1,000  has  been  received 
from  the  executors  of  Ann  James,  for  the  aid  of  needy  ministers 
and  churches. 
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Hope  College  Endowment  Fund. — There  has  been  received  from 
this  fund  during  the  year,  from  Churches  and  individuals,  the  sum 
of  $1,923  96,  which  makes  the  total  amount  of  said  fund  $21,- 
270  89. 

Hope  College  Income  Account. — There  are  in  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer  belonging  to  this  account  $553  72. 

Widows'  Fund — amounts  to  $32,700  32.  There  has  been  paid 
to  annuitants  out  of  the  income  of  this  fund  during  the  year 
$1,766  25. 

Disabled  Ministers''  Fund. — This  fund  amounts  to  $3,691  72. 
There  has  been  paid  from  this  fund  to  annuitants  during  the  year 
the  sum  of  $1,600. 

The  Endowed  Scholarships  in  the  Theological  Seminary  at  New 
Brunswick  amount  to  $81,437   16. 

Securitieshelonging  to  the  General  Synod,  of  the  Eeformed  Church 
in  America  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  May  1st,  1871,  amounted 
to  $312,900. 

The  full  amount  of  assets  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  is 
$365,508   11. 

Treasurer's  Annual  Account. — The  balance  on  hand  May  1st,  1871, 
amounted  to  $9,077  82. 

The  Expense  Account  of  General  Synod,  your  Committee  regret 
to  say,  is  far  in  advance  of  the  income  derived  from  the  Permanent 
Fund — the  income  having  been  during  the  last  year  only  $13,544  35, 
while  the  amount  expended  during  the  same  period  for  advances  to 
salaries  of  Professors,  contingent  expenses,  repairs  to  Hertzog  Hall, 
and  interest  on  borrowed  money,  is  $26,332  66.  This  deficiency, 
together  with  the  balance  against  the  Treasury  of  $20,974  13,  on 
May  1st,  1870,  makes  the  present  indebtedness  of  General  Synod 
$33,762  44.  It  will  be  thus  seen  that  the  annual  income  from  the 
Permanent  Fund  of  General  Synod  is  about  half  what  it  should  be 
in  order  to  meet  the  growing  but  necessary  expenses.  Your  Com- 
mittee would  be  sad  indeed  to  make  this  discouraging  financial  ex- 
hibit could  they  not  give  hopeful  assurance  that  the  indefatigable 
efforts  of  Rev.  J.  A.  H.  Cornell  will  be  crowned  with  abundant  suc- 
cess in  obtaining  funds  from  personal  sources,  so  as  to  endow  the 
Theological  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick  as  to  make  it  in  time  one 
of  the  best  and  noblest  institutions  of  Christian  Education  in  the

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land.  It  may  be  a  question  in  the  minds  of  some  why  this  con- 
stantl}'  growing  debt  of  General  Synod,  when  during  the  past  year, 
$118  0)0  have  been  added  to  its  funds?  Wh  explain  by  saying 
that  a  large  portion  of  this  amount  has  been  given  for  specific  pur 
poses,  to  erect  two  additional  buildings  on  the  Theological  Seminary 
grounds  at  New  Brunswick  and  the  endowment  of  a  Theological 
Library.  In  connection  herewith,  your  <  ommittee  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved^  That  the  thanks  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
\. hurch  in  America  be  extended  to  James  Suydam,  Esq.,  for  his 
munificent  gift  of  $50,000  for  the  erection  of  a  building,  which  your 
Committee  recommend  shall  be  called  "  The  James  Suydam  Hall," 
and  to  Gardner  II.  Sage,  Esq.,  for  his  promised  liberality  for  the 
erection  of  a  building,  which  your  Committee  recommend  shall  be 
called  "  The  Gardner  A.  Sage  Library." 

Resolved,  That  Rev.  J.  A.  H.  Cornell  be  requested  to  continue 
his  labors  as  agent  for  the  Board  of  Direction  and  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Peter  Hertzog  Hall  during  the  present  financial  year. 

Resolved,  That  the  Standing  Committee  on  Peter  Hertzog  Hall  be 
authorized  to  use  such  sites  on  the  grounds  of  the  Theological 
Seminary  as  may  be  deemed  desirable  for  the  erection  of  any  new 
buildings  for  the  use  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  New  Bruns- 
wick. 

The  estimated  amount  of  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod  neces- 
sary to  be  raised,  to  meet  deficiency  in  resources  for  the  year  com- 
mencing May  1st,  1871,  is  for  all  puri)oses  $8,575  ;  of  this  amount 
$5,000  will  be  required  for  expenses  toward  increasing  the  endow- 
ment of  the  I  lieological  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick,  leaving  a  bal- 
ance when  this  amount  is  deducted  of  $3,575,  which  the  Cliurches 
must  raise  duiing  the  year,  in  order  to  sustain  the  credit  of  Synod, 
through  the  regularly  organized  machinery  of  the  Church,  leaving 
the  sum  of  $5,000  above  mentioned  to  be  provided  for  in  some 
other  way,  which  we  hope  may  be  devised. 

In  connection  herewith,  your  Committee  recommend  tne  passage 
of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod  be  directed  to  as- 
sess for  contingent  expenses  and  deficiency  of  income,  on  the  Classes 
of  the  Church,  the  sum  of  $4,000,  to  be  divided  among  them- 
in  the  regularly  constituted  way. 
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The  salary  of  each  Professor  in  the  Theological  Se  iiihary  at  New 
Brunswick  for  the  past  two  years  has  been  $3,000  per  year.  Upon 
this  subject  your  Committee  present  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  until  otherwise  ordered  by  General  Synod,  the 
salary  of  each  of  the  Professors  in  the  Theological  Seminary  at 
New  Brunswick  be  and  is  hereby  constituted  for  each  and  every 
year  $3,000. 

It  will  be  readily  seen  by  the  members  of  General  Synod,  as  the 
funds  are  augmented  Irom  year  to  year,  the  importance  of  having  a 
Board  of  Direction,  composed  of  men  of  stern  integrity  and  supe- 
rior business  attainments,  and  also  to  have  the  tenure  of  office  so 
extended  that  experience  and  stability  may  be  joined  in  the  work. 
It  is  the  plan  of  your  Committee,  in  order  to  accomplish  this  end,  to 
have  the  Board  as  now  composed  of  five  members,  to  have  the 
term  of  office  extended  to  five  years,  so  that  one  member  o«/?/ shall 
go  out  each  year,  and  thereby  prevent  the  possible  contingency  of 
electing  at  any  one  time  a  Board  composed  of  entirely  new  and  un- 
tried men. 

Resolved,  That  at  this  meeting  of  General  Synod,  five  members 
of  the  Board  of  Direction  shall  be  elected,  to  hold  their  offices  res- 
pectively— one  for  one  year  ;  one  for  two  years ;  one  for  three 
years;  one  for  four  years,  and  one  for  five  years  ;  and  at  each  an- 
nual meeting  of  General  Synod  hereafter,  only  one  member  shall 
be  elected  for  the  term  of  five  years,  unless  for  any  cause  during 
the  year  a  vacancy  or  vacancies  shall  occur  in  said  Board,  then  an 
election  shall  also  take  place  to  fill  any  unexpired  term  or  terms 
caused  by  such  vacancy  or  vacancies. 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  Board  elected  at  this  meeting 
of  General  Synod,  shall  be  authorized  to  adopt  any  plan  they  may 
deem  best,  in  order  to  classify  themselves,  according  to  the  spirit 
and  letter  of  the  foregoing  resolution,  so  as  to  carry  out  the  plan  of 
succession  herein  expressed. 

Whereas,  Edward  S.  Brayton  and  wife  have  conveyed  by  deed 
to  the  Protestant  Reformed  Church  of  Utica  certain  premises 
therein  described ;  and  whereas,  there  is  a  provision  in  said  deed, 
that  in  case  the  church  erected  on  said  premises  shall  in  any  event 
be  used  or  occupied  by  any  other  Society  or  Church  not  in  con- 
nection with  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch 
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Church,  then  it  shall  become  the  property  in  fee-simple  of  the  Gen- 
eral Synod  of  said  Church  and  their  successors  ;  and  whereas,  said 
grantee  in  said  indenture  named  has  since  erected  on  said  premises 
a  new  church  odiHce,  costing  a  large  sum,  and  has  nearly  paid  for  the 
same,  and  is  now  desirous  of  borrowing  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $8,000, 
by  way  of  a  mortgage  on  said  property,  to  pay  the  debt  now  re- 
maining unpaid  in  the  erection  of  said  church  ; 

Resolved,  That  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  be  granted,  and  that 
the  Board  of  Direction  be  instructed  to  do  each  and  every  act, 
so  as  to  enable  said  Church  of  Utica  to  obtain  the  relief  asked  for 
from  General  Synod.

Reports  were  received  from  Rev.  B.  C.  Taylor,  Corresponding 
Delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  United  States ;  from  Rev.  John  A.  Todd,  delegate  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States, 
(South)  from  Rev.  S.  W.  Mills,  delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  C^hurch  of  North  America ;  from  Rev.  I. 
S.  Hartley,  delegate  to  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  North  America ;  from  Rev.  J.  C.  F.  Hoes, 
delegate  to  the  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  (Eastern)  in  the 
United  States;  from  Rev.  Goyn  Talmage,  delegate  to  the  Gen- 
eral Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Correspondence. 

Rev.  John  H.  Bryson  appeared  in  Synod,  and  having  presented 
his  credentials,  took  his  seat  as  a  Corresponding  Delegate  from  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United 
States,  (South). 
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Rev.  Isaac  H.  Reiter  appeared  in  Synod,  and  having  presented 
his  credentials,  took  his  seat  as  a  Corresponding  Delegate  from  the 
Synod  of  Ohio  of  the  Reformed  <  'hurch  in  the  United  States. 

Rev.  Alfred  Nevin,  D.D.,  appeared  in  Synod,  and  having  pre- 
sented his  credentials,  took  his  seat  as  a  Corresponding  Delegate 
from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States. 

A  letter  was  received  from  Rev.  Theodore  Appel,  Delegate  from 
the  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  (Eastern) 
expressing  his  regret  on  account  of  his  inability  to  attend  this 
Synod. 

The  testimonials  of  the  above  Corresponding  Delegates  were  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  presented  the  following  re- 
port which  was  accepted  and  adopted : 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  would  respectfully  report: 

That  the  Report  of  Rev.  John  A.  Todd,  Delegate  to  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States,  has 
been  referred  to  your  Committee.  Prom  this  document  we  learn, 
that  the  overtures  of  this  Synod  towards  the  establishment  of 
a  correspondence  with  that  body  have  been  most  cordially  received. 
Our  Delegate  received  a  hearty  welcome,  and  the  warmest  ex- 
pressions of  affection  and  regard  for  our  Church  were  conveyed  to 
him  by  the  venerable  Dr.  Plummer,  the  Moderator,  in  behalf  of  the 
Assembly.  These  declarations  were  in  harmony  with  every  ut- 
terance from  members  of  the  Assembly  with  whom  our  delegate 
had  intercourse. 

.The  Assembly  showed  its  practical  S3'mpathy  with  our  warm  de- 
sire lor  this  correspondence  by  the  appointment  ol  a  Delegate  to 
convey  to  us  their  fraternal  salutations.  Rev.  John  H.  Bryson  has 
presented  his  credentials  and  the  Committee  have  great  pleasure 
and  satisfaction  in  introducing  him  to  the  General  Synod  as  the 
Delegate  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  United  States. 

The  Committee  have  received  reports  from  Rev.  B.  ('.  Taylor, 
Delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
Rev.  S.  W.  Mills,  Delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church,  Rev.  John  C.  F.  Hoes,   Delegate  to 
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the  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  (Eastern), 
and  Rev.  I.  S.  Hartley,  Delegate  to  the  General  Synod  of  the  Re- 
formed Presbyterian  Church,  Rev.  Goyn  Talmage  from  the  Evan- 
gelical Lutheran  Church,  also  the  credentials  of  the  Delegates 
from  corresponding  bodies,  who  have  appeared  before  the  Sjaiod  : 
likewise  a  letter  from  Rev.  Theodore  Appel,  Delegate  to  this 
Synod  from  the  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States  (Eastern),  stating  his  inability  to  attend,  exhibiting  the 
blessing  of  God  on  the  Synod  he  was  appointed  to  represent,  and 
warmly  expressing  Ms  interest  in  our  (''hurch  and  her  work.  None 
of  these  papers  call  for  any  action  of  this  Synod.

Tlie  following  were  appointed  a  Committee  to  consider  the  ques- 
tion of  a  Union  of  the  Synod  of  (3hio,  the  North  VVest'Tn  Synod, 
and  of  the  Classis  of  North  Carolina  of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
the  United  States,  with  the  Reformed  Church  in  America. 

Rev.  Philip  Peltz,  J.  McC.  Holmes,  H.  E.  Decker.  Elders,  S.  B. 
Schieffelin,  and  S.  R.  W.  Heath. 

The  Committee  presented  the  following  Report,  which  was  ac- 
cepted and  adopted : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  forming 
closer  relations  with  certain  Reformed  Churches  in  different  por- 
tions of  our  land,  respectfully  report : 

That  the  subject  so  urgently  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Synod,  by  the  Corresponding  Delegate  of  the  Synod  of  Ohio  of 
the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  commends  itself  to  us 
as  important  and  timely. 

Christian  union,  based  on  common  acceptance  of  the  truth  of 
God,  in  the  extent  needed  for  church  fellowship  is  ever  delightful, 
and  to  obtain  it  is  our  imperative  duty. 

The  early  history  of  the  Reformed  Churches  in  this  cou?itry 
among  those  descended  from  the  great  German  nation,  inclines  us 
in  the  same  direction.  As  those  '  hurches  furnished  a  missionary 
field  for  the  •  hurches  of  Holland,  having  been  established  and  pro- 
vided with  the  ministrutions  of  the  Gospel  by  the  Chassis  of  Am- 
sterdam ;  so  now  when  the  extended  branches  of  those  Churches 
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call  to  us  to  furnish  them  with  men  and  means  to  occupy  more  fullj 
the  portions  of  the  country  in  which  God  has  placed  them,  we  ask 
at  once  if  this  call  does  not  come  from  on  high. 

The  following  action  is  recommended. 

Whereas,  The  Corresponding  Delegate  from  the  Synod  of  Ohio 
■of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  has  urgently  pre- 
sented the  importance  and  value  of  "organic  union"  between  the 
Reformed  Church  in  America  and  that  Synod,  therefore : 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  is  ever  ready  to  receive  to  itself  all 
those  Churches  which  embrace  the  blessed  faith  of  the  reformation 
as  expressed  in  our  standards. 

Resolved,  That  Rev.  Philip  Peltz  be  appointed,  in  connection 
■with  our  delegate  to  the  Synod  of  Ohio,  to  visit  that  Synod  at  its 
next  annual  session,  to  state  the  aspects  of  the  subject  of  union 
vphich  strike  this  Synod,  and  receive  any  communication  which  our 
"brethren  may  choose  to  present  to  us. 

Resolved,  That  our  heai'ts  likewise  turn  warmly  towards  our 
brethren  of  the  Reformed  faith  in  the  Classis  of  North  Carolina, 
that  we  rejoice  that  the  difficulty  which  prevented  our  following 
the  desire  of  our  hearts  when  their  proposals  were  made  to  us  in 
1855,  have  been  removed. 

Resolved,  That  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Domestic  Missions,  Rev.  H.  D.  Ganse,  and  Elder  S.  B.  Schieffelin 
be  a  Committee  to  present  the  subject  of  union  to  our  brethren  in 
the  ( 'lassis  of  North  Carolina,  by  corresponding  with  them  or  visit- 
ing them.

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  having  reported  a  double 
number  of  nominations,  the  Synod  proceeded  to  ballot  for  delegates 
to  the  bodies  with  which  the  Synod  is  in  correspondence. 

Rev.  P.  D.  Van  Cleof  was  elected  Delegate  primarius  to  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United 
States,  and  Rev.  Philip  Phelps,  Jr.,  secundus. 

Rev.  A.  B.  Van  Zandt  was  elected  Delegate  primarius  to  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  <"hurch  in  the  United 
States  (South),  and  Rev.  W.  J.  R.  Taylor,  secundus. 
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Rev.  R.  W.  Clark  was  elected  Delegate  primarius  to  the  Syn- 
od of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada,  and  Rev.  C.  N.  Wal- 
dron,  secuiidus. 

Rev,  E.  P.  Livingston  was  elected  Delegate  primarius  to  the 
Synod  of  Ohio  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States, 
and  Rev.  N.  D.  Williamson,  secundus. 

Rev.  W.  H.  Ten  Eyck  was  elected  Delegate  primarius  to  the 
Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  (Eastern),  and 
Rev.  A.  P.  Van  Gieson,  secundus. 

ARTK  LE  VI. 

SYNODICAL  REPORT. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  presented  the  following 
report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

In  order  to  present  an  accurate  and  full  report  of  the  State  of 
Religion  within  the  bounds  of  our  denomination,  your  Committee 
need  a  thorough  acquaintance  with  the  spiritual  condition  of  the 
members  of  each  individual  Church,  and  a  knowledge  of  the  agen- 
cies and  forms  of  Christian  labor,  which  have  received  a  special 
Divine  blessing  during  the  past  year.  All  they  can  give,  is  gath- 
ered from  the  statements  and  statistics  laid  before  them,  which  re- 
veal a  healthy  and  prosperous  condition  of  the  Churches  ;  the  gen- 
eral prevalence  of  the  spirit  of  harmon}-,  and  an  increased  vigor 
and  zeal  on  the  part  of  several  pastors,  officers  and  members  in  the 
work  of  the  Lord.  While  many  Churches  have  been  steadily 
growing  in  strength  and  influence,  others  have  been  blessed  with 
powerful  revivals  of  religion,  and  from  Sabbath  schools,  and  the 
sanctuary  so.igs  of  praise  have  ascended  to  God  for  the  marked 
manifestations  of  His  loving  kindness.  Among  these  we  would 
refer  to  the  Churches  in  Berne  and  Brooklyn. 

Since  the  last  Annual  Report,  three  Churches  have  been  added 
to  the  denomination,  and  one  has  united  with  the  Presbyterians. 
We  record  with  gratitude  the  hopeful  conversion  of  three  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-three  souls.  The  total  increase  in  the 
number  of  our  communicants  is  over  two  thousand,  and  in  our  col- 
lections for  benevolent  objects,  about  nineteen  thousand  doll  irs. 
The  receipts  for  congregational  purposes  are  about  the  same  as  i!i,' 
previous  year. 
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From  other  ecclesiastical  bodies  we  have  received  thirteen  min- 
isters and  dismissed  to  them  nine. 

In  some  branches  of  our  Church,  a  new  missionary  spirit  has 
been  awakened  by  the  consecration  of  devoted  Christians  to  the 
work  of  carrying  the  Gospel  to  heathen  nations,  and  by  the  signal 
blessings  that  have  attended  the  faithful  labors  of  several  of  our 
Missionaries.  Your  Committee  cannot  too  strongly  urge  the  neces- 
sity of  cultivating  the  spirit  of  self  consecration,  and  an  enthusias- 
tic ardor  in  the  sacred  cause  of  the  world's  conversion  among  all 
classes,  and  especially  among  the  young,  who  are  about  to  step  up- 
on the  stage  of  action,  at  a  period  full  of  encouragement,  and  of 
thrilling  interest  to  the  aspirant  for  Christian  usefulness  for  the  hon- 
or which  God  will  bestow  upon  his  faithful  servants. 

In  the  intercourse  between  the  pastor  and  the  Christian  young 
men  of  his  flock  :  in  families  and  Sabbath-schools,  your  Committee 
would  recommend  judicious  and  earnest  efforts  to  secure  suitable 
candidates  for  the  Gospel  Ministry  and  at  the  same  time,  the  culti- 
vation of  a  public  sentiment,  and  spirit  of  liberality,  that  will  afford 
to  them  the  encouragement  of  an  ample  pecuniary  support,  and  the 
cordial  co-operation  of  those  to  whom  they  may  be  called  to 
minister. 

To  increase  the  efficiency  and  usefulness  of  individual  Churches, 
it  is  indispensable  that  the  elders  and  deacons  realize  the  solemn 
vows  they  have  made  before  God  :  the  weighty  responsibilities  they 
have  assumed,  and  the  Christian  work  to  which  they  have  been  or- 
dained. Equally  with  the  ministers  of  the  Avord  have  they  been 
set  apart  for  specified  duties,  upon  the  performance  of  which  the 
fullest  vigor  and  highest  prosperity  of  the  Church  depends.  In 
connection  with  official  faithfulness  and  the  stated  means  of  grace, 
the  establishmentof  young  people's  prayer  meetings  and  pastoral  aid 
societies,  have  been  attended  with  the  most  gratifying  results. 

Those  Churches  too  have  been  most  blessed  that  have  been 
most  liberal  in  their  gifts  to  God,  and  we  should  rejoice  to  see  plans- 
for  systematic  beneficence  adopted  in  all  our  Churches,  not  only 
that  the  treasury  of  the  Lord  may  be  full,  but  that  all  may  reap 
the  sure  benefits  of  a  no'ole  generosity. 

By  all  the  means  which  it  is  possible  for  the  earnest  pastor  to 
employ,  we  would  press  the  duty  of  the  fullest  development  of 
the  lay  element  of  our  Churches. 
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The  interests  of  our  denomination,  the  claims  of  Christ's  kingdom 
and  the  spiritual  wants  of  masses  of  men,  who  are  living  without 
hope  and  without  God  in  the  world,  call  loudly  for  this. 

In  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  Trustees  of  Rutgers  Col- 
lege, on  the  7th  of  February,  1871,  the  Synod  would  recommend 
that  the  last  Thursday  of  Januarj^  be  observed  as  a  day  of  prayer 
for  Colleges  and  other  educational  institutions. 

The  system  of  Conventions  inaugurated  by  the  Synod  a  few 
years  since,  has  met  with  special  favor  among  our  people,  and  re- 
ceived the  divine  blessing.  "We  trust  that  each  Classis  will  appoint 
one  or  more  the  coming  year,  as  a  means  of  spiritual  quickening, 
promoting  fraternal  unity,  and  enlarging  the  boundaries  of  our 
Zion. 

During  the  past  year  the  following  faithful  servants  of  God  have 
been  called  to  rest  from  their  eai'thly  labors,  and  enter  upon  their 
heavenly  reward  :  Rev.  J.  R.  Van  Arsdale,  of  the  (Classis  of  Gen- 
eva; Kev.  John  G.  Johnson,  of  the  (/lassis  of  Hudson;  Rev. 
John  Manley,  of  the  Classis  of  New  Brunswick. 

The  attention  of  pastors  is  called  to  a  standing  resolution  of 
the  Synod,  that  the  Report  on  the  State  of  religion  be  read  in  the 
churches.

SYNODICAL    REP^EBENCES. 

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  presentel  the  following 
report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted. 

'J  he  Committee  on  Sj-nodical  Minutes  respectfully  reports, 

That  they  have  examined  the  Acts  and  Proceedings  of  the  last 
"General  Synod,  and  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synods  of  New 
York,  Albany,  <  hicago  and  New  Brunswick.  Your  Committee  do 
not  find  anything  in  the  Minutes  of  General  Synod  to  which  it  is 
needful  for  them  to  call  attention. 

In  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York,  on  pagss 
46  and  47,  is  a  report  of  the  Rev.  Isaac  Riley,  one  of  the  Deputiti 
Synodi  who  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Classis  of  "Westchester,  on 
the  13th  of  June,  1870,  which  seems  to  demand  the  attention  of 
this  General  Synod — 

1st.  Because  the  subject  matter  of  it  is  referred  to  this  Synod 
by  the  Particular  Synod  in  a  paper  appended  to  the  Reports  of  the 
Deputatus,  see  page  42  of  its  Minutes. 

2d  Because  it  represents  that  the  action  of  '  'lassis  was  in  viola- 
tion of  the  Constitution,  of  which  the  Particular  Synod  it  seems 
took  no  further  notice  than  to  make  the  above  reference,  and  to  ap- 
prove the  conduct  of  the  Deputatus. 

Your  Committee  also  found  in  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular 
Synod  of  New  York,  on  page  48,  a  report  of  the  Rev'd  John  Mc- 
Celland  Holmes,  in  which  he  states  that  he  objected  to  the  action  of 
the  Classis  of  Poughkeepsie  on  constitutional  grounds.  His  ob- 
jections were  overruled.  The  Particular  Synod,  as  in  the  former 
case,  approved  the  action  of  the  Deputatus,  but  it  does  not  appear 
that  they  took  any  further  notice  of  the  case. 

We  think  that  both  of  these  cases  should  receive  the  speci  a 
attention  of  General  Synod,  and  we  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  following  resolutions : 

Besolved,  That  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York  is  to  be 
commended  in  referring  to  this  General  Synod  the  paper  appended 
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to  the  report  of  the  Deputatus,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Riley,  and  for   approv- 
ing the  conduct  of  both  the  Deputati. 

Resolved,  T  hat  the  Particular  Synod  be  and  hereby  is  censured 
for  neglect  of  duty  in  suffering  so  serious  a  violation  of  the  Consti- 
tution, by  two  of  the  Classes  within  its  jurisdiction,  to  pass  without 
rebuke. 

Resolved,  That  the  Particular  Synod  be  directed  hereafter  to  re- 
quire all  the  Classes  within  its  bounds  to  conduct  all  examinations 
according  to  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution. 

Your  Committee  also  find  in  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular 
Synod  of  Chicago,  page  111,  the  report  of  the  Rev.  C.  Van  Der 
Meulen,  Deputatus  Synodi,  which  does  not  state  whether  the 
examination  was  according  to  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution, 
nor  whether  it  was  satisfactorily  sustained.  It  does  not  appear 
that  the  Synod  took  any  notice  of  the  matter.  Your  Committee 
recommends  that  the  attention  of  the  Synod  of  Chicago  be  directed 
to  the  necessity  of  requiring  the  Deputati  to  conform  their  reports 
to  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution. 

The  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  Brunswick  do  not 
contain  any  reports  of  the  Deputati  Synodi,  although  it  appears 
that  the  (lasses  have  acted  where  their  presence  was  required. 
The  report  of  the  Classis  of  Paramus  shows  that  the  Rev.  George 
Magie  and  the  Rev.  Henry  Mattice,  have  both  been  received  from 
the  Presbyterian  Church  by  this  Classis,  and  the  report  of  the 
Classis  of  Passaic,  shows  that  the  Rev.  L.  H.  Van  Dorcn  has  also 
been  received  from  the  Presbyterian  Church^by  this  Classis.  There 
is  nothing  to  show  that  the  constitutional  requirements  in  such 
cases  have  been  complied  with,  nor  that  the  Particular  Synod  in- 
quired into  the  matter. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing: 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New 
Brunswick  be  called  to  this  subject.

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The  Committee  on  Overtures  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  accepted. 

The  Committee  on  Overtures  would  respectfully  report,  that  the 
following  documents  were  referred  to  ihcm,  viz  : 

1st.  A  paper  on  License  and  Dispensation  presented  to  the  Par- 
ticular Synod  of  New  York,  at  its  last  session,  by  one  of  its  offi- 
cers Mr.  Isaac  Eiley,  Deputatus  Synodi,  and  referred  by  said  body 
to  General  Synod  for  such  action  as  its  wisdom  may  suggest. 

2.  A  communication  from  the  South  Classis  of  Bergen,  contain- 
ing a  resolution  recommending  Mr.  Wm.  Smith  to  General  Synod 
for  a  dispensation  from  the  regular  Seminary  course. 

3d.  The  application  of  Madison  M.  Ball,  for  a  dispensation  from 
the  remaining  years  of  his  college  course. 

4.  An  overture  from  the  ^Classis  of  Passaic,  proposing  the  ad- 
dition of  a  column  to  the  statistical  Table  to  embrace  the  salaries 
of  ministers. 

5.  A  communication  from  the  Classis  of  Wisconsin,  with  refer- 
ence to  synodical  action  on  the  subject  of  Freemasonry. 

1st.  The  paper  on  License  and  Dispensation  referred  to  Gen- 
eral Synod,  by  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York,  demands  the 
most  serious  consideration  and  careful  action  of  this  body. 

These  subjects  always  furnishing  matter  for  discussion,  have  of 
late,  because  of  their  direct  bearing  on  the  development  of  our 
Church,  and  the  general  interests  of  the  Master's  kingdom,  excited 
more  than  usual  attention. 

The  Great  Head  of  the  (  hurch,  in  answer  to  the  petition  put  by 
Himself  into  our  mouths,  "  Pray  ye  the  lord  of  the  harvest  that  he 
■will  send  forth  laborers  into  his  harvest,"  is  pressing  on  the  minds 
and  hearts  of  not  a  few  in  our  Churches  the  duty  of  consecrating 
themselves  to  the  work  of  the  ministry.  By  His  providence  and 
by  Plis  spirit  he  says  to  them,  "Go  preach  my  Gospel,"  and  with 
hearts  filled  with  love  for  souls,  and  constrained  by  the  love  of 
Christ,  they  present  themselves  to  our  Classes,  and  in  the  language 
of  the  apostle  declare,  "  Woe  is  me  if  I  preach  not  the  Gospel," 
license  us  to  go  forth  in  our  Master's  name  to  win  souls  to  him.  In 
reply  to  their  earnest  appeals,  they  are  informed  that  their  requests 
cannot  be  granted,  if  they  have  not  complied  with  the  constitution- 
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al  requirements,  which  they  have  not  done,  and  which  the  Classes 
and  the  petitioners  themselves  see  at  once  to  be  impracticable. 

Or  <  lassis,  impressed  with  the  sincerity  and  zeal  of  the  person 
or  persons  making  said  requests,  and  knowing  full  well  the  con- 
stant and  increasing  demand  made  for  laborers  to  enter  the  field 
and  gather  tlic  rich  harvest,  are  constrained  to  acknowledge  the 
3aand  of  the  Lord  in  the  matter ;  and  rather  than  violate  the  Con- 
stitution themselves,  they  send  these  cases  to  General  Synod  for  a 
dispeusation,  which  if  .fSynod  grant,  as  it  has  oftesi  done,  it  will  be 
•once  again  to  assume  authorit}^  not  delegated  to  it  by  the  Constitu- 
tion of  Our  Church. 

In  the  paper  before  us,  the  constitutional  law  and  the  practice 
of  Synod  on  these  subjects  are  fully  presented ;  which  paper,  with 
permission  of  Synod,  your  Committee  desire  to  incorporate  in 
this  report,  that  it  may  be  printed. 

LICENSE    AND    DISPENSATIONS. 

The  Articles  of  the  Constitution  which  refer  to  License,  are  as 
follows:  Chap.  1,  Art.  1,  Sec.  2  and  3. 

"  Every  person  contemplating  the  work  of  the  Ministry,  before 
he  commences  his  course  of  Theological  studies,  shall  furnish 
•satisfactory  evidence  of  his  being  a  member  in  full  communion  and 
in  good  standing  of  a  Reformed  Protestant  Church ;  of  his  piety, 
abilities  and  literary  attainments,  and  thereupon  shall  be  admitted 
into  one  of  the  Theological  Schools,  and  during  the  prosecution  of 
his  studies  there,  shall  be  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  there- 
of, and  when  he  shall  have  completed  the  prescribed  term  and 
course  of  Theological  studies,  shall  be  admitted  to  an  examination 
according  lo  the  regulations  of  the  schools,  as  established  by  Gen- 
eral Synod,  and  if  found  qualified,  shall  receive  a  professorial  cer- 
tificate to  that  effect,  which  shall  entitle  him  to  an  examination  for 
licensure  before  the  Classis  to  which  he  belongs."  See  also  Art, 
3  of  "Plan  of  Theological  Schools,"  adopted  1812,  reprint  Vol.  1, 
p.  433  ;  and  Minutes  of  1815,  p.  12. 

Section  3d.  Tells  what  the  subjects  are,  concerning  which  exam- 
ination is  to  be  made. 

From  this  it  appears,  1st,  that  no  one  can  become  a  licentiate  of 
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the  Church  without  an  oxiimination  by  (lassis ;  2nd,  That  this 
power  of  licensing  resides  in  Classis  alone  ;  Chap.  2,  Art.  3.  Sec. 
3  says  it  is  the  "  peculiar  prerogative"  of  Classis.  In  the  "  Ex- 
planatoiy  Articles"  of  the  old  Constitution,  Art.  39  declares  that 
"  among  the  proper  powers  of  Classis,  that  of  examining  Students 
of  Theology,  for  their  becoming  candidates  for  the  Ministry,  is  very 
important.  This  power,  (which  for  certain  reasons  has  hitherto  been 
exercised  only  by  the  Synod)  shall  agreeably  to  the  government 
and  discipline  of  the  Church,  for  the  future  be  also  exercised  by 
the  respective  Classes." 

But  the  new  Constitution  does  not  recognize  this  power  of  exam- 
ining candidates  for  licensure  as  belonging  to  either  Particular  or 
General  Synod. 

But  to  return  :  It  appears,  3d,  that  no  one  can  become  a  licen- 
tiate or  be  examined  by  Classis  without  a  Professorial  Certificate ; 
4th,  that  this  certificate  can  be  granted  only  to  those  who 
have  completed  the  prescribed  course  and  term  of  Theological 
studies,  and  5th,  that  this  study  must  l)e  in  one  of  the  Schools  of  the 
Church. 

The  aim  of  tlie  Constitution  and  tlie  custom  of  the  Church  is  to 
foster  in  this  way  our  own  schools,  as  is  definitely  expressed  by 
General  S}nod,  Minutes  of  1809,  p  388,  reprint,  see  Minutes  1815,  p. 
18.  And  the  Constitution  does  not  recognize  any  one  as  a  possible 
candidate  for  license,  unless  he  be  a  member  of  a  Reformed  Protes- 
tant Church,  and  has  been  thus  trained  for  his  office  hi  our  own 
Schools. 

In  adjtion.to  this,  Chap.  2,  Art.  3,  Sec.  3,  requires  that  every 
student  of  Theology  when  ])repared  shall  apply  ior  license  ;  Sec.  4, 
requires  the  presence  of  one  or  two  Deputati  Synodi. 

In  the  case  of  persons  licensed  by  other  ecclesiastical  bodies, 
the  Constitution,  Appendix,  2,  Art.  3,  requires  that  they  shall  have 
spent  the  "  same  amount  of  time  in  actual  attendance  on  Theological 
instruction  that  is  required  from  our  own  students,  and  any  defi- 
ciency in  this  respect  shall  be  made  up  by  study  in  our  own  Sem- 
inary." 

All  these  are  matters  of  definite  ordinance  in  the  Constitution  ; 
and  that  can  be  changed  according  to  Chap.  4,  Art.  4,  Sec.  15,  only 
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by  recommendation  of  General  Sjnod  and  the  consent  of  the 
Classes. 

The  strict  construction  of  the  Constitution,  therefore  forbids  all 
dispensations  to  candidates  for  license  from  any  source  whatever, 
and  shuts  up  the  increase  of  the  number  of  Ministers  to  one  source, 
our  Theological  Seminaries,  except  as  it  is  increased  by  the  com- 
ing to  us  of  persons  licensed  or  ordained  by  other  bodies. 

Next  as  regards  dispensations,  releasing  from  the  requirements 
of  the  Constitution.  The  power  of  granting  them  is  recognized 
by  the  Constitution,  as  residing  only  in  the  General  Synod,  and 
then  only  in  specified  cases. 

First,  in  the  case  of  Clashes  in  Mission  fields,  when  it  is  impracti- 
cable to  comply  with  all  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution,  Chap. 
2,  Art.  3,  Sec.  11.  Second,  when  "  any  candidate  or  minister,  ap- 
plying for  admission  into  any  Classis,  shall,  in  the  judgment  of 
Ciassis  have  sought  and  obtained  licensure  or  ordination  from  any 
ecclesiastical  organization  for  the  sake  of  an  easier  admission  into 
our  Church,  than  upon  the  strict  terms  enjoined  upon  oui  own  stu- 
dents at  New  i3run3wick,  it  shall  be  considered  a  disqualification, 
to  be  removed  only  by  a  dispensation  from  the  General  Synod, 
App.  2,  2. 

But  the  power  of  granting  dispensations  in  favor  of  those  whose 
preparation  has  not  been  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  Con- 
stitution, is  no  where  acknowledged. 

As  to  the  HISTORY  of  the  custom  of  examining  candidates  and 
granting  dispensations,  it  appears  from  the  Minutes  of  "  the  Conven- 
tion of  Ministers  andBlders  at  New  York,"  Oct.  1771,  reprint  p.  14, 
Plan  of  Union,  Art  3d,  that  the  examination  of  students  was  put 
in  the  charge  of  the  "  General  Assembly." 

Oct.  1772,  p.  30,  General  Sj^nod  appointed  Dr  Hardenberg, 
and  Dr.  Livingst,on  to  examine  Mr.  Voorhees.  Mr.  Voorhees 
was  liceasei  by  General  Synod,  (p.  31).  The  same  action  or 
the  "admission  to  the  proclamation  of  the  Gospel,"  was  taken  in 
the  cases  of  other  persons  in  every  session  until  1793.  At  that  time 
(p.  253)  appear  reports  from  Classes  of  the  number  of  persons 
which  they  had  examined  and  ordained. 

In  1774,  p.  51,  "The Ministers  of  the  Particular  Body  of  King- 
ston," were  directed  to  install  Mr.  Van  Neste.     "The  Rev.  Presi- 
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dent,  with  the  Rev.  Gentlemen,  Ministers  in  Kings  Countj,  were 
appointed  to  install  Mr.  Froeligli." 

In  1780,  p.  83,  "The  Rev.  Body,  though  greatly  disinclined  to 
do  anything  contrary  to  the  fundamental  articles,  by  which  the  pre- 
paratory examination  is  made  the  business  solely  of  the  General 
Body,"  yet  for  certain  weighty  reasons  authorized  "the  Rev.  Body  of 
Hackensack  to  peribrm  the  examination"  of  Mr.  Blauveld. 

This  "the  Rev.  Particular  Body  of  Hackensack"  did  ;  and  at  the 
next  meeting  of  General  Synod,  1781,  that  Rev.  Body  adopted- 
the  action  of  their  own  work. 

In  1788,  p.  179,  Synod  required  that  each  Classis  should  nom- 
inate two  or  more  of  its  members  a  committee  to  examine  those 
who   desire  to   begin  their  Theological  studies. 

1792,  p.  237,  The  Classis  of  Albany  informed  General  Synod 
that  they  had  receive  1  as  a  minister  in  the  Reformed  Church  Rev. 
Mr.  Paige,  formerly  a  Congregational  minister.  The  act  was  ap- 
proved by  General  Synod. 

Further  it  appears  from  explanatory  article  3,  of  the  old  Constitu- 
tion, adopted  1792,  that  every  candidate  must  present,  1st,  a  Diplo- 
ma from  some  coUeiie  or  academy ;  2d,  a  Certificate  that  he  has 
been  for  two  years  a  member  of  a  Reformed  Church  ;  and  3d,  a  tes- 
timonial under  the  hand  and  seal  of  a  Professor  of  Theology,  de- 
claring such  student  to  have  studied  Theology  with  him  (or  with 
some  person  expressly  autlioriz^'d  for  that  purpose  by  Gen- 
eral Synod,)  for  the  space  of  at  least  two  years,  and  recommending- 
said  student  as  well  qualified  for  becoming  a  candidate  for  the  Holy 
Ministry.  See  also  Report  on  Professorate,  Minutes  1784,  Vol.  1,  p. 
125.  Here  it  appears  t'lat  even  before  the  complete  establishment 
of  our  Schools,  this  Professorial  Certificate  was  required,  and  the 
candidate  was  obliged  to  go  through  the  regular  course  of  study. 

In  1786,  Vol.  1.  p.  147,  Geucnil  Synod  recommended  students 
to  pursue  their  studies  with  the  Professor  or  Lector,  "unless  cir- 
cumstances in  particular  cases  should  render  it  impracticable,  of 
which  the  Classis  to  which  such  students  belong  shall  judge," 

But  in  1790,  p.  206,  "General  Synod  decide  for  weighty  reasons, 
that  the  power  granted  by  a  former  reso'lution  to  the  respective 
Classes  to  permit  students  to  pursue  their Theo.logieal  Studies  under 
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the  care  of  one  or  more  particular  Ministers,  shall  henceforth  per- 
tain to  the  Rev.  Body." 

The  Particular  Synod,  held  in  New  York,  1796,  Vol.  1,  p.  456, 
in  answer  to  a  question  from  the  Classis  of  New  York,  as  to 
"whether  or  not  they  shall  [in  a  particular  case  cited,]  dispense' 
with  the  qualifications  [membership  in  a  Dutch  Reformed  Church,, 
and  certificate  from  a  Professor]  required  of  candidates,  by  the  Con- 
stitution ; 

Resolved  :  That  it  be  given  as  the  opinion  of  this  Synod,  that  the 
power  of  dispensing  with  qualifications  required  of  candidates  for 
the  ministry  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Church  is  vested  in  the 
General  Synod." 

The  first  dispensation  which  appears  in  the  Minutes  is  that 
which  was  granted  to  Peter  Millspaugh,  who  was  permitted  to 
begin  his  Theological  studies  under  the  care  of  Rev.  Moses 
Froligh.  The  next  was  that  which  was  granted  to  Mr.  Devoe  in 
1806,  page  357.  General  Synod  consents  in  this  instance  to  dis- 
pense with  what  may  be  found  deficient  in  the  preparatory  studies, 
of  Mr.  Devoe,  and  refers  him  to  the  Classis  of  Albany  to  examine- 
and  license  him,  or  appoint  a  course  of  private  studies. 

The  way  in  which  this  was  done,  shows  that  such  cases  were 
looked  upon  as  rare  exceptions  which  would  not  be  allowed  when 
the  schools  were  established,  and  oven  then  the  final  decision  of 
the  case  was  referred  to  the  Classis  of  Albany. 

On  the  same  page  (357)  of  the  Minutes,  is  the  record  that  dis- 
pensations were  granted  Messrs.  Rowan  and  Cuyler,  to  prosecute 
their  studies  under  other  persons  thin  the  Professors,  and  jet  that, 
was  with  the  express  condition  that  they  obtained  certificates  from 
one  of  the  Theological  Professors  previous  to  examination. 

Minut'is  of  1809,  pa^e  3SS.  A  Dispensation  was  griiited  Tennis 
Van  Vechten,  a  student  in  Dr.  Mason's  Seminary,  and  he  was 
permitted  to  bring  a  certificate  from  Dr.  Mason,  which  should  entitle 
him  to  be  examined  privately  by  the  Professor  of  Theology,  and  if 
he  were  found  qualified,  a  Professorial  certificate  was  to  be  given  to 
him. 

In  the  Minutes  of  this  ye  i.r  (1S09),  after  some  other  dispensa- 
tions, there  is  the  Resolution  "  that  these  be  granted,  but  that  it 
be  expressly  understood  tliat  this  is  not  to  be  construed  into  a  pre- 
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cedent.  As  soon  as  the  Superintendents  of  the  Theologicax 
School  shall  give  notice  to  General  Synod,  that  the  Professorate  of 
Queens  College  is  ready  to  receive  students  to  Divinity  Hall,  such 
indulgences  shall  hereafter  cease,  with  the  exceptions  provided  for 
in  the  several  acts  organizing  the  Professorate." 

In  the  Minutes  of  1804,  page  339,  it  appears  that  the  object  in 
requiring  these  certificates  was  to  put  five  dollar  fees  into  the 
hands  of  the  otherwise  poorly  paid  Professor  of  Hebrew. 

This  resolution  contains  one  of  the  most  definite  statements 
ever  made  by  General  Synod,  of  the  reasons  which  underlie  the 
matter.  The  abiding  intention  is  to  foster  oar  own  Schools,  and 
these  were  guarded  zealously  in  order  that  the  Church  might  have 
ministers  properly  trained  under  its  own  direction  ;  and  it  further- 
more appears  that  it  was  the  intention  of  General  Synod  to  refuse 
all  such  dispensations  when  the  way  was  prepared  by  which  can- 
didates could  enter  the  Ministry  in  that  which  appeared  to  be  the 
only  lawful  manner,  that  is,  through  our  own  seminaries.  And 
yet  these  dispensations  have  been  granted  at  almost  every  meet- 
ing of  the  General  Synod  from  that  day  to  this. 

In  1814,  page  55,  It  appears  that  discretionary  ])ower  was 
granted  to  the  Classis  of  Ulster  to  decide  whether  or  not  a  dispen- 
sation should  be  granted  to  Mr.  J.  H.  Carie. 

In  1815,  page  18,  The  Board  of  Superintendents  said  in  their 
"communication,"  "The  practice  of  granting  dispensations  to 
Theological  Students  to  prosecute  their  studies  in  other  Seminaries, 
and  then  return  for  examination  and  licensure  in  our  own  Schools- 
and  Classes,  is  unprecedented,  except  in  the  Dutch  Church,  and,  in 
its  operation  unquestionably  tends  to  prevent  the  growth  and  pros- 
perity of  our  School  and  the  harmony  of  our  Churches,  and  as  far 
as  the  board  is  enabled  to  judge,  can  be  attended  witli  no  possible 
advantages  to  the  students  or  the  Churches  at  large.  They,  there- 
fore, recommend  that  in  future  no  dispensations,  on  any  account, 
be  granted  to  any  of  our  young  men  to  prosecute  their  studies  in 
other  Seminaries  and  then  return  for  examination  in  our  School  and 
licensure  by  our  Classes."  In  accordance  with  this  communica- 
tion a  resolution  was  passed  tiiat  no  disi)ensations  should  be 
granted  hereafter,  except  those  then  under  consideration,  page  41. 

The  next  year  Synod  granted  five;  though  stating  that  "there 
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are  many  reasons  why  we  should  be  very  cautious  in  granting 
them  ;  and  tlie  time  has  come  when  no  more  applications  can  con- 
sistently be  received;"  page  32. 

In  1817.  page  30,  is  a  peculiar  case  of  a  candidate  from  Canada; 
the  power  of  granting  or  withholding  license  was  referred  to  the 
Classis  of  Albany.  The  same  power  was  given  to  Classis  in  1835, 
in  the  case  of  Mr.  E.  Doty.  ^ 

In  1840,  After  having  in  past  years  granted  over  thirty  dispen. 
sations  and  refused  one,  the  General  Synod  refused  to  grant  one  to 
Mr.  B.  Collins,  on  the  ground  of  the  "Synod's  enactments." 

In  1841,  This  case  of  Mr.  Collins  w-as  referred  to  the  Board  of 
Superintendents  and  Theological  Faculty,  and  he  was  licensed. 
The  same  reference  was  made  in  1846,  p.  83. 

In  1845,  p.  469,  It  was  resolved  that  any  congregation  desiring 
to  settle  a  lictntiate  or  ordained  minister  who  had  not  fulfilled  the 
requirements  concerning  the  term  of  Theological  study,  "  must 
through  their  Classis  ask  for  a  dispensation  from  the  Synod,  to 
allow  them  to  accomplish  their  purpose."  The  next  year  this 
resolution  was  rescinded. 

In  1858,  p.  349,  Synod  adopted  the  report  of  a  committee  in 
which  they  "gravely  doubt  the  light  of  this  Synod  to  delegate  its 
authority  to  anybody,  however  trustworthy,  to  dis[)ense  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Constitution  in  admitting  candidates  to  the 
Sacred  Ministry."  And,  therefore,  Synod  declined  to  give  the 
Classis  of  Arcot  power  to  grant  dispensations. 

In  1869,  p.  628,  Synod  spoke  of  the  action  of  the  North  Classis 
of  Long  Island  as  "  a  fault,"  in  that  they  proceeded  to  examine  a 
candidate  who  had  no  Professorial  Certificate  nor  a  dispensation 
from  Synod,  and  claimed  that  there  is  no  substitute  for  the  certifi- 
cate, but  in  the  Special  Dispensation  of  Synod ;  and  that  Classis 
in  their  action  "has  assumed  the  prerogatives  of  Synod  ;"  and  that 
the  action  of  Classis  "should  not  pass  into  a  precedent." 

In  1868,  p.  460,  A  request  was  made  from  the  South  Classis  of 
Long  Island,  asking  that  Chap.  2,  Art  3,  Sec.  3,  of  the  Constitu- 
tion be  amended  so  as  to  give  to  Classis  "power  to  determine  who 
shall  be  admitted  to  examination  and  license."  The  answer  of 
Synod  was  that   this  proposition  was  contrary,  not  only  to    the 
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general  usage  of  the  Church,  but  tended  "  to  open  a  wider  door  for 
the  wide-spread  introduction  into  the  ( 'hurch  of  an  evil  which,  even 
with  synodical  oversight  and  control,  has  assumed  proportions  well 
nigh  dangerous.  Instead  of  committing  the  matter  of  dispensa- 
tions by  constitutional  authority  to  Classis,  it  is  a  serious  ques- 
tion whether  it  is  not  necessary  to  restrict  the  synodicial  exercise 
■of  this  prerogative."     The  request  was  not  granted. 

In  1870,  p.  94,  Synod  adopted  a  report  which  stated  that  the 
"  requirements  as  to  places  and  courses  of  study  was  deliberately 
and  solemnly  laid  down.  Upon  this  basis  also,  the  Church  has 
been  called  upon  to  endow  our  Theological  Schools.  The  Consti- 
tution made  no  provision  for,  nor  did  it  contemplate  the  granting  of 
dispensations,  therefore : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  duty  of  pastors  to  discourage  such 
applications,  and  to  urge  upon  those  contemplating  preparation  for 
the  work  of  the  Ministry  to  enter  our  own  institutions." 

Three  dispensations  were  granted  at  this  meeting. 

And  finally,  the  objections  that  are  constantly  made  to  granting 
dispensations,  evenin  the  preambles  of  the  resolutions  in  which  they 
are  granted  ;  the  opinion  which  some  hold  that  dispensations  are  un- 
constitutional in  all  cases,  the  opinion  which  others  hold,  that  General 
Synod  has  all  the  power  in  the  case,  while  a  third  party  hold  and 
act  on  the  ground,  that  the  right  belongs  either  wholly  or  in  part  to 
Classis  ;  the  evident  failure  in  many  cases  of  the  strict  requirement 
of  the  Constitution  to  build  up  our  Schools,  and  the  disastrous  effect 
of  these  requirements  in  other  cases,  the  general  doubt  as  to  the 
whole  matter,  and  the  growing  disregard  of  custom,  demands  of 
the  Church  some  immediate  and  careful  settlement  of  the  princi- 
ples involved  in  this  important  matter. 

All  which  is  very  respec^tfully  submitted,

It  will  be  readily  seen  that  under  the  old  Constitution  the  power 
of  license  was  exercised  by  Synod,  while  the  new  or  present  Con- 
stitution declares  license  to  be  "  The  peculiar  prerogative  of 
Classis,"  Chap.  2,  Art.  3,  Sec.  3,  and  as  to  Dispensation,  under 
the  old  Constitution  it   was    delegated   to    Synod,  but  under   the 
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present,  it  is  withheld,  save    in    the   case  of  "  Foreign  Missions," 
Chap.  2,  Art.  3,  Sec.  11. 

Leaving  the  first,  where  the  Constitution  places  it  and  it  by  right 
belongs,  with  the  Classis,  but  in  order  to  rectify  the  error  committed 
with  regard  to  the  second,  your  Committee  would  suggest,  that 
the  following  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  be  sent  to 
the  Classes  for  their  approval,  that  the  Synod  may  have  the  consti- 
tutional right  to  grant  Dispensations. 

Resolved,  That  Sec.  11,  Art.  3,  Chap.  2,  of  the  Constitution  be 
amended,  by  strilcing  out  the  words  "Foreign  missionary  fields," 
and  inserting  the  word  case,  so  that  it  shall  read,  "  When  in  the 
circumstances  of  the  case  it  shall  be  impracticable,"  &c. 

2.  In  the  case  of  Wm.  Smith,  who  is  recommended  by  the 
South  Classis  of  Bergen  for  a  dispensation  from  the  regular  Sem- 
inary course  that  he  may  be  examined  for  License,  your  Committee 
believing  that  the  entire  responsibility  of  admitting  to  the  ministry 
rests  with  Classis,  would  recommend  that  this  Synod  grant  the  re- 
quest of  the  South  Classis  of  Bergen,  but  would  urge  upon  them 
the  greatest  caution. 

3.  The  application  of  Madison  M.  Ball,  for  a  dispensation  from 
the  remaining  years  of  his  college  course,  coming  as  it  does  with 
the  advice  and  approval  of  some  of  our  most  highly  esteemed 
brethren.  Professors  in  the  College  and  Seminary,  who  are  well  ac- 
quainted with  the  facts  in  the  case,  your  Committee  do  not  hesi- 
tate to  recommend  that  the  dispensation  asked  for  be  granted. 

4.  The  Overture  from  the  Classis  of  Passaic.  While  your  Com- 
mitte  deem  it  inexpedient  to  accede  to  the  proposed  Overture  of 
adding  a  column  to  the  Statistical  Table,  still  recognizing  the 
importance  of  the  subject  of  ministerial  support,  and  believing  that 
the  neglect  of  Consistories  in  this  matter  should  not  be  allowed  to 
pass  unrebuked,  your  .?oramitteo  would  respectfully  suggest  the 
following : 

Resolved,  That  the  Classes  be  and  hereby  are  requested  by  Gen- 
aral  Synod  to  give  the  subject  of  ministerial  support  that  attention 
which  the  varying  circumstances  of  their  pastors  suggest,  and  the 
importance  of  the  subject  demands. 

5.  As  to  the  Communication  from  the  Classis  of  "Wisconsin  with 
regard  to  the  action  of  Synod  on  the  subject  of  Free  Masonry,  your

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Committee  would  say  that  in  as  much  as  Synod  gave  a  deliverance 
on  this  subject  last  year,  no  further  action  is  required.

ARTICLE  VI II. 

SYXODICAL    APPEALS. 

A  complaint  of  Mrs.  Augusta  C.  McKinney  against  the  action  of 
the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York,  in  reference  to  the  dismissal 
of  her  complaint  against  the  action  of  the  Classis  of  Westchester, 
was  received. 

An  appeal  by  Mrs.  Augusta  C.  McKinney,  from  a  decision  of 
the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York,  was  received. 

The  complaint  and  appeal  with  the  accompanying  papers  were 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judicial  Business.  The  Committee 
on  Judicial  Business  presented  the  following  report  which  was  ac- 
cepted and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Judicial  Business  respectfully  report  that 
they  have  had  referred  to  them  the  documents  in  the  case  of  Mrs. 
Augusta  C.  McKinney,  who  appeals  from  the  decision  of  the  Par- 
ticular Synod  of  New  York,  given  at  itf  session  in  May  last.  Said 
appeal  has  been  brought  regularly  before  this  Synod.  All  the 
constitutional  steps  have  been  taken.  The  documents  in  the  hands 
of  the  Committee  have  been  arranged,  and  they  recommend  that 
the  General  Synod  proceed  to  try  said  appeal  according  to  the 
prescribed  order  as  laid  down  in  the  rules. 

The  order  is  as  follows  : 

1.  The  sentence  appealed  from  shall  be  read. 

2.  The  appeal  and  reasons  of  appeal  shall  be  read. 

3.  AH  the  documents  in  the  case  shall  be  read,  commencing 
with 

1.  The  record  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York  for  1871. 

2.  The  record  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York  of  1870. 

3.  The  decision  and  findings  of  the  Consistory  of  the  Church  of 
Peekskill. 
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4    The  testimony  upon  which  such  decision  is  lounded,  when 
The  original  parties  shall  be  heard,  commencing  with 

1.  Rev.  J.  A.  Todd,  counsel  for  the  Appellant. 

2.  Rev.  David  Cole,  Commissioner  of  the  Classis  of  "West- 
chester. 

3.  Rev.  John  Forsyth,  Commissioner  of  the  Particular  Synod  of 
JSTew  York. 

4.  The  Appellant  shall  be  heard  by  her  counsel  in  reply. 

The  Committee  have  a^so  had  referred  to  them  a  complaint  of 
Mrs.  Augusta  C.  McKinney  against  the  action  of  the  Particular 
Synod  of  New  York,  in  reference  to  the  dismissal  of  her  complaint 
against  the  action  of  the  Classis  of  "Westchester. 

In  reference  to  this  complaint,  your  Committee  state,  that  Mrs. 
Augusta  C.  McKinney,  not  being  a  member  of  the  Court  against 
whose  action  she  complains,  cannot  present  to  this  Synod  a  com- 
plaint against  the  action  of  such  Court,  and  on  this  ground  they 
recommend  that  the  complaint  be  dismissed.  (Chap.  2,  Art.  1st, 
Sec.  11).

The  Classis  of  Westchester  was  heard  by  its  Commissioner, 
Rev.  David  Cole. 

6.  The  Particular  Synod  of  New  York  was  heard  by  its  Com- 
missioner, Rev.  John  Forsyth. 

7.  The  Appellant  was  heard  in  reply  by  her  Counsel,  Rev.  John 
A.  Todd. 

The  parties  having  withdrawn  the  Synod  proceeded  to  deliber- 
ate. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  members  expressed  their  opinions. 
It  was  Resolved,  That  this  case  be  remitted  to  the  Consistory  of  the 
Church  of  Peekskill  for  a  new  trial.

ARTICLE  IX. 

CHURCH  GOVERNMENT. 

Votes  of  the  Classes  on  amendments  to  the  Constitution  were  re- 
ceived, and  together  with  the  Reports  received  last  year  were  re- 
ferred to  a  special  Committee,  consisting  of  Rev.  G.  D.  W.  Bo- 
dine,  J.  W.  Beardslee,  Elder  Michael  Bergen. 

The  Committee  presented  the  following  Report,  which  was 
accepted  and  adopted. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Reports  of  Classes  in 
reference  to  proposed  changes  of  the  Constitution  in  regard  to  the 
Constitution  and  powers  of  Particular  Synods,  p.  633  of  the  Min- 
utes of  1869,  would  report,  as  follows: 

Reports  have  been  received  from  thirty-one  Classes.  The 
Classes  of  Arcot  and  Ulster  make  no  report. 

The  following  Classes  report  in  favor  of  both  amendments : 
Greene,  Rensselaer,  Albany,  Schoharie,  Montgomery,  Hudson, 
Monmouth,  Philadelphia,  South  New  York,  Raritan,  Illinois,  Pas- 
saic, Poughkeepsie,  North  Long  Island,  New  York,  Schenectady, 
Saratoga,  Cayuga  and  South  Bergen ;  nineteen  in  all. 

The  following  Classes  vote  against  both  amendments  :  Kingston, 
Grand  River,  Michigan,  Orange,  Geneva,  Westchester,  Holland 
and  Wisconsin  ;  eight  in  all. 

The  following  vote  in  favor  of  the  first  amendment,  but  against 
the  second  :  vSouth  Long  Island  and  Paramus  ;  two  in  all. 

The  following  vote  in  favor  of  the  second  but  against  the  first: 
Bergen  and  New  Brunswick ;  two  in  all. 

In  summing  up  the  votes  we  find  that  both  amendments  are  ap- 
proved by  twenty  one  Classes,  and  rejected  by  nine. 

Your  Committee  recommend,  in  view  of  this  large  majoritv  in 
favor  of  the  amendments,  that  this  Synod  take  necessary  action  to 
complete  them  and  have  them  incorporated  into  the  Constitution.

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Resolved,  That  the  amendments  to  the  Constitution  approved  by 
the  Classes  be  declared  to  be  a  part  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Church. 

Eesolutions  proposing  various  amendments  to  the  Constitution 
were  presented,  and  referred  to  a  special  Committee  consisting  of 
Rev.  M.  S.  Hutton,  A.  G.  Vermilye,  C.  I.  Shepard,  Elders,  James 
Anderson,  John  W.  Ferdon, 

The  Committee  presented  the  following  Report,  which  was  ac- 
cepted and  adopted . 

The  Committee  on  proposed  amendments  of  the  Constitution 
beg  leave  to  report,  that  no  less  than  four  different  amendments 
have  been  submitted  to  them. 

1.  To  reduce  the  number  of  delegates  to  the  General  Synod, 
and  to  equalize  the  representation  of  the  several  Classes  according 
to  the  number  of  Churches. 

2.  To  dispense  with  the  ofiBce  of  Deputatus. 

3.  That  the  duties  of  General  Synod  be  transferred  to  the  par- 
ticular Synods  and  the  General  Synod  be  made  a  Staudijig  Court 
of  Appeal. 

4.  To  give  Classis  entire  jurisdiction  in  the  matter  of  examin- 
ing and  licensing  candidates  for  the  Ministry. 

There  has  also  been  submitted  to  your  Committee,  the  question  of 
some  plan    of  nomination  and  election  of  Professors  of  Theoloiry. 

It  will  be  at  once  seen  that  the  proposed  amendments  cont'-m- 
plate  a  radical  change  in  the  principles  and  practices  of  the  Church, 
and  in  as  much  as  other  important  changes  are  spoken  of  as  being 
required  by  the  progress  winch  the  Church  has  made  during  the 
past  forty  years,  your  Committee  feel  tliat  it  will  be  impossible  t;) 
give  the  subject  the  attention  which  it  demands  during  the  short 
period  allowed  them,  Jiave  unanimously  agreed  to  recommend  the 
following  resolutions : 

1.  Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  11  Ministers  and  5  Elders,  with 
power  to  fill  vacancies,  be  appointed  by  the  President  (he  not 
being  confined  in  his  selection  to  the  present  members  of  Synod) 
to  revise  the  Constitution,  and  report  to  the  General  Synod  of 
1872. 
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2.  Resolved,  That  the  President  of  Synod  be  ex-officio  a  mem- 
ber of  said  Committee. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

ARTICLE   XI. 

CUSTOMS    AND    USAGES. 

The  Committee  on  Hymnology  presented  a  report  on  the  sub- 
ject of  the  Hymn  books  ordered  by  the  Synod,  to  be  prepared  by 
them,  which  was  accepted  and  referred  to  a  Special  Committee, 
consisting  of  Rev.  Philip  Peltz,  E.  S.  Porter,  T.  G.  "Watson, 
Elders,  D.  S.  Jones,  Henry  Camerden,  Jr. 

The  Committee  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  ac- 
cepted and  adopted : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Hymnology,  would  respectfully  submit: 

L  That  it  appears  that  the  collection,  "  Hymns  of  the  Chtcrch," 
is  making  steady  progress,  and  is  in  use  in  more  than  fifty  (50)  of 
our  Churches.  The  Committee  anticipate  that  the  publication  will 
soon  become  a  source  of  revenue,  and  ask  the  Synod  to  designate 
to  whom  the  copyright  held  by  the  members  of  the  Committee 
shall  be  transferred.     We  propose  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Hymnology  be  instructed  to 
transfer  whatever  copyright  they  may  hold  to  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tion for  the  General  Synod. 
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Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Direction  be  directed  to  appropri- 
ate to  the  Church  Building  Fund,  whatever  revenue  may  accrue 
from  the  hymn  books  prepared  under  the  superintendence  of  this 
Committee. 

2.  The  Synod  will  doubtless  be  gratified  to  know  that  the 
Hymns  for  the  children  of  the  Church,  approved  by  the  last  Synod, 
will  be  issued  from  the  press  in  a  few  months. 

3.  Proof  sheets  of  the  "  Hymns  of  Prayer  and  Praise,"  have 
been  submitted  to  us  for  examination. 

This  volume  contains  320  hymns  with  appropriate  music,  and  is 
designed  for  social  and  family  worship.  More  than  three-fourths 
of  the  hymns  are  in  the  books  already  in  use  under  the  approval  of 
the  Synod.  The  rest  are  such  as  command  our  approbation.  Many 
of  them  are  deeply  fixed  in  the  hearts  of  the  people,  and  we  gladly 
endorse  them.  The  music  of  some  20  hymns  not  found  in  the 
"  Hymns  of  the  Church,"  commends  itself  to  those  of  this  Committee 
who  are  skilled  in  this  branch. 

We  propose  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  book  entitled  "  Hymns  of  Prayer  and  Praise," 
be  adopted  for  social  worship  and  commended  to  our  Churches  and 
families. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Hymnology  be  discharged 
from  their  trust  and  labors  when  all  of  the  three  books  mentioned 
in  this  report  shall  have  been  issued  from  the  press,  and  the  Com- 
mittee shall  have  transferred  the  copyright  of  the  same  to  the  Board 
of  Direction. 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  thanks  the  Committee,  and  expresses  its 
hearty  appreciation  of  the  laborious  work  which  these  brethren  have 
performed  so  well.

Rev.  "William  J.  R.  Taylor  was  placed  on  the  Committee  on 
Hymnology,  in  place  of  Rev.  John  B.  Thompson,  who  is  about  to 
leave  the  country. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Hymnology  be  authorized  to 
arrange  with  Mr.  Burnap  for  a  book  of  Anthems  under  their  super 
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vision,  and  funjding  all  ri.<:hts  of  Sj^nod  as  in  the  other  books  pub- 
lished under  thoir  supervision. 

The  Committee  on  the  revision  of  the  Liturgy  presented  the  fol- 
lowing report  which  was  accepted,  and  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the 
Minutes. 
To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Chnrch  in  America  : 

The  Committee  on  the  revision  of  the  Liturgy  beg  leave  to  report, 
that  although  they  were  appointed  by  the  General  Synod  of  1868, 
they  were  not  called  together  until  their  reappointment  last  year. 

Since  then  they  have  had  several  meetings,  and  have  made  some 
progress  in  the  work  assigned  to  them. 

Your  Committee  fully  accord  with  the  sentiment  expressed  by 
General  Synod,  at  its  last  meeting,  as  to  the  importance  of  the 
svibject. 

They  deem  it  important,  in  view  of  the  growing  opinion  in  the 
minds  of  many  Ministers  and  Elders,  that  the  true  idea  of  worship, 
requires  a  more  full  expression  on  the  part  of  the  people  of  their  de- 
votional feelings  than  is  at  present  afforded  them.  Many  consider 
it  also  desirable,  that  it  be  made  more  obvious  not  merely  that  the 
Gospel  minister  is  not  by  virtue  of  his  office  a  Priest,  but  that  the 
people  themselves  are  a  royal  Priesthood,  with  all  the  power  and 
privilege  of  prayer. 

It  is  also  supposed  that  if  the  people  take  a  more  active  part  in 
the  worship  of  the  Sanctuary,  a  happy  influence  will  be  exerted,  es- 
pecially upon  the  young,  by  enlisting  their  personal  interest  in  the 
services. 

Your  Committee  deem  the  subject  important  also,  in  view  of  the 
attitude  of  our  Church  at  the  present  day  towards  the  great  Presby- 
terian family  in  our  country. 

Rejoicing  as  our  Church  does  in  the  union  which  has  taken  place  in 
that  family,  and  believing  that  in  our  common  Presbyterian  govern- 
ment we  more  closely  resemble  the  apostolic  Church  than  any  other, 
the  question  has  been  often  asked,  why  our  Church  stands  aloof  from 
that  union? — and  the  unanswerable  reply  is,  because  of  our  love  for 
our  blood-consecrated  standards  and  of  our  past  history  as  a  martyr 
Church. 

But  this  very  reply  suggests  the  question,  whether  it  bo  not  wis- 
dom, if  we  remain  thus  separate,  to  make  the  marks  which  distin- 
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guish  us  more  pronounced  and  prominent.  Our  historical  position 
is  without  doubt,  that  of  a  Lieformed  Presbyterian  and  Liturgical 
Church  !  neither  falling  into  the  formality  of  Episcopacy  nor  into- 
the  baldness  of  Puritanism.  So  have  we  stood  for  two  centuries, 
and  so  stand  we  to-day.  The  Evangelical  Presbyterian  Liturgical 
Church. 

Your  Committee  feel  that  the  answer  to  this  question  is  closely 
connected  with  the  work  which  the  Synod  has  committed  to  them., 
They  feel  that  if  our  grand  and  ancient  Liturgy  can  be  placed  in^ 
a  more  attractive  and  practical  form;  a  more  perfect  fieedom  will 
be  given  to  those  who  desire  to  make  this  feature  more  prominent 
than  it  now  is,  and  that  it  will  meet  a  felt  want. 

Tt  is  presumed  that  all  will  acknowledge,  that  if  such  a  cour.se  be 
desirable,  no  church  in  this  land  has  the  advantage  of  ourselves 
in  thus  more  decidedly  assuming  our  always  asserted  character,  as 
a  Presbyterian  liturgical  Church. 

It  is  indeed  true  that  all  ihe  Reformed  Churches  of  the  Continent 
adopted  liturgies,  but  we  have  ever  insisted  that  our  Ministry 
must  use  the  prescribed  forms  at  least  in  the  administration  of  the 
ordinances  of  the  Lord's  Supper  and  of  Baptism,  and  have  urged 
the  daily  reading  t)f  the  Ten  Commandments,  and  the  reciting  of 
the  Creed  in  unison. 

Your  Committee  also  feel  that  our  Church  has  another  advant- 
age, in  the  i'act  that  the  Strasburg  Liturgy  of  Calvin,  which  indeed 
has  done  much  to  form  all  the  liturgies  of  the  Reformed  Churches, 
modifying  even  the  Liturgy  of  the  ( 'hurch  of  England,  is  the  heart 
if  not  the  first  form  of  the  Liturgy  of  our  Church.  In  1541,  if  not 
earlier,  <  alvin  prepared  for  the  (,  hurch  of  Strasburg,  to  which  he 
then  ministered,  this  Liturgy.  It  was  printed  in  that  city  in  L)45, 
and  after  two  or  three  reviews  and  translations,  was  adopted  and 
imposed  by  the  Synod  of  Holland  and  Zealand,  as  a  prescribed 
service  upon  the  Churches.  The  Synod  of  Wesel  had  already 
approved  it.  This  Liturgy  of  the  Church  of  Llolland,  now  in  use 
among  us,  was  translated  into  English  by  our  own  Dr.  Livingston, 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  past  century.  It  has  doubtless  lost  some- 
thing by  these  various  translations,  first  from  the  French  into 
Latin,  and  then  from  the  Latin  into  Dutch,  and  from  the  Dutch  into 
English,  but  its  force,  truth  and  vigor  remain,  and  it  comes  down 
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to  us  with  all  the  prestige  of  antiquity,  demanding  not  only  our  rev- 
erence and  affection,  but  pleading  for  a  -more  constant  and  wider 
use  in  our  Churches. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  hops  to  be  able  to  present  it  to  the 
Churches  in  a  form  which  will  so  commend  itself  to  the  piety  and 
wisdom  of  the  Church,  that  its  increasing  use  will  place  us  before 
the  w^orld  in  our  true  historic  position  as  a  spiritual  Liturgical  and 
Reformed  Church.  And  tliis  they  hope  to  be  able  to  accomplish 
by  the  close  of  the  next  ecclesiastical  year.

ARTICLE  XII. 

SCHOOLS  AND  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION. 

The  thirty  ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education  was 
received  and  raferrad  to  the  Committee  on  Education,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  so  much  as  refers  to  vacancies,  which  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education 
was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

The  Committee  on  Education  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Com;i:ittee  on  Education  beg  leave  to  report:  The  only  pa- 
per submitted  to  the  consideration  of  the  Committee  is  the  thirty- 
ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education,  which  presents  the 
following  gratifying  results  :  During  the  year,  seventy-five  young 
men  have  been  aided  in  the  prosecution  of  study,  who  are  distri- 
buted through  our  own  and  several  other  approved  institutions  of 
learning.  Those  having  charge  of  these  youth  bear  testimony  to 
their  general  good  character.  Hope  College  has  been  aided  as 
hitherto,  and  the  Board  expresses  its  readiness  to  obey  the  direc- 
tion of  Synod  in  respect  to  the  continuance  of  appropriations.  The 
sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  has  been  added  to  each  of  the  Pro- 
fessor's salaries,  which  money  has  been  secured  without  making 
draft  on  the  treasury  of  the  Board.  Nine  Churches  have  received 
help  in  support  of  parochial  instruction  ;   the  amount  of  seven  hun- 
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dred  and  fifty  dollars  has  b^'en  expended  for  the  purpose.  Six 
hundred  und  eleven  children  have  been  taught  in  these  schools. 
Receipts  during  the  year  present  a  very  encouraging  advance  above 
previous  years.  The  total  amount  received  from  collections  and 
donations,  exclusive  of  interest  on  invested  funds  is  $16,318  33, 
being  $3137  10  in  excess  above  the  year  preceding,  and  $2288  33 
above  the  receipts  of  any  year  in  the  history  of  the  Board.  Yet 
only  two  hundred  and  fifty  Churches  of  the  denomination  have 
given  to  the  Board,  while  more  than  two  hundred  have  withheld 
their  contributions,  to  which  in  great  part  the  large  debt  of  $8,000 
is  to  be  attributed. 

From  this  summary,  the  condition  of  the  Board  appears  to  be 
vigorous  and  hopeful.  The  importance  of  this  department  of  our 
church  work  is  manifestly  paramount.  The  Christian  Ministry  is 
the  divinely  appointed  agency  for  the  evangelization  of  the  woild, 
and  the  Board  of  Education  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  in 
part  of  placing  this  agency  in  the  field.  Let  it  accordingly  be  fur- 
nished with  every  means  necessary  to  carry  out  its  object. 

The  large  number  of  non-contributing  Churches  is  a  matter  of 
serious  attention.  Every  Church  of  the  denomination  should  be  in 
vital  sympathy  Avith  the  Board,  both  for  the  reflex  influence  of  an 
active  benevolence  on  itself  and  in  order  to  swell  the  means  neces- 
sary to  extend  the  Church  at  large.  The  Board  of  Education, 
through  its  laborious  Secretary,  has  sought  to  win  the  support  of  all, 
and  it  is  for  no  want  of  faithful  endeavor  that  tlie  whole  Church  is 
not  enlisted  in  this  work.  Yet  the  fact  remains  that  almost  half 
the  Churches  of  our  denomination  are  unrepresented  iii  collections 
for  the  Board.  Canu'jt  some  effective  measures  be  adopted  to  en- 
list the  delinquent  ('hurches  in  this  work?  It  is  a  matter  of  regret 
also  that  applications  by  young  men  seeking  the  Ministry  have  been 
deferred  on  the  simple  ground  of  a  present  inability  of  the  Board 
to  meet  the  necessary  expense.  In  view  of  the  pressing  need  of 
laborers  in  a  world  of  whitened  harvest,  it  is  sad  that  we  cannot 
give  a  prompt  affirmative  to  youth  standing  ready  to  consecrate 
themselves,  and  even  go  to  others  whose  attention  may  not  now  be 
awakened,  and  enjoin  upon  them  the  call  of  the  Ministry,  with  the 
assurance  of  necessary  help  to  enter  therein. 

The  Committee,  while  expressing  no  unfavorable  discrimination 
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against  the  report  of  the  Board  of  EJucation,  among  the  reports  of 
our  several  Boards,  are  nevertheless  satisfied  that  a  statement  of 
operations  in  less  extended  form  would  be  more  satisfactory  and 
effective.  We  recommend  also  a  different  mode  of  presentation 
to  Synod,  which  recommendation  we  should  be  glad  to  see  observed 
in  reference  to  the  atinual  reports  of  the  several  Boards,  viz  :  instead 
of  its  formal  reading  necassarily  occupying  a  large  amount  of  time, 
that  it  be  laid  in  printed  form  on  the  table  of  Synod  for  acceptance. 
"We  deem  it  desirable  also  that  the  locality  and  character  of  the 
Parochial  schools  be  particularly  described. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing,  we  present  the  following  resolutions : 

1.  Resolved,  that  we  express  our  hearty  acknowledgement  of  the 
blessing  of  God  on  the  operations  and  success  of  our  Board  of 
Education. 

2.  Resolved,  That  we  reaffirm  previous  resolutions  of  interest  in 
the  various  objects  of  the  Board  and  anew  enjoin  the  Churches  to 
full  co-operation  therewith. 

3.  Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  the  Secretary  the  continu- 
ance of  special  appeal  to  the  non-contributing  Churches,  with  a 
view  of  enlisting  them  in  the  work. 

4.  Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  the  Churches  the  observance 
of  the  last  Thursday  of  January  as  a  day  of  special  fasting  and  pray- 
er, in  order  to  the  outpouring  of  the  Hol}^  Spirit  on  our  Schools  and 
Seminaries  of  learning.

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ARTICLE  XIII. 

CHURCH   COLLEGES. 

The  following  Report  uf  the  Council  of  Hope  College  was  pre- 
sented and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church,  in  America. 

The  Council  of  Hope  College  beg  leave  to  present  their  Annual 
Report  as  follows : 

I.   ORGANIZATION. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Council  in  June,  1870,  the  follow- 
ing officers  were  re-elected  : 

Rev.  A.  C.  Van  Raalte,  President;  Rev.  J.  S.  Joralraon,  Vice- 
President  ;  Rev.  A.  T.  Stewart,  Secretary ;  Rev.  E.  C.  Oggel, 
Treasurer. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Council,  together  with  the 
Theological  Professors,  were  re-appointed  a  committee  for  the  re- 
ception of  Theological  students  ;  and  it  was  resolved  that  the 
meeting  for  examining  the  students  of  the  Theological  Department, 
be  held  at  the  regular  time  in  May,  1871,  and  that  the  examination 
of  the  Academic  Seniors,  take  place  at  the  same  meeting. 

II.    THEOLOGICAL    DEPARTMENT. 

According  to  appointment,  the  examination  of  the  Theological 
students  was  commenced  at  9  a.  m.,  Wednesday,  May  17th,  and 
was  continued  through  throe  sessions,  occupying  in  all  about 
twelve  hours.     The  following  members  were  present : 

Rev.  A.  C.  Van  Raalte,  representing  the  Particular  Synod  of 
Chicafro ;  Elder  K.  Brower,  representing  the  Classis  of  Grand 
River;  Rev.  S.  Bolks,  Rev.  Jacob  Van  Dcr  Moulen,  Rev.  E.  C. 
Oggel,  representing  the  Classis  of  Holland  ;  Rev.  A.  Thompson, 
representing  the  Classis  of  Illinois ;  Rev.  A.  T.  Stewart,  Rev.  J. 
W.  Beardslee,  Rev.  C.  Van  Der  Veen,  Elder  B.  Ledeboer,  repre- 
senting the  Classis  of  Michigan;  Rev.  John  Van  Der  Meulen,  re- 
presenting the  Classis  of  Wisconsin;  Rev.  C.  E.  Crispel,  repre- 
senting the  Theological  Faculty ;  Rev.  Philip  Phelps,  Jr.,  repre- 
sentiu";  the  Institution. 
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From  the  report  of  the  Theological  Faculty,  it  appeared  that 
ithe  following  students  had  been  in  attendance  during  the  year  :

In  addition  to  the  branches  assigned  them  by  the  General  Synod, 
Dr.  Crispell  has  given  instruction  in  Pastoral  Theology  ;  Prof. 
Beck,  in  Biblical  Criticism  and  Exegesis ;  and  Prof.  Scott,  in 
Ai'chaeology.  Dr.  Ph^4ps  begin  his  instructions  as  usual,  the 
first  term,  but  was  compelled  to  suspend  them  again,  on  account  of 
other  duties  to  the  Institution,  and  was  authorized  to  do  so  by  the 
Council. 

The  report  of  the  Faculty  speaks  favorably  of  the  consistency 
and  diligence  of  the  students  ;  and  the  examinations  which  were 
conducted  by  the  Theological  teachers,  under  the  superintendence 
•of  the  Council,  have  given  satisfactoiy  evidence  of  their  pro- 
ficiency. 

There  has  been  no  violation  of  the  rules  of  Synod,  in  regard  to 
general  preaching.  The  members  of  the  Senior  and  Middle  Classes 
ihave  delivered  sermons  both  in  the  English  and  Dutch  languages. 

The  Senior  Class  was  examined  in  personal  experience  and 
views  of  the  Mmistry  ;  and  together  with  the  Middle  Class,  pre- 
;sented  specimens  of  sermonizing.     It  was 

Resolved,  That  the  examinations  be  sustained,  and  that  the  niem- 
bers  of  the  Senior  Class  be  recommended  to  the  Theological  Fac- 
ulty, for  the  customary  certificate. 
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III.  ACADEMIC    DEPARTMENT. 

Twenty-one  students  have  been  in  this  department;  during  the 
year,  classified  as  follows :  Seniors,  7  ;  Juniors,  2  ;  Sophomores,  5  ; 
Freshman,  7. 

The  examination  of  the  So:uor  under-graduates  was  held  at  the 
close  of  the  Theological  examination,  and  was  sustained. 

During  the  last  two  ter  is,  the  branches  of  Mental  and  Moral 
Philogophy  have  been  taught  by  Rev.  A.  T.  Stewart ;  and  the 
thanks  of  the  Council  were  tendered  to  him  for  his  valuable  ser- 
vices therein. 

The  Freshman  Class  has  received  instruction  in  Classics  and 
Mathematics  from  Tutors  Shields  and  Parsons,  in  order  to  meet 
the  requests  of  Profs.  Beck  and  Crispcll,  to  be  excused  therefrom, 
on  account  of  their  additional  Theological  labors. 

Tutor  Cornolis  Doesburg  has  had  charge  of  the  instruction  in 
modern  languages,  both  in  this  and  the  Preparatory  Department. 

The    annual    commencement   exercises   were   held   June    21st, 
1870,  at  which  six  candidates   received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of" 
Arts,  of  whom  four  have  since  entered  the  Theological  Department.. 
A  member  of  the  class,  in  partial  course,  received  a  correspondent 
certificate,  and  is  now  studying  medicine. 

IV.  PREPARATORY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  four  classes  of  this  department  have  included  fifty-seven 
pupils,  making  the  number  of  studi'nts  in  the  whole  school  eighty- 
seven. 

In  addition  to  the  labors  of  Tutors  Doesberg  and  Shields,  the 
Grammar  School  has  had  during  the  past  year  the  services  of  Mr. 
Richard  Parsons,  who  was  appointed  with  special  reference  to  Normal 
instruction. 

On  account  of  the  time  required  by  the  tutors  for  the  Freshman 
Class,  the  D  Class  has  received  all  its  instruction  from  several  of 
the  older  students,  at  a  small  compensation. 

The  annual  examination  of  this  Department  was  held  during  the 
last  Commencement  week;  and  six  graduates  of  the  A  Class  were 
received  into  the  Freshman  Class  of  the  Academic  Department. 
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V.    ENDOWMENT. 

The  President  of  the  College  reports,  that  having  been  author- 
ized by  the  Council  to  be  absent  from  his  post,  for  the  purpose  of 
resuming  his  former  efforts  for  the  endowment,  which  the  higher 
necessities  of  the  Institution  had  compelled  him  to  suspend,  he  has 
been  endeavoring  to  prosecute  the  work  as  well  as  the  difficulties 
of  the  case,  and  his  relations  to  the  Institution,  requiring  his  fre- 
quent presence  and  labors  at  the  School,  would  permit. 

That  the  following  moneys  have  been  received  by  him,  and  do 
not  yet  appear  in  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Synod, 
viz  :

That  concerning  these  contributions,  he  expects  to  send  a 
special  communication  to  the  General  Sjniod,  a  copy  of  which,  to- 
gether with  a  detailed  statement  of  endowment  results,  will  be 
furnished  to  the  Council,  for  its  regular  meeting  in  June. 

That  several  liberal  donations  of  books  and  money  for  the  Li- 
brary have  been  sent  to  him  without  solicitation ;  and  that  he  has 
been  compelled  by  the  urgent  needs  of  the  School,  to  bring  to  the 
notice  of  individuals,  different  interests  of  the  Institution,  concern- 
ing which  the  Council  has  been  informall}--  notified. 

Finally,  that  a  special  account  has  been  opened  for  his  expenses, 
and  donations  furnished,  covering  the  greater  part  of  them. 

VI.   CONTINGKXT    FUND. 

In  order  tliat  a  complete  statement  of  this  Fund  might  appear  in 
the  Minutes  of  Synod,  and  that  the  Synod  might  be  better  able  to 
judge  of  the  financial  needs  of  the  Institution,  the  Council  presents 
an  abstract  from  the  baginning  of  the  treasury  under  their  super- 
vision, until  April  1st,  1871.

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VII.    REQUISITES. 

1.  Building  Apparatus,  etc. — The  General  Hall,  which  has 
Toceived  a  good  denl  from  the  treasury  of  the  College  in  previous 
years,  is  very  much  in  need  of  repairs,  and  without  some  expendi- 
ture, is  not  in  a  proper  condition  for  occupancy.  There  are  also 
required  additional  accommodations  for  the  family  of  the  President, 
■residing  in  the  building  at  considerable  sacrifice. 

The  Council  respectfully  bring  this  matter  to  the  special  notice  of 
the  Synod. 

The  valwe  of  the  Library  has  been  much  enhanced  by  the  gen- 
erous donations  and  efforts  of  Elder  Samuel  B.  Schieffelin. 

Rev.  Charles  Whitehead  also  has  contributed  a  box  of  valuable 
books  numbering . 

Chancellor  Ferris  has  selected  from  his  own  private  library, 
iiearly  four  hundred  excellent  volumes  for  the  Theological  Depart- 
ment, which  are  to  be  labelled  as  presented  by  him  to  the  "  West- 
ern Theological  School  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America  in 
Hope  College." 

Dr.  Ferris  has  also  added  another  selection  of  more  than  one 
hundred  volumes  for  the  Academic  Department. 

The  Council  have  been  exceedingly  gratified  with  these  practical 
expressions  of  sympathy  on  the  part  of  this  venerable  father  in 
the  Church,  and  the  other  brethren;  and  believe  that  the  Synod 
will  renew  the  thanks  which  have  been  tendered  to  them  by  the 
■Council. 

A  Refectory  for  the  students  has  been  opened  in  the  dwelling 
formerly  occupied  by  the  late  Prof.  Oggel,  and  has  been  under  the 
■charge  of  Mr.  Melis,  one  of  the  older  students,  who,  with  his  wife, 
bas  rendered  exceeding]}^  faithful  and  self-denying  services  in  its 
behalf. 

'2.  The  Samuel  B.  Schieffelin  Department  of  Publication. — In 
order  that  the  Council  might  have  some  memorial  of  their  deep 
gratitude  to  Elder  S.  B.  Schieffelin  for  his  unwearied  liberalities  to 
the  Institution,  and  for  his  original  subscription  by  which  the  foun- 
dation of  the  Printing  House  was  laid,  they  have  resolved  that  the 
Department  of  Publication  hereafter  bear  the  name  of  this  eminent 
ihenefactor. 
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Rev.  Christian  Van  Der  Veen  has  been  appointed  Editor  of  De 
Hope,  in  place  of  Rev.  E.  Christian  Oggel,  resigned. 

3.  The  James  Suydam  Farm. — This  valuable  tract,  secured 
through  Elder  Suy dam's  munificent  donation  of  five  thousand  dol- 
lars to  pay  its  debt,  as  reported  to  the  last  Synod,  is  to  be  used  for 
the  establishment  of  a  Scientific  School,  to  be  organized  whenever 
the  funds  will  admit,  as  a  Scientific  Department  for  the  Institu- 
tion. 

Vlir.    PARTICULAKIA. 

In  addition  to  his  other  gifts,  Elder  Schieffelin  has  sent  to  each 
of  the  Theological  students,  copies  of  several  works  of  great  utility, 
for  their  student  course,  also  a  number  of  leading  scientific,  theolog- 
ical and  literary  periodicals. 

Rev.  R.  Pieters,  Pastor  of  the  First  Reformed  Church  of  Holland, 
Mich.,  has  during  the  past  two  years  given  catechetical  instruction 
to  the  Academic  students,  and  his  services  have  been  productive  of 
much  good  to  the  Institution.  The  Council  touder  hnii  their  sin- 
cere thanks. 

In  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  last  Synod,  the  Council 
herewith  submit  to  the  General  Synod  a  Plan  for  Plope  *  'oUege,  in- 
tended to  cover  future  growth  as  well  as  present  facts.  Inasmuch 
as  the  Institution  was  already  organized,  the  plan  is,  of  course,  an 
Amended  Constitution  ;  and  it  is  presented  as  an  earnest  and  faith- 
ful endeavor  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Church,  the  needs  of 
our  Western  field,  and  the  complicated  relations  arising  from  the 
history  of  the  Institution. 

"With  respect  to  that  part  of  the  Synod's  action  wliich  called  for 
the  preparation  of  an  advance  copy  for  the  Synodical  Committee, 
by  the  1st  of  January,  a  literal  and  absolute  compliance  was 
simply  impracticable.  Four  special  meetings  have  been  held  for 
the  discussion  of  the  various  questions  involved  ;  and  while  making 
every  consistent  exertion  to  bring  their  whole  action  at  an  early 
day  undiT  the  official  review  of  the  experienced  Committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  last  Synod,  yet  inasmuch  as  it  is  the  efficient  working 
of  the  Western  School  which  is  most  concerned,  3^our  Council  felt 
that  it  was  better  for  them  to  complete  their  amendments,  though 
that  might  necessitate  delay  in  sending  their  report  to  the  Eastern 
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Committee,  than  to  increase  the  labor  of  the  Committee,  by  leaving 
it  to  them  to  supply  manifest  deficiencies. 

The  main  embarrassment  has  arisen  from  constitutional  arrange- 
ments with  reference  to  Theology.  But  as  the  system  embraces 
not  only  the  Theological  School  of  Hope  College,  but  also  those  in 
China  and  India,  and  especially  the  parent  Seminary  at  New 
Brunswick,  your  Council  felt  that  it  did  not  belong  to  them  to  con- 
sider modifications  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Church.  They,  there- 
fore, brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Synodical  Committee,  the 
expediency  of  some  change  which  w^ould  give  to  the  Synod  an 
entirely  appellate  instead  of  an  original  jurisdiction  over  Theologi- 
cal Schools. 

This  seems  to  be  requisite,  in  order  to  afford  to  such  schools  a 
closer  and  more  sympathetic  relation  to  preparatory  education  in 
all  its  stages,  from  Primary  to  Academic.  Our  plan  of  organiza- 
tion aims  at  some  such  relation  ;  and  in  this  way  do  w^e  believe 
that  the  Church  can  best  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Gospel 
field.

A  communication  containing  a  plan  for  the  re-organization  of 
Hope  College  Avas  presented  by  the  Council  of  Hope  College  in 
compliance  with  the  direction  of  the  last  General  Synod,  and  was 
accepted. 

The  report  of  the  Special  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  Gen- 
eral Synod  to  receive  and  consider  an  advanced  copy  of  the  above 
plan  was  received  and  accepted. 

The  Committee  on  the  re-organization  of  Hope  College  prasented 
their  report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  General  Synod  "to  con- 
sider the  plan"  for  the  organization  of  Hope  College,  "  and  report 
thereon,"  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report. 

This  Committee  was  appointed  under  the  following  resolution : 

'■'■Resolved,  that  the  Council  ef  Hope   College   be  requested   to 
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present  to  General  Synod,  at  its  next  meeting,  a  plan  for  its  organ- 
ization, and  all  the  details  necessary  in  their  judgment,  to  promote- 
the  efficiency  of  the  same,  and  that  Synod  now  appoint  a  Committee, 
whose  duty  it  shall  bo  to  consider  such  plan  and  report  thereon  to 
next  Synod,  and  that  the  Council  be  requested  to  submit  such  plan 
to  said  Committee  on  or  beibre  the  first  day  of  January  next,  in 
order  that  such  Committee  may  have  full  time  to  consider  and  report 
on  the  same,  with  any  amendments  they  may  consider  desirable,  to 
Synod  at  its  next  Annual  Session." 

Your  Committee  received  in  January  last  from  the  Council  of 
Hope  College,  a  "Plan  of  Organization."  This  Report  was  evi- 
dently incomplete,  since  it  concluded  with  the  words  "  to  be  con- 
tinued," and  with  the  statement,  "that  another  meeting  of  the 
Council  will  be  held  toward  the  latter  part  of  January,  when  the 
report  will  b3  completed,  and  prints!  copies  will  b3  forwardod  to 
the  Synodical  Committee  at  the  earliest  day  practicable." 

The  additional  report  thus  intimated  was  forwarded  to  the  Com- 
mittee in  the  following  month.  This  report,  while  modifying  in 
some  particulars  the  previous  rtport,  left  some  important  details  to 
be  "  completed  at  the  adjourned  meeting  in  March;"  and  ended 
with  the  following  note : 

"  In  conclusion,  the  Council  beg  leave  to  suggest  to  the  General 
Synod,  that  wliile  that  part  of  the  Plan  of  Organization,  which 
treats  of  the  Theological  Department,  has  of  course  been  shaped 
in  strict  accordance  with  the  Constitution  of  the  Church,  yet  it  is 
due  to  candor  and  to  a  proper  regard  for  the  Institution  to  add,  that 
in  the  opinion  of  your  Council,  the  supervision  of  a  Theological 
School  by  an  intermediate  body  possessing  so  little  power,  and 
consequently  having  so  little  opportunity,  in  the  intervals  of  the 
annual  sessions  of  the  General  Synod,  must  of  necessity  be  com- 
paratively inefficient. 

"Your  Council  do  not  desire  to  have  the  relations  of  the  Wes- 
tern School  to  the  General  Synod  at  all  weakened,  but  on  the  con- 
trary feel  that  those  relations  are  essential  to  the  dignity  and  suc- 
cess of  the  whole  Institution.  Nor  does  the  Council  desire  merely 
the  possession  of  power  as  such ,  for  the  responsibility  of  the  trust 
committed  to  our  body  is  already  very  serious.  But  inasmuch 
as  the  whole  school  is  ecclesiastical,  and  the  Synod  appoints  the 
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Council,  holds  the  Theological  real  estate  and  endowment  funds, 
and  has  original  or  appellate  jurisdiction  over  the  College,  there 
seems  to  be  no  good  reason  why  larger  liberty  should  not  be  granted 
to  the  Council,  in  reference  to  the  Theological  Department  of  the 
Institution. 

"  In  matters,  however,  of  so  grave  importance  as  the  Theologi- 
cal interests  of  the  Church,  and  the  requirements  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, your  Council  feel  that  it  might  become  them  simply  to  sug- 
gest the  subject  to  the  experience  of  the  Synodical  Committee  and 
to  the  superior  wisdom  of  the  General  Synod." 

Under  these  circumstances,  the  Committee,  at  its  meeting  held 
February  21st,  transmitted  to  the  Council  the  following  resolution: 

"  Whereas,  The  partial  scheme  of  an  amended  Constitution  of 
Hope  College,  which  has  been  transmitted  to  this  Committee,  closes 
with  an  intimation  of  the  wish  of  the  Council  that  the  scheme  so 
presented  be  farther  changed  in  such  manner  as  shall  relieve  it  of 
the  comparative  ineflBciency  which  attaches  to  the  method  now 
proposed  of  'supervising  the  Theological  School,'  and  shall  secure  a 
'larger  liberty  to  the  Council  in  reference  to  the  Theological  De- 
partment of  the  Institution.'  And  whereas,  it  is  further  intimated 
that  additional  suggestions  on  this  subject  are  to  be  made  to  the 
Synod  in  the  completed  report  of  the  Council : 

"Eesohed,  That  this  Committee  feels  embarrassed  in  any  attempt 
to  carry  out  the  commission  of  the  Synod  in  the  consideration  of 
the  scheme  of  the  Council,  until  it  is  fully  informed  of  the  wishes 
of  the  Council  and  of  the  statement  of  them,  which  that  body  pro- 
poses to  lay  before  the  Synod." 

To  which  the  Council,  at  its  next  meeting,  March  29th,  and  .30th, 
adopted  the  following  reply,  which  was  transmitted  to  the  Committee, 
with  the  completed  report  of  the  plan  as  proposed  by  the  Council, 

"  Whereas,  The  Synod's  Committee  have  signified  to  the  Coun- 
cil their  'embarrassment,'  in  view  of  the  concluding  portion  of 
our  report,  intimating  their  desire  to  know  more  precisely  the  sig- 
nificance of  said  portion  : 

"  Therefore,  Resolved,  That  the  Council  respectfully  inform  said 
Committee,  that  the  larger  liberty  spoken  of  has  reference  to  the 
original  cognizance  of  the  General  Synod  in  relation  to  Theological 
Schools. 
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"The  Council  believe  that  it  would  promote  the  efficiency  of 
our  Theolo.i^ical  Department,  if  the  Constitution  of  the  Chur^-h 
should  be  so  amended,  that  while  the  General  Synod  should  retain 
supreme  appellate  jurisdiction,  its  original  cognizance  in  relation  to 
details  should  be  delegated  to  the  Council. 

"  Resolved,  That  this  Committee  be  respectfully  requested  to 
take  into  consideration  the  propriety  of  this  suggestion,  and  if 
deemed  consistent,  to  recommend  to  the  favorable  action  of  Synod 
such  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Church  as  Avill  meet 
the  preceding  suggestion." 

Your  Committee,  thus  fully  informed  of  the  wishes  of  the  Coun- 
cil, was  required  to  consider,  whether  they  could  concur  in  the 
views  of  the  Council,  and  recommend  the  constitutional  change 
which  they  desire.  The  article  which  it  is  proposed  to  change,  is 
the  following  (Chap.  2,  Art.  5,  Sec.  3) :  "The  General  Synod  shall 
have  original  cognizance  in  all  matters  relating  to  the  Theological 
Schools,  the  appointment  of  Professors,  and  their  course  of  in- 
struction, the  appointment  of  Superintendents  of  said  schools,  and 
the  regulations  thereof" 

The  chief,  if  not  the  only  end,  which  the  Council  propose  to  gain 
by  such  a  cliange,  is  the  increased  efficiency  of  the  Council  in 
superintending  the  Theological  Schools.  The  particular  directions 
in  which  the  increased  power  of  the  Council  could  be  employed 
with  advantage  are  not  suggested  by  the  Council,  and  they  do  not 
appear  to  your  Committee.  The  immediate  control  of  the  Synod, 
over  all  the  matters  which  are  specified  in  the  section  of  the  Con- 
stitution already  quoted,  has  been  found,  we  think,  to  be  of  very 
great  importance  in  all  the  past  experience  of  the  Church  ;  and,  so 
far  as  your  Committee  are  aware,  thesentimentof  our  whole  Church 
is  averse  to  an}^  change  of  a  time-honored  policy,  which  has  been 
found  so  successful  and  so  safe. 

The  following  note  closed  the  report  presented  at  that  time  to  the 
Committee  : 

"  The  Council  have  now  held  four  laborious  meetings  with  refer- 
ence to  the  Plan  of  Organization,  and  at  an  expense  of  more  than 
$500  to  the  Treasury  of  the  Institution, 

"Progress  in  the  plan  has  been  made  as  rapidly  as  practicable, 
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and  the  Council  believe  that  all  has  been  reported  which  is  essen- 
tial for  the  deliberations  of  the  Synodical  Committee. 

"  With  reference  to  the  support  of  the  Institution,  the  Council 
are  not  prepared  at  present  to  proceed  with  their  Report." 

Your  Committee  proceeded  at  once,  with  as  much  care  as  pos- 
sible, to  the  consideration  of  the  plan  proposed  by  the  Council ; 
and,  with  entire  unanimity,  agreed  upon  a  report  and  a  plan  for  the 
organization  of  the  Institution. 

Within  a  fortnight  of  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  your 
Committee  received  copies  of  another  printed  report  from  the  Coun- 
•cil,  amplifying  somewhat  the  provisions  for  the  "  AVork"  of  the  In- 
stitution, with  details  in  regard  to  its  "Support."  The  Committee 
proceeded  at  once  to  consider  the  report  as  thus  presented  by  the 
Council,  and  have  been  happy  in  adopting  very  generally  the  sug- 
gestions of  the  Council  in  regard  to  the  new  points  presented. 

The  "  Conclusion  of  the  Annual  Report  to  General  Synod"  was 
added  "  for  the  information  of  the  Synodical  Committee."  The 
Committee  submit  the  same  in  this  place  anew  to  the  Synod,  to 
complete  the  history  of  its  action. 

"  Conclusion  of  the^ Annual  Report  to  General  Synod. — In  ac- 
cordance with  the  action  of  the  last  Synod,  the  Council  herewith 
submit  to  the  General  Synod  a  general  plan  for  Hope  College,  in- 
tended to  cover  future  growth  as  well  as  present  facts.  Inasmuch 
a,s  the  Institution  was  already  organized,  the  plan  is,  of  course,  an 
Amended  Constitution  :  and  it  is  presented  as  an  earnest  and  faith- 
ful endeavor  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Church,  the  needs  of 
our  Western  field,  and  the  complicated  relations  arising  from  the 
history  of  the  Institution.

"  The  main  embarrassment  has  arisen  from  constitutional  ar- 
rangements with  reference  to  Theology.  But  as  the  system  em- 
braces not  only  the  Theological  School  of  Ho^^e  College,  but  also 
those  in  China  and  India,  and  especially  the  parent  Seminary  at 
New  Brunswick,  your  Council  felt  that  it  did  not  belong  to  them 
to  consider  modifications  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Church.  They 
therefore  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  vSynodical  Committee  the 
expediency  of  some  change  which  would  give  to  the  Synod  an  en- 
tirely appellate  instead  of  an  original  jurisdiction  over  Theological 
Schools. 

"  This  seems  to  be  requisite  in  order  to  afford  to  such  schools  a 
closer  and  more  sympathetic  relation  to  preparatory  education  in 
all  its  stages,  from  primary  to  academic.  Our  plan  of  organization 
aims  at  some  such  relation  ;  and  in  this  way,  do  we  believe  that  the 
Church  can  best  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Gospel  field." 

"With  these  statements  the  Committee  respectfully  submit  the 
following  amended  plan  for  the  organization  of  Hope   College  : 

AMENDED  CONSTITUTION. 

A.  suitable  Plan  of  Organization  for  Hope  College,  must  treat 
of  the  Government,  the  TFor/t,  and  the  Suj^jyort  of  the  Institution. 

1.  THE  GOVERNMENT. 

(A)  OF  GENERAL  SYNOD. 

1.  The  ultimate  authority  over  the  whole  school,  at  present 
known  under  the  name  of  Hope  College,  in  all  its  Deparments,  is 
inherent  in  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  Ameri- 
ca. The  Synod  holds  the  Institution  in  charge  for  that  Church,  of 
which  it  is  the  highest  Judicatory — the  Church  being  the  Propri- 
tor,  and  the  Synod  the  Trustee. 

2.  The  Synodical  Plan  for  the  School,  first  adopted  in  1863, 
and  amended,  in  1866,  as  still  farther  amended  in  1871,  is  as  fol- 
lows : 
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SYNODICAL  PLAN. 

The  supervision  of  Hope  College,  at  Holland,  Ottawa  County, 
Michigan,  is  vested  in  a  Board  of  Superintendents,  incorporated 
as  a  Council  or  Board  of  Trustees. 

I.    CONSTITUTION  OF  THE    BOARD. 

1.  Memhcrs. — Said  Council  shall  not  exceed  thirty-five  (35) 
members  ;  and  so  long  as  the  Classes  in  the  Particular  Synod  of 
Chicago  shall  not  be  more  than  seven  (7),  shall  contain  four  (4) 
representatives  from  each  Classis  in  that  Particular  Synod,  one 
representative  from  each  of  the  Particular  Synods,  and  one  repre- 
sentative from  the  General  Synod  ;  together  with  the  President  of 
the  Institution,  and  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  as  ex  officio  members. 

2.  Requisites  for  Memhersliip. — Of  the  four  members  for  each 
Classis,  at  least  two  shall  be  Ministers  of  the  Word,  and  at  least 
one  shall  be  an  Elder,  while  for  the  fourth,  it  shall  be  simply  re- 
quisite that  he  be  a  member  in  full  communion  of  one  of  the 
Churches  in  the  Classis  represented. 

3.  Mode  of  Appointment. — The  representatives  of  the  Particular 
Synods  shall  be  appointed  by  the  General  Synod,  on  nomination 
of  each  Particular  Synod. 

The  representatives  of  the  Classes  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
General  Synod  on  nominations  of  their  respective  Classes — said 
nominations  to  be  made  by  ballot  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the 
Classis,  next  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod. 

4.  T^rm  of  Office. — The  representatives  of  the  Synods  and  of 
the  Classes  shall  severally  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  eight 
(8)  years,  dating  from  September  first  of  the  year  of  their  ap- 
pointment ;  and  the  representatives  from  the  Classes  shall  be  di- 
vided into  four  (4)  sections,  so  that  the  term  of  office  of  one-fourth 
of  their  number  may  expire  every  two  years. 

5.  Vacancies. — Vacancies  occurring  among  the  representatives 
of  the  Classes  during  the  intervals  of  General  Synod  may  be  filled 
by  the  Council,  Such  appointees  to  hold  office  until  the  next 
meeting  of  the  General  Synod. 

A  change  of  classical  relation  by  a  representative  of  a  Classis, 
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or  the  acceptance  of  a  professorship  or  of  any  other  office  in  the 
Institution,  on  the  part  of  uiy  member,  shall  vacate  his  place  so 
as  to  render  the  appointment  of  a  substitute  necessary  ;  but  until 
such  substitute  be  appointed,  the  former  member  shall  retain  his 
seat  m  the   Council. 

Any  member  of  Council  (excepting  an  ex  officio  member)  who 
may  have  been  absent  from  three  successive  regular  meetings 
without  satisfactory  explanation,  may  at  the  next  regular  meeting 
thereafter,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Council,  be  removed, 
and  his  seat  declared  vacant. 

II.  OFFICERS. 

1.  The  officers  of  the  Council  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Ad- 
sessor  and  Secretary,  whose  respective  duties  shall  be  regulated  in- 
accordance  with  the  by-laws  of  the  Council. 

2.  The  President,  Adsessor  and  Secretary  shall  be  chosen :  at 
each  annual  meeting,   by  ballot, 

III.  QUORUM. 

A  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  shall  consist  of  nine 
members. 

IV.  MEETINGS. 

1 .  Regular  meetings  of  the  Council  shall  be  held  on  the  last 
"Wednesday  in  April,  and  the  third  AYednesday  in  June, 

2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  of  the  Council, 
or  he  shall  call  the  same,  on  the  written  application  of  the  President 
of  the  College,  or  of  any  three  members  of  the  Council. 

V.    ANNUAL    REPORT. 

1.  The  Council  shall  require  from  the  President  of  the  College 
an  annual  report  of  the  whole  School,  in  all  its  interests  and  de- 
partments. 

2.  This  report  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Council,  at  the  open- 
ing session  of  its  meeting  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  April  in  each 
year  ;  at  which  meeting  the  Council  shall  prepare  its  annual  report 
to  the  General  Synod. 
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3.  Copies  of  the  report  of  the  Council  shall  be  forwarded  to 
the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago,  at  its  next  ensuing  regular  meet- 
ing, and  also  to  the  Board  of  Education,  at  the  earliest  time 
practicable. 

VI,    AMENDMENTS    TO    CHARTER.  / 

The  manner  of  amending  the  Articles  of  Association  as  adopted 
in  this  Amended  Constitution,  shall  be  as  follows  : 

1.  Every  such  amendment  shall  originate  in  the  Council,  and 
shall  be  proposed  at  a  regular  meeting,  or  at  a  special  meeting 
called  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  amendment ;  and  the 
notice  for  such  special  meeting  shall  be  issued  at  least  three  weeks 
before  the  time  set  for  the  meeting,  and  shall  state  the  character  of 
the  amendment. 

2.  The  vote  of  the  approval  of  an  amendment  must  be  equal 
to  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  Council,  and  must  include 
at  least  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  the  meeting. 

3.  Every  amendment  must  receive  the  final  sanction  of  the  Gen- 
eral Synod,  and  when  official  notice  of  such  sanction  shall  have 
been  received  by  the  Council,  the  latter  body  shall,  at  the  first 
regular  or  special  meeting  thereafter,  record  it  in  its  minutes,  as 
adopted,  and  shall  proceed  to  take  the  requisite  steps  for  giving 
legal  confirmation  to  the  same. 

4.  As  soon  as  the  possession  of  a  sufficient  endowment  shall 
have  relieved  the  Board  of  Education  or  the  General  Synod  from 
the  support  of  the  President  and  Professors,  the  Council  shall 
adopt  for  the  whole  School,  the  name  of  Hope  Haven  University  ; 
and  shall  proceed  at  once,  without  reference  to  the  previous  stipu- 
lations, to  complete  the  requisite  amendment  to  the  first  Article  of 
Association. 

VII.    EXTENT    OF    POWER. 

In  accordance  with  cho  Constitution  of  the  Ptoformed  Church  in 
America,  the  Synod  has  original  cognizance  of  all  matters  relating 
to  the  Theological  Department,  while  for  all  other  departments,  it 
has  delegated  its  prerogatives  to  the  Council,  except  that  the  Board 
of  Education  is  continued  in  the   exercise   of  its  powers,  in  rela- 
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tion  to  the  Institution — the  Synod,  however,  retaining  entire  appel- 
late jurisdiction. 

Hence  the  province  of  the  Council  in  regard  to  the  Theological 
Department,  is  that  of  a  Board  of  Superintendents,  according  to  the 
Constitution  and  usages  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America.  Its 
specific  relations  and  duties  tobe  hereinafter  set  forth.  In  regard 
to  the  other  departments,  it  is  fiduciary.  And  in  the  fulfilment  of 
its  trust,  the  Council  shall  conform  to  the  rights  of  the  General 
Synod,  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Church,  and  to  the  essential  in- 
terests and  characteristics  of  the  denomination. 

(B)  OF  COUNCIL. 

The  Articles  of  Association  (constituting  the  Charter  of  the 
College)  under  which  the  Synod's  Board  of  Superintendents  was 
incorporated,  were  reported  to  the  General  Synod  in  1866.  As 
amended  in  1871,  they  are  as  follows  : 

ARTICLES  OF    INCORPORATION. 

We,  the  undersigned,  associate  ourselves  together  to  become  a 
Corporation,  for  the  purpose  of  founding  and  establishing  a  College 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  entitled  "  An  act  to  pro- 
vide for  the  Incorporation  of  Institutions  of  Learning,"  approved 
February  9th,  1855,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereto. 

I.     NAME. 

The  name  of  the  Institution  is  Hope  College.  The  Trustees 
and  their  successors  are  to  be  a  body  corporate  ;  and  their  corpo- 
rate name  is  "  Tlie  Council  of  Hope  College.'^ 

n.    LOCATION. 

The  location  of  the  ( 'olloge  and  of  the  Corporation  is  at  Holland, 
in  Ottawa  County,  in  the  State  of  Michigan. 

III.  charactp:r    and    object. 

The  character  and  object  of  the  College  and  of  the  Corporation 
are  to  provide  the  usual  literary  and  scientific  course  of  study,  in 
connection  with  sound  evangelical  religious  instructions,  according 
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to  the  standards  of  the  Reformed  Church,  as  based  on  the   H0I7 
Scriptures. 

Although  the  College  is  denominational  in  its  character,  yet 
students  shall  be  admitted  to  all  its  advantages,  without  reference 
to  tlioir  ecclesiastical  connections,  subject  only  to  the  general  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  Institution. 

TV.     DEPARTMENTS. 

The  Departments  of  Instruction  which  it  shall  be  the  special  en- 
deavor of  the  Council  to  maintain,  are  the  following: 

1.  The  Grammar  School  Department,  preparatory  for  business  or 
for  higher  courses  of  study. 

2.  The  Academic  Department,  qualifying  for  the  degree  of  Bach- 
elor of  Arts. 

3.  The  Theological  Department,  for  the  training  of  Missionaries 
•and  Ministers  of  the  Gospel. 

4.  In  addition  to  these,  the  Council  may  institute  a  Normal,  a 
Primary  and  a  Female  Department,  and  also  such  other  Depart- 
ments as  are  in  harmony  with  these  Articles  of  Association. 

V.    FUNDS. 

The  amount  of  funds  or  capital  stock  donated  or  given  to  the 
Trustees  or  Council  of  the  said  College,  is  as  follows : 

The  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  of  A  merica,  a  body 
corporate  under  the  laws  of  New  York,  and  authorized  to  hold 
property  for  educational  purposes  in  the  State  of  Michigan,  has,  in 
good  faith  and  in  due  form,  donated  or  given  to  the  said  Trustees 
or  Council,  for  the  purpose  of  endowing  this  College,  the  sum  of 
thirty  thousand  dollars,  of  which  sum.  si.x;  thousand  dollars  have 
been  already  paid  to  the  Associates  or  Trustees,  for  the  use  of  this 
College.  In  addition  to  this,  the  said  General  Synod  has  sot  apart, 
for  the  use  and  purposes  of  this  College  and  Incorporation,  the 
real  estate  and  premises  in  the  County  of  Ottawa  and  State  of 
Michigan,  known  as  the  Holland  Academy.  And  moreover,  the 
■said  General  Synod,  as  a  body  corporate,  holds  in  express  trust 
for  this  Corporation  and  College  (independent  of  the  aforesaid 
thirty  thousand  dollars,  already  donated  and  lierotofore  set  forth). 
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in  subscriptions,  promissory  notes,  and  cash,  twenty  thousand  dol- 
lars ;  which  sum  is  from  time  to  time  increasing  by  donations. 

VI.    ORIGINAL     CORPORATORS.

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VII.    MANNER    OF     SUCCESSION. 

The  manner  in  which  the  succession  of  Trustees  shall  be  secured, 
and  the  successors  of  the  present  Trustees  elected,  is  as  follows  : 

1.  The  person  appointed  as  President  of  the  Institution,  while 
he  continues  to  hold  such  office,  shall  be,  ex  officio,  one  of  the 
Trustees  or  Council  of  the  College. 

2.  The  person  who  holds  the  office  of  Corresponding  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Eeformed  Church  in  America, 
while  he  continues  to  hold  such  office,  shall  be,  ex  officio,  one  of 
such  Trustees  or  Council. 

3.  Each  Particular  Synod  under  the  care  of  the  General  Synod 
of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America  shall  nominate,  and  the  Gen- 
eral Synod  shall  appoint  one  member  of  said  Board  of  Trustees  or 
Council,  to  represent  such  Particular  Synod  at  large;  and  the  Gen- 
eral Synod  shall  appoint  one  member  to  represent  said  General 
Synod.  Every  member  thus  appointed,  according  to  this  section, 
shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  eight  (8)  years;  provided,  that 
his  ecclesiastical  relations  to  the  Synod  nominating  him  shall  so 
long  continue.  But  if  those  relations  close,  his  office  shall  be  va- 
cated, and  the  Synod  may  appoint  a  successor  to  him,  on  the  like 
terms  and  conditions. 

4.  The  other  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  or  Council  (not 
exceeding  in  the  aggregate,  with  the  above  designated  President 
and  Secretary  and  members  at  large,  the  number  of  thirty-five  (35), 
shall  be  chosen  by  appointment  and  confirmation  of  the  General 
S3''nod  of  the  Reformed  Church  of  America,  on  nomination  of  the 
several  Classes  belonging  to  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago — the 
latter  being  an  ecclesiastical  body  constituted  under  the  Constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  the  said  Reformed  Church.  It  is  composed  of 
representatives  of  several  Classes,  being  an  inferior  ecclesiastical 
organization  of  said  Church. 

So  long  as  the  number  of  said  <  lasses  shall  not  exceed  seven  (7), 
each  Classis  shall  be  represented  by  four  (4)  members  in  the  Coun- 
cil. 

5.  The  members  chosen  from  the  Classes  are  to  be  divided  into 
four  parties  or  sections,  so  that  one-fourth  of  the  whole  number 
may  go  out  of  office  every  two  years. 
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6.  The  Faculty  of  the  Theological  Department  shall  annually 
elect  one  of  their  number,  who  shall  be  an  advisory  member  of 
the  Council,  without  the  right  of  voting. 

7.  Vacancies  in  the  representations  from  the  Classes  occurring 
in  the  intervals  of  the  meetings  of  the  Synod,  so  that  they  cannot 
be  filled  by  nomination  and  appointment  as  herein  provided,  may 
be  filled  by  the  Council.  And  the  acting  members  of  the  Council 
shall  continue  to  be  Trustees,  until  the  appointment  shall  be  made 
as  herein  provided. 

8.  In  case  the  number  of  Classes  shall  be  increased,  so  that  the 
selection  of  four  members  from  each  of  them  shall  produce  an  ag- 
gregate of  more  than  thirty-two  (32,)  then  said  Particular  Synod 
may  apportion  the  members  among  the  several  Classes  in  their  dis- 
cretion, so  as  to  reach  and  not  exceed  the  number  of  thirty-two. 

Under  the  foregoing  Articles,  we,  the  undersigned,  do  hereby 
associate,  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  Corporation  under  the  name 
and  for  the  objects  aforesaid.

II.  THE  WORK. 
(A)  ADMINISTRATIOIT. 

1.  The  administration  of  the  Institution  is  vested  in  an  Execu- 
tive Officer,  whose  official  title  shall  be.  The  President  of  the  Col- 
lege. 

2.  In  regard  to  the  Theological  Department,  the  President  shall 
have  only  such  powers  as  shall  be  definitely  stipulated  by  the  Gen- 
eral Synod.  In  regard  to  all  other  departments,  his  duties  and  pre- 
rogatives shall  be  such  as  the  Council  may  determine,  subject  to 
the  revision  of  the  General  Synod. 

3.  In  the  discharge  of  his  trust,  he  shall  have  the  counsel  and 
co-operation  of  a  body,  to  be  styled,  the   General  Faculty. 

4.  The  whole  School  shall  be  represented  in  its  different  de- 
partments, at  a  General  Commencement. 
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First PRESIDENCY. 

1.  The  President  of  the  College  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Gen- 
eral Synod,  on  nomination  of  the  Council. 

2.  His  salary  shall  be  determined,  and  the  endowment  basis  for 
its  payment  shall  be  held  by  the  General  Synod. 

3.  His  duties  and  prerogatives  shall  be  as  follows  : 

{a)  He  shall  prepare  an  abstract  of  the  various  matters  which 
are  to  come  before  the  Council  for  consideration,  and  shall  read  it 
at  the  opening  of  their  meeting ;  and  for  this  purpose,  all  commu- 
nications belonging  to  the  College  in  general,  shall  be  received  by 
him. 

{V)  He  shall  present  to  the  Council,  at  its  regular  meeting  in 
April,  a  full  report  of  the  whole  School. 

(c)  He  shall  be  ex  officio^  Chairman  of  the  Committees  for  the 
reception  of  students  into  the  different  Departments,  which  Com- 
mittees shall  consist  of  the  several  Faculties. 

(c?)  He  shall  attend  the  examinations  of  students  in  the  various 
Departments,  keep  notes  of  the  same,  and  at  the  close  of  the 
several  sessions  read  them  to  the  council  for  amendment  and  adop- 
tion. 

[e)  He  shall  have  the  privilege  of  a  voice  and  of  a  vote  at  any 
meeting  of  any  Faculty  of  which  he  is  a  member. 

(/)  He  shall  not  be  required  to  hold  a  professorship,  but  may 
give  such  instruction  in  any  Department  as  may  be  approved  by 
the  Council. 

{ij)  He  shall  have  the  right  of  privately  admonishing  or  exhort- 
ing any  student  in  any  Department. 

(A)  He  shall  have  charge  of  the  discipline  of  the  students  at 
chapel  exercises,  and  shall  receive  the  reports  of  absences,  or 
tardiness,  with  power  to  excuse  therefor. 

[i)  He  shall  receive  the  blank  reports  relating  to  students,  and 
issued  by  the  General  Board  of  Education,  and  by  the  Western 
Board  operating  in  the  Classes  of  Holland,  "Wisconsin  and  Grand 
River ;  and  shall  lay  them  before  the  several  Faculties  to  be  duly 
filled. 

{1-)  In  general,  the  President,  being  appointed   by  the   General 
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Synod,  on  nomination  of  the  Council,  and  being  ex  officio,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  latter  body,  shall  be  re2;arded  as  the  representative  of 
the  Council,  directly  in  contact  with  the  several  operations  of  the 
Institution.  He  shall,  therefore,  have  a  general  oversight  of  the 
various  interests  involved,  w^ith  power  to  arrest  any  proceeding  re- 
lating to  the  Institution.  But  in  case  of  such  arrest,  the  question 
shall  be  submitted  to  a  meeting  of  the  Council,  to  be  held  withia 
thirty  days. 

Second — general  faculty. 

1.  The  General  Faculty  shall  be  composed  of  one  representative 
from  the  Faculty  of  each  separate  organized  Department  of  In- 
struction, with  the  President  of  the  College  as  the  presiding 
officer. 

2.  Said  Faculty  shall  hold  regular  meetings  at  the  beginning 
and  close  of  each  term  ;  and  special  meetings  may  bo  called  by  the 
President. 

3.  To  it  must  be  submitted  all  proposals  for  a  change  in  the 
course  of  study  or  in  text  books  in  any  of  the  Departments,  its 
action  being  subect  to  the  revision  of  the  Council. 

4.  It  shall  have  the  care  of  the  students  in  the  General  Hail, 
the  dormitories  in  which  shall  hereafter  be  occupied  by  no  others 
than  those  who  in  the  different  Departments  are  preparing  for  the 
Gospel  ministry.  But  while  the  President  continues  to  reside  in 
the  Hall,  he  shall  have  the  right  to  assign  rooms,  and  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  General  Faculty,  to  make  exceptions  to  the  preced- 
ing rule. 

5.  It  shall  have  such  charge  as  pertains  to  a  Faculty,  over  lecture 
rooms,  dormitories,  boarding  places,  etc.,  used  in  common  for  more 
than  one  Department. 

6.  It  shall  make  arrangements  for  the  chapel  exercises,  in  which 
all  the  students  of  all  the  Departments  shall  participate  together. 

7.  It  shall  determine  the  precise  dates  of  the  Winter  and  Spring 
vacations. 
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Third COMMENCEMENT. 

1.  The  General  Commencement  shall  be  held  on  the  fourth 
"Wednesday  of  June — on  which  occasion,  the  President  of  the 
College  shall  preside. 

2.  The  programme  for  its  exercises  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
President  and  submitted  to  the  General  Faculty  for  amendment  and 
adoption. 

Fourth VACATION. 

1.  For  the  Theological  and  Academic  Departments,  the  Gen- 
eral Commencement  shall  be  followed  by  a  summer  vacation  ex- 
tending to  the  tliird  "Wednesday  of  September. 

2.  There  shall  be  a  winter  vacation  of  two  weeks  at  the  Holi- 
days, and  a  spring  vacation  of  two  weeks  in  the  first  part  of 
April — the  precise  dates  of  these  latter  vacations  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  General  Faculty. 

3.  For  the  other  Departments,  the  Council  may  make  changes 
in  tne  preceding  vacations,  on  recommendation  of  the  General 
Faculty. 

(B)  DEPARTMENTS. 

OF  INSTRUCTION. 

The  following  are  the  Departments  of  Instruction,  already  in 
operation,  viz  :        Theological,  Academical  and  Preparatory. 

I.  THEOLOGICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

First OF     SUPERINTKNDENCE. 

1,  The  Council  of  Hope  College  shall  constitute  the  Board  of 
Superintendents  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Hope  College; 
and  in  such  relation  shall  be  invested  with  such  powers,  and 
charged  with  such  duties,  as  have  been  .given  to  the  Boards  of 
Superintendents  of  the  Theological  Seminaries  by  the  exisr,ing  laws 
of  the  Church. 

Second — of   Faculty. 

1.  The  Theological  Faculty  of  Hope  College  shall  be  composed 
of  those  holding  theological  appointments  from  the  General  Synod 
— the  Theological  Professors  acting  as  President  of  the  Faculty  in 
rotation. 
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Those  appointed  by  the  Council,  acting  as  a  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents, as  temporary  teachers,  shall  be  members  for  the  time 
being,  Avith  an  equal  voice  in  all  the  proceedings,  and  a  vote  in 
matters  pertaining  to  their  several  branches  of  instruction. 

2.  'The  Faculty  shall  hold  regular  meetings,  and  keep  regular 
minutes ;  and  their  book  of  minutes  shall  be  laid  on  the  table  of 
Council,  acting  as  a  Board  of  Superintendents,  for  examination  at 
the  regular  meeting  in  April. 

3.  The  Theological  report  to  the  Council,  acting  as  a  Board  of 
Superintendents,  shall  bo  prepared  by  the  Faculty;  and  a  certified 
copy  thereof  shall  be  sent  to  the  President  of  the  Institution,  in 
time  for  him  to  embody  its  substance  in  his  annual  report  of  the 
whole  School. 

4.  The  Faculty  shall  be  officially  notified  of  any  action  of  the 
Council,  affecting  their  dejiartment,  within  three  days  after  the 
close  of  the  meeting  of  the  Council  in  which  such  action  was 
taken.  And  no  communication  from  the  Faculty  shall  be  accepted 
by  the  General  Synod,  unless  a  copy  thereof  shall  have  been  sent 
to  the  Council  at  least  three  weeks  before  the  next  ensuing  meet- 
ing of  the  General  Sj'^nod,  except  where  there  should  not  be  such 
length  of  time  between  the  action  of  the  Council  and  the  meeting 
of  the  General  Synod. 

5.  The  Faculty  shall  have  the  power  of  reprimanding  disrespect- 
ful, indolent  or  inconsistent  students. 

Every  suspension  shall  be  subject  to  the  revision  of  the  Council, 
at  its  first  ensuing  regular  or  special  meeting,  when  acting  as  a 
Board  of  Superintendents. 

6.  In  respect  to  absences  caused  by  sickness  or  pecuniary  con- 
siderations, it  is  left  to  the  Faculty  to  determine  how  long  and  for 
what  cause,  a  student  may  be  absent  and  yet  resume  his  place  in 
his  class — subject  to  the  revision  of  the  Board. 

7.  Each  Professor  shall  be  chosen  by  the  General  Synod;  but 
in  the  recess  of  Synod,  in  cases  of  vacancy  only,  the  Council,  act- 
ing as  a  Board  of  Superintendents,  may  temporarily  employ  suit- 
able persons  to  give  Theological  instruction. 

8.  The  number  of  Theological  Professors  and  their  respective 
duties  shall  be  determined  by  the  General  Synod. 
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9.  The  salaries  of  Theological  Teachers,  appointed  by  the  Gen- 
eral Synod,  shall  be  fixed,  and  the  endowment  therefor  shall  be 
held  by  the  General  Synod. 

10.  Every  Professor  is  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  Council, 
acting  as  a  Board  of  Superintendents,  as  to  his  doctrine  and  mode 
of  teaching;  but  is,  in  all  respects,  amenable  to  the  General  Synod, 
alone. 

Second — of  Students. 

1.  Every  candidate  for  admission  into  the  Theological  Depart- 
ment of  Hope  College,  shall  produce  a  certificate  of  his  membership 
in  some  regular  Protestant  Church,  with  a  baccalaureate  diploma, 
or  testimonials  of  such  literary  attainments  as  would  entitle  him  to 
such  diploma. 

He  shall,  moreover,  submit  to  an  examination  by  the  Council, 
acting  as  a  Board  of  Superintendents,  or  by  a  Committee  appointed 
by  the  Council,  in  regard  to  his  piety,  talents,  and  such  other 
qualifications  as  would  give  reasonable  ground  to  hope  that  he  is 
called  of  God  to  preach  the  Gospel. 

2.  No  member  of  the  Junior  or  Middle  Theological  Class  shall 
preach  or  lecture  to  any  congregation.  But  the  members  of  the 
Senior  Class  may  deliver  such-  of  their  own  discourses,  at  such 
times  and  places,  as  may  be  sanctioned  by  one  of  the  Professors,  or 
may  preach  in  the  churches  to  which  they  severally  belong,  such 
sermons  as  may  be  approved  by  their  respective  pastors. 

This  rule,  however,  shall  not  be  construed  so  as  to  abridge  the 
liberty  or  interfere  with  the  duties  of  the  students  as  private 
members  of  the  Church,  and  followers  of  the  Lord  Jesus  ;  but 
every  student  is  permitted  to  engage  in  such  religious  exercises  as 
would  have  been  proper  for  him,  before  entering  a  Theological 
School. 

3.  Any  student  who  maintains  a  consistent  Christian  behavior, 
and  who  desires  to  avail  himself  of  the  instructions  of  any  of  the 
Professors,  may  be  admitted  to  the  advantages  of  any  of  the  lec- 
ture-rooms, subject  to  ordinary  scholastic  regulations.  But  such 
shall  be  known  and  registered  as  students  in  elective  course,  and 
not  in  Theology,  and  shall  not  appear  in  any  of  the  Theological 
examinations. 
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4,  'Every  student  is  expected  to  be  faithful  in  the  use  of  the 
means  of  grace,  both  private  and  social — to  be  diligent  in  study, 
and  regular  in  attendance  upon  all  the  required  exercises  of  the 
School — to  be  exemplary  in  moral  and  religious  deportment ;  care- 
ful as  to  personal  habits ;  and  earnest  in  embracing  opportunities 
for  usefulness. 

5.  It  is  recommended  to  the  studejits  to  study  the  claims  of  the 
destitute  parts  of  our  own  country  as  well  as  of  the  world  at 
large — to  consider  the  question  of  personal  duty  in  regard  to  them 
— to  acquire  due  conceptions  of  the  amount  and  forms  of  labor 
requisite  in  given  fields — to  spend  a  portion  of  their  vacations  in 
colporteur  labors — and  while  cherishing  a  sturdy  spirit  of  endurance, 
to  cultivate  those  habits  of  study  and  modes  of  address  which  will 
facilitate  their  entrance  upon  the  several  Gospel  fields. 

Third — OF  Course  of  Study. 

1.  The  course  of  Theological  study  shall  occupy  not  less  than 
three  years. 

2.  The  studies  of  the  first  or  Junior  year  shall  be  as  follows  : 
The  Greek  and  Hebrew  Languages, 

Biblical  Archaeology, 

Exegesis  of  the  Original  Scriptures, 

Ancient  Sacred  History  and  Chronology, 

Sacred  Rhetoric, 

Pastoral  Theology,  so  far  as  relates  to  the  call  to  the  ministry. 

3.  The  studies  of  the  second  or  Middle  year  shall  be  as  follows  : 
Didactic  Theology, 

Ecclesiastical  History, 

Biblical  Criticism, 

Chaldee  and  Syriac  Languages, 

Exegesis  of  the  Scriptures,  continued, 

Sacred  Rhetoric,  continued. 

4.  The  studies  of  the  last  or  Senior  year  shall  be  as  follows  : 
Didactic  Theology,  continued, 

Polemic  Theology, 
Ecclesiastical  History,  continued, 
Church  Government, 
Pastoral  Theology, 
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Exegesis  of  the  Scriptures,  continued, 
Theses, 

Sacred  Rhetoric,  continued, 

5.  At  the  end  of  the  thr&e  -"^ears,  a  student  may  be  continued 
longer  in  the  school,  if  his  examination  be  not  sustained. 

Fourth — OF  Examinations. 

1.  On  the  last  Wednesday  in  April  of  each  year,  the  Senior 
Theological  class  shall  be  examined  by  the  Council,  .acting  as  a 
Board  of  Superintendents,  in  the  studies  of  the  current  3^ear,  and 
also  in  orthodoxy,  personal  piety,  and  views  of  the  Gospel  Min- 
istry. 

2.  A  programme  of  the  order  and  time  assigned  to  the  various 
l)raiiches  of  instruction,  shall  be  prepared  by  the  Faculty,  and 
submitted  to  the  Council,  acting  as  a  Board  of  Superintendents. 

3.  The  Council,  acting  as  a  Board  of  Superintendents,  shall  make 
their  decision  as  to  the  qualifications  of  the  candidates  for  a  pro- 
fessorial certificate  ;  and  the  character  and  results  of  the  examina- 
tion shall  be  included  in  the  report  to  the  General  Synod ;  but 
the  certificates  shall  not  be  presented  till  the  Commencement  in 
June. 

A.  Meanwhile  the  candidates  shall  remain  members  of  the  Theo- 
logical school,  and  shall  engage  in  suitable  preparation  for  the 
Commencement,  and  for  the  examination  by  the  classes  ;  and  their 
relations  to  the  Theological  Department  shall  not  cease,  until  the 
.acceptance  of  their  professorial  certificates  by  the  respective 
^classes. 

5.  The  annual  examination  of  the  Middle  and  Junior  classes 
shall  begin  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  June,  in  accordance  with 
a  programme  arranged  as  before  ;  and  the  character  and  results 
thereof  shall  be  included  in  the  next  ensuing  report  to  the  General 
Synod. 

6.  The  Professors,  and  other  teachers  for  the  time  being,  shall 
give  certificates  to  the  Members  of  the  Senior  Class,  whose  final 
examination  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Council,  acting  as  a 
Board  of  Superintendents,  according  to  the  following  form  ,

This  certifies  that is  a  member  of  the- 

Theological  Department  of  Hope  '  oUege,  belonging  to  the  Re- 
formed Church  in  America  ;  and  that  he  has  pursued  the  course  of 
sacred  study  required  by  the  General  Synod  in  that  Theological 
School. 

His  examination  in  its  various  branches  of  study,  and  also  in  his 
orthodoxy,  personal  piety  and  views  of  the  Gospel  Ministry,  has 
been  sustained ;  and  his  gifts,  habits  and  attainments  are  such  as 
to  afford  promise,  under  the  divine  blessing,  of  usefulness  in  the 
Church  of  our  Lord. 

He  is,  therefore,  permitted  and  recommended  to  apply  to  the 
Reverend  Classis  for  examination  for  licensure  to  preach  the  Gos- 
pel In  token  of  which,  and  by  authority  of  the  General  Synod  of 
the  Reiornied  Church  in  America,  we  have  hereunto  subscribed  our 
names  this ....  day ....  A.  D. 

By  order  of  the  Council,  acting  as  Board  of  Superintendents. 

Fifth — OF  Commencement. 

1.  During  the  Commencement  week  in  June,  there  may  be  held, 
at  the  option  of  the  Council,  public  exercises  in  which  some  or  all 
of  the  members  of  the  Senior  Class  shall  participate. 

2.  This  Theological  Commencement,  however,  shall  not  conflict 
with  a  General  Commencement  representing  all  the  departments 
of  the  Institution. 

II.  ACADEMIC  DEPARTMENT. 

First — OF  Faculty. 

1.  The  Academic  Faculty  shall  be  composed  of  the  Proi'essors 
and  Tutors  appointed  for  that  department,  with  the  Senior  Aca- 
demic Professor  as  President. 

The  Tutors  shall  have  a  voice  in  all  the  proceedings,  and  a  vote 
in  matters  pertaining  to  their  respective  branches  of  instruction. 

2.  The   Faculty  shall  hold  regular  meetings   and  keep   regular 
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minutes,  and  their  book  of  minutes  shall  be  laid  on  the  table  of 
Council,  for  examination,  at  the  regular  meeting  in  April. 

3.  The  Academic  Report  to  the  Council  shall  be  prepared  by 
the  Faculty,  and  a  certified  copy  thereof  shall  be  sent  to  tlie  Presi- 
dent of  the  Institution,  in  time  for  him  to  embody  its  substance  in 
his  Annual  Report  of  the  whole  School. 

4.  The  Faculty  shall  be  officially  notified  of  any  action  of  the 
Council,  aff'ecting  their  department,  within  three  days  after  the 
close  of  the  meeting  of  the  Council  in  which  such  action  was 
taken.  And  no  communication  from  the  Faculty  shall  be  accepted 
by  the  General  Synod,  unless  a  copy  thereof  shall  have  been  sent 
to  the  Council  at  least  three  weeks  before  the  next  ensuing  meet- 
ing of  the  General  Synod,  except  where  there  should  not  be  such 
length  of  time  between  the  action  of  the  Council  and  the  meeting  of 
the  General  Synod. 

5.  The  Faculty  shall  have  power  to  make  all  necessary  regula- 
tions for  the  proper  discipline  of  the  students,  subject  to  the  re- 
vision of  the  Council ;  but  no  expulsion  shall  take  place  without 
the  previous  approbation  of  the  Council. 

Second — of  Students. 

1.  Rules  already  in  use  for  the  government  of  the  students  shall 
remain  in  force  till  revised  by  the  Council. 

Third — OF  Course  of  Study. 

1.  The  course  of  study  shall  be  as  follows ;  (See  Catalogue  on 
pages  20-24),  unless  changed  by  the  Faculty  with  the  consent  of 
the  Council. 

2.  The  Faculty  may  admit  any  candidate  to  such  partial  course 
as  may,  in  their  judgment,  seem  suitable;  and  such  students  shall, 
at  the  end  of  their  course,  receive  a  corresponding  certificate. 

Fourth — OF  Examinations. 

1.  At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Council  in  April,  the  Senior 
Academic  Class  shall  be  examined  m  the  studies  of  the  current 
year. 

2.  The  Council  shall  make  their  decision,  as  to  the  qualifications 
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of  the  candidates  for  tlie  Academic  diploma;  and  the  character  and 
results  of  the  examination  shall  be  included  in  the  report  to  the 
General  Synod.  But  the  diplomas  shall  not  be  presented  until  the 
Commencement  in  June. 

3.  The  annual  examination  of  the  Junior,  Sophomore  and  Fresh- 
man Classes,  shall  be  held  during  the  Commencement  week  in 
June. 

4.  A  programme  of  the  order  and  times  of  examinations,  in  the 
various  branches  of  instruction,  shall  be  prepared  by  the  Faculty, 
and  submitted  to  the  Council  for  approval. 

5.  Any  Professor  may  conduct  an  examination  in  his  branches 
of  instruction  during  the  year,  with  the  previous  approval  of  the 
Faculty;  and  the  Faculty  shall  include  in  their  annual  report  to 
the  Council,  a  statement  of  the  character,  and  results  of  such  special 
examinations.  This,  however,  shall  not  preclude  the  Council  from 
a  review  of  the  classes,  in  any  of  the  branches  at  the  annual  exam- 
ination. 

Fifth — OF  Commencement  and  Vacations. 

1.  The  Annual  Academic  Commencement  shall  be  held  at  a 
time  determined  by  the  Council. 

2.  The  Summer  Vacation  shall  extend  from  the  Commencement 
to  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  on  the  third  Wednesday  of 
September. 

3.  There  shall  be  a  "Winter  Vacation  of  two  weeks  at  the  holi- 
days, and  a  Spring  Vacation  of  two  weeks  in  the  first  part  of  April, 
the  precise  date  of  these  latter  vacations  to  be  determined  by  the 
General  Faculty. 

III.  PEEl'AEATOKY  DEPARTMENT. 
First — OF  Faculty. 

1 .  The  Faculty  shall  consist  of  the  Rector,  Tutors  and  Instruc- 
tors appointed  for  that  Department  by  the  Council,  with  the  Rector 
as  President. 

2.  The  Faculty  shall  hold  regular  meetings  and  keep  regular 
minutes ;  and  their  book  of  minutes  shall  be  laid  on  the  table  of 
Council,  for  examination,  at  the  regular  meeting  in  April. 
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3.  The  report  of  the  Preparatory  Department  shall  be  prepared 
by  the  Faculty,  and  a  certified  copy  thereof  shall  be  sent  to  the 
President  of  the  Institution  in  time  for  him  to  embody  its  substance 
in  his  Annual  Report  of  the  whole  School. 

4.  The  Faculty  shall  be  officially  notified,  etc.,  (the  remainder 
the  same  as  in  4,  under  Academical  Department). 

5.  (The  same  as  5,  under  Academical  Department). 

Second — of  Students. 
1.  (The  same  as  1,  under  head  of  Academical  Department). 

Third — OF  Course  of  Study. 

The  course  of  stud}^  shall  continue  to  be  as  presented  on  page  31 
of  the  Catalogue,  subject  to  such  changes  as  may  be  directed  by 
the  Faculty,  with  the  consent  of  the  Council. 

Fourth — OF    Examinations. 

1.  At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Council  in  June,  the  A  Class 
shall  be  examined  in  the  studies  of  the  current  year,  according  to  a 
programme  arranged  by  the  Faculty,  and  approved  by  the  Council 
— which  examination  shall  be  conducted  in  the  presence  of  the 
Academic  Faculty. 

2.  The  examination  of  the  remaining  classes  shall  be  conducted 
at  such  time  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Council. 

3.  Special  examinations  may  be  held  during  the  year  under  the 
same  regulations  as  prescribed  for  the  Academic  Department. 

Fifth — OF  Commencement. 

1.  Snch  public  exercises  may  be  held  as  shall  be  recommended 
by  the  Faculty  and  approved  by  the  Council. 

(C)  REQUISITES. 

I.  Building,  Apparatus,  etc. 

1.  The  Council  shall  take  suitable  measures  for  maintaining  and 
providing  whatever  may  be  requisite  for  the  most  efficient  adminis- 
tration of  the  Whole  School — such  as  Chapel,  Lecture-rooms,  Dor- 
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mitories,   Refectories,   Library.   Laboratory,  Museum,  Gymnasium, 
Reading-rooms,  Grounds,  etc. 

2.  There  shall  be  a  proper  superintendence  of  the  several  inter- 
ests, by  officers  appointed  by  and  responsible  to  the  Council. 

3.  The  condition  and  needs  of  these  various  requisites  shall  be 
set  forth  in  the  annual  report. 

IT.  Department  of  Publication. 

L  The  property  already  secured  by  donation  for  the  Publication 
Department  of  the  Institution  shall  be  devoted  exclusively  to  that 
interest.  But  the  Council  shall  have  full  power  to  lease  the  print- 
ing office,  on  advantageous  terms. 

2.  The  Council  may  continue  to  issue  such  occasional  or  regular 
publications  as  it  may  deem  useful,  either  for  the  diffusion  among 
the  community  of  correct  information  as  to  the  principles,  progress 
and  wants  of  the  school ;  or  for  the  dissemination  of  Theological, 
Scientific  and  Literary  papers  emanating  from  the  Institution,  or 
for  the  awakening  of  a  more  practical  interest  in  behalf  of  compre- 
hensive Christian  education,  together  with  other  suitable  articles 
that  may  aid  in  the  circulation  of  their  periodicals,  or  proper  adver- 
tisements, that  may  help  to  sustain  them. 

III.  The  James  Suydam  Farm. 

1.  This  tract  shall  be  devoted  to  the  establishment  of  a  Scien- 
tific School,  and  it  shall  be  managed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be 
both  practically  and  financially,  most  promotive  of  the  end  in 
view. 

2.  Whenever  there  shall  be  sufficient  revenue  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  scientific  germ,  it  shall  be  included  among  the  sepa- 
rate Departments  of  Instruction  in  the  Institution. 

o.  In  the  administration  of  this  trust,  care  shall  be  taken  to 
afford  to  the  students  opportunities  for  recreation,  and  for  the  cul- 
ture of  aesthetics. 
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III.  THE  SUPPORT. 

(A)  SOURCES  OF  INCOME. 

The  sources  from  which  the  support  of  the  Institution  has  been 
'Or  may  be  derived,  are  the  following  ; 

1.  Treasury  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

2.  Contingent  Donations. 

3.  Student  Fees. 

4.  Endowments. 

5.  Real  Estate. 

6.  Legacies. 

7.  Miscellaneous. 

First — Board  of  Education. 

1.  The  Board  of  Education  is  authorized  and  recommended  to 
continue  from  year  to  year,  such  appropriations  from  the  contingent 
donations  to  the  treasury,  as  it  may  deem  needful  for  the  Institu- 
tion— accordant  with  the  sympathies  and  wishes  of  the  contribu- 
tors—  proportionate  to  its  other  work — and  consistent  with  its 
bistojical  relations  to  the  Institution,  and  with  its  powers  as  an 
organization  of  the  Synod,  to  aid  in  the  building  of  ecclesiastical 
s  chools.  , 

2.  The  Board  is  authorized  to  ask  and  receive  collections  and 
donations  on  account  of  its  appropriations  to  the  Institution. 

Second — Donations. 

1.  The  Council  is  authorized  and  recommended  to  solicit  and 
secure  whatever  donations  may  be  necessary  either  to  meet  the 
current  expenses  of  the  Institution,  or  to  promote  its  proper  devel- 
opment as  a  School  for  our  Church  at  the  West. 

2.  This  labor,  however,  shall  not  be  pursued  in  any  such  way  as 
to  interfere  with  the  system  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

Third — Fees. 

The  Council  shall  have  authority  to  require  such  fees  from  stu- 
dents as  it  may  deem  expedient  and  necessary. 
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Fourth — Endowments. 

1.  The  General  Synod  [shall  hold  such  endowment  funds  as  are 
required  by  the  preceding  provisions;  and  until  otherwise  directed 
by  the  Synod,  the  interest  therefrom  shall  be  held  subject  to  the 
order  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

2.  All  other  permanent  funds  shall  be  held  by  the  Council. 

Fifth — Real  Estate. 

1.  The  proceeds  of  real  estate  are  to  be  employed  in  such  ways 
as  directed  by  the  donors,  at  the  times  of  the  deeds. 

2.  Real  estate  devoted  by  the  donor  to  any  special  purpose,  and 
at  his  or  her  request,  reserved  for  future  value,  shall  be  charged 
with  the  expense  of  its  maintenance. 

Sixth — Legacies. 

The  income  of  any  legacies  which  do  not  specify  for  what  partic- 
ular Department  they  were  designed,  may  be  used  by  the  Council 
for  the  School  in  general. 

Seventh — Miscellaneous. 

All  income  derived  from  miscellaneous  sources,  shall  be  annually 
reported  to  the  General  Synod. 

(B)  TREASURY. 

1.  The  Council  may  appoint  suitable  agencies  for  the  collection 
of  endowment  interest,  fees  or  other  income. 

2.  All  income,  from  all  sources,  must  be  paid  into  the  treasury 
before  disbursement — except  that  the  Board  of  Education  may  at 
its  option  continue  its  present  method  of  payment. 

3.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Institution  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Council,  and  shall  be  required  to  give  satisfactory  bonds  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  his  duties. 

4.  He  shall  pay  out  no  moneys  except  on  orders  according  to  a 
system  arranged  by  the  Council. 

5.  He  shall  keep  clear,   systematic  and  faithful  accounts  and 
records,  and  lay  them  on  the  table  of  Council,  whenever  re  quest  e  d 
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6.  It  shall  be  competent  for  the  Council  to  employ  a  book-keeper 
to  aid.  the  Treasurer.  ;i 

The  Committee  would  state  to  the  Synod,  that  the  conclusions 
presented  have  been  reached  with  entire  unanimity.  With  the 
fervent  prayer  that  the  w^ork  of  the  Committee  may  promote  the 
value  and  efficiency  of  the  beloved  Institution,  whose  interests  . 
have  been  under  considerati(jn,  the  foregoing  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted.

ARTICLE  XIV. 

PROFESSORATE. 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  presented  the  following  re- 
port which  was  accepted  and  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  respectfully  report : 

1.  As  to  the  Theological  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  report  for  the  past  year  the 
attendance  of  five  members  of  the  Senior  Class,  seven  of  the 
Middle  Class,  and  twelve  of  the  Junior  <"'lass.  One  member  of  the 
Middle  Class  has  accepted  an  important  position  in  Japan,  and  has 
gone  to  his  post.  One  member  of  the  Junior  Class  has  removed  to 
another  Theological  Seminary  on  considerations  of  economy,  and 
another  is  absent  because  of  ill-health. 

Complaint  is  made  by  the  Board,  of  the  neglect  of  the  study  o  f 
the  Latin  and  Greek  languages  in  many  colleges  that  furnish  stu- 
dents for  the  Theological  Seminary.  To  check  this  evil,  your 
Committee  recommend  this  action  : 
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Resolved.  That  it  be  hereafter  required  of  students  applying  for 
admission  to  the  Theological  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick,  that  in 
addition  to  presenting  the  usual  Diploma,  they  satisfy  the  examin- 
ing Committee  that  they  have  pursued  the  study  of  the  Greek  and 
Latin  Classics  to  the  end  of  their  College  course,  subject  to  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Board  of  Superintendents. 

REV.  JAS.  A.   H.   CORNELL. 

The  services  rendered  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cornell  in  raising  for  the 
objects  entrusted  to  his  care  over  $200,000,  are  Avorthy  of  more 
than  a  general  notice,  and  your  Committee  deem  it  only  just  to 
offer  this  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  General  Synod  has  heard  with  gratitude  to  the 
Giver  of  every  good  gift  the  success  that  has  attended  the  efforts 
of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cornell  for  the  benefit  of  our  Theological  Scliool. 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  commend  Dr.  Cornell  and  his  work  to 
aJl  our  Churches,  in  order  ihat  this  cherished  and  important  Institu- 
tion may  be  put  in  the  most  efficient  condition  b}^  the  completion  of 
projected  improvements,  and  its  permament  endowment. 

TWO    LECTURESHIPS. 

Last  year  the  Board  of  Superintendents  suggested  the  estab 
lishment  of  two  lectureships  in  the  Theological  Seminary  :  one  to 
treat  of  the  connection  of  Science  and  Revelation,  and  the  second  to 
treat  of  the  tlieory,  practice  and  history  of  Ecclesiastical  Music. 
The  Synod  respectfully  asked  the  attention  of  the  Professoi's  who 
have  in  charge  Pastoral  Duties  and  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology, 
to  the  subjects  indicated  by  the  Board.  This  action  of  the  Synod 
the  Board  now  state  to  bo  unsatisfactory,  and  they  reaffirm  their 
former  resolution.  Recognizing  the  importance  of  thorough  training 
upon  these  subjects,  but  aware  also  of  the  considerations  which  dic- 
tated the  decision  of  last  year,  your  Committee  propose  the  following 
resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  General  Synod  brings  to  tlie  notice  of  the  friends 
of  the  Seminary  tlie  good  service  that  might  be  rendered  to  that 
Institution  by  tlie  establishment  of  lectureships  on  the  relations  of 
Science  to   Revelation,  on  Ecclesiastical  Music,  and  also  on  Chris- 
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tian  Ethics,  and  in  case  the  means  necessary  for  the  support  of 
either  or  all  these  lectureships  be  provided,  General  Synod  entrusts 
the  appointment,  remuneration  and  control  of  the  lecturer  or  lectur- 
ers to  the  Board  of  Superintendents,  until  the  next  meeting  of  the 
General  Synod. 

LIBRARY   AND  HALL. 

On  the  suggestion  of  the  Board  your  Committee  recommend  the 
following  resolutions  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  grant  permission  to  the 
Standing  Committee  on  the  Theological  Hall  to  usb  such  sites  on 
the  premises  of  the  Peter  Hertzog  Theological  Hall  as  may  be 
deemed  desirable  for  the  new  buildings  to  be  erected  for  the  use  of 
the  Seminary. 

2.  Resolved,  That  these  two  new  buildings  to  be  erected  on  the 
Seminary  grounds  by  the  liberal  donations  of  Gardner  A.  Sage, 
and  James  Suydam,' be  denominated  respectively  "The  Gardner  A. 
Sage  Library,"  and  "The  James  Suydam  Hall." 

AS  TO  HOPE    COLLEGE. 

The  Council  of  Hope  College  reports  the  attendance  in  the  Theo- 
logical Department  of  nine  students,  of  whom  three,  being  members 
of  the  Senior  Class,  were  examined  and  recommended  to  the 
Theological  Facult}^  for  the  usual  certificates. 

In  the  Academic  Department  21  students,  and  in  the'Proparatory 
Department  57  students,  have  enjoved  the  advantages  of  the  In- 
stitution. In  the  endowment  some  advance  has  been  made,  and 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Phelps  has  been  relieved  by  the  Council  frcan  other 
duties  that  he  miglit  prosecute  that  work.  With  the  purpose 
of  giving  himself  for  the  present  to  this  service.  Dr.  Phelps  has 
transmitted  to  General  Synod  his  resignation  of  his  Professorship  of 
Exegetical  Theology.     Your  Committee  offer  this  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  resignation  by  Rev.  Philip  Phelps,  D.D.,  of 
his  Professorship  of  Exegetical  Theology  be  hereby  accepted,  with 
the  earnest  hope  that  success  in  the  endowment  of  Hope  College 
may  speedily  restore  him  to  more  suitable  service. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  any  one  who  may  be  called  to 
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labor  in  the  East  for  the  financial  interests  of  Hope  College,  be* 
hereby  directed  to  keep  himself  in  communication  with  the  Board 
of  Education,  and  to  go  to  it  for  instruction  and  counsel,  when,  ia 
any  emergency,  he  is  precluded  by  distance  from  consultation  with- 
the  Council  of  Hope  College. 

Your  Committee  find  that  out  of  subscriptions  made  for  the  en- 
dowment of  Hope  College,  $2,100  has  been  collected,  and  with  the 
consent  of  the  donors,  loaned  to  Hollandish  colonists  in  Virginia,  at 
6  per  cent  interest.  The  sole  security  for  this  loan  seems  now  to 
be  an  agreement  made  by  the  Consistory  of  a  Church,  to  cause  cer- 
tain parties  to  execute  bonds  and  mortgages  upon  property  owned  by 
those  parties  for  the  sum  borrowed.  This  is  certainly  something 
beyond  the  province  of  a  Consistory,  and  the  money  has  clearly 
been  loaned  without  any  security.  But  since  the  agent  of  Hope 
College,  and  those  who  gave  the  money,  have  chosen  to  make  this 
disposition  of  it,  with  the  purpose  of  making  it  ultimately  available 
toward  the  endowment  of  Hope  College,  your  Committee  recommend, 
the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  when  the  Council  of  Hope  College  shall  have 
obtained  bonds  and  mortgages  on  lands  in  Mattoax,  Va.,  to  secure 
the  payment  of  $2,100,  those  securities  shall  be  put  in  the  custody 
of  the  Board  of  Direction,  as  a  part  of  the  invested  Fund  for  the 
endowment  of  Hope  College. 

Your  Committee  note  with  satisfaction  the  communication  from 
Professors  Beck  and  Scott,  announcing  their  consent  to  continue 
their  service  in  the  Theological  Department  of  Hope  College,  ac- 
cording to  the  appointment  made  heretofore  by  General  Synod. 

Finally,  your  Committee  desire  to  suggest  that  among  the  great 
things  proposed  to  be  done  this  year,  it  would  be  wise  to  include  the 
endowment  of  a  Professorship  in  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Hope 
College,  and  propose  the  passage  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  interests  of  our  Church  at  the  West  would 
be  furthered,  and  a  most  important  advance  be  made  in  the  effi- 
ciency and  stability  of  our  educational  Institutions  there  by  the  en- 
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dowment  of  a  Professorship  m  the  Theological  Department  of  Hope 
College.

MISSIONS. 

The  'J'hirty-ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions 
was  received  and  referred  to  the  'committee  on  Foreign  Missions, 
with  the  exception  of  so  much  as  refers  to  vacancies,  which  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Missions. 

Tho  Thirty-ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Mis- 
sions was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Mis- 
sions, with  the  exception  of  so  much  as  refers  to  vacancies,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Domestic 
Missions,  was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Domestic 
Missions. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  presented  the  following  re- 
port which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FOREiaN  MISSIONS. 

The  Committee  respectfully  report : 

No  one  can  read  the  record  of  facts  embraced  in  the  vSecretary's 
statement,  and  the  conclusions  drawn  from  them,  without  being  im- 
pressed by  a  grateful  sense  of  what  God  hath  already  wrought,  and 
by  a  vivid  conception  of  how  many  Providential  openings  for 
Christian  work  remain  to  be  embraced.  The  ^survey  of  the  year 
just  past  contains  perhaps  more  than  the  usual   mingling   of  light 
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and  shadow.  Accessions  to  our  Mission  Churches,  the  increase  of 
various  native  af2;encies  for  Christian  effort,  the  indications  that  God 
is  opening  new  fields  for  our  possession,  declare  the  blessing  of  God 
upon  our  work,  and  exclude  all  presumption  of  the  plea,  "to  what 
purpose  is  this  waste  ?"  At  the  same  time,  the  urgent  need  of 
reinforcements  to  our  wearied  band  of  laborers,  the  cry  of  "ex- 
hausted treasuries,"  the  brooding  phantom  of  debt,  and  peculiar  dif- 
ficulties confronting  us  in  some  portions  of  the  great  field,  call  for 
serious  thought,  and  earnest  effort  and  prayer. 

In  the  general  survey  of  the  ^^Missions,  your  Committee  would 
call  attention  to  some  very  encouraging  signs  of  progress  in 
India.  The  "  Zenana"  work  undertaken  by  Miss  Mandeville  and 
Miss  Chapin,  commissioned  during  last  year  by  the  Board,  is  particu- 
larly to  be  watched  with  interest  and  followed  with  prayers.  This 
department  of  labor  moreover,  invites  the  special  co-operation  of 
the  Christian  women  in  our  Churches.  To  utilize  their  influence  in 
this  direction,  the  Board  have  already  taken  the  preliminary  steps, 
by  requesting  pastors  to  organize  in  their  respective  Churches,  wo- 
men's Missionary  Societies  auxiliary  to  the  Board,  with  special  ref- 
erence to  assuming  the  support  of  Christian  female  teachers  among 
the  heathen  of  their  own  sex.  It  is  certain  that  heathen  women 
are  now  becoming  accessible  as  they  never  have  been  before,  to 
Christian  instruction.  It  is  certain  also  that  our  Churches  at  home 
deprive  themselves  of  a  great  element  of  usefulness  and  source  of 
power,  by  not  taking  advantage  more  specifically  of  the  influence  of 
Christian  women  in  carrying  on  the  Missionary  work.  The  union 
of  these  two  objects,  it  is  proposed  to  accomplish  by  such  organiza- 
tions. Your  Committee  coincide  in  the  decision  of  the  Board,  that 
the  end  may  be  better  secured  by  the  method  proposed,  than  by 
organizing,  as  has  been  done  in  other  denominations,  a  distinct 
"Woman's  Board  of  Missions."  In  the  opinion  of  your  Committee, 
this  is  neither  advisable  or  necessary.  The  organization  in  each 
Church  should  be  auxiliary  to  our  present  Board ;  and  female  tea- 
chers who  may  offer  themselves  for  this  work  among  the  heathen, 
should  be  commissioned  by,  and  come  under  the  regulations  of  the 
Board. 

The  following  action  is  recommended  : 

Resolved:  That    each     pastor   endeavor  to  comply   as    soon   as 
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practicable,  with  the  request  to  organize  the  Christian  women  of 
the  Church  under  his  care,  as  a  Missionary  Society,  auxiliary  to  the 
Board. 

With  great  gratification,  your  Committee  would  also  direct  atten- 
tion to  the  success  which  has  attended  the  efforts  of  the  Mission  in 
India  to  form  an  efficient  company  of  native  helpers.  We  have 
here  the  germ  of  a  large  native  pastorate,  through  whose  labors 
the  work  in  that  field  is  sure  at  no  distant  day  to  be  greatly  expanded. 

In  China,  the  political  state  of  the  country  furnishes  us  with  no 
little  anxiety  for  the  future.  The  hatred  of  foreigners  that  seems 
to  be  reviving  among  all  classes,  the  growing  animosity  of  the 
literary  and  ofiScial  class  to  the  work  of  the  Church  of  Christ,  the  ef- 
forts of  Confucianists  to  excite  the  people  to  acts  of  violence, 
prepare  us  in  some  measure  for  any  outbreak  of  popular  rage  that 
might  occur.  Yet  we  cannot  feel  that  the  Lord  Almighty,  who  has 
thrown  down  so  many  of  the  old  barriers  in  China  to  the  progress 
of  His  truth,  and  so  greatly  blessed  the  beginnings  of  His  work, 
will  allow  that  work  to  be  seriously  retarded,  or  the  shadow  to  go 
back  upon  the  dial.  Let  the  darkening  prospects  drive  us  with  all 
the  great  persistency  of  pleading,  to  the  mercy-seat.  At  the  same 
time,  brethren  if  your  Committee  may  be  allowed  incidentally  to 
express  an,  opinion,  should  the  present  state  of  things  culminate 
in  the  evils  that  are  feared,  may  it  not  be  a  serious  question  how 
far  we  may  see  in  those  evils  the  righteous  retribution  of  God,  for 
the  treatment  of  the  Chinese  in  our  own  land,  who  have  placed 
themselves  under  the  shelter  of  our  boasted  Christian  civilization, 
and  met  with  worse  than  barbarian  abuse. 

There  is  one  feature  of  the  work  in  Japan,  which  constrained 
your  Committee  to  unite  with  the  Board  in  the  conviction  that  the 
time  for  some  decisive  action  has  arrived,  and  in  the  hope  that 
such  action  may  be  productive  of  good.  While  the  high  confidence 
reposed  by  the  Japanese  authorities  in  our  missionaries  as  instruc- 
tors of  their  youth ;  the  progress  made  in  the  translation  of  the 
Scriptures,  as  Avell  as  the  fact  that  in  very  many  cases  the  instruc- 
tions given  have  resulted  in  the  conversion  of  souls  to  Jesus,  com- 
pel us  to  recognize  an  important  work  as  carried  on  through  our 
Mission  :  the  consummation  devoutly  to  be  wished,  the  public 
preaching  of  the  Gospel,  is  still  prohibited  under  the  severest  penal- 
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ties.  To  keep  this  prohibition  iu  J'avor,  the  representatives  of  Foreign 
Governments  at  the  ("onrt  of  Japan,  inclnding  our  own,  have  entered 
into  agreement  with  that  Court,  making  the  preaching  of  the  Gos- 
pel recognizable  by  them  as  an  offence  worthy  of  punishment.  Be- 
lieving that  the  representative  of  this  Government  should  recede 
from  a  position  so  anomalous,  and  so  inconsistent  with  our  charac- 
ter as  a  Christian  people,  your  Committee  recommend  the  follow- 
ing action  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  John  Forsyth  M.  S.  Hutton,  and  the 
Elders  Robert  ?I.  Pruyn,  and  S.  B.  Schieffelin,  be  appointed  a  Com- 
mittee to  present  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  the 
views  of  this  Synod  in  relation  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  our 
Missionaries  in  Japan. 


NEW      FIELDS. 

Your  Committee  will  but  allude  to  the  two  Indian  agencies  in 
Arizona,  placed  witliin  the  year,  under  the  care  of  our  Board,  in 
which  teachers  and  schools  must  of  necessity  be  sustained,  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  about  .$4,000  a  year.  ;  Regarding  the  overture 
made  to  our  Board  to  assume  the  care  of  certain  congregations  in 
and  near  the  city  of  Mexico,  your  Committee  feel  that  the  Synod 
would  not  be  justified  in  directing  the  Board  to  enter  ou  this  work  at 
the  present  time. 

NEW      AGENCIES. 

The  instructions  given  by  the  Synod  of  last  year  to  the  Board  to 
provide  missionary  boxes  for  family  use,  have  been  complied  with 
to  a  limited  extent.  A  part  of  your  Committee  can  testify  to  the 
readiness  and  even  the  eagerness  of  the  people  to  avail  themselves 
of  their  use,  and  believe  the  same  readiness  will  be  exhibited 
wherever  an  effort  is  made  to  distribute  them.  The  wisdom  of  this 
method  of  increasing  contributions  to  the  Board,  will,  we  trust,  be 
fully  justified  by  the  results.     Therefore, 

3.  Resolved:  That  Pastors  and  Consistories  be  urged  to  call  upon 
the  Board  for  a  sufficient  number  of  the  Boxes,  to  supply  as  many 
families  as  will  receive  and  use  them,  or,  at  least  to  place  one  in 
each  class  of  the  Sabbath-schools.

Your  Committee  believing  the  new  plan  proposed  for  a  Sabbath 
school  Missionary  Fund  greatly  superior  to  that  hitherto  in  use- 
also  recommend  the  following  action  : 

4.  Resolved:  That  the  Board  be  directed  to  prepare  a  circular 
explaining  the  new  features  and  advantages  of  the  proposed  Sab- 
bath-school Fund,  and  that  Pastors  be  requested  to  lay  the  plan  be- 
fore the  Schools  in  connection  with  their  Cliurches. 

FINANCES. 

The  Financial  aspect  of  the  Board  is  either  encouraging  or  dis- 
heartening, according  to  the  standpoint  from  which  it  is  viewed.  In 
this  Centennial  year  of  our  Synod,  it  is  natural  to  look  back.  The 
Eeport  this  year  presented  by  the  Board  is  the  Thirty-ninth  An- 
nual Report,  and  the  Fourteenth  of  separate  action.  Previous  to 
assuming  the  responsibility  of  our  own  work,  fourteen  years  ago, 
the  contributions  to  Foreign  Missions  from  our  Churches  never 
reached  a  liigher  fgure  than  $15,000.  Missions  have  grown  upon 
our  liands,  new  fields  been  opened,  and  new  calls  are  continually 
coming.  As  the  work  of  the  Board  has  expanded,  its  receipts 
have  likewise  increased,  and  at  the  present  time,  the  Reformed 
Church  contributes  a  larger-  amount  to  Foreign  Missions,  in  propor- 
tion to  her  membership,  than  any  other  denomination  in  the  land, 
with  the  one  exception  of  the  Moravians,  who  give  an  annual  average 
of  $18  per  member.  But  there  is  no  room  for  boastirg  here.  The 
question  still  remains  whether  we  give  according  to  the  measure  of 
our  ability.  To  this  question  we  can  safely  answer,  no.  The 
exception  we  have  named  shows  what  can  be  done.  The  call  to 
enter  new  fields,  and  to  reinforce  those  alri-ady  occupied,  shows  what 
must  be  done,  if  Ave  will  follow  where  our  Master  manifestly  leads. 
Your  Comniitt(^e  feel  that  the  $83,000  the  Beard  asks  for  the 
coming  year,  is  no  heavy  w-eight  for  tlio  Church  to  carry — nay, 
$100,000,  were  it  called  for, — if  we  Avill  do  more  than  merely 
resolve,  and  go  and  act:  if  Pastors  and  Consistories  will  keep  before 
the  nimds  of  the  people,  as  it  should  be  kept,  that  God  is  putting 
the  limits  of  our  benevolence  at  an  ever  further  remove. 

Of  this  $83,000  wanted,  $22,000  is  debt.  It  is  gratifying  to  an- 
nounce that  during  the  year,  the  debt  has  been  reduced  by  $13,000. 
This  reduction  the  Board  ascribes  to    the   promptness  with  Avhich 
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Churches  responded  to  the  appeals  for  collections  during  the 
:sumraer  months,  thereby  necessitating  the  borrowing  of  only  $2,000 
in  a  portion  of  the  year  in  which  it  had  usually  been  needful  to 
"borrow  from  $10,000  to  $20,000.  The  same  promptness,  only  on 
the  part  of  a  greater  number,  should  be  repeated  during  the  present 
summer.  Let  the  Board  "  tide  over"  this  season  without  the  neces- 
sity of  borrowing  a  single  dollar,  and  we  are  assured  that  "  the 
usual  income  of  the  later  months  of  the  fiscal  year,"  willprobabl} 
remove  the  debt  altogether.     Therefore, 

Resolved:   That  all  the  Pastors  and  Consistories  be  urgently   re- 
quested   to    see  to    it   that   a    special  collection  for  the  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions  be  taken  during  the  present  summer  months. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  presented  the  following 
Teport,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  and  Church  Building  Fund 
beg  leave  to  report. 

We  have  had  submitted  to  us  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Domestic  Missions  and  the  Treasurer's  accounts  of  the  Board  of 
Domestic  Missions  and  the  Church  Building  Fund,  also  two  ex- 
tracts from  the  Minutes  of  the  Classis  of  Illinois,  one  urging  upon 
this  Synod  to  appoint  some  "Western  men  upon  the  Board  of 
Domestic  Missions,  and  the  other  asking  this  Synod,  in  view  of  the 
urgent  need  of  the  Western  field,  to  appoint  a  special  agent  to  go 
among  our  Churches  and  solicit  contributions  to  the  Church  Building 
Fund  ;  also  a  resolution  providing  for  the  appointment  of  a  special 
agent  to  have  charge  of  the  Sabbath  school  interest  of  the  Church 
to  solicit  funds  for  this  interest,  and  to  establish  Sunday  schools 
where  they  may  be  needed. 

Your  Committee  have  carefully  considered  all  these  papers.  The 
Report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  will  be  printed  with  the 
Synod's  Minutes,  and  will  go  out  to  the  Churches,  abundantly  able 
to  speak  for  itself.  It  presents  facts  and  considerations  of  vital 
importance.  All  the  agencies  of  our  Church  for  doing  the  work  of 
.the  Master  are.  dear  .to  our  hearts,  nor  should  one  be  exalted  at  the 
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exiK'use  of  another,  but  tl:o  ('omniitteo  themselves,  before  they 
read  the  report  of  the  I3oard,  were  alive  to  the  fact  that  just  now 
the  indications  of  Providence  are  pointing  to  the  home  work  as  the 
main  work  of  the  Church.  Our  policy  in  the  past  was  always  tO' 
cherish  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  as  its  foremost  benevolent 
agency  for  the  spread  of  the  Gospel  over  tlio  world  ;  and  now  the 
Committee  would  not  detract  from  the  importance  of  that  Board, 
nor  say  anything  that  would  imply  a  diminished  sense  of  its  value,, 
but  recent  events  show  that  G-od  is  opening  a  new  and  un- 
thought  of  way  to  his  Church  for  the  evangelization  of  the  world. 
Vast  tides  of  emigration  are  flowing  to  our  shores,  and  in  the  provi- 
dence of  God,  the  foreign  field  is  at  home.  Every  indication 
calls  for  many  times  as  great  an  effort  and  many  times  as  great  a 
contribution  in  and  to  the  home  work  as  we  give  to  the  foreign. 
Let  us  devote  our  minds  and  hearts  and  time  and  subsistence  to 
them  both.  Let  us  not  forget  our  noble  Foreign  Board!  Let  us 
not  do  less  for  it,  but  more  I  But  oh,  that  the  Church  might  wake 
to  the  pressing  calls  and  urgent  needs  of  our  home  field  !  Two> 
considerations  ought  to  quicken  us  to  this. 

L  Duty  to  ourselves  demands  it. 

The  ships  that  bring  their  living  surging  masses  to  our  shores,, 
are  messengers  to  us  of  life  or  death.  '1  hey  bring  to  us  each  day 
the  degradation  of  the  old  world — the  downcast  and  the  oppressed,, 
the  dark  and  the  untaught,  the  superstitious  and  the  stupid,  the 
rationalist  and  the  infidel,  the  vicious  and  the  evil.  To  receive  this 
accession  to  our  population  and  fail  to  promptly  meet  it  with  the 
Gospel  of  Christ,  is  to  attaint  and  to  imperil  our  people  and  our 
morals,  to  lower  our  intellectual  standard,  to  endanger  our  free 
institutions,  to  poison  the  very  springs  of  our  life.  Self-protection, 
therefore,  demands  that  the  Church  shall  at  once  meet  these  dark 
and  sinful  masses  Avith  the  Gospel,  and  exert  itself  for  their  evan- 
gelization.    But, 

2.  Who  can  overlook  the  nse  which  may  be  made  of  these  people 
if  we  can  only  bring  them  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth,  and  send 
them  back  in  considerable  numbers  to  their  own  lands  to  preach  the 
Gospel  to  their  countrymen. 

Even  if  we  look  to  the  Foreign  work,  it  must  strike  every  one 
that  this  is  the  most  effective  way  in  which  to  perlbrm  it.  Is  any 
one's  heart  deeply  moved   for  the    benighted   of  distant   heathen 
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lands?  Let  him  not  doubt  that  the  cheapest,  quickest  and  best 
way  to  reach  them  now  is  to  take  their  own  men,  used  to  their  own 
climate,  native  to  their  language,  familiar  with  their  educational 
•superstitions  and  prejudices,  teach  them  the  Bible  ;  bring  them  by 
God's  grace  to  a  saving  knowledge  of  the  truth,  and  send  them 
back  to  tell  what  they  have  seen  and  heard  and  felt,  and  to  impart 
their  own  light  and  life.  Let  the  Church  give  all  the  money  it 
pleases  to  the  Foreign  Board.  More  than  ever  let  it  give.  It  can 
^and  ought  to  lavish  money  on  it.  But  let  it  pour  its  offerings  like 
the  rain  into  the  hands  of  this  Domestic  Board.  Its  work  is  now 
a  great  and  pressing  work.  Will  the  Church  arise  to  a  sense  of  its 
duty  to  the  Master  and  souls,  and  do  it  now  ? 

The  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  has  found  itself  sorely  tried  in 
the  work  opening  before  it  by  certain  restrictions  put  upon  it  by 
acts  of  our  General  Synod,  by  which  it  is  confined  in  its  operations 
to  the  already  existing  centres  of  population  and  lines  of  railroad. 
The  Secretary  states  that  these  centres  and  lines  are  often  preoccu- 
pied by  other  denominations,  and  our  own  better  chances  would  be 
oftentimes  in  places  from  which  the  Board  is  now  e.x;cluded  by  the 
rules  of  Synod.  The  Board  asks  to  be  relieved  from  these  re- 
strictions by  the  rescinding  of  these  rules. 

The  Board  has  also  found  itself  further  embarrassed,  also  by  a 
confusion  of  ideas  either  on  its  own  part  or  on  the  part  of  the  Board 
of  Publication,  in  regard  to  the  respective  duties  of  these  Boards. 
When  the  Synod's  Board  of  Sabbath  School  Union  was  abolished 
in  1862,  its  work  was  given  over  to  the  Board  of  Domestic  Mis- 
-sions.  It  seems  necessary,  however,  to  define  more  clearly  the 
respective  relations  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  and  the 
Board  of  Publication,  to  the  Sabbath  school  work.  The  Board  of 
Domestic  Missions  asks  the  Synod  to  give  into  its  hands  the 
•entire  Sabbath  school  interest,  except  the  preparation  of  a  suitable 
literature  for  the  schools,  which  is  of  course  the  appropriate  charge 
of  the  Board  of  Publication. 

The  statistics  of  the  operations  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Church 
Building  b\ind  are  furnished  in  the  ropjrt  of  the  Secretary  and 
;and  the  Treasurer. 

The  important  revelation  of  these  reports  is  that  the  Board  of 
Domestic  Missions   is   pressed  with  a  debt  of   $18,000,  and    the 
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Church  Building  Fund  with  a  debt  of  $5,602  97.  These  debts  are 
not  the  results  of  carelessness  or  of  want  of  financial  skill,  but  in 
part  of  the  loss  for  the  past  two  years  of  income  from  lega- 
cies, together  with  the  heavy  revenue  taxes  and  interest  on  loans, 
and  in  part  of  the  heavy  pressure  of  calls  for  help  which  the 
Board  cannot  wholly  resist,  even  though  they  have  not  the  means 
to  meet  them.  They  come  before  the  Church  with  the  statement 
of  these  embarrassments,  conscious  that  they  do  not  merit  censure 
for  them,  but  are  entitled  to  sympathy  and  prompt  relief  from  them. 

In  view  of  all  that  has  been  submitted  to  them,  the  Committee 
offer  for  the  adoption  of  the  Synod  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  this  General  Synod  regards  with  deepest  interest 
the  indications  of  Divine  Providence  in  respect  to  the  value  and 
surpassing  importance  of  our  Home  work  of  church  extension,  and 
commend  it  to  our  Churches  with  unusual  earnestness,  asking  on  its 
behalf  immediate  and  thoughtful  consideration,  and  enjoining  our 
people  to  increase  their  gifts  very  far  beyond  all  precedent,  that 
the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  may  not  be  embarrassed  in  its  work 
by  the  want  of  means. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  remove  from  the  Board  all  restrictions, 
upon  its  field  of  operations,  leaving  the  Board  to  its  own  judgment,, 
guided  by  the  leadings  of  Providence,  in  regard  to  the  places- 
whither  it  shall  send  men  and  where  it  shall  build  churches. 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod,  in  view  of  the  clear  necessity  for  vast 
increase  of  activity  in  our  Western  Field,  do  hereby  recommend 
the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  to  appoint  the  Rev.  Edward  P.. 
Livingston,  or  in  case  of  his  failure  to  accept  the  appointment,  such 
other  brother  as  the  Board  may  select,  to  visit  our  churches  and 
solicit  contributions  to  the  Church  Building  Fund. 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod   commit  the  entire  Sabbath  school  in- 
terest, except  the  preparation  and  supply  of  a  suitable  literature  for 
the  schools,  which  appropriately  belongs  to  the  Board  of  Publication,. 
to  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions.

The  Committee  on  Nominations  having  reported,  the  Synod  pro- 
ceeded to  fill  the  places  of  those  in  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions 
whose  terms  of  office  have  expired.  On  counting  the  ballots  it  ap- 
pear vl  that  the  following  were  elected  :  Rev.  William  Ormiston, 
C.  I.  Rhepard,  0.  E.  Cobb,  Goyn  Talmage,  E.  P.Livingston,  Mr. 
S.  R.  W.  Heath,  John  A.  Hardenbergh,  S.'B.  Stewart. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolution  were  adopted  : 

Whereas,  The  Central  Reformed  Church  of  Plainfield,  N.  J.,  has 
requested  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  to  raise  the  first  mortgage 
held  by  said  Board  upon  said  property,  for  $5,000,  and  secure  the 
loan  from  the  Building  Fund  by  a  second  mortgage  of  like  amount, 
therefore, 

Resolved,  That  tlie  request  of  the  Reformed  Church  of  Plainfield, 
being  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  of  the  Ctiurch  Building 
Fund,  it  be  not  granted. 

ARTICLE  XIX. 

widows'  and  disabled  ministers'  funds. 

Several  applications  for  aid  from  the  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund 
were  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Widows'  and 
Disabled  Ministers'  Funds. 

The  Committee  on  the  Widows'  and  Disabled  Ministers'  Funds  pre- 
sented the  following  report  which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Disabled  Ministers'  and  Widows'  Funds  find 
the  applications  for  assistance  conformable  to  existing  regulations, 
with  an  exception  or  so,  as  follows  : 

Rev.  R.  W.  Knight  for  $150,  Mrs.  Nanning  Bogardus,  $150, 
and  Rev.  A.  C.  Hillman,  $300,  from  the  time  his  present  aid 
expires. 

The  above  were  recommended  by  the  Committees  of  the  different 
Classes  and  endorsed  by  their  Stated  Clerks. 
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The  Classis  of  New  York  send  their  usual  recommendation  to 
the  same  Fund,  that  of  the  Disabled  Ministers',  for  Rev.  Dr.  Mar- 
selus,  $300,  Rev.  T.  B.  Gregory,  $300,  and  for  Miss  Mary  Anna 
May  $200,  all  for  the  current  year. 

The  Classis  of  Albany  recommend  for  the  Rev.  H.  Slauson  the 
sum  of  $200. 

In  both  of  the  above  Classes  no  mention  is  made  of  the  action  of 
the  Committees  required  by  General  Synod  to  attend  to  this  par- 
ticular. 

To  the  same  Fund  application  is  made  in  behalf  of  Mrs.  Searle, 
widow  of  the  late  Jeremiah  Searle,  to  the  amount  of  $100,  the 
Stated  Clerk  giving  the  information  and  assurance  that  hereafter 
the  order  of  the  Synod  as  to  the  Committee  shall  not  be  ne- 
glected. 

The  informality  brought  to  view,  as  well  as  that  of  the  other  two 
Classes,  if  it  exists,  will  not  perhaps,  prevent  General  Synod  from 
granting  promptly  and  heartily  the  aid  and  comfort  requested  from 
their  hands. 

The  Lord  has  been  pleased  to  give  to  our  Church,  in  this  depart- 
ment of  its  benevolent  operations,  the  opportunity  of  sweetly  ex- 
periencing what  his  word  declares,  "It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than 
to  receive,"  and  of  doing  not  only  to  the  least  but  to  some  of  the 
greatest  of  his  brethren  what  he  will  regard  as  having  been  done 
to  himself. 

Resolved^  Therefore,  that  these  applications  be  granted  and  paid 
by  the  Treasurer. 

Because  of  tlie  informalities  advened  to,  and  the  serious  incon- 
veniences that  follow,  as  also  the  circumstance  that  almost  instant 
relief  njay  be  imperative  but  cannot  be  obtained  by  the  ])resent  pro- 
cess, the  more  to  facilitate  what  is  so  desirable  and  praiseworthy,  it 
is  therefore 

Resolved,  1  hat  application  for  aid  liom  the  Disabled  Ministers' 
Fund  be  sent  hereafter  to  the  Board  of  Direction,  having  been  be- 
fore the  proper  Committee,  determined  by  the  Classis,  and  certified 
b}^  the  Clerk,  distinctly  stating  the  sum  needed: 

That  the  Board  of  Direction  bo  empowered  to  make  grants  on 
such  occasions,  and  shall   present  a  full  report  of  the  receipts,  dis- 
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bursements  and  proceedings,  with  a  statement  of  the  Fund,  and  the 
Treasurer's  account  duly  audited,  each  year,  to  the  General  Synod. 

No  particular,  touching  the  "Widows'  Fund"  has  been  presented 
for  coiisideration,  your  Committee  however  cannot  refrain  from  say- 
ing what  has  been  fully  stated  and  satisfactorily  proved  by  its  warm 
friends  and  advocates,  that  it  serves  as  a  good  and  safe  insurance  and 
deserves  far  more  generally  than  it  receives  the  patronage  of  our 
Churches. 

Sustained  as  it  should  be,  no  widow  whose  husband  has  lived  and 
toiled  and  died  in  the  harness  would  want  for  bread,  raiment  or 
shelter.  Thus,  too,  might  be  brought  to  operate  more  efficiently  and 
strikingly  that  living  sympathy'which  binds  saints  together  on  earth, 
and  constrains  them  gladly — ^jubilantly  even — to  share  their  burth- 
ens— if  not  to  remove  them  quite — with  the  glowing  evidence  in 
their  bosoms  that  they  are  all  on  the  way  to  that  fairer  world,  where 
they  will  behold,  enjoy  and  celebrate  the  glory  of  their  exaltpd  Re- 
deemer, and  reign  with  him  forever.

ARTICLE  XX. 

BOARD  OF  PUBLICATION. 

The  Seventeenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Publication 
was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication,  with 
the  exception  of  so  much  as  refers  to  vacancies,  which  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Publication 
■was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Publication  would  respectfully  report,  that 
the  Se\eiteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board,  together  with  the 
Report  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  year  ending  May  1st,  has  been 
placed  in  their  hands. 

In  regard  to  the  Report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  while 
■we  would  testify  to  the  clearness  with  which  its  main  fiicts  are  pre- 
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sented,  j^et  we  would  suggest  that  by  condensing  the  statements, 
and  bringing  the  whole  document  within  a  much  smaller  compass,  its 
interest  and  value  would  be  greatly  enhanced.  As  the  Keport 
will  be  published  in  connection  with  the  Minutes  of  Synod,  a  re- 
capitulation of  its  details  by  the  Committee  is  needless.  The  year 
that  has  closed  presents  to  the  Synod  the  cheering  evidence  of  suc- 
cess, and  increased  prosperity  in  this  important  department  of  our 
church  work.  There  has  been  a  deeper  interest  felt  in  this  cause 
on  the  part  of  Pastors  and  Consistories,  as  is  exhibited  in  the  in- 
creased number  of  contributing  Churches,  and  the  amounts  received 
into  the  Treasury.  The  Board  records  with  thanksgiving  that  they 
are  now  able  to  count  on  the  sympathy  and  co-operation  of  nearly 
the  whole  Denomination. 

Omitting  all  details,  the  following  condensed  statement  will  ex- 
hibit the  actual  amount  of  work  accomplished,  and  the  present  con- 
dition of  the  Board. 

From  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  we  find  that  the  amount  of  do- 
nations received  from  all  sources,  embracing  contributions  from 
Churches,  Sabbath-schools  and  individuals,  reaches  the  sum  of 
$10,809  41.  Of  which  amount  $5,373  27,  has  been  paid  into  the 
Endowment  Fund  which  now  amounts  to  about  $13,000. 

The  sales  from  the  Depository,  exclusive  of  the  Sower  and  Gos- 
pel Field,  is  $15,102  76. 

The  total  amount  received  from  sales  and  contributions  from  the 
Churches,  exclusive  of  the  Endowment,  and  which  must  be  reck- 
oned as  the  current  receipts  for  the  year,  is  $20,537   90. 

The  funded  debt  has  been  reduced  to  $5,668   79. 

The  stock  and  fixtures  is  estimated  at  $35,349  80.  To  which 
amount  add  the  book  account  and  incidentals,  and  we  have  as  the 
total  assets  of  the  Board  $47,706  59. 

1'he  total  increase  in  favor  of  the  Board  is  $6,890   83. 

Passing  from  the  Financial  statement  to  the  Publishing  depart- 
ment, we  find  that  twelve  new  books  have  been  issued  during  the 
year,  numbering  12, 150  copies;  and  eighteen  eJitio'is  of  former 
publications  have  been  republished,   numbering  26,000  copies. 

Grants  of  Books  and  Tracts  have  been  made  to  the  amount  of 
$1068  50.       Of   which   sum    $000   was  appropriated  to  print   the 
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Heidelberg  Catechism  in  the  Tamil  language  ;  and  the  balance  to 
supply  feeble  Churches  "with  publications  of  the  Board,  and  to  re- 
plenish Sabbath  school  libraries. 

From  the  above  statement  the  Synod  is  in  possession  of  tlie  lact 
that  the  Board  is  steadily  prosecuting  its  work,  antl  enlarging  the 
field  of  its  operations  as  rapidly  as  the  Church  furnishes  the  facil- 
ities. The  officers  arc  diligent  and  indefatigable  in  thoii  labors,  and 
with  the  cordial  co-operation  of  the  wliole  Church  this  Board  will 
prove  an  important  agent  in  extending  the  knowledge  of  our  De- 
nomination, and  prove  an  eflQcient  instrument  iu  building  up  the 
Redeemer's  kingdom. 

Your  Committee  notice  with  approval,  that  in  response  to  the  ac- 
tion of  the  last  General  Synod,  the  Sower  and  Gospel  Field  has 
been  issued  semi-monthly  since  the  first  of  Januaiy  last,  and  the 
favor  with  which  it  has  been  received  is  evidenced  in  its  large  cir- 
culation. An  edition  is  now  printed  of  about  ten  thousand,  and 
thelist  of  subscribers  is  constantly  increasing.  We  would  again 
call  the  attention  of  Pastors  and  Consistories  to  the  fact,  that  this 
paper  is  the  accredited  organ  of  our  Church,  is  under  our  imme^ 
diate  control,  and  at  a  very  small  expense  is  placed  within  reach  of 
all  our  i'amilies.  The  attention  which  has  been  bestowed  upon  it, 
both  in  the  Editorial  and  Publishing  departments,  entitles  it  to  the 
confidence  and  patronage  of  tlie  whole  Church. 

Your  Committee  regard  the  benevolent  operations  of  the  Board 
■with  interest.  This  is  an  important  feature  of  its  work,  and  the  ad- 
vance in  this  department  is  full  of  encouragement.  From  year  to 
year  we  shall  expect  that  grants  of  books  and  tracts  will  be  more 
frequent,  and  that  the  Sabbath-school  libraries  at  the  West  will 
be  largely  replenished  by  the  benevolence  of  the  Board.  This 
branch  is  receiving  proper  attention,  and  if  the  Church  will  furnish 
the  means,  liberal  things  will  be  employed  in  bestowing  a  Christian 
literature  to  the  destitute  portions  of  our  country. 

Uur  Church  work  in  every  department  is  growing  upon  us  in  in- 
terest. Thousands  are  coming  to  our  shores.  The  children  of  our 
Church  are  penetrating  the  West  far  beyond  the  established  ordi- 
nances of  the  sanctuary.  Calls  for  evangelization  are  increasing- 
ly earnest.     And  in  the  various  agencies  which   are  employed  we 
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urgently   plead   that   the    Religious   Publication   interests    of   our 
Church  should  have  a  proper  share  of  attention. 

In  closing  the  report  your  Committee  would  submit  to  the  Synod 
the  following  actiou : 

Resolved:  That  in  view  of  the  growing  importance  of  the  Chris- 
tian press  as  a  means  of  Gospel  publication,  this  Synod  urgently 
recommends  to  our  Churches  to  increase  their  contributions  to  the 
Board  of  Publication,  and  in  providing  books  for  Sabbath-schools, 
to  patronize  as  far  as  may  be  possible  the  Depository  of  our  Board. 

Resolved:  That  with  a  view  to  furnish   more  extended   informa- 
tion among  the  Churches  in  regard  to  our  benevolent  operations,  it 
be  urged  upon  Pastors  and  Consistories  to  secure  the  widest  circu- 
lation practicable  of  the  Sower  and  Gospel  Field.

The  Committee  on  Nominations  having  reported,  the  Synod  pro- 
ceeded to  fill  the  places  of  those  in  the  Board  of  Publication  whose 
terms  of  service  have  expired.

ARTICLE  XXL 

P  A  R  T  I  C   U  L  A  R  I  A  . 

The  Van  Benschoten  Bequest  was  read. 

Resolved,  That  250  copies  of  the  roll  of  the  Synod  be  printed  for 
the  use  of  the  members. 

A  Committtee  consisting  of  Rev.  R.  W.  Clark,  H.  M.  Vooihees, 
David  Cole,  was  appointed  on  the  supply  of  the  Churches  in  Al- 
bany during  the  session  of  Synod. 

The  fo^lov^'ing  Minute  was  adopted : 

Desiring  to  express  our  gratitude  to  God  for  the  preservation  of 
our  Church  on  this  Continent  ibr  a  period  of  250  years,  and  to  cele- 
brate the  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  Convention  of  Ministeis  and 
Elders  of  our  Church,  held  in  the  city  of  New  York,  in  1771,  fi-om 
"which  we  date  the  origin  of  the  General  Synod. 
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Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  five  Ministers  and  five  Elders  be 
appointed  by  the  chair,  to  report  some  suitable  plan  for  memorial 
services  and  contributions  in  which  the  entire  denomination  may 
participate.  The  following  were  appointed  :  Rev.  E.  S.  Porter, 
John  Forsyth,  N.  D.  Williamson,  A .  G.  Vermilye,  J.  Howard  Suy- 
dam.  Elders  Pruyn,  S.  B.  Schieffelin,  D.  S.  Jones,  J.  Hasbrouck, 
John  Van  Horn. 

Rev.  D.D.  Demarest,  Stated  Clerk,  presented  his  resignation  to 
take  effect  Jane  1,  1872,  at  the  close  of  the  present  ecclesiastical 
year. 

The  resignation  Avas  accepted,  and  the  following  resolution  was 
unanimously  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  has  received  with  regret  the  resigna- 
nation  of  Dr.  Demarest,  and  hereby  record  its  hearty  approbation 
of  his  fidelity,  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

An  election  was  held  for  Stated  Clerk,  which  resulted  in  the 
choice  of  Rev.  Paul  D.  Van  Cleef. 

The  office  of  Permanent  Clerk  having  been  made  vacant  by  the 
election  of  Stated  Clerk,  an  election  was  held  for  Permanent  Clerk, 
which  resulted  in  the  choice  of  Rev.  William  H.  Ten  Eyck. 

It  was  Resolved  that  the  salary  of  the  Stated  Clerk  be  increased 
to  $250  a  year,  to  take  effect  from  June  1st,  1871.' 

Resolved,  That  the  salary  of  the  Permanent  Clerk  be  increased 
to  $100,  a  j'ear,  to  take  effect  from  June  1st,  IS  72. 

The  Committee  on  the  Centennial  presented  the  following  report, 
wliich  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Special  Committee  on  the  Centennial  of  the  General  Synod, 
respectfully  reports  as  follows  : 

Your  Committee  believe,  that  gratitude  for  her  past  history  and 
hope  for  her  future  career,  ought  to  incite  the  Reformed  Church  in 
this  country  to  make  signal  proof  of  her  increasing  zeal,  in  further- 
ing the  good  and  great  work  entrusted  to  her  care. 

Foremost  among  the  Historical  Churches  of  the  Continent  of 
Europe  in  sufferings,  she  was  there  distinguished  also  as  the  Pio- 
neer of  Civil  and  Religious  liberty,  and  as  the  result  of  her  patient 
and  heroic  triumphs,  the  Netherlands  erected  into  a  Republic,  be- 
came a  refuge  for  the  oppressed,  and  the  steadfast  protector  of  that 
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Catholic  communion,  which  restored  worship,  doctrine  and  practice 
to  apostolic  purity  and  simplicity. 

Not  content  witli  labors  within  her  national  territory, the  Reformed 
Church  in  Holland  early  sought  and  secured  the  holding  of  a  gen- 
eral representative  assembly,  wherein  the  symbols  of  an  oecumeni- 
cal faith,  based  on  the  Apostle's  Creed,  were  formerly  adopted.  These 
symbols  connected  the  Church,  by  a  true  order  of  succession,  with 
the  apostolic  age,  and  laid  her  foundations  as  broad  as  the  life  of 
Catholic  evangelical  piety. 

Divested  from  her  beginning  of  every  trace  of  sect  or  schism,  the 
Reformed  Church  of  Holland  maintained  the  unity  of  the  Spirit, 
in  her  intercourse  and  correspondence  with  other  branches,  and 
thus  exemplified  in  practice  the  true  theory  of  the  union  of  differ- 
ent denominations,  under  the  Supreme  Headship   of  Jesus  Christ. 

The  formularies  of  the  Reformed  Church  were  adopted  nearly 
one  hundred  years  before  the  Assembly  of  Westminster  divines 
had  been  convened,  and  from  the  date  of  their  adoption,  1564,  until 
now,  they  have  been  accepted  everywhere  and  at  all  times,  as  em- 
bodying the  faith  of  the  whole  body  of  the  Reformed,  wherever 
found  or  however  designated. 

Planted  on  these  shores,  with  the  first  immigrants  from  Holland, 
the  Reformed  Church,  through  a  period  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
years  (and  therefore  the  oldest  Protestant  Church  on  this,  Continent) 
has  occupied  her  field  and  cultivated  it  according  to  her  ability, 
growing  not  indeed  so  rapidly  as  other  commujiions,  but  maintain- 
ing with  fidelity,  both  her  ground  of  occupancy,  and  her  standing  of 
Cliristian  doctrine  and  duty. 

Circumstances  well  known,  for  a  long  while  limited  her  plans  and 
impeded  her  progress,  but  like  the  oak  that  toughens  its  fibres  in 
winter's  cold,  and  braves  unharmed  the  shock  of  summer's  storms, 
she  has  sent  her  roots  downward,  and  spread  her  branches  heaven- 
ward, for  on  her  have  descended  blessings,  better  than  the  dew  of 
Hermon,  or  the  sunshine,  that  once  embathed  the  stately  palms  of 
Elim.  The  Spirit  of  the  Highest  has  strengthened  her,  and  made 
her  a  beauty  and  a  praise  in  the  earth. 

It  must  however  be  seen  and  acknowledged,  that  the  progress 
which  the  Reformed  Church  has  been  able  to  make  hitherto,  has 
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taken  more  the  shape  of  an  encouraging  promise,  than  of  satisfying 
achievement.  Within  the  last  twenty-five  years,  the  hopes  of  her 
members  have  been  stimuhited  from  year  to  year  by  successes  at 
home  and  abroad. 

At  length,  in  the  otie  hundredth  year  of  her  present  synodical 
organization,  the  Reformed  Church  in  America  finds  herself  con- 
fronted with  great  duties  and  large  opportunities.  Her  work  has 
been  of  late  so  highly  prospered,  that  it  commands  her  with  an  in- 
:spired  voice  to  "  arise  and  shine,  for  the  glory  of  the  Lord  hath 
come"  upon    her   people  and  her  sanctuaries. 

To  your  Committee  has  been  assigned  the  task  of  devising  and 
commending  some  worthy  plan,  whereby  our  entire  denomination 
may  be  enabled  to  share  in  the  grateful  work  of  fitly  celebrating 
with  hearty  praise  and  generous  thank  offerings,  this  Centennial 
year  of  its  ecclesiastical  history. 

Your  Committee  advise  that  this  General  Synod  adopt  measures 
to  raise  during  the  coming  year  one  million  of  dollars,  independent 
of  the  ordinary  contributions  to  Church  Boards,  as  a  Centennial 
Fund  for  denominational  uses  hereinafter  specified,  and  by  adop- 
tion of  the  following  methods.  ^       :Ji 

First.  That  this  Synod  set  apart  one  of  its  daily  sessions  for 
special  thanksgiving  and  praise  to  God  for  what  great  things  he  hath 
done  for  us  as  a  Church,  and  especially  for  crowning  many  of  our 
undertakings  with  liberal  favor. 

Second.  That  the  Synod  recommend  and  affectionately  enjoin  upon 
every  pastor  or  stated  supply  under  its  jurisdiction,  the  duty  of 
preaching  on  Sabbath,  Oct.  151h  next,  a  discourse  to  his  congre- 
gation on  the  present  condition,  prospects  and  encouragements  of 
the  denomination. 

Third.  That  the  respective  Classes  be  advised  and  requested  to 
make  arrangements  at  their  next  semi-annual  sessions,  for  holding 
within  their  bounds  one  or  more  conventions,  to  be  composed  of 
the  Pastors,  Elders  and  Deacons  of  each  Church,  together  with  as 
many  of  the  people  of  neighboring  congregations  as  may  be  assem- 
bled. The  intent  of  these  proposed  conventions  will  be  unilerstood 
as  including  all  such  practical  expositions  of  the  general  or  special 
work  of  the  Church,  claiming  the  prayers  and  liberalities  of  its 
friends. 
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In  addition  to  these  particular  recommendations  touching  the 
methods  to  be  employed  for  calling  forth  the  grateful  hearts  of  the 
people  of  our  entire  communion,  your  Committee  are  of  opinion 
that  the  General  Synod  should  extend  a  wide  latitude  to  all  who 
may  be  disposed  to  share  in  this  general  memorial  movement,  and 
invite  special  labors  for  whatever  special  objects  may  come  within 
its  scope. 

To  render  this  feature  of  the  plan  more  definite,  it  is  proposed 
that  in  computmg  the  amount  of  the  Centennial  Fund,  all  monies 
raised  for  the  liquidation  of  debt  on  churches  or  denominational 
institutions;  all  sums  contributed  for  the  erection  of  new^  churches, 
parsonages,  or  improvements  thereon  ;  all  special  gifts  to  Colleges, 
Schools  or  Seminaries  in  connection  with  our  denomination,  within 
the  year,  inter\ening  between  this  and  the  next  Synod,  be  re- 
ported to  the  special  Committee  having  these  matters  in  charge, 
and  by  them  counted  as  a  proper  part  of  the  work  to  be  done.  In 
order,  however,  to  obtain  a  large  addition  to  the  force  of  our  several 
agencies  for  church  edification  and  extension,  it  is  needful  that  a 
strenuous,  concerted  and  cheerful  effort  be  made  to  secure  special 
donations  from  every  family,  and  if  it  be  possible  from  every  in- 
dividual member  of  our  denomination.  The  special  rules  and  regu- 
lations under  which  this  effort  shall  be  prosecuted^  may  be  safely 
left  to  the  special  Committee  herein  after  named. 

Your  Committee  think  it  proper,  however,  to  suggest  that  the 
monies  raised  directly  and  expressly  for  this  proposed  Centennial 
Fund,  should  be  considered  as  pledged  to  church  extension,  and 
that  they  be  applied  in  the  absence  of  specific  .direction,  to  the 
large  increase  of  the  Church  Building  Fund,  the  removal  of  existing 
debt  from  our  several  Boards  and  Theological  Schools,  the  sus- 
tentation  of  Disabled  Ministers,  and  the  establishment  of  Security 
Funds  for  the  Boards  of  the  Church  Missions. 

To  carry  this  movement  through  to  a  successful  issue,  the  Church 
will  need  to  abound  in  prayer,  to  have  a  single  eye  to  its  grand  and 
inviting  work,  and  all  its  pastors,  teachers  and  members  may  be 
implored  to  see  eye  to  eye. 

To  supervise,  aid  and  counsel  this  movement  in  its  inception  and 
progress  to  its  close,  it  is  recommended  that  a  Committee  of  ten, 
composed  of  three  clergymen  and  seven  laymen  be  appointed  by  this 
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Synod,  with  authority  to  employ  a  competent  Secretary  for  this 
special  service,  said  Committee  are  hereby  instructed  to  fix  a  ratio 
of  distribution  of  money  received  among  the  several  objects  named, 
on  the  basis  of  their  present  ratio  of  income,  making  exception  in 
favor  of  the  Church  Building  Fund  for  which  at  least  One  Hundred 
Thousand  dollars  are  quite  imperatively  needed. 

The  Special  Committee  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  should 
they  occur,  and  are  directed  to  report  in  detail  all  their  action  and 
proceedings  to  the  General  Synod  in  June,  1872. 

All  moneys  received  for  this  Centennial  Fund,  sball,  when  re- 
ceived, be  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod,  and  by  him 
apportioned  under  the  order  of  the  Special  Committee,  or  two  thirds 
of  the  members  thereof,  when  regularly  convened.

Resolved,  That  the  above  Committee  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
Committees  of  four  each  in  the  various  Particular  Synods,  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  carrying  on  of  their  work. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Pastors  of  the  Churches 
within  the  bounds  of  our  Synod,  to  prepare  during  the  present  year 
a  full  and  correct  history  of  the  Churches  over  which  they  are  set- 
tled, and  that  a  copy  of  the  same  be  deposited  in  the  Library  of  the 
Theological  Seminary,  at  New  Brunswick. 

ARTICLE  XXIL 

BENEVOLENT  AND  RELIGIOUS    INSTITUTIONS.

The  Secretaries  of  the  Boards  were  heard  on  the  morning  of  the 
third  day  of  the  session,  after  which  a  free  interchange  of  opinion 
on  the  subjects  introduced  by  them  was  held. 

On  the  evening  of  the  third  day  of  the  session,  a  meeting  for  the 
promotion  of  Practical  Religion  was  held. 

A  sermon  on  Benevolence  was  preached  on  the  evening  of  the 
sixth  day  of  the  session,  by  Rev.  Prof.  S.  M  Woodbridge,  from 
Mat.  5  :  44-48. 

Rev.  Rufus  W.  Clark  was  chosen  Primarius,  and  Rev.  William 
V.  V.  Mabon,  Secundus,  to  preach  the  sermon  on  Benevolence  at 
the  next  stated  session. 

Resolved,  That  the  Boards  of  Education,  of  Foreign  Missions 
Domestic  Missions,  and  of  Publication,  be  directed  hereafter  to  pre 
sent  their  Annual  Reports  to  the  General  Synod  in  a  printed  form. 

Resolved,  That  whenso  presented,  they  shall  be  severally  referred 
to  the  appropriate  Committees,  and  that  all  debate  and  remark  upon 
the  same,  and  the  statements  of  the  Secretaries,  shall  be  heard  by 
Synod  when  the  reports  of  the  standing  Committees  shall  be  consid- 
ered and  come  up  for  adoption. 

Resolved,  That  Rule  of  Order  No.  25  be  amended,  so  as  to  read, 
A  Morning  session  shall  be  devoted,  &;c.

PROFESSORATE. 

The  Synod  proceeded  on  the  evening  of  the  first  day  of  the  ses- 
sion to  make  nominations  by  ballot  with  a  view  to  the  election  of  a 
Professor  of  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theolgy,  when  a  number  of  can- 
didates were  nominated. 

On  the  succeeding  day,  the  Synod,  after  a  season  of  special  prayer, 
proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Professor.  On  counting  the  ballots, 
it  appeared  that  Rev.  W.  G.  T.  Shedd,  D.D.,  was  elected. 

Whereupon,  it  was 

Resolved,  Unanimously,  that  Rev.  W.  G.  T.  Shedd,  D.D.,  be, 
and  hereby  is  appointed  Professor  of  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology, 
in  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America, 
at  New  Brunswick. 

Ee.whed,  That  an  instrument  certifying  the  appointment,  and 
specifying  the  duties  of  the  office,  be  signed  in  the  presence  of  the 
(Jeneral  Sj'nod,  by  the  President  thereof,  and  by  him  given  in  the 
nanie  of  the  '  hurch  to  the  Professor  elect. 

Iv.soli'cd,  That  the  salary  of  the  Professor  elect  be  three  thousand 
dollars  per  annum,  with  the  use  of  a  house. 

Resolved,  That  the  President  be  appointed  to  wait  upon  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Shedd,  to  inform  him  of  his  election,  and  obtain  from  him  his 
decision,  and  that  be  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Drs.  Forsyth  and 
Holmes,  and  Elders  S.  B.  Schieffelin  and  Robert  H.  Pruyn. 

The  Committee  reported  verbally  that  the  Rev.  Dr.  Shedd  re- 
quested time   for  consideration  before  returning  his  answer  to  the 
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General  Synod.  The  Committee  also  presented  the  following  reso- 
lutions, which  were  accepted  and  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  M.  S.  Button,  D.D.,  Wm.  Ormiston, 
D.D.,  and  Eev.  David  Cole,  D.D.,  and  Elders  James  Suydam,  Gard- 
ner A.  Sage,  James  Anderson  and  John  W.  Ferdon,  be  added  to 
the  Committee  appointed  to  wait  upon  Professor  Shedd,  and  that  this 
Committee  make  arrangements  for  his  installation  in  case  of  his  ac- 
ceptance, and  in  the  event  of  his  declining,  be  empowered  to  make 
provision  till  the  meeting  of  the  next  General  Synod,  for  filling  the 
vacant  chair. 

Resolved,  That  said  Committee  be  authorized  to  receive  and  add 
to  the  Endowment  of  any  of  the  Professorships,  such  sums  as 
may  be  specially  donated  for  such  purpose,  and  to  arrange  for  the 
Endowment  of  a  fifth  Professorship,  if  funds  be  specially  given 
therefor.

On  motion  a  ^'ommittee  of  three  Ministers  and  two  Elders,  con- 
sisting of  Rev.  J.  Forsyth,  Rev.  D.  McL.  Quackenbush  and  Rev. 
E.  S.  Porter,  and  the  Elders  James  Anderson  and  Robert  H. 
Pruyn,  was  appointed  by  the  President,  to  prepare  a  suitable  me- 
morial expressive  of  the  sentiments  of  this  General  Synod  with  re- 
pect  to  the  death  of  the  Rev,  Joseph  F.  Berg,  D.D.,  late  Professor 
of  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theolgy  in  the  Theological  Seminary  at 
New  Brunswick,  and  to  convey  to  the  family  of  Dr.  Berg  the  sym- 
pathy which  this  body  feels  in  their  recent  bereavement. 
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The  Committee  presented  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions,. 
which  were  unanimously  adopted : 

Inasmuch  as  it  has  pleased  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  to  re- 
move by  death,  from  his  place  of  earthly  labor,  the  Rev.  Joseph  F. 
Berg,  D.D.,  Professor  of  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology,  in  our 
Seminary  at  New  Brunswick,  this  General  Synod  adopt  the  follow- 
ing  minute  : 

First,  "We  gratefully  acknowledge  that  good  Providence  which 
enabled  the  late  Dr.  Berg,  through  a  period  of  ten  years,  to  exercise 
his  high  functions  as  a  teacher  with  singular  ability,  faithfulness 
and  success. 

Second,  "We  cannot  but  commend  the  example  of  his  steadfast 
zeal  and  unfaltering  perseverance,  through  all  his  active  and  fruitful 
ministry.  Looking  constantly  to  Jesus  Christ  as  the  author  and  fin- 
isher of  his  faith,  he  labored  with  singleness  of  heart,  to  promote  the 
extension  of  the  Kingdom  of  Grace. 

Third,  That  while  the  Church  we  represent,  will  warmly  cherish 
his  memor}^,  its  sympathies  for  the  surviving  members  of  his  family 
are  hereby  cordially  expressed,  and  the  Stated  Clerk  of  this  body  is 
instructed  to  present  a  certified  copy  of  this  minute  to  his  bereaved 
widow.

Called  together  in  the  Providence  of  God,  by  the  death  of  Pro" 
fessor  Berg,  the  General  Synod  were  the  more  deeply  impressed  by 
the  removal  of  one  of  their  number  since  they  last  met,  the  Rev. 
Jacob  Van  Vechten,  D.D. 

Synod  recalls  with  mingled  feelings,  the  pleasant  face,  the  kind 
intercourse,  and  the  fervent  trembling  tones  of  his  voice  as  he  so 
lately  led  them  in  prayer  to  Cod 

When  on  the  calling  oi  the  Roll  of  the  Synod,  there  was  no  response 
to  his  name,  the  saddened  heart  could  not  fail  to  recall  the  Saviour's 
cheering  declaration  :  "  Rejoice  rather  because  your  names  are  writ- 
ten in  heaven." 
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Synod  would  therefore  record  their  gratitude  to  God,  for  his  length- 
ened ministry,  and  the  pleasant,  precious  memories  he  leaves  them, 
their  appreciation  of  his  piety  and  usefulness  as  a  minister  of  the 
Gospel,  their  sorrow  that  his  face  will  be  seen  no  more  among  them, 
and  their  sympathy  with  his  family  in  their  unspeakable  loss.

L  In  January  last  Mr.  Labagh,  of  the  middle  class,  asked  leave 
of  absence  for  three  months,  that  by  teaching  he  might  relieve 
himself  from  pecuniary  embarrassment.  The  Faculty,  unwilling  to 
take  the  responsibility,  left  him  to  his  own  convictions  of  duty, 
subject  to  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents.  Mr. 
Labagh  took  the  time,  returned  for  the  review  with  his  class,  and 
the  testimony  of  the  Professors,  with  his  acquitting  himself  well  on 
all  points  in  the  examination,  proved  him  a  worthy  and  excellent 
student ;   therefore  he  was  permitted  to  go  on  with  his  class. 

2.  Mr.  Bens(jn,  of  the  junior  class,  was  prevented  from  begin- 
ning with  his  class  by  a  general  failure  of  health,  accompanied  by 
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severe  disorder  of  the  eyes,  which  set  in  during  the  latter  part  of 
his  senior  year  in  College.  Being  extremely  anxious  to  pursue 
his  studies  for  the  ministry,  although  still  much  broken  in  health, 
he  has  attended  the  studies  of  the  junior  class  (except  Hebrew), 
for  the  last  two  months. 

During  his  college  course,  Mr.  Benson  won  the  high  esteem  of 
his  Professors  by  his  scholarship  and  Christian  excellency  of 
character.  If  permitted  to  proceed  with  some  allowance  for  his 
present  infirmities,  there  is  reason  to  hope  that  he  will  render  good 
service  in  the  ministry";  but  if  the  full  course  of  study  is  exacted, 
his  earnest  desire  to  preach  the  gospel  may  be  entirely  defeated. 

The  Faculty,  therefore,  respectfully  submit  to  the  Board  whether 
the  case  of  Mr.  Benson  is  not  one  in  which  the  General  Synod 
should  grant  a  dispensation,  allowing  him  to  go  on  with  the  next 
middle  class,  and  excusing  him  from  the  study  of  Hebrew,  except 
as  far  as  the  state  of  his  health  will  permit. 

Therefore  the  Board  refer  this  case  to  the  General  Synod,  with 
a  recommendation  that  Mr.  Benson  be  permitted  to  dispense  with 
the  study  of  Hebrew,  except  so  far  as  his  health  and  sight  will 
permit. 

3.  The  Faculty  report  that  the  deportment  of  the  students  during 
the  past  year  has  been  exemplary,  and  that  they  have,  in  general, 
devoted  themselves  to  study  with  remarkable  faithfulness. 

4.  The  Faculty  testify  to  the  happy  results  of  the  present  sys- 
tem of  management  in  Hertzog  Hall  under  the  rectorship  of  Rev. 
Peter  J.  Quick.     Therefore  the  Board 

Resolved,  That  we  refer  to  the  General  Synod  the  continuing  of 
the  present  internal  management  of  Hertzog  Hall,  with  an  earnest 
request  that  it  may  be  put  on  a  permanent  footing. 

The  past  year  has  been  to  our  Seminary  a  year  of  bereavememt 
and  trial,  calling  forth  the  care  and  perplexity  of  the  Church.  In 
view  of  this,  the  Board  are  happy  to  report  that  the  Professors 
have  manifested  a  spirit  of  consecration,  energy,  and  fidelity,  and 
the  industry  and  commendable  progress  of  the  students  show  that 
our  Seminary  merits  the  confidence  of  the  Church. 

The  Committee  of  Twelve,  to  whom  the  care  of  the  Seminary 
was  committed  in  its  exigency,  have  devised  liberal  things.  The 
Chair  of  Theology,  temporarily  committed  to  Dr.  Woodbridge, 
assisted  by  eminent  brethren,  has  been  supplied  in  a  manner  that 
is  truly  gratifying. 
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Nay,  the  teaching  of  this  department  has  been  specially  satis- 
factory, both  in  method  and  execution,  and  we  would  commend  the 
plan  adopted  by  Dr.  Woodbridge  to  all  the  Professors  as  possess- 
ing advantages  above  the  ordinary  lecture  system. 

The  usual  examinations  of  the  several  classes  in  the  Seminary 
were  conducted  by  the  Professors,  in  the  presence  of  the  Board. 

Sermons  were  presented  by  the  higher  classes  for  inspection  by 
the  Board,  and  brief  analyses  prepared  by  the  middle  class. 

After  specimens  of  preaching  by  members  of  the  senior  class, 
these  gentlemen  were  severally  examined  on  personal  piety,  and 
their  views  in  entering  upon  the  ministry. 

All  the  students  were  interrogated  in  regard  to  the  rule  of 
Synod,  concerning  students  preaching,  and  their  answers  were 
satisfactory. 

The  Standing  Committee  of  General  Synod  on  Hertzog  Hall 
reported,  and  their  report  was  accepted  and  adopted,  and,  by  order 
of  the  Board,  is  hereby  transmitted. 

It  was  unanimously 

Resolved,  That  the  several  examinations  be  sustained,  and  that 
the  members  of  the  senior  class  be  recommended  to  the  Professors 
to  receive  the  customary  certificate. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  General  Synod  to  rescind 
the  rule  requiring  the  Board  to  enquire  whether  the  young  men 
have  preached  in  any  of  the  churches  while  in  the  prosecution  of 
their  studies. 

The  annual  address  to  the  students  of  the  Seminary  was  de- 
livered by  the  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Ten  Eyck,  D.D.,  in  the  chapel,  on 
Wednesday  evening.

It  is  with  regret  that  the  Board  is  constrained  again  to  report 
increased  indebtedness,  producing  great  embarrassment  and  render- 
ing it  almost  impossible  to  defray  current  expenditures. 

During  the  year  just  closed  the  expenditures  have  exceeded  the 
revenues  in  the  sum  of  $7,547.04,  making  the  advances  for  salaries, 
etc.,  on  the  30th  of  April  last  $41,309.48. 

The  extraordinary  outlays  within  the  past  three  years,  and  which 
are  not  likely  to  occur  again  to  any  large  amount  for  the  same 
objects  for  some  years  to  come,  have  been  mainly  the  cause  for  so 
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great  an  increase  in  the  advances  which  have  produced  so  large  an 
indebtedness.  For  that  portion  of  the  expenditures  incurred  in 
thorough  repairs  and  refitting  of  Hertzog  Hall,  there  was,  in  a 
measure,  provision  made,  and  when  all  subscribed  for  the  purpose 
is  realized,  there  will  liave  been  enough  paid  in  to  remove  that  por- 
tion of  the  indebtedness. 

The  entire  expense  of  said  repairs  to  the  present  time,  over  the 
interest  on  Mrs.  Hertzog's  legacy,  and  other  small  contributions  for 
such  repairs,  amounts  to  ,$12,626.99.  And  to  meet  such  expend- 
itures there  was  subscribed,  as  mentioned  in  the  last  report  of  the 
Board,  the  sum  of  $14,000,  of  wiiich  the  sum  of  $7,700  has  been 
paid  to  the  Treasurer.  In  the  hope  that  there  would  be  contribu- 
tions from  the  ohurches  sufficient  to  meet  the  unusual  expenditures 
occasioned  by  such  necessary  repairs  and  other  causes,  sajd  sub- 
scriptions, as  also  stated  in  the  last  report,  were  added  to  the  Per- 
manent Fund.  In  consequence  of  the  entire  failure  of  the  effort  of 
the  Board,  made  under  the  direction  of  the  Synod  during  the  pre- 
vious year,  to  obtain  contributions  from  the  Church  at  large  to  ex- 
tinguish the  indebtedness,  and  defray  increased  expenditures  until 
the  fund  was  sufficient,  by  its  revenues,  to  meet  all  claims  upon  it 
— and  no  response  having  been  made  to  the  appeals  during  the  past 
year — it  may  become  necessary  to  withdraw  the  said  sum  of  $7,'700 
from  the  Permanent  Fund,  and  to  that  extent  reduce  not  only  the 
indebtedness,  but  also  the  reported  principal  of  said  fund  ;  and  when 
the  balance  of  the  subscription  ($6,300)  is  paid  in,  so  much  as  may 
be  required  may  be  applied  towards  reducing  the  indebtedness  to 
the  extent  incuned  by  the  re])airs. 

Another  cause  which  has  aided  in  the  increase  of  the  indebted- 
ness, has  been  the  expense  attendant  upon  the  effort  to  secure  the 
endowment  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick. 

When  it  is  known  that  through  the  efforts  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cor- 
nell, during  the  period  of  two  and  a  half  years,  more  than  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty-five  thousand  dollars  were  added  to  the  property  and 
funds  of  Synod,  and  in  addition,  subscriptions  for  more  than  sixty- 
four  thousand  dollars  obtained,  all  of  which  will  doubtless  be  paid, 
it  will  be  admitted  that  such  expenditure  nas  very  advantageous  to 
the  interests  of  the  Church. 

It  may  not  be  improper  to  state  that  other  sums  have  been  ol)- 
tained  by  Dr.  Cornell  (for  a  large  portion  of  which  securities  are 
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held  in  trust,  and  will  be  used  as  needed),  which,  when  realized,  or 
invested  in  accordance  with  the  intentions  of  the  donors,  will  make 
the  aggregate  over  three  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

It  is  a  subject  of  regret  to  the  Board  to  be  compelled  to  report  that 
for  the  present,  efforts  tor  increasing  the  Endowment  Fund  are  sus- 
pended in  consequence  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cornell  having  voluntarily- 
withdrawn  from  the  service  of  the  Board  on  the  1st  of  November 
last.  They  hope,  however,  that  when  favorable  prospects  may  pre- 
sent themselves,  he  may  be  induced  to  resume  his  labors,  and  secure 
such  a  fund  as  will,  from  the  income  thereon,  defray  all  the  ordinary 
•expenses  of  the  Synod.  And  until  this  is  accomplished,  it  will  be 
indispensable  for  Synod  to  resort, to  such  measures  as  will,  from 
year  to  year,  secure  from  the  classes,  or  from  the  churches,  such 
•contributions  as  may  be  required  to  pay  all  expenses.

The  total  indebtedness  will  be  found $41,309.48 

From  this  expose  the  Synod  will  perceive  that  said  indebtedness 
is  an  absolute  reduction  of  so  much  of  the  Permanent  Fund,  so  far 
as  income  therefrom  should  be  derived ;  and  that  consequently  the 
revenue  from  the  fund  is  altogether  inadequate  for  the  salaries  of 
the  Professors,  and  necessary  expenses  connected  with  the  Seminary. 

In  the  present  condition  of  the  Treasur}',  there  are  no  funds  on 
hand  belonging  to  the  Permanent  Fund,  to  pay  the  salaries  of 
the  Professors,  which  were  due  on  the  1st  instant.  The  Board 
having  borrowed  as  instructed  by  the  resolution  of  Synod  in  June, 
1867,  to  pay  the  professors  and  employees  of  the  Synod,  and  to 
meet  necessary  expenses  for  the  preservation  of  the  property  of  the- 
Synod  until  the  indebtedness  has  reached  the  large  amount  above 
mentioned,  they  fear  that  further  encroachment  upon  the  fund  will 
operate  to  the  prejudice  of  the  Synod,  and  interfere  with  further- 
accessions  to  the  fund. 

The  suggestion  heretofore  made  by  the  Board  and  directed  by 
the  Sjniod,  for  application  to  the  churches  for  contributions  averaging 
the  very  small  sum  of  one  dollar^  for  each  communicant,  and  such 
additional  donations  as  other  members  of  their  several  congregations 
might  be  disposed  to  give,  as  the  least  burdensome  way  to  relieve 
the  embarrassment  of  the  treasury,  having  met  with  no  response, 
the  Board  does  not  feel  encouraged  to  offer  any  recommendations 
at  this  time,  nor  to  propose  any  resolution  upon  the  subject  for  the 
consideration  of  Synod. 

The  Board  did  not  receive  any  applications  or  recommendations 
during  the  past  year,  apart  from  the  appropriations  made  by  Synod 
at  their  last  annual  meeting,  for  aid  from  the  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund, 
probably  owing  to  the  rule  which  prevailed  during  the  two  previous 
years  of  reporting  applications  to  the  Synod;  and  it  not  being  gen- 
erally understood  that  the  power  to  make  distribution  of  the  fund 
had  been  restored  to  the  Board. 
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Complying  with  the  resolution  of  Synod  adopted  June,  1871,  the 
Board  classified  itself  as  follows,  viz  : 

Peter  R.  Warner,  President  for  three  years ;  Mancius  S.  Hutton, 
Director,  four  years ;  John  Van  Nest,  five  years  ;  James  Suydam, 
one  year;  John  I.  Brower,  Treasurer,  two  years. 

The  term  of  service  of  James  Suydam  will  therefore  expire  at 
this  meeting  of  the  Synod.

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The  Committee  on  the  Board  of  Direction  presented  the  follow- 
ing Report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted. 

The  following  documents,  accompanying  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  Board  of  Direction,  May  I,  1872,  have  been  received,  viz: — 
1.  Annual  Report ;  2.  Annual  Digest;  3.  Treasurer's  Account; 
4.  List  of  Securities  belonging  to  the  General  Synod  ;  5.  Endowed 
Scholarships  ;  6.  Education  Fund  Income  Account;  7.  Widows' 
Fund;  8.  Widows'  Fund  Income  Account ;  9.  Hope  College' En- 
dowment Fund;  10.  Hope  College  Income;  11.  Disabled  Minis- 
ters'Fund  ;  12.  E.xpense  Account ;  13.  Van  Benschoten  Fund  In- ' 
vested ;  14.  Van  Benschoten  Bond  and  Mortgage  Fund;  Van  Ben- 
schoten  Fund  Account ;   16.  Knox  Fund  Account. 

The  following  papers  were  referred  to  their  respective  commit- 
tees, viz  :  Widows'  and  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund  ;  the  applications 
of  disabled  ministers  lor  aid,  from  the  Classes  of  Orange  and  Ge- 
neva, to  the  Board  of  Direction  ;  also  the  communications  from  the 
several  Classes  in  reference  to  assessments. 

In  consequence  of  the  insufficiency  of  the  income  from  the  Per- 
manent Fund  of  General  Synod  to  meet  its  liabilities,  your  Com- 
mittee would  most  respectfully  and  earnestly  invite  the  attention 
of  the  Synod  to  the  following  resolutions: 

Mrsolved,  That  the  special  endowment  by  James  Suydam  of 
forty  thousand  dollars  ($40,000)  for  the  Professorship  of  Didactic 
and  Polemic  Theology  be  kept  sacred,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  used 
exclusively  for  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  said  Professorship ; 
also  of  any  other  sum  or  sums,  given  or  hereafter  given  by  James 
Suydam  for  the  above  said  purposes,  and  that  the  principal  of  all  of 
said  sums  or  endowments  shall  be  kept  intact. 

Mesolvedt,  That  as  soon  as  the  Permanent  Fund  shall  amount  to  a 
sum,  the  interest  of  which  shall  be  adequate  to  equalize  the  salaries 
of  each  of  the  other  three  Professors,  with  that  of  the  Professor  of 
Didactic  Theology,  it,  together  with  all  endowments  specially  do- 
nated to  either  of  the  said  Professorships,  shall  be  invested,  and  the 
income  thereof  used  exclusively  for  the  salaries  of  said  Professor- 
ships, and  that  the  principal  of  said  endowments,  and  Permanent 
Funds,  be  kept  intact  for  said  above  purposes. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Direction  are  hereby  most  respect- 
fully requested  to  resume  their  efiTorts,  to  raise  also  a  perma- 
nent fund,  to  be  known  as  the  Contingent  Expense  Fund  of  Gene 
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ral  Synod,  for  insurance,   repairs,  painting,    etc.,  of  the  Seminary' 
buildings,  protection  of  the  grounds,  and  current  expenses  of  Gen- 
eral Sjmod. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Direction  be  requested  to  obtain  the 
,  services  of  such  agent  or  agents  as  they  will  approve,  and  that  they 
inaugurate  such  measures  as  in  their  judgment  will  procure  the 
above  most  desirable  and  essential  fund,  at  as  early  a  day  as  possi- 
ble. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod  be  requested 
hereafter  to  report  the  Permanent  Fund  as  the  "  Permanevt  Semi- 
nary Fii7id ;  "  and  the  Contingent  Fund  as  the  "  Permanfmi  Con- 
tingent J^und." 

Resolved,  That  the  aniouni  already  paid  for  the  expenses  for 
raising  the  Endowment  Fund  be  charged  to  the  portion  of  the  En- 
dowment Fund  so  raised. 

Resolved.  That  the  Board  of  Direction  make  such  reduction  of 
assessments,  except  for  contingent  expenses,  in  favor  of  Classes 
which  have  paid  their  proportion  of  the  sum  of  $20,000,  as  may  be 
equitable. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  General  Synod  are  given  to 
the  Rev.  J.  A.  H.  Cornell,  for  the  very  important  services  rendered 
by  him,  and  that  he  be  requested  to  continue  to  act  as  the  agent  of 
the  General  Synod  for  procuring  the  necessary  funds  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  buildings  now  in  progress  of  erection  in  New  Bruns- 
wick, for  increasing  the  Endowment  Fund,  and  for  raising  funds  for 
the  endowment  of  a  fifth  Professorship. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Direction  be  authorized  to  arrange 
with  Dr.  Cornell,  or  other  suitable  agent,  for  a  proper  compensation 
for  his  services,  the  amount  so  paid  to  be  charged  to  such  funds  as 
may  be  raised  by  said  agent. 
'     All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

-earnest  desire  of  the  Synod  not  to  accept  it.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Reports  were  received  from  Rev.  P.  D.  Van  Cleef,  Delegate  to  the 
'General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States 
of  America ;  Rev.  R.  H.  Steele,  Delegate  to  the  United  Presbyte- 
rian Church ;  Rev.  A.  B.  Van  Zandt,  Delegate  to  the  General  As- 
sembly of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  (South)  ; 
from  Rev.  E,  P.  Livingston,  Delegate  to  the  Synod  of  Ohio  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  ;  from  Rev.  W.  H.  Ten 
Eyck,  Delegate  to  the  Eastern  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
the  United  States ;  and  from  Rev.  Charles  N.  Waldron,  Delegate 
to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Canada  Presbyterian  Church. 

These  Reports  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence, 
and  it  was 

Resolved,  That  they  be  read  at  the  time  of  the  reception  of  Del- 
egates from  other  bodies. 

Rev.  G.  Diehl,  D.D.,  appeared  with  credentials  as  Corresponding 
Delegate  from  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United 
States,  and  was  received. 

Rev.  J.  R.  "Wilson,  D.D.,  appeared  with  credentials,  and  was  re- 
ceived as  Corresponding  Delegate  from  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States,  (South). 

Rev.  Edwin  F.  Hatfield,  D.D.,  and  Rev.  J,  H.  Frazee  presented 
credentials,  and  were  received  as  Corresponding  Delegates  from  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States 
of  America. 

Rev.  George  W.  Williard,  D.D.,  presented  credentials,  and  was 
received  as  Corresponding  Delegate  from  the  Synod  of  Ohio,  of 
the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States. 

A  report  was  received  from  Rev.  Philip  Peltz,  Special  Commis- 
sioner to  the  Synod  of  Ohio,  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

Rev.  P.  Seibert  Davis  presented  his  credentials,  and  was  received 
as  Corresponding  Delegate  from  the  Synod  (Eastern)  of  the  Re- 
formed Church  in  the  United  States. 
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The  credentials  of  the  Rev.  W.  J.  Macdowell,  as  Corresponding 
Delegate  of  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  of  North  America, 
were  presented,  accompanied  by  a  letter  from  the  Delegate  expres- 
sing reasons  for  his  inability  to  attend  in  person,  and  extending  to 
the  Synod  the  sympathies  and  Christian  salutations  of  the  body  he 
was  appomted  to  represent. 

The  credentials  of  Rev.  Andrew  Gifford  Wylie,  of  the  Presby- 
tery of  Philadelphia,  as  Corresponding  Delegate  from  the  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Church,  were  received,  and  he  being  present,  was  recog- 
nized, and  addressed  the  Synod. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  witli  the  Classis  of  North 
Carolina  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  accepted  and 
adopted : 

The  Committee  appointed  b}^  the  last  General  Synod  to  open  a 
correspondence  with  the  Classis  of  North  Carolina,  on  the  subject 
of  union,  respectfully  report  that  they  have  discharged  the  duty  as- 
signed them.  The  coriespondence  has  been  very  cordial,  and  has 
been  received  in  a  very  friendly  spirit,  with  warm  expressions  of 
the  desirableness  of  a  union  with  our  Church. 

As  your  Committee,  however,  find  that  the  Classis  of  North  Car- 
olina is  an  integral  part  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States,  a  fact  of  which  the  Synod  was  doubtless  not  aware  when  the 
Committee  was  appointed,  no  steps  had  been  taken  which  would 
involve  the  Synod  in  controvers}^  or  which  would  be  deemed  dis- 
courteous to  a  sister  Church. 

As  the  desire  of  the  Classis  of  North  Carolina  is  so  warmly  ex- 
pressed on  the  subject  of  union,  should  obstacles  be  removed,  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  through  the  action  of  the  Synod  of  Ohio,  and  the 
approaching  meeting  of  the  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States,  the  removal  of  obstacles  to  the  contemplated  union 
with  us  may  be  speedily  looked  for. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  following  preamble  and  resolution  were  unanimously  adopted : 

Whereas,    The  Corresponding  Delegate    from   the    Presbyterian 

Church  in  the  United  States  (South),  expressed  to  this  Synod  the 

interest  which  his  Church  feels  in  the  hope  of  closer  relations  with 

our  own,  and 
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Whereas,  So  formal  an  overture  from  so  large  and  respectable  a 
body,  of  kindred  faith  and  order,  is  deserving  of  the  most  courteous 
attention, 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  five  ministers  and  three  elders  be 
appointed  to  consider  carefully  the  matter  of  the  desirableness  and 
feasibility  of  the  proposed  relations,  and  to  report  thereon,  if  possi- 
ble, to  the  next  General  Synod. 

The  following  were  appointed  the  Committee,  the  President  being 
added  by  a  vote  of  the  Synod:  Rev.  H.  D.  Ganse,  Joachim  Elmen- 
dorf,  A.  B.  Van  Zandt,  P.  D.  Van  Cleef,  Elbert  S.  Porter,  E.  T. 
Corvvin,  and  the  Elders,  Robert  H.  Pruyn,  Frederick  T.  Freling- 
huysen,  and  Frederick  Hughson. 

The  following  communication  from  the  Stated  Clerk  of  the  Synod 
of  Ohio,  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  was  received, 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence: 

The  subject  of  union  between  the  Reformed  Church  in  America 
and  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  was  disposed  of  by 
the  Synod  of  Ohio,  by  the  adoption  of  the  following  action  : 

"  That  the  Synod  has  heard  with  pleasure  the  Rev.  Philip  Peltz, 
D.D.,  who  was  appointed  by  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  America,  held  at  Albany,  New  York,  in  June,  1871,  a 
Special  Comrriissioner,  in  connection  with  its  Delegate,  the  Rev. 
Edward  P.  Livingston,  to  state  to  this  Body  the  aspect  of  union  as 
it  presented  itself  to  their  Synod.  Having  heard  the  Commissioner, 
we  would  say,  in  return,  that  we  regard  the  union  of  these  two  branches 
of  the  Church  as  most  important  for  our  common  Reformed  faith,  as 
maintained  in  our  venerabls  symbol,  the  Heidelberg  Catechism,  and 
that  we  are  ready  to  co-operate  in  any  and  all  measures  calculated 
to  secure  this  desirable  end,  which  be  believe  to  be  in  conformity 
with  the  prayer  of  the  great  Head  of  the  Church,  the  spirit  of  our 
holy  religion,  and  the  wish  of  all  who  love  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  in 
sincerity  and  truth. 

The  Synod  is  also  entirely  satisfied  with  the  Christian  spirit  and 
sincerity  of  our  brethren  of  tlie  Reformed  Church  in  America  touch- 
ing the  movement,  especially  since  it  is  assured  by  the  worthy  Com- 
missioner that  the  Synod  of  Albany  had  no  design  to  ignore  or  show 
disrespect  to  any  judicatory  of  our  Church,  and  that  the  action  as- 
sumed the  shape  it  did  because  they  were  not  able  at  the  time  to 
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ascertain  the  exact  relation  of  our  District  Synods  to  the  General 
Synod,  as  our  delegate  had  left  before  the  action  was  taken.  That 
the  movement  did  not  start  with  the  General  Synod,  is  no  just 
reason  why  it  should  not  be  fairly  considered  in  all  its  aspects,  and 
meet  with  a  hearty  co-operation  for  a  satisfactory  termination. 

Being  thus  relieved  of  the  difficulties  which  were  supposed  to 
exist  at  first,  and  seeing  how  the  Lord  seems  to  be  moving  the  dif- 
ferent portions  of  the  Church  to  seek  a  closer  union,  it  is  believed 
that  the  present  movement  is  under  His  direction,  and  should  be 
cordially  seconded ;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  subject  of  union,  as  presented  by  our  brethren 
of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America,  be  referred  to  our  General 
Synod  for  its  consideration,  at  its  approaching  meeting  at  Cincin- 
nati, Ohio. 

Resolved,  That  the  Delegate  from  this  Synod  to  the  General 
Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America  be  instructed  to  lay  this 
action  before  that  body,  with  proper  explanations,  and  request  the 
appointment  of  a  Commissioner  to  our  General  Synod,  with  the  vieW' 
of  furthering  the  object  of  union. 

Resolved,  That  the  Union  here  contemplated  meets  with  the  cor- 
dial favor  and  approval  of  this  Synod,  and  that  it  earnestly  requests 
the  General  Synod  to  adopt  such  measures  as  will  be  calculated  to 
affect  it  as  early  as  possible,  upon  such  a  basis  as  will  be  just  and 
honorable  to  all  concerned. 

Resolved,  That  we  request  the  North  Western  Synod  to  consider 
the  question  of  union  between  the  two  Churches,  and  that,  if  it 
meet  their  favor,  they  unite  with  us  in  overturing  our  General  Synod 
to  this  end." 

This  is  to  certify  that  the  foregoing  action  was  adopted  by  the 
Synod  of  Ohio,  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  at 
its  annual  meeting  in  May,  1872,  at  Canton,  Ohio  ;  and  that  it  is  a 
correct  copy  of  the  original  Minutes.

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ARTICLE  VI. 

SYNODICAL     REPORT. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  presented  the  following 
Report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

Once  more  the  Church  of  Christ  asks  of  those  whom  she  has 
placed  as  sentinels  at  the  posts  of  duty,  "  Watchmen,  what  of  the 
night?"  Can  we  send  back  the  answer,  "Behold  the  morning 
Cometh  ?" 

We  look  over  the  broad  field  the  Church  presents  in  the  various 
Reports  received  through  the  Particular  Synods. 

STATISTICS. 

The  number  of  Churches  reported  is  four  hundred  and  ninety-one 
(491).  Of  ministers,  five  hundred  and  nine,  (509),  being  an  in- 
crease of  twenty- four  (24)  Churches,  and  a  decrease  of  one  (] )  in  the 
number  of  the  ministry. 

There  have  been  received  into  the  fellowship  cf  the  Church,  on 
confession  of  their  faith  in  Christ,  four  thousand  one  hundred  and 
eleven  (4,111)  persons;  by  certificate  from  other  Churches,  two 
thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty-five  (2,255).  The  total  number  of 
communicants  reported  is  sixty-five  thousand  two  hundred  and  sev- 
enteen (65,217),  showing  as  compared  with  the  number  reported 
last  year  a  net  gain  of  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirty-four 
(1,734). 

These  statements,  it  will  be  seen,  do  not  vary  very  much  from 
those  of  the  preceding  year.  There  is  here  that  which  may  well  in- 
spire hope ;  while  there  is,  at  the  same  time,  much  that  ought  to 
lead  to  earnest  prayer  and  questioning.  It  is  not  our  privilege  to 
tell  of  any  general  revival  of  religion,  yet  there  are  indications  of  a 
steady  growth.  Twenty-one  (21)  Churches  in  the  various  Classes 
speak  of  gracious  outpourings  of  the  Holy  Spirit ;  while  many  others 
tell  of  awakened  interest.  The  Church  stands  firm  in  the  "  faith 
once  delivered  to  the  saints."  The  Gospel  has  been  faithfully 
preached,  the  ordinances  administered,  and  the  whole  service  of  the 
outward  sanctuary  maintained. 

But  it  is  not  easy  to  form  a  just  estimate  of  the  real  religious 
condition  of  a  Church  simply  from  the  iacts  and  figures  thus  pre- 
sented.    The  Church  is  as  the  reservoir  that  supplies  the  city  with 
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water.  It  matters  little  how  magnificent  are  the  architectural  pro- 
portions of  the  building,  no  matter  how  much  of  art  may  be 
enlisted  in  its  adornments  ;  the  pipes  rough,  unpolished,  buried 
underground,  all  out  of  sight,  are  after  all  of  most  importance; 
but  even  these  are  incidental  to  the  grand  result,  their  office  is 
to  bear  the  pure  water,  for  drink  and  cleansing.  The  test  of  suc- 
cess and  use  is  found  in  their  adaptation  and  capacity.  So, 
year  after  year,  we  may  call  upon  those  whom  we  represent  to  look 
upon  the  fair  proportions  of  Zion — bid  them  count  her  towers  and 
tell  the  stones  thereof ;  but  the  real  religious  life  has  its  sources  in 
the  thousands  of  individual  heaits  that  claim  t-o  follow  the  Master. 

"  Pure  religion  and  undefiled  "  is  not  the  arrangement  of  machi- 
nery, nor  yet  the  massing  of  wonderful  appliances,  for  work;  it  is 
to  visit  the  widow  and  fatherless  in  their  affliction  and  to  keep  one's 
self  unspotted  from  the  world,  liearts  touched  with  the  love  of 
Christ,  surcharged  so  that  they  send  out  a  constant  influence  for 
good,  letting  themselves  down  to  men  that  they  may  lift  them  up, 
bearing  others'  burdens,  measure  the  volume  of  moral  force,  and 
thus  alone  manifest  the  reality  of  spiritual  power.  The  question 
then,  to  which  we  seek  an  answer,  is,  "In  what  degree  does  the 
Church  meet  the  demands  of  the  world  upon  her  sympathy  and 
help?"  Christian  activity  thus  becomes  the  evidence  and  test  of 
living  Love,  of  practical  Faith,  of  vital  Piety.  "We  cannot  answer 
the  question  fully  without  a  more  intimate  acquaintance  with  the 
inner  life  of  individual  Churches.  But  this  we  know,  that  the  vast 
field  of  "Christian  work"  is  not  and  never  has  been  overcrowded. 
TVe  desire  to  reach  every  Church;  nay,  every  mdividual  enlisted  by 
profession  on  the  side  of  Christ,  and  propose  the  inquiry,  "  What  are 
you  doing  for  your  Master?  Do  you  give  Him  the  fullness  of  your 
being,  the  glory  of  your  life,  the  service  of  your  heart  and  hands  ?" 
Let  us  ever  remember  this  as  the  law  of  all  life,  "  He  which  soweth 
sparingly  shall  reap  also  sparingly ;  and  he  which  soweth  bounti- 
fully shall  reap  also  bountifully." 

BENEVOLENCE. 

It  hence  follows  that  you  will  find  in  the  benevolence  of  the 
Church  the  most  reliable  gauge  by  which  to  estimate  the  reality  of 
her  religious  life.  "  Lovest  thou  me?"  saith  Christ,  "Feed  ray 
lambs — feed  my  sheep — care  for  those  whom  I  care  for.  Go  forth 
to  succor  and  to  help." 
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The  financial  year  that  has  just  closed  has  been  peculiar.  A 
year  of  large  demands,  and  in  some  quarters  of  abounding  enthu- 
siasm. 

The  Centennial  Memorial  Fund  has  to  a  large  extent  en- 
gaged the  attention  of  the  Churches.  A  partial  report  from 
the  Centennial  Committee  has  been  placed  in  our  hands.  It 
appears  from  this  statement  that  the  full  amount  reported 
to  the  Committee  as  the  Centennial  offering  of  the  Churches, 
is  six  hundred  and  eighty-four  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty-one 
dollars  and  twenty-one  cents,  ($684,251.21).  It  is  not  necessary 
that  the  amounts  given  to  the  various  Boards  and  other  objects  be 
here  specified,  since  a  complete  report  will  in  time  be  presented, 
showing  the  objects  aided  as  well  as  the  amounts  received  from  in- 
dividual Churches. 

Your  Committee,  however,  feel  constrained  to  call  attention 
to  the  fact  that  of  this  amount,  $543,103.19  is  the  sum  ex- 
pended by  the  Churches  upon  their  own  home  work,  which,  while 
it  serves  to  strengthen  the  work  of  the  Church  and  in  the  end  adds 
to  its  general  efficiency,  yet  does  not  greatly  help  either  to  reduce  the 
debt  of  the  Boards  of  our  (Jhurch,  nor  enable  them  to  occupy  new 
fields  of  labor.  The  Committee  state  that  they  have  not  received 
full  reports  from  all  the  Churches,  and  that  many  are  still  prosecu- 
ting their  efforts ;  they  therefore  suggest  that  the  time  for  taking 
such  collections  be  extended.  In  view  of  which  your  Committee  re- 
commend the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  time  of  collecting  the  Centennial  Memorial  Fund 
be  extended  to  the  1st  of  January,  1873,  and  that  the  same  Com- 
mittee be  continued,  and  that  in  the  end  they  report  the  full  result 
of  Centennial  collections  throughout  the  Church,  indicating  the 
amount  given,  and  furnish  a  tabulated  statement  specifying  what 
proportion  has  been  given  to  the  general  work  of  the  Church,  and 
what  for  home  objects,  both  from  Churches  and  individuals. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  General  Sj^nod  be  and  hereby 
are  extended  to  the  Centennial  Committee  for  the  judicious  zeal  man- 
ifested and  the  thoroughness  with  which  they  have  thus  far  pet- 
formed  the  work  entrusted  to  them. 

The  current  benevolence  of  the  Church  shows  a  decided  increase 
over  the  last  year.  For  "Religious  and  Benevolent  "  purposes  the 
report  shows  an  increas3  of  $31,182.86,  and  for   "Congregational

purposes  "  of  $108,875.02  ;  how  far  the  Churches  have  included  their 
Centennial  offerings  in  these  reports,  your  Committee  are  not  in- 
formed. 

There  is  no  subject  of  more  importance  to  the  welfare  and  pro- 
gress of  our  Church  than  the  matter  of  giving.  Your  Committee 
recommend, 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  our  Pastors  is  hereby  earnestly 
and  affectionately  called  to  the  subject  of  systematic  benevolence, 
and  that  each  be  enjoined  by  "The  General  Synod  "  at  least  once 
in  each  year  to  bring  the  subject  before  the  people  in  a  sermon,  set- 
ting forth  the  teaching  of  the  Word  of  God  in  reference  to  the  sub- 
ject. And  that  this  be  done,  so  far  as  practicable,  some  time  during 
the  month  of  October. 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  pastors  and  consistories  is  es- 
pecially called  to  the  often  reiterated  requirement  of  the  General 
Synod,  that  each  Church  take  up  at  least  one  collection  each  year 
on  behalf  of  every  one  of  the  Boards  of  our  Church,  and  that  the 
Classes  observe  the  greatest  care  in  their  inquiries  upon  this  sub- 
ject. 

SUNDAY    SCHOOLS. 

Your  Committee  find  that  according  to  the  received  reports,  the 
average  number  of  Sunday  School  scholars  reported  is  411  less 
than  last  year.  We  are  fully  persuaded  that  this  must  be  the  re- 
sult of  some  error  in  reporting,  growing  out  of  misunderstanding 
in  reference  to  what  is  required.  We  cannot  but  believe  that 
there  is  in  reality  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  scholars  in  our 
Sunday  Schools. 

The  mistake  arises,  in  our  judgment,  from  the  method  of  reporting. 
The  Churches  are  asked  to  give  the  average  number  of  scholars, 
not  the  number  on  the  roll.  Every  one  at  all  familiar  with  Sunday 
School  work  well  knows  that  many  causes  may  influence  the  aver- 
age number  in  attendance,  operating  differently  in  different  years 
- — the  number  of  rainy  Sundays,  the  prevalence  of  sickness  in  local- 
ities. In  connection  with  the  subject  your  Committee  have  had 
three  memorials  submitted  to  them — one  from  South  Classis  of 
Bergen,  one  from  the  Classis  of  Illinois,  and  the  other  from  Rev. 
N.  D.  Williamson,  asking  for  a  change  in  the  arrangement  of  our 
statistical  tables.     We  recommend : 

Resolved,  That  the   heading,   "  Number  in  Biblical  Instruction," 
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be  dropped  from  the  tables,  and  in  its  place  be  inserted,  "  Number 
of  Schools,"  and  that  the  heading,  "Average  number  of  Scholars,"  be 
changed  to  read,  "  Total  number  of  Scholars."  It  was  also  asked 
that  a  column  be  added  headed,  "  Number  of  Officers  and  Teachers;" 
but  this  change  will  necessitate  new  plates  for  these  tables,  which 
will  entail  considerable  expense;  Avhile  those  recommended  can  be 
easily  made,  and  with  little  or  no  additional  cost,  and  will,  in  our 
judgment,  lully  meet  the  real  necessities  of  the  case. 

NECROLOGY    OF    THE    YEAR    AND    MINISTERIAL    CHANGES. 

The  following  of  our  ministry  have  been  called  by  the  Master  to 
come  up  higher: — Rev.  John  V.  N.  Schenck,  of  the  Classis  of  Pas- 
saic ;  Rev.  David  A.  Jones,  of  the  Classis  of  Hudson  ;  Rev.  T.  B. 
Gregory,  and  Rev.  H.  B.  Strykcr,  of  the  Classis  of  New  York ;  Rev. 
Jacob  Van  Vechten,  D.D.,  of  the  Classis  of  Albany.  They  rest 
from  their  labors,  and  their  works  do  follow  them. 

There  have  been  three  (3)  dismissed  to  other  Churches,  and  seven 
(7)  have  been  received  from  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

SABBATH  OBSKRVANCE. 

In  regard  to  the  observance  of  the  Sabbath,  your  Committee  re- 
commend the  following  : 

Whereas,  There  seems  to  be  a  growing  laxity  both  of  teaching 
and  practice  concerning  the  sanctity  of  the  Lord's  Day,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  hereby  declare  our  firm  faith  in  the  Divine  in- 
stitution of  the  Sabbath.  It  is  God's  appointment  as  a  day  of  wor- 
ship, and  of  rest.  And  we  call  upon  all  who  love  the  Church  of 
God — who  have  at  heart  the  social  and  civil  welfare  of  our  country, 
to  set  themselves  against  any  attempt  to  break  down  the  barriers  of 
moral  restraint,  by  the  perversion  of  the  day  of  Christian  rest,  to 
any  purposes  that  shall  be  inconsistent  with  its  obligation  as  en- 
joined in  the  teachings  of  Christ. 

Let  us  "  Remember  the  Sabbath  Day  to  keep  it  holy." 

TEMPERANCE. 

Upon  the  subject  of  temperance,  the  Committee  would  call 
attention  to  and  reiterate  the  resolution  of  the  General  Synod, 
passed  in  1870,  page  57  of  the  Minutes  of  that  year : 

"  Resolved,  That  we  urge  upon  our  ministers,  both  by  precept 
and  example,  to  inculcate  habits  of  abstinence  from  intoxicating 
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beverages,  and  to  deal  faithfully  with  the  consciences  of  those  who 
are  engaged  in  the  liquor  traffic." 

In  accordance  with  custom,  we  recommend  that  the  last  Thurs- 
day in  January  be  set  apart  as  a  day  of  prayer  for  colleges  and  all 
institutions  of  learning.  And  that  sd  far  as  maybe  consistent  with 
any  given  system  of  benevolence  adopted  by  the  Churches,  the 
annual  collection  for  the  Board  of  Education  be  taken  up  on  the 
Lord's  Day  immediately  following. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  this  review  of  the  past  year  we  discern  many  causes  for 
gratitude  —  much  that  calls  upon  the  whole  Church  to  go  forth 
doing  the  work  of  the  Master.  The  field  is  the  world.  The  Church 
is  ours  for  the  sake  of  humanity.  To  your  closets,  "  Oh !  ye  people. 
Lay  hold  on  the  promises  of  God  !"  Let  our  prayer  be,  "Give  us 
the  Holy  Ghost !"  Christ  in  us  the  hope  of  glory,  the  Christ-life 
acting  out  through  us.  "  Bring  ye  all  the  tithes  into  the  store- 
hcuso.  that  there  may  be  meat  in  mine  house,  and  prove  me  now 
herewith,  suitli  iho  Lord  of  Hosts,  if  I  will  not  open  you  t'le  windows 
of  heaven^  and  pour  you  out  a  blessing  that  there  shall  not  be  room 
enough  to  receive  it !"  Then  shall  "  Zion  arise  and  shine,  put  on 
her  beautiful  garments,  for  the  glory  of  the  Lord  shall  rest  upon 
her." 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

SYNODICAL    REFERENCES. 

The  Committee  on  Sy nodical  Minutes  presented  the  following 
report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted : 

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  beg  leave  to  report  that 
they  have  examined  the  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  last  General 
Synod,  together  with  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synods  of  New 
York,  Albany,  Chicago,  and  New  Brunswick,  and  find  nothing  in 
the  Minutes  of  General  Synod  to  which  it  is  necessary  to  call  atten- 
tion. 

On  page  42  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New 
York,  they  find  it  stated  that  a  number  of  the  churches  "  were 
obliged  to  reply  in  the  negative  to  the  second  constitutional 
question,"  and  so  far  as  appears  from  the  Minutes,  no  notice  Avas 
taken  by  the  Synod  of  this  neglect  of  constitutional  require- 
ment. 

On  page  26  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany, 
your  Committee  find  the  following  item,  viz  :  "  Therefore,  we,  the 
Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  do  most  respectfully  petition  the 
General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America,  through  the 
Committee  on  the  Revision  of  the  Constitution,  to  so  change,  alter, 
or  amend  the  rule  in  the  Constitution,  chap.  2,  art.  1,  sec.  13,  which 
is  now  interpreted  by  some  Classes  as  prohibiting  such  an  exchange 
of  courtesy,  so  that  it  may  allow  the  privilege  of  inviting  other 
evangelical  ministers  to  a  sitting  as  corresponding  members  in  our 
ecclesiastical  assemblies."  As  your  Committee  understand  that 
this  matter  is  now  in  the  hands  of  a  special  committee,  no  further 
action  is  deemed  necessary  by  us. 

On  page  139  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago, 
your  Committee  find  two  resolutions,  to  the  purport  that  it  is  the 
conviction  of  said  Synod  "  that  the  contributions  so  generously 
made  by  all  portions  of  the  Church  for  tlie  sufferers  within  the 
bounds  of  our  Classis  of  Holland  ought  to  be  counted  by  the 
General  Synod  and  its  Committee  as  belonging  to  the  Centen- 
nial Fund,"  and  further,  that  in  consequence  of  the  losses,  and 
necessary  outlays  in  repainng  them,  making  it  impossible  for  the 
people  to  do  all  that  they  had  hoped  and  intended  for  the  Centen- 
nial Fund  by  the  time  of  meeting  of  this  General  Synod,  and  be 
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cause  the  Centennial  year  did  not  practically  begin  until  October, 
1871;  therefore  they  request  that  this  General  Synod  will  extend 
the  memorial  year  to  the  15th  of  October,  1872.  Your  Committee 
understanding  that  this  matter  has  already  been  acted  on  by 
another  Committee,  deem  further  action  unnecessary  on  their 
part. 

On  page  134  of  the  Minutes  of  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago,  it 
appears  from  the  report  of  Classical  Minutes  that  the  "constitu- 
tional inquiries  and  answers  of  each  particular  church  are  wanting 
in  the  Minutes  of  the  Classes  of  Holland,  Grand  River,  and  "Wis- 
consin." No  notice  of  neglect  of  such  constitutional  requirement 
seems  to  have  been  taken  by  the  Synod. 

On  page  34  of  the  Minutes  of  Particular  Synod  of  New  Bruns- 
wick, some  of  the  churches  of  seven  Classes  are  reported  as  giving 
negative  answers  to  some  of  the  constitutional  questions.  In  one 
instance,  that  of  Classis  of  Monmouth,  the  seventh  question  was 
not  asked  at  all.  No  notice  seems  to  have  been  taken  of  this  neg- 
lect by  the  Synod. 

Inasmuch  as  the  asking  and  answering  of  these  questions  is  a 
constitutional  requirement,  and  it  is  expected  that  all  answers 
should  be  in  the  affirmative,  your  Committee  deem  those  Particular 
Synods  derelict  in  duty  who  fail  to  notice  the  neglect  of  the  Classes 
in  enforcing  this  constitutional  requirement. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing:— 

Resolved,   That  the  attention  of  the   Particular  Synods  of  New 
York,  Chicago,  and  New  Brunswick  be  called  to  this  subject. 
Respectfully  submitted,

OVERTURES. 

The  Committee  on  Overtures  presented  the  following  Report 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Ccmmiltee  on  Overtures  respectfully  report  that  the  follow- 
ing matters  have  called  for  their  attention  : 

1.  A  petition  from  the  North  Classis  of  Long  Island  for  a  dis- 
pensation by  which  they  may  omit  the  Greek  and  Hebrew  lan- 
guages in  examining  for  licensure  Mr.  Gerret  Van  Emmerick.  Mr. 
Van  Emmerick  is  a  Hollander,  who  has  performed  useful  missionary 
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work  for  26  years.  The  Classis  highly  recommend  his  character 
and  qualificatious,  and  a  church  of  Hollanders  under  control  of  the 
Classis  is  eager  to  call  him  Under  these  circumstances  your 
Committee  recommend  that  the  dispensation  be  granted. 

2.  The  statement  from  the  delegates  from  the  Classis  of  Phila- 
delphia that  Mr.  Horace  P.  Craig,  of  the  Church  of  Readington, 
N,  J.,  was  recommended  by  that  Classis  for  a  dispensation  from 
the  college  course,  so  that  he  might  enter  the  Theological  Seminary 
this  fall.  Mr.  Craig  is  26  years  old,  and  is  married.  His  piety, 
zeal  and  ability  are  attested  by  his  pastor,   Rev,   John  H.  Smock, 

a  member  of  this  body.  His  own  means  will  enable  him  to  com- 
plete a  seminary  course.  Your  Committee  are  reluctant  to  dis- 
courage the  earnest  wish  of  one  whose  heart  God  seems  to  have 
touched,  and  since  in  this  case  a  college  course  is  impossible,  they 
recommend  that  the  dispensation  be  granted.  They  recommend, 
however,  that  the  Classis  take  furtber  notice  of  this  case,  and  be 
advised  and  empowered  to  qualify  the  dispensation  by  requiring 
Mr.  Craig  to  engage  in  preliminary  studies  for  one  year,  so  that  he 
may  enter  the  Seminary  in  the  autumn  of  1873. 

3.  An  application  from  Charles  W.  Pitcher  for  a  dispensation 
from  the  senior  year  of  college  study.  Mr.  Pitcher  is  in  the  24th 
year  of  his  age.  He  argues  that  since  he  has  not  thus  far  taken 
the  full  collegiate  course,  he  cannot  graduate  even  after  another 
year.  He  pleads,  moreover,  the  expense  of  the  additional  year 
of  study.  Your  Committee  cannot  regard  these  considerations  as 
valid  grounds  for  granting  a  dispensation  to  one  who  can  so  easily 
fulfil  the  substantial  conditions  of  the  Constitution.  The  plea  of 
expense  can  be  urged  by  many  others  at  the  end  of  their  junior 
year,  and  the  omission  of  a  single  department  of  college  study  can 
be  provided  for  by  dispensation  to  be  granted  when  the  remaining 
year  shall  have  been  completed.  Your  Committee  cannot  recom- 
mend a  dispensation  from  that  single  year  of  study. 

4.  An  overture  from  the  Classis  of  Montgomery,  in  favor  of  so 
changing  the  Constitution  of  our  Church  as  to  enable  our  judicatories 
to  extend  invitations  to  ministers  of  other  churches  to  sit  as  cor. 
responding  members.  b>ince  a  change  to  that  effect  is  already  pro- 
posed in  the  amended  Constitution,  your  Committee  leaves  the 
matter  to  the  wisdom  of  the  Synod.  They  can  see  no  reason  why 
such  change  should  not  be  made. 

5.  A  request  from  the  Board  of  Foreign   Missions,  that  in  view 
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of  a  recent  law  of  the  State  of  New  York,  the  General  Synod  will 
resolve  to  add  to  Art.  II.  of  the  Rules  of  the  Board,  the  words : 
"  But  no  officer  or  person  receiving  a  salary  or  emoluraent,  directly 
or  indirectly,  from  the  Treasury,  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Board;" 
and  to  strike  out  from  Art.  I.  of  the  Rules  respecting  the  Executive 
Committee,  the  words  "  Corresponding  Secretary  and ;  "  and  also 
to  strike  out  from  Art.  III.  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Board  the 
words  "  Corresponding  Secretary  and." 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  this  request  be  granted,  so  that 
the  proposed  changes  be  made. 

Under  the  suggestion  of  this  request,  and  without  formal  in- 
struction from  the  Synod,  your  Committee  have  thought  it  their 
duty  to  look  after  all  those  instances  in  which  the  wording  of  the 
Constitution  or  rules  of  our  several  Boards  might  seem  to  conflict 
with  the  new  law  referred  to. 

They  recommend,  accordingly,  the  passage  of  the  following 
resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  the  By-laws  of  the  Board  of  Direction  be  amend- 
ed by  adding  to  paragraph  10,  as  follows  : 

"  No  officer  or  person  receiving  a  salary  or  any  emolument, 
directly  or  indirectly,  from  the  Treasury,  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
Board." 

Resolved,  That  paragraph  5  of  plan  adopted  by  General  Synod 
for  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows  : 

"5.  That  the  said  Board  shall  annually  elect  seven  members 
who,  with  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  shall  consti- 
tute an  Executive  Committee,  to  manage  the  missionary  and  church 
extension  concerns.  Of  these  seven  members  of  the  Board,  three 
shall  be  laymen,  and  four  ministers ;  five  members  of  the  Commit- 
tee shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  they 
shall  meet  monthly." 

Resolved,  That  Sec.  1  of  Art.  IV.  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Board  of  Publication  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  :

CHURCH    GOVERNMENT. 


The  Committee  appointed  to  revise  the  Constitution  presented 
the  following  Report,  which  was  accepted : 

lo  the  Ge7ieral  Syvod  oj  the  Reformed  Church  in  America. 

The  Committee  on  the  Revisior.  of  the  ronstitution  beg  leave  to 
report  that  they  have  given  to  tlie  subject  submitted  to  them  much 
time  and  thought. 

They  have  endeavored  to  weigh  well  every  point  in  the  instru- 
ment, going  over  the  whole  first  by  sub-committees,  and  afterwards 
by  joint  and  careful  discussion,  and  have  adopted  everything  unani- 
mously. 

Synod  will  perceive  that  an  attempt  has  been  made  both  to 
simplify  the  arrangement,  and  to  obtain  unity  and  order,  wliich  will 
account  for  the  omission  of  certain  parts,  and  for  the  transpo- 
sition of  other  portions  which  will  bo  found  in  the  perfected 
work. 

Your  Committee  would  further  state  that  they  have  examined 
the  published  Digest,  and  endeavored  to  embody  in  the  Constitution 
such  orderings  of  Synod  as  seemed  to  them  desirable. 

They  have  considered  with  care  the  several  distinct  propositions 
which  wore  hubmitted  t  j  them  by  Synod  at  its  last  meeting. 
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Since,  however,  the  completion  and  printing  the  work  assigned 
them,  and  which  is  herewith  submitted  to  Synod,  circumstances 
have  occurred  in  the  history  of  some  of  our  churches  which  have 
induced  your  Committee  to  propose  the  following  additional  sec 
tions  in  Article  VI,,  viz : 

After  section  3  the  following  : 

No  Consistory  shall  be  allowed  to  dissolve  a  Church,  or  transfer 
its  property  to  anj  other  denomination  without  the  consent  of 
Classis. 

And  after  section  1 1  the  following : 

When  any  circumstances  shall,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Consis- 
tory, make  the  presiding  of  their  own  minister  at  its  sessions  un- 
desirable, they  may,  on  the  request  of  their  pastor,  invite  a  minister 
of  their  own  Classis  to  pieside  on  the  occasion. 

The  Committee  would  only  further  state,  that  they  have  incurred 
an   expense  of  about  $100  for  the  printing  of  the  copies  of  the 
Constitution  herewith  presented,  and  request  that  it  may  be  paid. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

Accompanying  the  Report  were  printed  copies  of  the  Constitu- 
tion as  revised.  The  Constitution,  as  presented  by  the  Committee, 
was  then  carefully  considered  by  the  Synod  section  bj  section,  and 
then  adopted  as  a  whole,  and  ordered  co  be  printed  in  the  Minutes. 
{^See  Appendix.) 

The  Synod  also  adopted  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  the  Appendix  to  the  Constitution,  mcluding  the 
Formularies  and  Rules  of  Order,  be  recommitted  to  the  Committee 
on  Revision,  in  order  that  it  may  be  submitted  to  the  next  General 
Synod,  with  such  amendments  as  may  be  necessary  to  make  it 
harmonize  with  the  Revised  Constitution. 

Resolved,  That  the  Revised  Constitution  be  submitted  to  the 
Classes  as  a  whole,  with  the  exception  of  the  following  sections, 
viz:  Art.  VII.,  sec.  4,  of  the  Deputatus  Synodi ;  Art.  VIII,, 
sec.  4,  of  the  same  subject;  Art.  VII. ,  sec.  8,  the  second  question, 
in  reference  to  the  Heidelberg  Catechism ;  Art.  X.,  sec.  4,  hi  refer- 
ence to  the  order  of  worship;  which  shall  be  subniitted  separately 
with  the  recommendation  of  this  General  Synod  that  the  respective 
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Classes  shall  adopt  the  Constitution  as  a  whole,  with  the  exception 
of  the  above  specifled  sections,  and  with  the  r'^commendution  that 
the  Classes  act  on  each  of  the  above  sections  separatel}'. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Revised  Constitution  pre- 
pare and  address  to  each  Classis  a  brief  circular  letter,  explaining, 
as  far  as  possible,  the  chan.ses  recommended,  and,  when  necessary, 
the  reasons  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  each  Classis  be  recommended  to  adopt  the  follow 
ing  resolution  : 

Resolvd,  That  in  the  event  of  the  rejection  of  any  of  the 
sections,  the  number  of  the  succeeding  section  be  changed  accord- 
ingly- 

Resolved,  That  the  special  attention  of  the  Classes  is  called  to 
the  necessity  of  action  upon  the  Revised  Constitution  at  their  fall 
meetings,  that  Synod  may  have  it  fully  before  them  next  year.

ARTICLE  XII. 

SCHOOLS    AND    CHRISTIAN    EDUCATION. 

The  Fortieth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education  was  re- 
ceived and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  so  much  as  relates  to  vacancies,  which  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education 
was  received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

The  Committee  on  Education  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Education  beg  leave  to  say  that  the  only  doc- 
ument referred  to  them  is  the  printed  Report  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation. 
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As  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  made  last  year,  copies 
of  this  Report  have  been  laid  on  the  table  and  distributed  to  the 
members  of  Synod,  your  Committee  feel  that  there  is  no  need  of 
lengthened  reference  to  it,  and  simply  offer  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  1st.  That  while  the  increase  of  the  number  of  students 
under  the  charge  of  the  Boaid,  from  seventy  five  to  seventy-nine,  is 
ground  for  thankfulness,  3^et  the  decrease  in  the  receipts  of  the 
Board  by  more  than  two  tliousand  dollars  is  a  cause  of  real  concern, 
and  calls  for  renewed  devotion  to  this  important  work  of  the  Church. 

2d.  That  the  Synod  urges  on  all  the  pastors  and  members 
of  our  Churches  the  importance  of  securing  an  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  those  who  will  devote  themselves  to  the  work  of  the  Gospel 
ministry. 

3d.  That  we  recommend  the  last  Thursday  of  January  next 
as  a  day  of  special  prayer  for  the  blessing  of  God  on  our  Schools 
and  Seminaries  of  learning.

The  following  Report  of  the  Council  of  Hope  College  was  re- 
ceived and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate: 

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL  OF  HOPE  COLLEGE 

Hope  College,  April  29lh,  1872. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  Americi. 

The  Council  of  Hope  College  beg  leave  to  present  their  Annual 
Report,  as  follows : 

1.    ORGANIZATION. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Council  in  June,  1871,  the  follow- 
ing officers  were  elected  ; 
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Eev.  A.  C.  Van  Raalte,  President ;  Elder  L.  S.  Viele,  Adsessor; 
Rev.  A.  T.  Stewart,  Secretary. 

The  Executive  Committee,  together  with  the  Theological  Teach- 
ers, were  appointed  a  Committee  for  the  reception  of  theological 
students. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  Sept.  6th,  1871,  at 
which  were  presented  copies  of  the  Minutes  of  Synod,  containing 
the  Amended  Constitution  of  Hope  College,  adopted  by  the  General 
Synod. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Council  under  the  new  Constitution  be- 
gan on  the  fourth  Wednesday  of  April,  1872,  the  final  session  of 
which  was  held  on  Monday,  April  29. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  officers  of  the  Council  be  continued 
until  the  annual  meeting  in  June. 

The  following  members  were  present : 

Rev.  A.  C.  Van  Raalte,  representmg  the  Synod  of  Chicago  ; 
Rev.  A.  Kriokaard  and  Eldjr  K.  Brouwer,  representing  the  Cbssis 
of  Grand  River ;  Rev.  E.  C.  Oggel  and  Elder  H.  0.  Yntema,  rep- 
resenting the  Classis  of  Holland ;  Rev.  U.  D.  Gulick  and  Elder  L. 
S.  Viele,  representing  th'3  Classis  of  Illinois ;  Rev.  A.  T.  Stewart, 
Rev.  C.  Van  Der  Veen  and  Elder  B.  Ledeboer,  representing  the 
Classis  of  Michigan ;  Rev.  J.  H.  Karston,  representing  the 
Classis  of  Wisconsin ;  Rev.  Charles  Scott,  representing  tbe 
Theological  Faculty,  and  Rev.  Pnilip  Phelps,  representing  the  In- 
stitution. 

II.    THKOLOCJICAL    DEPARTMENT. 

From  the  Annual  Report  presented  at  the  April  meeting,  it  ap- 
peared that  the  following  students  had  been  in  attendance  during 
the  year: 

Senior  (.lass. — Harm  Boi'gers,  Evert  Van  Der  Hart. 

Middle  Class. — Henry  Boor,  Johii  A.  Da  Speller,  Poter  De 
Bruyn,  James  F.  Zwemer. 

Junior  Class. — John  Hofman,  Klaas  Neorken. 

In  addition  to  the  branciies  assig.ied  them  by  the  Goneral 
Synod,  Dr.  Crispell  has  given  instruction  in  Pastoral  Theology,  in 
place  of  Dr.  Van  Raalte,  appointei  to  that  Sirvioe  by  the  Coaaoil, 
but  prevented  by  ill  health,  and  other  causes,  from  attending 
to  it ;  Prof.  Beck,  in  Biblical  Criticism  ;  and  Prof.  Scott,  in  Ar- 
cheology. 
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During  a  part  of  the  year,  by  appointment  of  Council,  Rev.  R. 
Pieters  has  given  instruction  in  Exegesis;  and  Rev.  C.  Van  Der 
Veen,  in  Sacred  Rhetoric. 

The  deportment  and  progress  of  the  students  have  been  com- 
mendable during  the  year. 

The  Senior  Class  having  been  examined  in  the  req-ired  branches, 
and  in  personal  experience  and  views  of  the  ministry,  and 
having  presented  specimens  of  sermonizing,  it  was  resolved 
that  the  examination  be  approved,  and  that  the  members  be 
furnished  wtth  the  professoral  certificate  directed  by  the  General 
Synod. 

III.    ACADEMIC    DEPARTMENT. 

There  have  been  in  this  department  during  the  year  twenty  stu- 
dents, classified  as  follows  :  1  Senior,  5  Juniors,  5  Sophomores,  and 
9  Freshmen. 

The  Senior  and  Junior  classes  have  been  instructed  together  in 
Moral  Philosophy  by  Hev.  A.  T.  Stewart. 

1  he  Freshman  and  Sophomore  classes  have  been  instructed  in 
Rhetoric  and  English  Literature  by  Assistant  Professor  Shields ;  in 
Latin  and  Greek  by  Assistant  Professor  Moerdvk;  and  the  Fresh- 
man class  in  Mathematics  by  Tutor  Kollen — the  appointments  of 
Rev.  Peter  Moerdyk,  a  graduate  of  each  of  the  departments  of 
Hope  College,  and  of  Mr.  Gerrit  J.  Kollen.  of  the  collegiate  class 
of  1868,  having  been  mide  in  September.  Tutor  Doesburg  con- 
tinues to  teach  the  modem  languages  in  this  and  the  preparatory 
department. 

Mr.  Arend  Visscher,  the  only  remaining  senior,  was  examined 
in  the  studies  of  the  closing  year,  and  his  examination  was  sus- 
tained. 

At  the  last  academic  commencement,  seven  ycuug  men  received 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  of  whom  three  are  studying  The- 
ology; one,  Medicine;  one,  Law;  and  two  are  teachc-s. 

IV.  PREPARATORY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  four  classes  of  this  department  have  included  forty-four  stu- 
dents, of  whom  three  are  from  Japan,  making  the  number  in  the 
whole  school  seventy- two. 

The  instruction  has  been  rendered  in  their  respective  branches 
by  Tutors  Doesburg,  Shields,  Moerdyk  and  Kollen.     Mr.  Parsons 
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resigned  during  the  vacation,   and  but   little  teaching  has   been 
needed  from  older  students. 

Nine  graduates  of  the  preceding  A  class  were  received  into  the 
Academic  Freshman  class. 

V.    ENDOWMENT. 

During  the  summer  vacation,  Dr.  Phelps  was  occupied  in  making 
provision  to  anticipate  the  wants  of  the  Institution  for  the  new 
school  year,  and  his  labors  added  very  materially  to  the  value  of 
the  Synod's  property.  But  his  expectation  to  resume  his  endow- 
ment work  immediately  after  the  opening  of  the  term  was  frus- 
trated by  the  disastrous  fire  which,  on  the  9th  of  October, 
destroyed  two-thirds  of  the  city,  and  devastated  the  surrounding 
country. 

In  the  emergency,  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  most  serious 
need  of  the  afflicted  place,  while  at  the  same  time  prosecuting  his 
special  agency,  he  was  authorized  by  the  Executive  Committee  to 
present  an  appeal  for  donations  to  the  endowment,  to  be  loaned  as 
capital  in  Holland  City.  The  circumstances,  however,  of  his  family 
and  the  details  of  the  relief  work,  have  compelled  him  to  remain  at 
home  since  November. 

The  amount  of  cash  which  has  been  received  from  this  endeavor 
is  $2,805.33,  of  which  $2,800  have  been  loaned,  and  the  securities 
are  herewith  transmitted  to  the  Synod.

YII.    REQUISITES. 

1.  Buildings. — About  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  were  ex- 
pended last  summer  on  the  General  Hall,  subscribed  for  the  pur 
pose  by  the  three  congregations  of  Holland. 

The  Gymnasium  was  converted  into  a  chapel,  but  as  the  work 
was  not  entirely  finished  when  the  fire  came,  and  as  the  building 
has  been  needed  all  winter  for  relief  storage  and  distribution,  it  is 
not  yet  ready  for  its  new  purpose. 

A  second  story  was  added  to  one  of  the  lecture  buildings,  for 
requisite  accommodations  for  the  library,  and  it  is  also  used  for  a 
Council  room. 

Additional  conveniences  were  furnished  for  the  Laboratory,  and 
other  needed  iniprovemenis  were  made  on  the  premises.  Not  only 
did  the  fire  arrest  the  work,  but  it  also  interfered  with  the  method? 
proposed  for  obtaining  the  necessary  means. 

2.  Library. — Two  hundred  and  fifty  volumes  have  been  pre- 
sented by  Dr.  Then  as  De  Witt — a  selection  from  his  own  library 
— for  which  additional  token  of  the  fervent  interest  which  he  has 
always  manifested  in  the  Institution,  your  Council  tender  to  him 
their  warmest  thanks. 

One  hundred  and  eight  volumes  also  have  been  presented  by 
Mrs.  Maria  Snyder,  Irom  the  library  of  her  late  husband.  Rev, 
Henry  Snyder,  of  Amsterdam,  N.  Y.  The  Council  have  returned 
to  the  doner  their  sincere  thanks. 
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Dr.  Phelps  has  paid  into  the  Treasury  the  following  cash 
donations  for  the  Library,  of  which  only  a  part  has  yet  been  ex- 
pended :

3.  PaUications. — Mr.  Wm.  A.  Hall,  of  Hastings-upon-Hudson> 
has,  in  addition  to  his  former  liberality  to  the  endowment,  given  a 
thousand  dollars  for  securing  a  new  and  beautiful  printing  press  for 
the  publication  department ;  and  De  Hope,  under  the  editorial 
supervision  of  Rev.  C.  Van  Der  Veen,  has  entered  on  a  new  series, 
enlarged  and  improved. 

The  Council  heartily  endorse  the  aclcnowledgraents  to  Mr.  Hall, 
which  have  already  appeared  in  De  Hope. 

VIII.    PARTICULARIA. 

In  consequence  of  the  repairs  which  the  buildings  were  under- 
going, the  opening  of  the  school  year  was  deferred  until  the  fourth 
Wednesday  of  September,  1871.  A  suspension  of  all  the  ex- 
ercises during  one  week  in  October,  was  rendered  necessary  by  the 
fire. 

Rev.  R.  Pieters  has  continued  his  instruction  to  the  academic 
students,  in  the  Heidelberg  Catechism. 

Out  of  the  generous  benefactions  of  our  churches  for  relief  at 
Holland  City,  the  Local  Relief  Committee  apportioned  a  thousand 
dollars  for  losses  in  connection  with  the  College,  which  sum  was 
distributed  as  follows  :

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The  Institution  has  been  called  to  mourn  the  loss  of  one  of  its 
graduates,  William  Visscher,  under  circumstances  peculiarly  afflict- 
ive. Mr.  Visscher  having  pursued  his  entire  course,  preparator}', 
collegiate  and  theological,  at  Hope  College,  in  accordance  with  his 
previous  intentions,  began  a  medical  course  at  the  Albany  Medical 
College,  for  the  purpose  of  qualifying  himself  still  farther  for  labor 
in  the  foreign  missionary  field.  But  after  six  months  of  diligent 
and  successful  study  in  Albany  and  New  York,  he  was  suddenly 
cut  off  by  disease  in  the  midst  of  his  strength  and  promise.  The 
Master  has  seen  fit  to  disappoint  all  our  hopes  for  his  future  use- 
fulness on  earth,  and  has  called  him  early  to  higher  service.  We 
trust  that  his  example  of  laborious  and  self-denying  study  to  ob- 
tain the  simplest  preparation  for  that  life-work  to  which  he  had  fully 
consecrated  himself,  may  be  emulated  by  man}  others. 

In  the  Minutes  of  Synod  for  1871,  at  the  foot  of  page  305,  the 
term  during  which  the  members  of  Council  are  to  hold  office,  does 
not  appear.  In  order  to  correspond  to  the  Synodical  plan  (see  page 
299,  section  4,  Term  of  Office)  the  section  5  on  page  305,  should 
read  as  follows  : 

"  The  members  chosen  from  the  Classes  are  severally  lo  hold 
office  for  eight  years,  and  are  to  be  divided  into  four  parties  or  sec- 
tions," etc. 

The  last  Synod  omitted  to  make  the  annual  appointments  for  the 
Council  of  Hope  College,  and  the  Council  filled  the  vacancies  by 
re-appointing  the  former  incumbents  as  follows:  For  Classis  of 
Michigan,  Elder  B.  Ledeboer ;  for  Classis  of  Illinois,  Elder  L.  S. 
Viele;  for  Classis  of  Holland,  Elder  H.  0.  Yntema;  for  Classis  of 
Wisconsin,  Elder  A.  De  Eoo,  who  had  been  nominated  by  said 
Classis;  for  Classis  of  Grand  River,  Rev.  C.  Van  Der  Meulen, 

As  the  number  of  vacancies  is  unusuall)''  large,  and  as  confusion 
has  arisen  in  consequence  of  the  change  of  the  term  of  office  from 
four  to  eight  years,  the  Council  respectfully  recommend  that  the 
Synod  request  the  Classes  at  their  first  ensuing  meeting  to  desig- 
nate, by  lot  or  otherwise,  which  of  their  representatives  shall  re- 
main members  of  Council  until  1874,  1876,  1878  and  1780;  and 
that  in  the  failure  of  any  Classis  to  do  so,  the  Council  shall  be 
authorized  to  make  such  designation. 

The  Board  of  Education  voted  for  salaries,  during  the  year  end- 
ing April  30,  1872,  $400  per  month,  with  the  interest  of  endow- 
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merit  in  the  caro  of  the  General  Synod — of  which  $4,200  have 
been  received  and  paid  to  the  respective  parties  to  whom  it  be- 
longed. 

The  preceding  Report  was  unanimously  ado|)ted  by  the  Council, 
.and  ordered  to  be  sent  to  the  General  Synod,  with  copies  to  the 
Board  of  Education,  and  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago.

SUPPLEMENTARY    REPORT. 

Holland,  Mich.,  May  22d,  1872. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  pursuant  to  a  call  is 
sued  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee.  The 
meeting  continued  in  session  from  3  p.  m.  Wendesday,  till  12  m. 
Saturday.     The  ibllowing  members  were  present : 

Rev.  A.  C.  Van  Raalte,  Rev.  A.  Kriekaard,  Elder  K.  Brouwer, 
Rev.  S.  Bolks,  Rev.  James  Demarest,  Rev.  A.  Thompson,  Rev.  J. 
W.  Beardslee,  Rev.  A.  T.  Stewart,  Rev.  C.  Van  Der  Veen,  Elder 
Ledeboer,  Rev.  Charles  Scott  and  Rev.  Philip  Phelps. 

Impor!;ant  business  was  considered,  but  left  in  an  unfinished 
state.  The  following  statement  with  reference  to  the  finances  was 
unanimously  adopted,  and  ordered  to  be  sent  to  the  General  Synod, 
with  a  copy  to  the  BDard  of  Education  in  place  of  the  special  com- 
municatioa  directed  at  the  April  meeting. 

The  treasury  of  the  Institution  cannot  sustain  any  longer  the  ex- 
cess of  expenditure  over  income.  It  is  compelled  to  pay  $3,500 
per  annum  for  salaries  of  teachers ;  and  this  is  the  lowest  amount 
-together  with  present  appropriations  from  the  Board  of  Education 
for  which  the  Institution  can  be  well  conducted.  We  therefore  re- 
commend that  the  Council  be  authorized  to  secure  in  the  bounds  of 
the  Synod  of  Chicago,  a  permanent  fund  to  be  held  by  the  Council, 
additional  to  the  $30,000  donated  by  the  General  Synod. 

In  the  prosecution  of  the  endowri^ent  work.  Dr.  Phelps  will  be 
compelled  to  remove  his.  family  to  the  East.  Since  this  may  in- 
volve increased  expense,  and  since  the  whole  subject  of  endow- 
ment belongs  directly  to  the  General  Synod,  into  whose  treasury 
the  moneys  are  to  be  paid,  and  the  details  ought  to  be  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Borrd  of  Direction  as  the  Synod's  financial  board,  we 
recommend  that  the  Endowment  Agent  receive  an  appointment  and 
not  a  mere  recommendation  from  the  General  Synod.     If  this  be 
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done,  and  the  Board  of  Direction  make  the  arrangement  for  the 
payment  of  his  salary,  then  the  Board  will  be  rejeased  from  at  least 
a  portion  of  the  appropriation  which  it  has  continued  to  make  for 
salaries. 

Every  opportunity  consistent  with  other  important  interests  of 
the  Institution,  and  that  offered  the  slightest  hope  of  success,  has 
been  seized  by  Dr.  Phelps,  to  prosecute  the  work ;  and  he  is  still 
ready,  at  the  bidding  of  the  Synod,  to  go  forward. 

Continued  help  will  be  needed  from  the  Board  of  Education  ;  and 
we  earnestly  trust  that  it  will  be  granted.  The  appropriations  of 
the  Board  have  been  absolutely  indispensable  in  the  past;  and  they 
are  still  highly  necessary. 

As  stated  in  our  Annual  Report,  the  debt  of  the  Contingent  Fund 
is  nearly  six  thousand  dollars.  At  least  three-fourths  of  this  amount 
has  been  expended  during  the  year,  and  remains  in  actual  value 
and  use  on  the  promises  in  legal  possession  of  the  General  Synod. 
As  the  debt  is  very  pressing,  we  respectfully  request  the  Synod 
to  appropriate  $6,000,  from  the  Centennial  Fund,  for  its  payment.

ARTICLE  XIV. 

PROFESSORATE. 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  presented  the  following  Re- 
port, which  was  accepted  and  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  respectfully  present  the  fol- 
lowing Report  upon  the  various  matters  referred  to  them  : 

I.    THE    TnEOLOGICAL    SEMINARY    AT    NEW    BRUNSWICK. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents,  it  appears 
that  during  the  past  year  twenty- one  students  have  been  connected 
with  the  Theological  Semin-ary  ;  in  the  Senior  class  six  ;  in  the 
Middle  class  nine;  and  in  the  Junior  class  six. 

Mr.  Labaw,  of  the  Middle  class,  has  been  absent,  teaching,  for 
three  months,  but  returned  for  the  review.  His  examination  being 
satisfactory,  ho  was  permitted  to  go  on  with  his  claPS. 

The  Board  recommend  Aaron  W.  Benson,  of  the  Junior  class, 
for  a  dispensation,  to  allow  him  to  go  on  with  the  next  Middle  class 
and  excusing  him.  from  the  study  of  the  Hebrew,  except  so  far  as 
his  sight  and  health  will  permic. 


502  JUNE,   1872. 

Resolved,  That  the  request  be  granted. 

The  Board  express  their  p:ratification  with  the  deportment  and 
progress  of  the  students  in  the  several  classes,  and  with  the  in- 
struction which  they  have  received. 

Especial  satisfaclion  is  expressed  with  the  arrangements  for  the 
temporary  supply  of  the  vacant  chair  by  Professor  Woodbridge, 
which  has  been  hlled  with  mnrked  energy  and  success. 

In  connection  with  the  widelv  lamented  death  of  Prof.  Berg,  the 
Seminary  has  passed  a  year  of  trial,  which  a  kind  Providence 
has  controlled  and  directed  in  a  manifest  "spirit  of  consecration, 
energy,  and  fidelity." 

This  General  Synod  heartily  reiterates  the  language  of  the 
Board,  "that  our  Seminary  merits  the  confidence  of  the  Church." 
As  the  daughter  of  the  Ciuirch,  she  must  have  our  affectionate 
faith  and  cordi.il  support. 

The  Board  also  present  the  following  resolution  for  our  action, 
viz  : 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  General  Synod  to  rescind 
the  rule  requiring  the  Board  to  inquire  whether  the  young  men 
have  preached  in  any  of  our  churches  while  in  the  prosecution  of 
their  studiesi." 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  rule  be  rescinded,  it  being 
understood  to  refer  only  to  the  inquiry  to  be  made  by  the 
Board. 

II.    THE    PETER    HERTZOG    THEOLOGICAL    HALL. 

The  Committee  on  the  Hertzog  Hall,  and  also  the  Board  of  Su- 
perintendents, adopt  the  report  of  the  Faculty  on  "the  happy  re- 
sults of  the  present  system  of  management  in  Hertzog  Hall,  under 
the  rectorship  of  Rev.  Peter  J.  Quick,  and  request  that  it  may  be 
put  on  a  permanent  footing." 

On  this  subject  a  communication  has  also  been  referred  to  this 
Committee  from  the  Classis  of  Bergen,  implying  dissatisfaction  on 
the  part  of  some  of  the  students,  and  asking  the  intervention  of 
General  Synod  to  have  the  diflSculties  rectified. 

This  is  a  matter  of  considerable  importance  to  the  welfare  of  our 
Seminary.  The  design  of  Hertzog  Hall  contemplated  a  chea])  and 
comfortable  home  for  our  students  preparing  for  the  ministry,  where 
they  may  enjoy  a  refined  social  and  C^hrislian  intercourse.      These 
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ends  should  be  carefully  sought,  as  far  as  possible  meeting  the  rea- 
sonable wishes  and  necessities  of  the  students. 

Your  Committee,  believing  that  there  is  some  ground  for  the 
complaints  preferred,  would  earnestly  recommend  to  General  Synod 
the  following  action,  viz  : 

Resolved,  That  the  grievances  complained  of  be  referred  to  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Hertzog  Hall  for  immediate  attention,  and 
also  to  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Seminary  for  more 
careful  inquirj'  and  supervision,  with  a  view  to  an  effectual  remedy 
of  any  present  wrongs,  if  such  are  found  to  exist  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Hall. 

Resolved,  That  all  such  complaints  touching  the  management  of 
the  Hall  should  be  made  hereafter  directly  to  the  Committee  on 
Hertzog  Hall,  as  the  party  having  immediate  jurisdiction. 

Your  Committee  are  pleased  to  refer  to  the  continued  improve- 
ments going  forward  on  the  property  of  the  Seminary.  The  profes- 
sorial residences  have  been  put  in  complete  order.  The  "James 
Suydam  Hall  "  will  probably  be  finished  by  the  coming  autumn. 
The  ''  Gardner  A.  Sage  Library  "  will  soon  be  begun,  and  when 
completed  will  be  a  noble  accession  to  our  Seminary  buildings,  both 
for  the  security  and  the  hopeful  increase  of  the  library,  which  will 
now  compare  favorably  with  those  of  other  institutions. 

In  this  connectition  the  Committee  would  state  that  the  remain- 
ing volumes  (850)  of  the  library  bequeathed  by  the  late  Rev.  Dr. 
Bethune,  have  been  arranged  according  to  his  will,  and  would 
gratefully  acknowledge  the  gift  from  Mrs.  Bethune  of  a  marble  bust 
of  her  late  husband,  she  herself  having  since  died.  The  Committee 
also  notice  with  pleasure  the  gift  of  an  antique  marble  slab,  with 
a  Greek  uncial  inscription,  by  Rear- Admiral  Charles  S.  Boggs, 
U.  S.  Navy. 

From  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  it  appears  that  the  receipts 
during  the  year  for  all  purposes  have  been  $4,726.28,  and  the  ex- 
penditures $5,453  26,  leaving  a  balance  due  the  Treasurer  of 
$726.98. 

Your  Committee  suggest  that  the  Committee  on  Hertzog  Hall 
seek  to  increase  the  endowment  of  the  Seminary,  either  by  con- 
tinuing the  efficient  services  of  the  financial  agent.  Rev.  Dr.  Cor- 
nell, to  whom  the  Synod  are  grateful  for  the  labors  of  another  year, 
or  by  any  other  means  they  may  elect.

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We  think  it  proper  also  to  call  the  attention  of  this  Committee 
to  a  resolution  of  the  Synod,  under  which  they  wore  appointed, 
viz  : 

Resolved,  That  the  expenditures  of  t)ie  Peter  Hertzog  Theolo- 
gical Hall  by  the  Committee  of  Synod,  having  the  same  in  charge, 
shall  not  in  any  case  exceed  the  amount  of  funds  actually  collect- 
ed."    (Vol.  IX.,  p.  215.) 

III.  RECONSTRUCTION  OF  THE  BOARD  OP  SUPERINTENDENTS. 

There  has  been  referred  to  your  Committee  that  portion  of  the 
Report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  the  vacant  Professorship,  re- 
lating to  the  reconstruction  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  our 
Theological  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  rehearse  the  particulars  of  the  Report,  as 
they  are  before  the  Synod.  Your  Committee  are  impressed  with 
the  value  of  ihe  recommendations  made.  The  only  vital  change 
proposed  is  the  introduction  of  the  lay  element.  This  seems  to  be 
desirable.  It  accords  with  the  spirit  and  the  fact  of  our  form  of 
government  in  the  Consistory  and  the  Synods  of  our  Church,  where 
we  recognize  the  weiglity  influence  of  our  ruling  Eldership.  It 
seems  to  be  reasonable  that  a  like  representation  should  be  extend- 
ed to  the  management  of  our  Seminary. 

To  this  your  (,'ommittee  can  find  no  serious  objection.  Indeed, 
this  plan  has  already  been  wisely  begun  by  the  General  Synod,  in 
the  existence  of  the  "  Standing  Committee  on  the  Peter  Hertzog 
Theological  Hall" 

The  earnest  and  useful  work  of  this  Committee  for  the  past  two 
years  adds  no  little  strength  to  the  argument  for  the  measure  pro- 
posed. It  is  mainly  an  enlargement  of  the  plan  in  the  consolida- 
tion of  the  Hertzog  Hail  Committee  with  the  Board  of  Superinten- 
dents. If  this  be  done,  it  will  be  readily  seen  that  a  wider  and 
deeper  influence  will  be  awakened  among  the  membership  of  our 
churches. 

This,  we  regard  as  a  matter  of  primary  importance,  in  order  to 
place  our  beloved  Institution  upon  a  broader  financial  basis,  and 
also  to  increase  the  number  of  its  students. 

Our  Seminary  should  be  brought  to  the  heart  of  the  Church. 
Then  we  shall  have  occasion  to  bk'SS  the  God  of  the  "School  of 
the  Prophets,"  in   our  mutual   congratulations  over  its  surprising 
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■]:»rosperity.  And  here  we  may  add  the  language  of  the  Report, 
that  "the  experience  of  other  theological  institutions  justifies  this 
anticipation.'* 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  regard  the  proposed  change  with 
favor,  and  concur  with  the  plan  with  two  excepUons.  They  recom- 
mend for  adoption  the  following,  viz  : 

Resolved^  That  the  Report  of  the  (Committee  relating  to  the  re- 
construction of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  our  Theological 
Seminary  at  New  Brunswick  be  adopted,  with  the  proviso  that,  in 
order  to  equalize,  as  far  as  possible,  the  representation  of  all  parts 
of  the  Church,  there  shall  not  be  more  than  one  delegate  from  any 
Classis  at  one  time ;  also,  that  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago 
shall  be  represented  by  one  delegate. 

Resolved,  That  the  Particular  Synods,  at  their  next  annual  meet- 
ing, take  measures  to  carry  out  the  recommendations  of  the  Re 
port. 

IV.  HOPE  COLLEGE. 

From  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Council  it  appears  that  there  have 
been  in  the  Institution  during  the  year  seventy-two  students.  Of 
these  there  have  been  in  the 

Theological  Department 8 

Academic  "  20 

Preparatory  " 44 

The  usual  studies  have  been  pursued,  and  the  ordinary  examina- 
tions have  attested  the  ability  and  success  of  the  instructors.  The 
deportment  and  attention  to  duty  of  the  students  are  reported  as 
satisfactory.  From  the  Theological  department  two  students  have 
graduated,  and  will  at  once  begin  to  return  to  the  Church,  by  their 
labors  in  the  ministry,  the  first  fruits  of  her  efforts  to  establish  this 
source  of  supply  of  laborers  for  our  Western  field. 

During  the  year,  and  occurring  early  in  its  course,  the  disastrous 
fires  of  October,  already  lamiliar  to  the  Church,  have  materially 
hindered  the  progress  of  the  College.  By  the  necessary  hindrance 
of  the  labors  of  Dr.  Phelps  in  his  work  for  the  endowment,  the  ad- 
ditions to  its  pecuniary  resources  anticipated  from  his  efforts  have 
not  been  realized.  By  the  destruction  of  the  means  of  many  pa- 
rents whose  sons  were  students,  the  number  has  been  somewhat 
decreased.      The   year,    under   these   circumstances,   may  be   re- 
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garded  as  one  of  success  in  its  work,  calling  for  our  grateful  recog- 
nition. 

The  statement  of  Council  represents  that  the  amount 
received  has  been $2,805  33 

The  Council  also  presents  a  statement  of  expenses 
incurred  for  the  past  two  years 569  88 

Special  contributions  to  defray  these  have  been  re- 
ceived from  various  parties,  amounting  to 450  33 

Leaving  a  deficiency $119  55 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  Treasurer  of  General 
Synod  be  authorized  to  pay  this  amount,  and  charge  it  to  the  En- 
dowment Fund. 

From  the  statement  of  the  Contingent  Fund,  it  ap- 
pears that  there  have  been  contributed  by  various  par- 
ties      $4,663  46 

The  expenditures  have  been "7,643  81 

Leaving  a  deficiency  for  this  year  of $2,980  35 

Add  to  this  deficiency  previously  existing 1,689  38 

Deficiency  now  existing $4,649  73 

As  about  three- fourths  of  this  deficiency  has  been  expended  on 
repairs  and  enlargement  of  buildings  already  belonging  to  Synod, 
your  Committee  recommend  that  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod 
be  authorized  to  pay  this  amount  from  any  funds  that  rnay  be  col- 
lected for  the  purpose,  and  in  any  proportion  as  such  funds  may  be 
received. 

.  Mention  is  made  of  donations  to  the  library  and  other  needs 
of  the  Institution  by  various  parties,  some  of  whom  have  from  the 
beginning  been  fast  and  liberal  friends.  As  the  Report  itself  will 
be  printed  in  the  Minutes  of  Synod,  and  the  particulars  of  these 
donations,  with  the  names  of  the  donors,  are  specifically  mentioned, 
your  Committee  recommend  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Synod  are  tendered  to  the 
donors  mentioned  in  the  Report  of  the  Council,  for  their  kind  bene- 
factions. 

Resolved,  That  their  example  be  commended  to  others  in  our 
churches  interested    in  the  institutions  of   the  Church,   with  the 
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hope  that  the  needs  of  the  College  may  be  often  remembered  and 
supplied  by  them. 

Attention  is  called  to  an  omission  of  a  clause  in  the  printed 
Minutes  of  last  year  (see  Min.  1871,  p.  305,  sec.  5),  which  was  in 
the  original  paper  adopted  by  Synod,  and  omitted  in  printing  by 
inadvertence. 

Your  Committee  recommend  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  5th  section  of  the  7th  article  of  the  Consti- 
tution of  IJope  College,  approved  by  S'ynod  last  year,  be  altered, 
so  as  to  read : 

"  Tlie  members  chosen  from  the  Classes  are  severally  to  hold 
office  for  eight  years,  and  are  to  be  divided  into  four  parties  or 
sections,  so  that  one-fourth  of  the  whole  number  may  go  out  of 
oflSce  every  two  years." 

An  omission  of  action  by  the  last  Synod  is  also  noticed  in  re- 
gard to  appointments  of  members  of  Council.  Council  was  com- 
pelled to  assume  the  responsibility  of  re-appointing  the  former  in- 
cumbents. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  action  of  Council  in  re- 
appointing these  members  be  approved. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  Classes  at  their  first  meeting  after 
the  session  of  Synod  designate  which  of  their  representatives 
shall  remain  members  of  Council  until  1874,  1876,  1878  and  1880 
respectively,  and  that  in  event  of  failure  of  any  Classis  to  do  so, 
the  Council  is  authorized  to  make  such  designation. 

With  reference  to  the  amount  of  aid  to  be  given  by  the  Board  of 
Education,  your  Committee  recommend  no  definite  amount,  but 
leave  it  to  be  filled  by  the  judgment  of  the  Board. 

With  reference  to  the  suggestion  of  Council,  authorizing  them 
to  secure  a  permanent  fund  to  be  held  by  the  Council,  additional 
to  the  $30,000  donated  by  General  Synod,  and  held  by  them,  your 
Committee  do  not  see  the  need  of  any  special  action. 

If  donors  see  fit  to  make  donations  to  be  so  held,  your  Commit- 
tee know  of  no  objection.  If  any  prefer  to  have  their  donations 
passed  to  the  Fund  now  held  by  General  Synod,  the  interest  of 
such  funds  will  always  be  paid,  as  received,  to  the  Council,  for  the 
use  of  the  College. 

The  Report  of  the  Council  proposes  that  the  Endowment  Agent 
receive  an  appointment,  and  not  a  mere  recommendation  from 
Synod. 
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We  see  nothing  to  be  gained  by  such  an  appointment.  The- 
success  of  the  eifort  depends  upon  so  many  other  things  besides 
such  a  technicality,  and  the  recommendation  of  Synod  is,  after  all, 
so  much  the  ground  of  confidence  for  donors,  that  your  Committee 
feel  that  this  is  all  the  case  requires.  Inasmuch,  however,  as  the 
funds  collected  by  him  are  to  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  Synod, 
to  be  held  in  trust  for  the  College,  your  Committee  recommend  the 
following : 

Resolved^  That  this  Synod  express  the  fullest  conviction  of  the 
importance  to  the  Church  of  the  endowment  of  Hope  College  in 
all  its  departments. 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the  College  be  commended  to ' 
the  sympathy  and  liberality  of  the  churches,  and  especially  our 
wealthy  members,  in  whatever  form  he  may  find  it  advisable  to 
make  his  application  to  them. 

Resolved,  That  as  the  funds  collected  for  this  object  pass  into 
the  treasury  of  Synod,  as  a  trust  for  the  use  of  the  Institution,  the 
Board  of  Direction  be  requested  to  receive  from  him  such  contri- 
butions as  he  may  receive,  audit  his  accounts  for  this  object,  and 
allow  such  bills  of  expenses  as  they  may  approve,  and  charge  the 
same  to  the  principal  of  these  funds. 

Your  Committee  also  recommend  that  the  endowment  of  Hope 
College  be  placed  upon  the  objects  of  the  Centennial  Fund,  with 
the  earnest  request  that  it  may  be  liberally  remembered  by  our 
people  in  their  contributions  for  this  fund. 

The  following  resolution  of  this  General  Synod  has  been  re- 
ferred to  your  Committee,  viz  : 

"  Resolved,  That  the  volumes  donated  by  the  Rev.  H.  Vedder 
and  Mrs.  Joseph  A.  Collier,  referred  to  in  the  Minutes  of  1870, 
page  116,  be  transferred  to  the  Theological  department  of  Hope 
College,  according  to  the  design  of  the  donors." 

The  mistake  here  implied  has  arisen  merely  from  inadvertence. 
and  your  Committee  recommend  that  the  matter  be  referred 
to  the  Council  of  Hope  College,  directing  that  body  to  comply 
with  the  wishes  of  the  donors. 

In  regard  to  the  communication  from  Prof  C.  E.  Crispell,  sug- 
gesting that  the  Professorship  at  Hope  College  be  called  ''  The 
Huguenot  Professorship  of  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology  at 
Hope  College,"  your  Committee  advise  a  postponement  of  action,. 
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until  there  is  further  assurance  of  its  endowment,  which  was  recom- 
mended by  the  last  General  Synod.

THE   VACANT    PROFESSORSHIP. 

The  Special  Committee  on  the  vacant  Professorship,  appointed  at 
the  fall  session,  prejented  the  following  Report,  which  was  accepted. 
1  he  first  part  relating  to  the  Seminary  was  adopted ;  the  latter  part, 
relating  to  the  re-organizing  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents,  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  oq  the  Professorate. 
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The  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  General  Synod  to  act  in  re- 
lation to  the  vacant  Professorship  of  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology 
in  the  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick,  New  Jersey,  respectfully  re- 
port the  following : 

DECLINATURE    OF    I'ROFESSOR    SHEDD, 

After  repeated  interviews  and  mature  deliberation,  the  Kev.  Dr. 
"William  G.  T.  Shedd  finally  declined  the  Chair  to  which  he  had 
been  elected,  for  reasons  which  are  stated  in  his  letter,  accompany- 
ing this  Report. 

Deeply  regretting  the  disappointment,  while  yielding  to  the  high 
motives  which  constrained  the  Professor  elect  to  this  decision,  your 
Committee  then  proceeded,  in  accordance  with  their  instructions 
"to  make  provision  till  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  for  filling 
the  vacant  Chair." 

APPOINTMENT  OP  PROFESSOR  WOODBRIDGE. 

It  was  deemed  advisable  that  the  duties  of  this  Chair  should  be 
discharged  during  the  vacancy  by  one  of  the  existing  faculty,  rather 
than  to  go  outside  of  the  institution,  or  to  confide  them  to  two  or 
more  instructors. 

The  work  was  therefore  intrusted  to  the  Senior  Professor,  the 
Rev.  S.  M.  Woodbridge,  D  D.,  who,  in  addition  to  his  own  Chair 
of  Ecclesiastical  History,  has  performed  this  extra  service  to  the 
satisfaction  of  his  pupils  and  of  this  Committee. 

For  the  relief  of  the  Professor  and  students,  the  analysis  of  his 
whole  course  of  lectures  has  been  printed  from  week  to  week  for 
the  use  of  the  Middle  and  Senior  Classes.  Believing  that  the  emer- 
gency justified  the  expense  ($350)  and  without  making  it  a  prece- 
dent for  future  cases,  the  Committee  have  included  this  amount  in 
the  full  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  which  under  their  authority 
"to  make  provision  for  filling  the  vacant  Chair,"  they  have  directed 
to  be  paid  to  l>r.  Woodbridge  as  compensation  for  his  extra  labors, 
and  for  all  expenses  incurred  by  him  in  their  discharge. 

SPECIAL    COURSE    OF    LECTURES, 

To  lend  additional  interest  to  the  course  of  instruction  and  as 
supplementary  to  the  regular  studies  of  the  institution,  arrangements 
were  made  for  a  course  of  twelve  lectures  to  he  publicly  delivered 
in  the  Chapol  of  the  Theological  Hall,  from  week  to  week,  before 
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Professors  and  Students  of  the  Seminary,  and  other  auditors.  Two 
lectures  were  given  by  each  of  the  following  clergymen  upon  the 
subjects  designated  by  the  Committee,  viz : 

Eev.  Talbot  W.  Chambers,  D.D.,  on  Inspiration. 

Rev.  William  Ormiston,  D.D.,  on  Mir.icles. 

Eev.  William  J.  R  'I'aylor,  D.D.,  on  The  Person  of  Christ. 

Rev,  llervey  D.  Ganse,  on  Sacrifice. 

Rev.  Rufus  W.  Olark,  D.D.,  on  Naturalism. 

Rev.  Abraham  B.  Van  Zandt,  D.D.,  on  Divine  Sovereignty  and 
Election. 

The  course  began  early  in  January,  and  closed  at  the  end  of 
March. 

The  interest  awakened  by  these  lectures  prompts  your  Committee 
to  recommend  that  suitable  provision  be  made  for  a  course  to  be  de- 
livered annually,  either  by  a  single  lecturer  in  an  extended  discus- 
sion, or  by  several  persons,  upon  some  of  the  living  religious  ques- 
tions of  the  times.  The  permanent  endowment  of  such  a  Lecture- 
ship invites  the  liberality  of  those  who  may  thus  perpetuate  their 
best  influence  in  the  School  of  the  Prophets,  and  strengthen  its 
power  against  the  ever-changing  forms  of  scientific  and  popular  un- 
belief. 

STATE    OF    THK    SEMINARY. 

Several  meetings  of  the  Committee  have  been  devoted  to  the  con- 
dition of  the  Theological  Seminary,  with  a  special  view  to  the  last 
resolution  relating  to  our  duties,  which  require  "  said  «  ommittee  to 
report  to  the  next  General  Synod  their  action,  with  such  r^-com- 
mendations  as  in  their  judgment  will  promote  the  b«st  interests  of 
the  Theological  Seminary,  and  the  advancement  of  the  Redeemer's 
kingdom.'' 

In  the  perfprraance  of  this  duty  the  attention  of  the  General  Synod 
is  earnestly  solicited  to  the  small  number  of  students  in  our  theolo- 
gical institutions,  and  to  the  decrease  during  the  last  decade.  While 
our  Church  has  grown  much  larger,  we  have  not  now  as  many  young 
men  in  both  of  our  Theological  Seminaries  as  there  were  in  the  only 
one  which  existed  ten  yearj  ago. 

Without  imp  Uing  blame  either  to  the  Seminaries  or  to  the 
Churches,  the  broad  fact  of  this  serious  diminution  in  the  number 
of  students  challenges  the  most  careful  consideration  of  its  causes, 
consequences  and  remedies. 
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The  supply  is  by  no  means  equal  to  the  demand.  Our  four  hun- 
dred and  sixty  seven  churches  have  had  but  thirty  young  men  in 
the  two  Seminaries  during  the  past  year,  which  gives  an  average  of 
only  one  student  to  about  sixteen  churches  and  to  nineteen  hundred 
and  twenty-three  communicants.  j\ccount  for  it  as  we  may,  the  sad 
truth  exists.  So  far  as  the  churches  are  concerned,  there  is  small 
comfort  to  be  found  in  the  acknowledged  fact  that  this  decrease  has 
been  epidemij  in  most  other  denominations  throughout  our  land,  for 
our  own  proportionate  decrease  is  greater  than  theirs. 

It  remains  to  be  seen  whether  any  thing  is  lacking  in  the  equip- 
ment, internal  economy,  or  resources  of  our  Theological  institutions. 
If  there  be,  the  remedy  should  be  wist ly  adapted  to  secure  their 
highest  usefulness.  Without  discussing  this  subject,  your  Commit- 
tee believe  that  the  system  of  instruction  in  the  Theological  Serai- 
nary  at  New  Brunswick,  to  which  their  action  is  limited,  should  be 
expanded  as  soon  as  possible  to  the  greatest  completeness.  The 
number  of  departments  should  be  increased  by  the  addition  of  at 
least  one  new  chair,  and  the  whole  scheme  of  instruction  should  aim 
at  the  broadest  and  most  thorough  theological  cnlture,  so  as  to  make 
its  advantages  equal  to  the  best  mstitutioris  of  the  land. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  suitable  measures  be  taken  by 
this  General  Synod  for  the  foundation  of  a  Fifth  Professorship, 
which  shall  be  devoted  to  the  science  of  Christian  Apologetics. 

THE    VACANT   PHOFESSORSHIP. 

Your  Committee  are  not  prepared  to  recommend  any  candidate 
for  the  Chair  of  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology.  But  they  ven- 
ture to  express  their  anxiety  that  the  utmost  care  sha^l  be  exer- 
cised in  filling  the  vacancies  in  our  theologic.il  professorships,  so  as 
to  secure  the  services  of  men  of  established  ability  and  reputation 
for  tfiese  sacred  offices.  With  enlarged  pecuniary  endowments, 
new,  spacious,  and  elegant  edifices  now  in  progress,  an  admirable 
library,  impro  ed  domestic  arrangements  in  the  Hall,  and  other  per- 
manent and  recent  advantages,  it  now  seems  only  necessary  so  to 
increase  the  professorial  corps  that  the  Seminary  shall  offer  every 
reasonable  attraction  to  the  prospective  ministry  of  our  Church,  to 
prefer  its  own  institutions  to  all  others. 

ENDOWMENTS. 

No  additional  endowments  have  been  received  b}'^  the  Committee, 
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but  there  is  reason  to  know  that  the  Permanent  Professorial  Fund 
can  easily  be  increased,  and  that  money  is  now  offered  for  these 
purposes,  contingent  only  upon  the  action  of  the  Synod  in  filling 
the  vacant  chair,  and  in  establishing  a  new  professorship. 

BOARD    OF    SUPERINTENDENTS. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  the  Constitution  of  the  Board  of  Su- 
perintendents be  so  altered  as  to  embrace  laymen,  and  to  reduce  th& 
number  of  its  members.  In  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  Board  will  be  greatly  enhanced  by  removing  the  nomi- 
nation from  the  Classes,  to  the  Particular  Synods  of  New  York, 
Albany  and  New  Brunswick,  leaving  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chi- 
cago the  same  number  of  representatives  in  this  Board  which  the 
Eastern  Synods  now  have  in  that  of  Hope  College. 

Should  the  Synod  be  pleased  to  alter  the  plan  of  organization  of 
the  Board  of  Superintendents,  it  is  recommended  that  it  shall  con- 
sist of  eight  members  from  each  of  the  three  Particular  Synods 
above  named,  one  half  of  them  to  be  laymen,  or  ruling  Elders  of 
the  Church ;  that  they  be  divided  into  four  classes,  each  consisting 
of  two  members,  a  minister  and  an  elder,  who  shall  serve  for  the 
period  of  four  years,  to  be  nominated  annually  by  each  Particular 
Synod,  for  confirmation  by  the  General  Synod.  This  arrangement 
would  give  more  permanency  to  the  Board,  diminish  its  numbers 
without  too  great  a  reduction,  preserve  the  spirit  of  the  present  sys- 
tem of  representation,  only  putting  the  powers  of  nomination  in  the 
local  Synods  instead  of  the  Classes,  whose  choice  has  too  often 
been  accommodated  to  the  personal  wishes  of  their  members ;  and 
will  be  far  more  likely  to  give  to  the  institution  the  benefit  of  the 
best  clerical  and  lay  influences  of  the  Classes.  The  experience  of 
other  theological  institutions  justifies  this  anticipation. 

The  history  of  our  own  Standing  Committee  on  the  Peter  Hert- 
zog  Theological  Hall,  also  enforces  this  recommendation.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  all  the  functions  of  that  Committee  may  bo  safely  and 
profitably  transferred  to  the  Board  of  Superintendents,  if  it  shall 
embrace  tlie  lay  element,  and  that  its  efficiency  will  bo  increased 
by  the  proposed  consolidation,  when  the  term  of  office  of  the  pres- 
ent Standing  Committee  has  expired.  By  that  time  it  is  expected 
that  the  projected  improvements  and  new  buildings  which  are  in 
their  specific  charge  will  be  completed  ;  and  after  that  their  separate 
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offices  shall  be  merged  into  the  proposed  Board  of  Superintendents. 
The  objections  to  the  change  appear  slight  to  your  Committee  when 
contrasted  with  the  advantages  to  be  derived  from  its  adoption. 
But  time  and  the  utmost  deliberation  should  be  given  to  avoid  pre- 
cipitate action,  and  to  perfect  any  plan  that  may  be  adopted. 

CONCLUSION. 

Believing  that  He  who  has  thus  far  guarded  and  guided  our  ven- 
erable School  of  the  Prophets  through  the  first  long  century  of  its 
life  with  His  covenant  favor,  will  still  continue  His  blessings  in  an- 
swer to  the  faith  and  prayers  of  the  Church,  we  now  resign  our 
trust  to  the  "  paramount  authority  "  which  conferred  it,  and  we  com- 
mit our  action  and  recommendations  to  the  wisdom  and  approval  of 
the  General  Synod.

ELECTION    OF    PROFESSOR. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Shedd  having  declined  the  Professorship  of  Didac- 
tic Theology,  Synod  proceeded,  on  the  seventh  day  of  the  session, 
to  make  nominations  by  ballot,  with  a  view  to  the  election  of  a  Pro- 
fessor, when  a  number  of  candidates  were  named. 

On  the  succeeding  day,  the  Synod,  after  a  season  of  special 
prayer,  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Professor.  On  counting  the 
ballots,  it  appeared  that  Rev.  Abraham  B.  Van  Zandt  was  elected. 

Whereupon,  it  was 

Resolved,  Unanimously,  that  the  Rev.  Abraham  B.  Van  Zandt, 
D.D.,  be,  and  hereby  is,  appointed  Professor  of  Didactic  and  Po- 
lemic Theology,  in  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  America,  at  New  Brunswick. 

Res'dved,  That  an  iastrament  certifying  the  appointmoiit,  and 
specifying  the  duties  of  the  office,  be  signed  in  the  presence  of  the 
Ge.iaral  S/njJ,  by  thi  Presidjat  theraof,  and  by  him  given  in  the 
name  of  the  Church,  to  the.  Professor  elect. 

Resolved,  That  the  salary  of  the  Professor  elect  be  two  thousand 
and  eigiit  hundre.1  dollars,  ($2,800),  with  a  residence,  and  the  addi- 
tion of  such  a  sum  as  will  make  the  salary  equal  to  the  income  de- 
rived from  all  the  lunds  given  to  endow  this  Professorship. 

Resolved,  'fhat  the  President  be  appointed  to  wait  upon  the  Rev. 
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Dr.  Van  Zandt,  to  inform  him  of  his  election,  and  obtain  from  him 
his  decision,  and  that  he  be  occompanied  by  Rev.  A.  G.  Vermilye, 
and  Elder  Robert  H.  Pruyn. 

The  Committee  reported  verbally  that  Rev.  Dr.  Van  Zandt  would 
appear  and  address  the  Synod  on  the  following  day,  at  11  a.  m. 

On  Thursday  morning  Rev.  Dr.  Van  Zandt  appeared  before  Synod, 
and  signified  his  acceptance  of  the  oflice  to  which  he  had  been 
elected. 

The  following  arrangements  were  made  for  the  installation  of  the 
Professor  elect,  to  take  place  on  Tuesda}^,  September  24tb,  at  11 
o'clock,  A.  M.,  in  the  Second  Reformed  Church  at  New  Brunswick. 

To  preside  and  preach  the  sermon,  the  President  of  Synod,  Rev. 
J.  Elmendorf,  D.D.,  with  Rev.  W.  J.  R.  Taylor,  D.D.,  as  his  Secun- 
dus.  To  deliver  the  charge  to  the  Professor,  Rev.  Charles  H.  Stitt, 
D.D. ;  Secundus,  Rev.  W.  H.  Ten  Eyck,  D.D. 

Resolved.,  That  the  Elders  Johnson  Letson,  Thomas  Jessup,  and 
Henry  Bergen  be  a  Committee  to  supeiintend  the  removal  of  Rev. 
Dr.  Van  Zandt,  to  New  Brunswick,  and  that  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Direction  be  instructed  to  pay  the  expenes  of  removal. 

The  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  congratulates  our  Churches  upon  the 
attitude  in  which  our  cherished  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick  now 
stands  before  them. 

The  acknowledged  ability,  learning,  and  weight  of  character  which 
distinguish  the  Professor  elect,  the  tried  and  faithlul  services  of  the 
learned  and  able  men  with  whom  he  is  to  be  associated,  and  the 
hope  clearly  held  out  to  the  Synod  of  the  endowment  of  an  addi- 
tional Professorship,  promise  to  give  to  Hertzog  Hall  such  eminence 
before  our  own  and  other  Churches  as  it  has  never  yet  enjoyed.

MISSIONS. 

The  Fortieth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions, 
in  printed  form,  was  received,  and,  together  with  written  reports 
from  Miss  Mandeville  and  Miss  Chapin,  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Foreign  Missions,  except  so  much  as  relates  to  vacancies,  which 
was  referred  to  tlie  Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer  was  also  received,  and  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions. 

The  Fortieth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions 
was  received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions, 
except  so  much  as  relates  to  vacancies,  which  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer  was  also  received,  and  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  presented  the  following  re- 
port, which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  state  of  our  Foreign  Missions,  as  set  forth  in  the  Report  of 
the  Board,  is  very  gratifying.  The  older  Missions  are  even  more 
fruitful  in  conversions  than  our  home  churches. 

The  Japan  Mission  has  at  last  succeeded  in  organizing  a  native 
church,  contemporaneous  with  the  removal  of  government  re- 
strictions upon  the  extension  of  Christianity  among  the  native 
population.  Reinforcements  are  asked  for  China  and  India  to 
maintain  this  prosperity,  whilst  new  and  valuahle  openings  are 
pressed  upon  the  attention  of  the  Mission. 

The  General  Synod  has,  at  previous  sessions,  directed  the  Board 
to  go  forward;  and  yet,  in  this  state  of  things,  and  with  this  injunc- 
tion the  Board  has  heen  constrained  to  reduce  its  appropriation  to  the 
extent  of  $10,000,  because  the  churches  have  failed  to  advance  in 
their  contributions  with  the  authorized  enlargement  of  the  work. 
The  contributions  from  the  churches  are  but  $5,000  in  excess  of 
those  of  the  preceding  year,  and  this  excess  fails  to  bring  up  the 
sum  total  of  the  receipts  of  this  year  to  those  of  last  year  by 
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$5,000,  owing  to  the  diminution  in  the  receipts  from  legacies  and 
miscellaneous  sources.  The  Board,  in  view  of  the  debt,  which 
•now  amounts  to  $33,000,  was  clearly  confined  to  the  step  it  has 
taken.  But  reduction,  even  if  it  does  not  prove  disastrous,  cripples 
and  depresses  the  operations  of  the  Mission,  and  is  the  reverse  of 
the  course  we  ought  to  take.  A  generous  outlay  for  a  few  years, 
which  secures  vastly  greater  and  more  certain  results  now  than  the 
same  outlay  in  the  earlier  history  of  the  Missions,  will  establish 
the  native  churches  and  ministry  in  the  missionary  work,  and  re- 
lieve our  home  churches  of  undue  pressure. 

The  attention  of  the  General  Synod  is  respectfully  called  to  this 
emergency.  Special  and  extraordinary  measures  are  required  to 
bring  the  churches,  and  even  the  pastors,  up  to  a  due  sense  of  the 
gravity  of  the  crisis,  and  especially  to  a  practical  recognition  of  the 
advanced  position  occupied  by  our  Missions. 

Your  Committee  know  not  what  better  to  suggest  than  classical 
conventions,  and  a  classical  visitation  ol'  delinquent  churches. 

The  family  missionary  boxes,  according  to  the  Report,  having 
proved  successful,  not  only  in  keeping  constantly  in  the  mind  of 
families  this  great  work  of  the  Church,  and  in  diffusing  the  mission- 
'.ary  spirit  among  the  children,  but  also  in  increasing  the  revenues 
of  the  Board,  your  Committee  recommend  that  they  be  brought  by 
the  Board  more  go'ueratly  to  the  notice  of  the  pastors  of  the 
Church. 

Your  Committee,  in  anticipation  of  the  success  of  the  proposed 
measures  for  increasing  the  interest  of  the  pastors  and  churches, 
and  in  view  of  the  reasons  assigned  by  the  Board,  the  return  of 
several  of  its  missionaries,  the  insufficiency  of  the  native  agency, 
and  that  it  is  necessary  for  the  maintainance  of  the  existing 
operations,  recommend  that  the  request  for  reinforcements  be 
granted 

Your  Committee,  in  conformity  with  the  foregoing  recommenda- 
tions, offer  the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  Resolved^  That  the  Classes  be  requested  to  hold  conventions 
in  connection  with  their  fall  classical  meetings  in  behalf  of  the 
Foreign  Missions,  and  that  they  be  requested  to  institute  a  visita- 
tion of  delinquent  churches  in  behalf  of  the  same  interest. 

2.  Resolved,  That  in  the  judgment  of  the  Synod,  a  course  of 
■  ecturesupon  Foreign  Missions  in  the  Theological  Seminary  will  be 
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of  {^rcat  service  to  this  c.iuse,  and  commend  it  to  the  consideration 
of  the  Board  of  Superintendents. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  have  liberty  to  proceed  to  secure 
the  reinforcements  asked  for. 

4.  Eesolred,  That  the  pastors  be  requested  to  secure  the  introduc- 
ion  of  family  missionary  boxes  in  their  churches. 

5.  Resolved,  That  in  the  judgment  of  the  General  Synod,  the 
pastors  will  find  the  Sower  and  Gospel  Field  a  valuable  instrument 
in  keeping  alive  the  missionary  interest  in  their  congregations, 
and  that  they  bo  requested  to  secure  its  more  general  diffusion 
among  their  people.

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  presented  the  following  re- 
port, which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  beg  leave  to  report : 
The  Board,  at  the  close  of  its  fourth  decade,  institutes  a  compar- 
ison between  the  feeble  beginning  in  church  extension,  and  the 
present  expansion  and  resources  of  the  denomination.  And  it  cer- 
tainly is  ground  for  deep  thankfulness  that  we  have  extended  west- 
ward, from  the  Valley  of  the  Mohawk  ;  so  that  we  have  seventy-two 
churches,  massed  in  five  classes,  constituting  the  Particular  Synod 
of  Chicago,  where  not  very  long  ago  we  had  not  a  single  represent- 
ative, and  that  the  funds  for  sustaining  the  widening  operations  of 
the  Board  have  risen  in  that  interval  from  $5,000  to  $35,478.01.  It 
is  also  a  history  of  the  progress  of  opinions  among  us.  We  have 
outlived  the  prejudices  which  threatened  to  choke  out  the  first  efforts 
at  enlargement ;  our  machinery  has  become  more  simple  and  effec- 
tive; and  we  have  learned  some  practical  lessons  from  failures,  al- 
though we  have  not  wholly  overcome  our  timidity.  We  are  still 
prone  to  use  the  argument  of  a  proportionate  growth,  forgetting  the 
fact  that  Presbyterians  and  Methodists  had  far  more  restricted  and 
inauspicious  beginnings  than  we.  Conservatism  is  not  the  law  of 
expansion.  Proportionate  growth  is  not  a  gauge  for  the  advances 
of  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  By  that  measure,  we  should  to-day  out- 
number all  other  denominations,  save  the  Episcopal.  We  must 
cast  aside  the  fetters  of  such  comparisons,  and  find  out  the  Divine 
increase  is  given  according  to  the  measure  of  our  union  with 
Christ  and  life  in  Him.  Nevertheless,  it  has  been  a  progressive 
period.     There  are  signs  of  life  in  the  fact  that  we  have  grown,  and 
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in  the  consciousness  of  the  Church  awakening  to  the  needs  of  borne 
enlargement.  Let  us  mark  the  hopeful  features  in  the  present 
Report  of  the  Board. 

First,  the  direct  contributions  of  the  Churches  and  of  the  Sab- 
hath  Schools,  as  well  as  individuals,  have  increased;  that  shows 
an  augmenting  interest  in  our  own  prosperity. 

Nevertheless,  only  286,  out  of  our  500  Churches,  have  helped  to 
meet  these  obligations,  a  negligence  th.it  speaks  badly  for  the  con- 
sciences of  members,  worse  for  the  fidelity  of  their  office-bearers,  to 
the  federal  duties  of  the  Church.  The  sad  embroilments  to  which 
legacies  continually  lead  their  recipients,  should  caution  us  all 
against  any  dependence  upon  them,  and  especially  against  any 
substitution  of  them,  for  the  living  gifts  of  the  Lord's  people. 

Secondly.  Look,  too,  at  the  number  received  on  confession 
"by  the  Churches,  under  the  care  of  the  Board ;  they  amount  to 
619,  which  represents  over  one  third  of  the  whole  gain  of  the 
denomination  during  the  past  year.  Especially  noticeable  is  the 
spiritual  vitality  of  our  Missionary  Synod.  The  gain  of  the  Par- 
ticular Synod  ol  Chicago,  during  the  year,  has  amounted  to  398, 
while  the  aggregate  of  the  three  Eastern  Synods  is  only  1,336; 
thus  the  growth  of  that  Synod  is  over  six  per  cent.,  while  that 
of  the  three  Eastern  Synods,  with  all  their  Churches  and  ecclesi- 
astical appointments,  is  bat  a  shade  over  two  per  cent  Is  there  not 
herein  a  sign  of  profound  spiritual  life,  and  of  Divine  blessing  upon  the 
sowing  and  reaping  of  these  brethren  beloved,  who  give  the  labor 
of  strong  hands  and  full  hearts  to  their  Master?  Does  not  that 
ever-expanding  region  offer  to  us  a  field  where  inadequate  resources 
shall  yield  richer  fruitage  than  the  well-watered  and  cultured  East? 
Does  not  God  say  to  us  in  this  fact :  "  Throw  your  energies  into  that 
boundless  field,  and  3  our  harvest  shall  be  as  abundant  as  are  the 
garnerings  of  the  husbandmen  from  the  native  soil."  It  is  a  law  of 
missions  that  the  Church  should  work  where  work  tells.  And  surely 
it  is  something  that  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago  brings  back  to 
our  general  treasury  the  sum  of  $23,714.60;  that  in  a  year  of  dis- 
asters there  has  been  an  increase  of  $5,117  in  benevolent  contri- 
butions. This,  with  what  they  raise  for  congregational  purposes 
(reaching  in  1872  to  $80,094.03),  is  far  beyond  what  we  expend  for 
their  support ;  we  may  argue,  then,  that  every  judicious  enterprise  in 
that  direction  must  prove  of  financial  value  to  the  denomination.

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In  that  those  things  are  the  direct  results  of  grace  and  the  solid 
fruit  of  the  Spirit,  we  may  indeed  be  grateful  for  this  past  history,, 
and  hopeful  of  at  least  a  corresponding  augmentation  in  the  future. 

But  here  the  necessities  of  the  Board  press  upon  us.  First,  we 
notice  that  the  Board  has  hitherto  had  no  Security  Fund,  and  we- 
call  attention  to  its  present  indebtedness.  $22,603.26.  Evidently 
there  is  no  Board  so  dependent  upon  the  contributions  of  the 
Churches.  Now,  it  has  for  a  long  while  seemed  an  anomaly  to  us, 
that  where  a  denomination,  through  a  sj'nodical  action,  has  organized 
a  Board  to  carry  on  a  specific  work,  and  where  that  Board  has  en- 
tered upon  equally  specific  duties,  has  created  Churches  and  called 
missionaries,  and  pledged  itself  to  pay,  that  such  an  agency  should 
be  without  funds,  that  it  should  incur  such  obligations,  and  yet  be  left 
without  money  to  meet  the  debts  which  the  whole  Church  has  in- 
structed it  to  incur.  It  seems  curious  to  us  that  we  should  classify 
sums  so  raised  under  the  caption  of  benevolence,  when  they  partake 
of  the  nature  of  a  moral  obligation. 

Brethren,  these  are  obligations,  not  gifts.  You  have  planted 
Churches,  you  have  promised  help,  you  have  sent  out  missionaries  ; 
and  just  so  far  as  you  have  made  a  pledge,  do  your  payments  be- 
come moral  obligations. 

It  is  a  manifest  injustice  to  expect  the  Board  to  undertake  new 
enterprises,  when  it  cannot  sustain  the  old,  and  when  it  is  without 
a  single  guarantee  for  the  future,  "We,  therefore,  recommend  that 
the  Board  take  steps  toward  raising  a  necessary  Security  Fund,  of 
at  least  $20,000. 

We  would  also  recommend  that  Missionary  boxes,  similar  to 
those  used  by  the  the  Foreign  Board,  be  distributed  by  the  Board 
of  Domestic  Missions,  at  their  discretion.. 

CHURCH    BUILDING    FUND. 

We  notice  with  gratification,  the  hold  that  this  Fund  is  securing 
upon  the  heart  of  our  membership.  Although  all  that  was  proposed 
in  the  Centennial  has  not  been  realized,  yet  that  movement  has  en- 
riched it  considerably,  and  the  very  prommence  given  to  its  endow- 
ment, has  helped  to  educate  our  people  in  its  necessity  and  utility. 
Six  new  churches  have  been  organized,  and  thirteen  are  already 
approacbing  completion.  A  peculiar  feature  has  been  the  erection 
of  churches,  and  provision  for  the  support  of  the  Pastors,  by  the  con- 
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tributions  of  individual  ladies.  With  regard  to  the  Fund  and 
church  extension  in  general,  we  would  recommend:  1st.  The  con- 
tinuance of  Rev.  Edward  P.  Livingston  in  his  present  position,  un- 
til the  Fund  reach  the  amount  proposed  in  the  Centennial.  2d.  We 
notice  in  the  Report  a  most  excellent  suggestion,  as  follows : 

"  The  Board  would  respectfully  ask  of  the  General  S^ynod  whether 
it  is  not  possible  to  secure  in  every  Classis  the  appointment  of  a 
standing  committee  on  Church  Extension,  with  liberal  powers,  who 
shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  forming  new  organizations  within 
the  bounds  of  Classis,  and  have  the  oversight  of  all  church  property 
•when  Classis  is  not  in  session,  and  who  shall  receive  and  act  upon 
all  applications  for  aid  from  Churches  needing  assistance,  prior  to 
the  meeting  of  Classis  ? 

Your  Board  feels  that  it  would  be  a  great  advantage  to  be  in 
correspondence  wdth  energetic  committees  having  the  same  general 
objects  in  view,  and  that  great  irregularities  in  regard  to  church 
property,  and  undue  haste  in  recommendations  to  the  Board  for  aid, 
would  be  avoided,  and  many  new  enterprises,  now  so  frequently 
lost  to  us,  would  be  secured." 

There  are  many  local  and  personal  reasons  which  operate  against 
the  proper  and  timely  occupation  of  excellent  posts,  and  which  keep 
many  of  our  older  Churches  in  a  state  of  most  unhealthy  under- 
growth. The  late  complications  with  regard  to  church  property, 
show  how  necessary  it  is  to  have  some  immec^iate  and  personal 
power,  other  than  the  Classis. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  various  Classes  of  our 
Church  to  add  to  their  present  standing  committees,  a  committee  to 
be  entitled  Committee  on  Church  Extension,  whose  duty  shall  be 
carefully  to  overlook  the  whole  field,  initiate  measures  for  the  organ- 
ization of  new  churches  within  the  bounds  of  the  Classes,  and  have 
the  oversight  of  all  church  property  when  Classis  is  not  in  session, 
and  who  shall  receive  and  act  upon  all  applications  for  aid  from 
churches  needing  assistance,  prior  to  the  meeting  of  Classes. 

And  at  the  same  time,  the  reserve  authority  which  the  Constitu- 
tion gives  the  Classes  would  always  be  a  sufficient  check  upon  un- 
due or  hasty  action  on  the  part  of  such  a  committee. 

III.  THE  SABBATH  SCHOOL  WORK. 

The  reports  of  the  Synods  of  New  York,  Albany  and  New  Bruns- 
wick, are  very  incomplete,  owing  to  the  neglect  of  ministers  to  re- 
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ply  to  the  circular  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary.  Those  of  the 
Particular  Synod  of  Chicago  are  very  minute  and  exact,  owing  to 
the  carefulness  of  the  Western  Missionary  Sunday  School  Superin- 
tendent. Under  so  precise  an  administration  these  Sunday  schools 
must  prove  of  the  utmost  value  to  our  expansion. 

We  recomniend  that  the  Board  prepare  tables  similar  to  those 
submitted  by  the  Western  Missionary  Sunday  School  Superintend- 
ent, and  that  the  Corresponding  Secretary  gather  the  statistics,  and 
embody  them  in  his  annual  Report. 

In  conclusion,  we  recommend  that  the  Constitution  of  the  Board  be 
so  amended  as  to  conform  to  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  New  York, 
entitled,  "  An  Act  in  relation  to  Trustees  and  Directors  of  Chari- 
table and  Benevoient  Institutions." 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America.

It  will  be  seen  that  no  applications  for  aid  from  this  Fund  have 
been  received  by  this  Committee,  for  the  reason  that  the  last  Gene- 
ral Synod  directed  that  all  such  applications  be  sent  directly  to  the 
Board  of  Direction.

These  two  Funds  are  of  a  kindred  nature,  both  looking  to  the 
relief  of  those  most  worthy  of  consideration.  • 

From  the  days  of  the  Apostles,  as  even  in  their  day,  with  but 
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few  exceptions,  the  office  of  the  Christian  ministry  has  been  far 
from  a  lucrative  calling.  And  Avhilst  in  the  providence  of  God, 
this  fact  has  relieved  the  sacred  office  from  the  temptadon  to  as- 
sume its  responsibilities  for  the  mere  object  of  worldly  gain,  it  has 
also  left  many  a  faithful  servant  of  Christ  and  his  family  in  a  con- 
dition of  want,  which  the  Church  has  not  always  supplied. 

Who  can  tell  the  hours  of  sadness,  and  sorrow,  and  suffering 
which  many  a  worthy  minister  has  experienced,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  when,  through  infirmity  or  age,  he  could  no  longer  discharge 
the  active  duties  of  the  Christian  ministry,  he  should  be  without 
adequate  means  of  support  for  himself  and  family. 

The  Widows'  and  Disabled  Ministers'  Funds  are  intended  to 
meet,  to  some  extent  at  least,  these  exigencies. 

Your  Committee  would  most  earnestly  reiterate  the  former  reso- 
lutions and  recommendations  of  General  Synod  on  these  subjects, 
as  found  more  particularly  in  section  2,  chap.  8,  of  the  Digest,  and 
would  most  heartily  commend  them  to  the  favorable  consideration 
of  this  General  Synod,  and  to  all  our  Churches.

ARTICLE  XX. 

PUBLICATION. 

The  Eighteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Publication  was 
received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication,  except  so 
much  as  relates  to  vacancies,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Nominations. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Publication 
was  received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  presented  the  following  Report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Publication  would  respectfully  report,  that 
the}''  have  received  the  Eighteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board, 
and  also  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  year  ending  May  1st, 
1872. 

The  Report  speaks  of  a  successful  year  in  the  past,  and  an  en- 
couraging prospect  for  the  future. 
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The  death  of  Mr.  William  T.  Runk,  of  New  York  City,  one  of 
the  members  of  the  Board,  and  a  generous  contributor  to  its  funds, 
is  suitably  noticed. 

The  Treasurer's  Report  shows  that  there  has  been  received  during 
the  year  from  Churches,  Sabbath- schools,  and  individuals,  $10,133- 
05,  of  which  amount  $3,522.51  has  been  added  to  the  Permanent 
Fund,  making  the  same  at  this  time  $16,156.84.  And  while  the 
sum  received  is  somewhat  less  than  last  year's  income,  reliable 
subscriptions  and  pledges  made  within  the  year,  give  an  increase 
in  the  aggregate  of  $500. 

The  Board  has  published  during  the  year,  besides  its  own  Report, 
and  the  Minutes  of  General  Synod,  of  new  volumes,  as  follows : 
two  volumes  ISmo,  1,000  copies  each;  three  volumes  16mo,  2,000 
copies  of  one,  and  1,000  of  the  other  ;  and  one  volume  24mo,  1.000 
•copies,  making  m  all,  of  new  publications,  6,000  volumes.  Of  re- 
prints of  former  editions,  they  have  issued  six  editions  of  bound 
volumes  in  7,500  copies,  6,000  catechisms,  4,000  tracts  18rao,  and 
18,000  of  12mo,  making  in  all  13,500  volumes,6,000  catechisms, 
and  22,000  tracts. 

The  sales  from  May  1st,  1871,  to  May  1st,  1872,  amounted  to 
.$]  5, 143.79. 

The  grants  have  been  $1,215.82,  of  which  $740.31  have  been 
given  to  the  foreign  field. 

The  cash  balance  is  reported  at  $3,059.95,  and  after  deducting 
$1,000  for  depreciation  in  stock,  the  increase  is  $3,552.37  over 
last  year's  statement. 

The  "Sower  and  Gospel  Field,"  so  cordially  recommended  by 
the  General  Synod  as  an  organ  of  communication  between  the 
Board  and  the  Churches,  has  been  issued  semi-monthly  in  editions 
■of  over  9,500  each  ;  the  receipts  for  which  have  been  $3,893.51.  It 
is  to  be  regretted  that  there  is  a  necessity  for  adding  that  the  ex- 
penses have  exceeded  the  receipts  by  |il, 526.88.  The  Committee 
refer  to  this,  not  to  discourage  further  issues  of  the  Paper,  but,  on 
the  other  hand,  considering  it  a  most  valuable  auxiliary  of  the 
Board,  as  well  as  faithful  messenger  to  the  Churches,  would  recom- 
mend its  continuance,  even  if  the  cost  should  equal,  or  oven  ex- 
ceed that  of  the  past  year.  It  is  not  too  much  money  for  the  Church 
to  pay  for  the  amount  of  gospel  truth  sent  to  the  homes  of  those 
whose  moans  will  not  admit  of  their  taking  more  expensive  papers, 
and  who  prize  them  none  the  less  because  they  are  small. 
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Your  Committee  believe  that  the  "  Sower  and  Gospel  Field  "  is 
doing  a  blessed  work  outside  of  what  it  does  in  informing  the- 
Churches  and  friends  of  Christ's  kingdom  of  the  wants  of  the  Board. 
Just  what  the  Committee  have  iu  view  is  to  remind  the  Churches 
of  the  impoi'tance  of  giving  the  Paper  as  wide  a  circulation  as  pos- 
sible, that  the  two-fold  good  may  be  accomplished  of  more  widely 
circulating  precious  gospel  truth,  and  of  having  a  good  balance  on 
the  other  side.  Fifteen  thousand  subscribers  would  nearly,  if  not 
quite,  pay  all  the  expenses  of  this  issue. 

For  the  same  reason,  the  Committee  would  recommend  a  liberal 
support  for  the  Board  in  its  general  work.  It  has  a  work  that  it 
can  do,  and  will  do  it  most  cheaply  when  fully  supplied  with 
means.  That  power  which  not  only  supplements  but  multiplies 
the  voice  of  the  living  teacher,  and  bears  the  gospel  message 
where  the  living  voice  reaches  not,  can  no  more  be  ignored  as  an 
element  of  church  life  and  growth  than  of  our  common  Christian, 
civilization.  Every  denomination  of  Christians  in  our  land  is 
coming  to  act  on  this  principle. 

While  the  markets  abound  in  good  Christian  literature,  and  the 
general  societies  arc  prolific  in  these  issues,  every  church  that  will 
count  on  a  future  must  have  a  literature  begotten  in  the  hearts  of 
her  own  people,  and  addressed  to  their  forms  of  belief,  and  modes. 
of  thought  as  well.  Nor  need  we  assume  that  such  an  institution' 
must  needs  be  a  burden  too  heavy  for  the  Church  to  bear.  Only 
let  it,  as  soon  as  possible,  be  made  self-sustaining,  and  then,  with 
the  popular  favor,  and  the  full  patronage  of  the  Church,  it  may 
even  become  a  source  of  profit,  and  this,  too,  while  at  reduced, 
prices,  it  is  meeting  the  wants  of  the  Church. 

The  Board  of  Publication  is  the  latest  born  of  all  oar  Boards,, 
and  was  for  a  long  time  treated  almost  as  one  without  an  inherit- 
ance. The  wonder  was,  not  that  it  accomplished  so  little,  but  that 
it  lived  at  all.  Friends  came  to  its  aid — not  with  tlieir  gifts,  but. 
with  a  loan,  a  part  of  which  is  still  unpaid,  and  rests  as  a  burden  on 
the  Board.  The  plan  of  a  permanent  endowment  was  a  later 
thought,  which,  though  not  yet  completed,  has,  in  the  course  of  its 
progress,  brought  the  Board  nearer  to  a  self-sustaining  point  thani 
it  has  ever  reached  before.  What  yet  seems  to  be  needed  is,  that 
the  endowment  be  perfected  according  to  the  original  plan — that 
the  Board  be  assisted  in  the  payment  of  its  funded  debt,  and  last^ 
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though  not  least,  that  it  receives  the  favor  and  patronage  of  the 
Church  in  the  sale  of  its  publications.  This  was  the  purpose  of 
the  Board — that  it  supply  the  wants  of  the  Church,  and  that  in  this 
it  should  find  its  strength  and  growth — not  in  its  potentiality  to 
do,  but  in  the  actuality  of  its  doing.  The  relation  of  the  Board  ta 
the  Church  would  become  simply  that  of  giving  and  receiving  mu- 
tual benefits. 

To  the  furtherance  of  these  ends,  your  Committee  recommend 
the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Publication  be  recommended  to  the 
Consistories,  Sabbath-schools,  and  individuals  of  our  Churches,  as 
worthy  of  their  patronage,  both  from  the  quality  of  their  books  on 
sale,  and  the  prices  at  which  they  are  sold. 

Resolved,  That  contributions  be  solicited  from  Churches  and  be- 
nevolent individuals,  on  behalf  of  the  Board,  that  the  permanent 
endowment  may  be  completed,  and  the  general  work  of  the  Board  pro- 
moted. 

Resolved,  That  this  General  Synod  recommend  the  "  Sower  and 
Gospel  Field  "  as  an  organ  of  the  Boards  of  the  Church,  and  that 
earnest  efforts  be  made  by  pastors,  Consistories,  and  all  concerned,, 
to.givo  it  the  Avidest  possible  circulation  among  the  Churches.

•       ARTICLE  XXI. 

PARTICULARIA. 

The  Van  Benschoten  Bequest  was  read. 

Synod  fixed  the  hours  of  meeting  and  adjournment  as  follows  : 
Of  meeting,  at  9  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  2|-  p.  m.  Of  adjournment  at  12 
M.,  and  5^  p.  m. 

Rev.  M.  G.  Hansen  and  Rev.  A.  V.  Gulick  were  appointed  tel- 
lers. 

One  hour  was  spent  on  the  afternoon  of  the  first  day  of  the  ses- 
sion in  devotional  exercises. 
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On  the  morning  of  each  day's  session,  after  the  reading  of  the 
Minutes,  a  half  hour  was  spent  in  devotional  services. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  second  day  of  the  session,  the  sacrament 
of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  administered.  The  Adsessor  presided, 
and  read  the  form.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  C.  D.  Hart- 
ranft.  Brief  remarks,  at  the  distribution  of  the  elements,  were 
made  by  Rev.  John  S.  Himrod,  and  Rev.  W.  H.  Gleason.  The  fol- 
lowing Elders  assisted  in  the  service : — Robert  H.  Pruyn,  Samuel 
B.  Schieffelin,  John  Lyon,  and  John  Duncan. 

Rev.  John  McC.  Holmes,  Henry  Dater,  and  Elder  Samuel  B. 
Stewart  were  appointed  a  committee  on  devotional  exercises. 

On  the  evening  of  the  third  day  of  the  session  a  meeting  for  de- 
votional exercises  was  held  under  the  direction  of  the  President. 

Resolved,  That  three  hundred  copies  of  the  roll  be  printed  for  the 
use  of  the  members. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod  be  authorized  and 
directed  to  pay  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  Committee  on  the  re- 
vision of  the  Constitution. 

Resolved,  That  an  evening  session  be  held  on  Tuesday  evening 
and  thereafter  on  each  evening  during  the  session  of  the  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  highly  appreciate  the  enterprise  of  the 
Christian  Intelligencer  in  furnishing  to  the  Synod  a  daily  issue  con- 
taining such  ample  reports  of  its  proceedings  ;  and  that  the  Paper  as 
conducted  renders  loyal  and  efficient  aid  in  all  our  denominational 
work,  and  well  deserves  the  general  support  of  our  people. 

Resolved,  That  the  hearty  thanks  of  this  Synod  be  tendered  to 
the  Pastor,  Consistory,  and  Ladies,  of  the  Church  of  Astoria,  for 
the  entertainment  afforded  us  in  our  excursion  to  Astoria. 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  presents  to  Major  General  John  New- 
ton, Mr.  G.  C.  Reitheimer,  and  Major  Reeve,  .of  the  Government 
"Works,  at  Hallett's  Point,  its  thanks  for  the  courtesy  and  attention 
of  these  gentlemen  shown  to  the  Synod,  while  inspecting  the  works 
under  their  charge. 

After  the  election  of  Dr.  Van  Zandt  as  Professor,  he  was  relieved 
from  further  service  on  the  (Jommittee  on  the  Professorate.  Rev. 
John  L.  See  was  added  to  the  Committee. 

Rev.  D.  K.  Van  Doren,  J.  H.  Enders.  and  Josiah  Markle,  with 
the  Elders  John  A.  Van  Vechten,  and  S.  H.  Conklin  were  appointed 
.a  committee  to  canvass  the  votes  cast  for  members  of  the  Boards. 
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The  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved^  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  consider  the  feasi- 
bility of  some  plan  by  which  a  general  fund  shall  be  provided  for 
the  payment  of  the  traveling  expenses  of  all  the  delegates  to  Synod, 
and  report  to  the  next  General  Synod. 

The  following  were  appointed: — Rev.  P.  D.  Van  Cleef,  William 
E.  Duryee,  and  Elder  John  Duncan. 

Resolved,  That  the  Lemmata  of  the  General  Synod  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  the  Revision  of  the  Constitution,  for  the  purpose 
of  amendment,  and  that  they  report  at  the  next  General  Synod. 

ARTICLE  XXII. 

BENEVOLENT    AND    RELIGIOUS    INSTITUTIONS. 

A  sermon,  in  behalf  of  tlie  benevolent  operations  of  the  Church, 
was  preached  on  tlie  evening  of  the  sixth  day  of  the  session,  by 
the  Rev.  Rufus  W.  Clark,  D.D.,  from  Matthew  x.,  8  :  "  Freely  ye 
have  received,  freely  give." 

Rev.  A.  P.  Gieson  was  chosen  Primarius,  and  Rev.  Joseph 
Kimball,  Secundus,  to  preach  the  seimon  on  Benevolence,  at  the 
next  stated  session. 

A  resolution,  referring  to  Systematic  Beneficence,  was  adopted, 
and  referred  to  a  Special  Committee,  consisting  of  Rev.  C.  L. 
"Wells,  E.  T.  Corwin,  Jacob  "West,  and  the  Elders,  S.  B.  Stewart, 
and  Garret  G.  Beigen. 

The  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  memorial  oa 
the  re-organization  of  the  Benevolent  Boards,  presented  the  follow- 
ing Report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted: 

The  Special  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  overture  of  the 
Classis  of  Newark,  in  favor  of  combining  our  Boards  of  Foreign 
and  Domestic  Missions  under  one  Secretary,  and  the  remaining 
Boards  under  another,  beg  leave  to  report : 

That  they  approached  the  consideration  of  this  matter  with  many 
prepossessions  in  favor  of  the  proposal.  So  many  objections  are 
made  to  our  present  extended  system,  and  so  much  is  now  being 
said  and  done  in  other  denominations  in  the  direction  of  simplilying 
benevolent  agencies,  that  your  Committee  had  almost  assumed  that 
some  considerable  change  in  our  own  methods  would  be  required 
at  the  hands  of  this  Synod.  Careful  reflection,  however,  has  con- 
vinced them  that  for  our  own  Church,   at  this  time,   the  advantage

to  be  derived  from  such  change  would  he  limited,  and  its  risks  in- 
calculable. The  advantage  would  be,  first,  the  possible  saving  of 
some  hundreds,  at  most  of  very  few  thousands,  of  dollars  in  the 
salaries  of  executive  officers.  The  proposed  plan — and  your  Com- 
mittee could  think  of  none  better — would  include  two  secretaries 
and  a  paid  treasurer  in  place  of  four  secretaries,  the  present  trea- 
surers receiving  only  expenses,  and  no  salaries.  Since  clerk-hire,. 
to  some  degree,  at  leas*,  would  have  to  be  added  to  the  salaries  of 
these  three  officers,  the  saving  of  money  could  not  be  large.  An 
additional  advantage,  however,  might  seem  to  lie  in  the  approba- 
tion which  the  Church  Avould  accord  to  so  popuiar  a  change.  It 
might  be  inferred  that  the  mere  knowledge  that  our  benevolent 
affairs  were  to  be  more  economically  administered  would  at  once- 
secure  more  generous  gifts.  Still  your  Committee  have  been  com- 
pelled to  consider  that  complaint  of  a  charity  for  a  defect  in  its 
method  does  not  surely  predicit  perfect  co-operation  with  such 
charity  when  the  supposed  defect  is  cured.  Unquestionably  many 
of  the  most  liberal  givers  to  our  Boards  share  in  the  present  desire- 
for  a  simpler  system  of  administration  ;  with  many  others,  perhaps, 
the  preference  would  be  found  to  have  been  largely  an  intellectual 
matter,  so  that  the  most  approved  change  would  not  considerably 
affect  their  gifts. 

On  the  other  hand,  your  Committee  are  convinced  that  the  evils 
which  would  attend  the  proposed  alteration  are  both  certain  and 
great.  They  are  sure  that  in  our  Church,  and  at  this  time,  the 
funds  that  are  indispensable  to  the  work  of  our  Boards  could  not 
be  collected  without  the  direct  agency  of  secretaries.  They  know 
what  admissions  are  involved  in  this  conviction.  It  admits  that 
our  people  will  not  do  their  duty  toward  their  own  charities  unless 
they  are  constantly  stimulated  by  reminders,  and  that  the  pastors 
cannot  be  trusted  to  supply  that  stimulus.  There  are  denomina- 
tions of  which  such  a  confession  does  not  need  to  be  made.  The 
Methodists  of  our  own  country,  the  Presbyterians  of  Ireland,  are 
examples  of  churches  where  the  arrangements  for  systematic  giving^ 
are  effectual,  if  not  complete — the  several  churches  feeding  the 
denominational  churches  as  spontaneously  as  springs  feed  rivers. 
Your  Committee  consent  to  no  lower  idea  of  a  dutiful  church.  But 
as  yet  only  some  of  our  springs  know  how  to  flow  of  themselves, 
and  our  secretaries  must  laboriously  maintain  their  little  separate 
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wells  in  the  different  congregations,  and  see  that  each  is  kept  bailed 
down  to  the  bottom.  The  evils  of  such  a  system  are  obvious  and 
many.  We  hope  for  better  things,  trusting  for  God's  blessing  upon 
the  efforts  now  making  iu  our  Church  in  favor  of  systematic  benefi- 
cence. Meanwhile,  however,  in  the  interest  of  all  our  forms  of 
church  work,  and  especially  of  those  self-denying  servants  of 
Christ  in  our  missionary  fields,  whose  very  food  depends  upon  the 
maintenance  of  our  benevolent  income,  your  Committee  forbear  to 
recommend  any  change  in  the  constitution  of  the  Boards. 
Eespectfully  submitted.

The  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of 
Systematic  Beneficence,  presented  the  following  Report,  which  was 
accepted  and  adopted  : 

There  is  no  question  that  this  Synod  can  be  asked  to  consider 
which  requires  more  careful  consideration  tlian  How  shall  all  the 
])eople  of  the  whole  Church  be  reached,  so  that  they  shall  be  led, 
each  in  his  own  place  and  sphere,  to  bear  a  due  proportion  in  the 
work  of  the  Master,  bringing  the  gospel  into  contact  with  the 
hearts  and  consciences  of  men  ?  This,  after  all,  is  the  true  work 
of  the  Church  in  the  world. 

The  resolution  appointing  your  Committee  directs  them  to 
examine  into  various  plans  of  Systematic  Benevolence  that  have 
been  proposed,  and  that  are  in  use  throughout  the  Church  of 
Christ.  Of  such  systems,  elaborated  ''.^ith  care,  involving  more  or 
less  of  machinery,  there  are,  probably,  a  score  or  more. 

It  is  evident  that  by  no  possibility  could  any  committee  give  the 
attention  to  the  subject  which  it  demands  during  the  short  time 
afforded  to  us  after  our  appohitment. 

One  system  only  has  come  under  our  notice,  through  circulars 
sent  to  the  members  of  the  Synod.  The  system  is  termed  the 
"  Powell  Revenue  System,"  published  by  the  Evangelical  Press 
Association.  From  the  hasty  examination  which  your  Committee 
have  been  able  to  give  to  this  system,  it  seems  to  them  to  have 
much  in  it  to  commend  it  to  the  consideration  of  our  Church.  Full 
particulars  can  be  learned,  and  the  needed  blanks  procured,  from  the 
agent,  245  Bowery,  New  York  City. 
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Your  Committee  do  not  venture  to  recommend  any  particu- 
lar system  at  this  time.  It  is  a  question  whether  any  one  system 
is  adapted  to  all  churches  and  localities  If  the  Synod  deem  it 
desirable  that  the  whole  subject  oucht  to  come  under  review  by 
the  Church,  the  Committee  feel  that  it  is  necessary  that  suflQcient 
time  should  be  given  them  for  ample  consideration.  If  it  is  the 
pleasure  of  Synod  to  continue  the  Committee  for  a  final  report  to 
the  next  General  Synod,  the  investigation  of  the  subject  may  serve 
to  turn  the  attention  of  the  Church  toward  it,  so  that  some  practical 
results  may  be  secured.

The  Committee  on  the  Centennial  Fund  presented  the  following 
Report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  appointed  last  year  "  to  supervise,  aid  and  coun- 
sel" the  movement  then  be^uu,  to  raise  a  Centennial  Fund  of  one 
million  of  dollars,  hereby  respectfully  report  to  your  venerable 
body. 

Soon  after  the  adjournment  of  the  General  Synod,  your  Commit- 
tee met  and  organized  by  electing  Rev.  Wm.  J.  R.  Taylor,  D.D., 
Corresponding  Secretar}^,  and  Jno.  A.  Hardenborgh,  Esq.,  Recording 
Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who,  together  with  the  Chairman,  were 
directed  to  act  as  a  sub-committee  of  the  whole.  Committees  in 
each  of  the  four  Particular  Synods  were  also  designated,  and  two 
vacancies  on  the  Centennial  Committee  filled  by  the  appointment  of 
Saml.  B.  Stewart  and  Hon.  John  W.  Ferdon. 

Obedient  to  the  directions  contained  in  the  plan  of  action,  your 
Committee  proceeded  to  issue,  in  succession,  the  following  docu- 
ments, viz  : — 1st.  The  plan  of  the  General  Synod.  2d.  A  circular 
letter,  containing  some  suggestions  to  pastors  and  churches,  re- 
specting methods  of  co-operation.  3d.  A  tabulated  form  for  sub- 
scriptions, together  with  a  summary  of  the  plan,  prefixed.  4th.  A 
memorial  certificate,  intended  mainly  for  Sabbath-schools  ;  and  5th. 
A  schedule,  to  be  filled  by  the  Churches  making  reports  to  the  Com- 
mittees. 

In  addition  to  these  mere  formal  documents,  an  extended  private 
correspondence  has  been  maintained  by  the  members  af  the  Com- 
mittee, and  particularly  by  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  in  which 
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information  has  been  given   to  a  large  number  of  persons   asking 
therefor. 

So  far  as  their  time  and  other  engagements  would  permit,  the 
clerical  members  of  your  Committee  have  also  addressed  many 
conventions,  c'assical  or  local,  and  rendered  what  service  was  in 
their  power  to  brethren  who  solicited  their  aid. 

All  the  Special  Committees  of  the  Particular  Synods  have  acted 
with  hearty  energy  in  their  respective  spheres,  in  concert  with 
pastors,  and  have  largely  contributed  to  the  progress  of  the 
work. 

While  thus  reporting  in  brief  the  course  of  procedure  taken 
by  yonr  General  and  Particular  Committees,  it  is  proper  to  add  that 
the  Classes,  Consistories,  and  pastors  (with  but  few  exceptions 
among  officials  last  named),  manifested  from  the  beginning  a  sincere 
and  earnest  purpose  to  carry  out  the  plan  of  the  General  Synod  in 
all  its  details.  Accordingly,  memorial  sermons  were  yery  gene- 
rally preached  in  the  pulpits  of  the  denomination  on  the  15th  of 
last  October,  and  the  people  thus  informed  of  the  nature  of  the 
high  undertaking  upon  which  they  were  invited  to  enter. 

So  far  as  the  information  received  by  your  Committee  justifies 
their  testimony,  they  can  say  of  a  truth  that  the  people  of  the  Re- 
formed Church  as  with  one  mind,  and  that  a  ready  one,  accepted 
the  Centennial  plan  of  the  General  Synod,  as  recommendatory  of 
a  great  duty,  improved  by  a  great  occasion,  in  the  progress  of  their 
venerable  communion. 

The  Report  of  our  Treasurer,  herewith  submitted  in  general  out- 
line, will  afford  gratification  to  your  body,  and  furnish  trustworthy 
proof  of  the  willingness  and  ability  of  the  Reformed  Church  to 
raise  her  Centennial  Memorial  Fund  to  a  sum  possibly  exceeding 
the  million  of  dollars  proposed.  That  Report  cannot,  as  yet,  be 
rendered  in  detail,  because  the  movement  has  acquired  a  momen- 
tum which  cannot  be  safely  arrested  at  this  point.  Your  Commit- 
tee have  information  of  rcpoits  from  Churches  which  could  not  now 
be  made  up  in  completeness,  and  of  still  other  Churches  wishing  to 
make  contributions  to  the  Fund,  provided  that  liberty  of  extended 
time  be  given  them.  Yet  the  amount  now  reported  is  so  large  as 
to  justify  the  expectation  that  a  whole  3''ear  of  special  attention  to 
this  work  will  be  crowned  with  success. 
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It  will  be  remembered  that  the  great  conflagrations  at  the  "West 
occurred  just  when  our  Centennial  year  actually  began,  in  October 
last.  The  voice  of  a  great  calamity  awakened  immediate  and  uni- 
versal sympathy  for  the  many  thus  precipitated  into  homeless  pov- 
erty and  distress.  For  a  period  of  more  than  two  months  our 
•Churches  were  engaged  in  providing  relief  for  sufferers  in  the 
"Western  States.  "When  that  period  had  passed,  an  interval  had  to 
be  allowed  before  prudent  attempts  could  be  made  to  enter  zealous- 
ly upon  the  execution  of  the  Centennial  plan. 

The  opinion  has  been  commonly  expressed,  and  your  Committee 
have  been  requested  to  repeat  it,  that  so  much  money  as  was  raised 
for  the  aid  of  Holland,  Michigan,  should  be  considered  as  a  proper 
part  of  the  Centennial  Fund,  and  accordingly  it  has  been  so  count- 
ed. It  is  probable,  however,  that  so  much,  if  not  more,  was  con- 
tributed by  Churches  and  individuals  in  our  denomination  for  Chica- 
go as  there  Avas  for  Holland.  We  have,  however,  no  official  record 
of  the  amount  thus  raised,  and  allude  to  it  only  to  call  attention  to 
the  fact  that  our  Centennial  year  was  opened  by  a  great  charity, 
bestowed  spontaneously  upon  cities  and  states  prostrated  beneath 
a  great  affliction. 

Owing  to  the  facts  above  recited,  the  proper  work  called  for  by 
the  plan  of  Synod  could  not  be  fairly  entered  upon  before  January 
last,  and  has  conesquently  been  narrowed  down  to  a  period  of 
about  five  months. 

Your  Committee  are  informed  that  the  several  Particular  Synods, 
and  also  all  the  Boards  of  the  Church,  would  be  glad  to  have  the 
time  for  the  operation  of  the  plan  extended,  so  that  by  the  first  of 
January  next,  or  at  some  other  date  in  the  future  which  your 
venerable  body  may  choose  to  designate,  the  denomination  may 
make  good  its  expressed  desires,  and  be  free  to  proportion  its  gifts 
to  its  opportunities. 

It  will  be  found  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  money  thus  far  re- 
ported has  been  applied  to  the  liquidation  of  debts  on  local 
ohurches,  or  the  erection  of  new  edifices,  or  to  improvements  of 
ecclesiastical  property.  This  result  was  expected,  and  is  not  to  be 
regretted  or  censured.  All  through  our  denomination,  for  some 
years  past,  congregations  had  been  building  new  churches  and  par- 
sonages, in  which  large  sums  of  money  had  been  expended.  In 
all  cases,  the  removal  of  their  debts  adds  directly  to  the  ability  of 
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churches  to  engage  in  extended  beneficence.  If,  therefore,  a  half 
million  of  dollars  has  been  raised  and  paid  in  liquidation  of  local 
obligations,  under  the  inspiration  of  the  memories  and  hopes  which 
cluster  around  this  Centennial  year,  it  may  well  occasion  gratitude 
and  satisfaction. 

Your  Committee  believe  that  the  Centennial  movement  has  not 
injured,  but  rather  aided  the  interests  of  the  several  Boards.  The 
very  liberal  gifts  bestowed  upon  the  sufferers  in  the  West  undoubt- 
edly diminished,  for  a  time  afterward,  the  receipts  of  the  Boards, 
as  well  as  of  the  Memorial  Fund.  But  those  gifts  proved  the 
existence  of  a  right  feeling,  and  illustrated  the  ability  of  the  Re- 
formed Church  to  produce  larger  pecuniary  benefactions  for  a 
special  purpose,  without  being  obliged  to  neglect  its  own  peculiar 
work. 

If,  in  its  wisdom  and  discretion,  the  General  S}^^nod  ordain  that 
at  least  a  full  year  be  allowed  for  collecting  the  Centennial  offer- 
ings, then  your  Committee  beg  leave  to  suggest  that  the  great  in- 
fluence of  your  body  be  excited  to  arouse  the  Church  to  make  a 
united  effort  in  behalf  of  its  Building  Fund,  as  among  the  most 
important,  if  not  the  one  agent  most  of  all  essential  to  its  progress- 
in  this  country.  The  amount  of  money  apportioned  to  the  Building 
Fund  is  not  enough  to  meet  its  present  necessities,  and  would  not, 
therefore,  strengthen  it  for  larger  usefulness  in  the  future. 

Your  Committee  believe  that  what  has  been  accomplished  within 
the  last  five  months  toward  the  execution  of  the  Centennial  plan, 
will  afford  a  great  encouragement  to  all  who  heartily  desire  the 
prosperity  and  enlargement  of  the  Reformed  Church,  and  give 
ample  proof  of  the  willingness  of  our  communion  to  do  its  share 
of  the  grand  work  to  which  tne  whole  body  of  faithful  people  is 
called  in  this  day  of  evangelical  progress

Also  that  1,000 
extra  copies  of  the  Revised  Constitution  be  printed  and  distributed 
with  the  Minutes. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Synod  be  returned  to  the  Con- 
sistory of  the  Middle  Reformed  Church  of  Brooklyn  for  the  use  of 
their  church  edifice  during  the  present  session  of  this  body. 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  this  Synod  recognize  with  plea- 
sure the  attentive  courtesy  of  Rev.  Mr.  Ingersoll,  in  providing  for 
their  entertainment,  and  wish  to  make  every  grateful  acknowledge- 
ment of  the  abundant  and  graceful  attentions  which  they  have 
received  from  families  who  have  invited  them  to  their  homes.

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PKEFATOEY    NOTE. 


In  the  year  1867,  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  which  is  named  in  the  fol- 
lowing pages,  dropped  from  its  ecclesiastical  name  the  word  "  Dutch,"  which 
was  first  formally  assumed  therein  in  the  year  1792,  and  added  the  words  "in 
America,"  so  that  the  said  Church  might  thenceforth  be  known  as  "The  Re- 
formed Church  in  America."  (See  below,  Chap.  II,  Art.  5,  Sec.  1.)  Yet,  in 
order  that  the  absolute  identity  of  "  Tlie  Reformed  Church  in  America"  with 
"  The  Reformed  Dutch  Church  "  might  be  subject  to  no  possible  doubt  or  dis- 
pute, it  was  also  ordained,  that  the  epithet  "  Dutch  "  should  be  retained  in  all 
those  places  in  this  Constitution  in  which  it  had  previously  been  used ;  but 
should  be  inclosed  in  brackets,  to  indicate  the  purpose  of  the  Church  to  dis- 
courage the  ecclesiastical  and  popular  use  of  the  word  as  part  of  its  name. 
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INTRODUOTIOK 


For  the  maintenance  of  good  order  in  the  Church  of  Christ,  it  is 
necessary  there  should  be  certain  Offices  and  A^semhlies^  and  a 
strict  attention  to  Dodrine-^,  Sacraments,  Usages  and  Christian 
Discipline  ;  of  all  which  the  following  ecclesiastical  ordinances  par- 
ticularly treat. 

ARTICLE  I. 

Of  the  Offices  in  the  Church. 
Sec.  1.  The  Offices  in  the  Church  are  fourfold,  viz  : 

1.  The  Office  of  Ministers  of  the  Word. 

2.  The  Office  of  Teachers  of  Theology. 

3.  The  Office  of  Elders. 

4.  The  Office  of  Deacons. 

ARTICLE  11. 

Of  Ministers  of  the   Word. 

Sec.  1.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  exercise  the  office  of 
a  Minister,  without  being  thereinto  regularly  inducted,  according 
to  the  "Word  of  God,  and  the  order  established  by  the  Church. 

Sec.  2.  Every  person  contemplating  the  work  of  the  ministry, 
before  he  commences  his  course  of  Theological  studies,  shall  fur- 
nish satisfactory  evidence  of  his  being  a  member,  in  full  commu- 
nion and  in  good  standing,  of  a  Reformed  Protestant  Church ;  of 
his  piety,  abilities  and  literary  attainments  ;  and  thereupon  shall  be 
admitted  into  one  of  the  Theological  Schools  ;  and,  during  the 
prosecution  of  his  studies  there,  shall  be  subject  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  thereof;  and,  when  he  shall  have  completed  the  pre- 
scribed course  and  term  of  Theological  studies,  shall  be  admitted 
to  an  examination  according  to  the  regulations  of  the  schools,  as 
established  by  the  General  Synod ;  and,  if  found  qualified,  shall 
receive  a  professorial  certificate  to  that  effect,  which  shall  en- 
title him  to  an  examination  for  licensure  before  the  Classis  to  which 
be  belongs. 

Sec.  .3.  Tn  the  examination,  strict  attention  shall  be  paid  to  the 
attainments  of  the  student,  not  only  in  the  original  languages  of 
the  Sacred  Scriptures,  in  Biblical  literature,  in  composition,  and  his

method  of  sermonizing,  but  he  shall  be  especially  examined  re- 
specting his  knowledge  in  Theology,  his  orthodoxy,  his  piety, 
and  his  views  in  desiring  to  become  a  preacher  of  the  Gos- 
pel. 

Sec.  4.  Whoever,  upon  examination,  shall  be  approved  by  the 
Classis,  must,  before  he  is  licensed,  attest  his  adherence  to  the 
doctrines  of  the  Gospel,  by  subscribing  the  following  formula, 
viz : 

"  We,  the  underwritten,  testify,  that  the  Heidelbergh  Catechism, 
and  the  Confession  of  the  Netherland  churches,  as  also  the  Canons, 
of  the  National  Synod  of  Dordrecht,  held  in  the  years  1618  and 
1619,  are  fully  conformable  to  the  Word  of  God.  We  promise, 
moreover,  that,  as  far  as  we  are  able,  we  will,  with  all  faithfulness, 
teach  and  defend,  both  in  public  and  private,  the  doctrines  estab- 
lished in  the  standards  aforesaid.  And,  should  ever  any  part  of 
these  doctrines  appear  to  us  dubious,  we  will  not  divulge  the  same 
to  the  people,  nor  disturb  the  peace  of  the  Church,  or  of  any  com- 
munity ;  but  will  communicate  our  sentiments  to  the  ecclesiastical 
judicatories  under  which  we  stand,  and  subject  ourselves  to  the 
counsel  and  sentence  of  the  same." 

Sec.  5.  After  subscribing  the  aforesaid  formula,  the  candidate 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  certificate,  or  testimonial,  signed  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Classis  before  which  the  examination  is  held,  containing 
a  license  to  preach  the  Gospel ;  which  license  may,  for  cause,  be 
revoked  by  the  Classis. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  of  whose  gifts,  piety  and  promise  of  useful- 
ness the  Classis  is  satisfied,  may  be  recommended  by  the  same  to^ 
the  General  Synod  for  a  dispensation  from  any  of  the  above  re- 
quirements as  to  study.  Such  recommendation  shall  always  be 
accompanied  by  a  full  statement  of  the  reasons  for  the  same.  And 
no  dispensation  shall  in  any  case  be  granted  except  by  the  General 
Synod,  and  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Classis. 

Sec.  7.  A  candidate  for  the  ministry  may  not,  under  any  pre- 
tence whatever,  administer  the  sacraments;  nor  can  he  be  a  dele- 
gate to  represent  a  church  in  any  ecclesiastical  assembly. 

Sec.  8.  Ever^r  candidate  for  the  ministry  is  to  consider  himself 
under  the  immediate  direction  of  the  Classis  which  examined  him, 
and  is  to  visit  such  congregations,  and  preach  in  those  places  to> 
which  the  Classis  shall  send  him  ;    but,   if  no  particular  directions. 
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are  given,  he  may  preach  at  his  own  discretion  in  any  congregation 
that  shall  invite  him. 

Sec.  9.  A  candidate  who  has  accepted  a  call,  must  be  examined 
for  his  becoming  a  minister.  In  this  final  examination,  besides  a 
repetition  of  his  previous  trials  in  composition  and  sermonizing,  the 
original  languages  of  the  Sacred  Scriptures,  Biblical  literature,  and 
his  knowledge  of  Theology,  as  well  Didactic  as  Polemic,  he  shall  be 
interrogated  respecting  the  nature  and  administration  of  the  Sacra- 
ments, the  duties  of  the  ministry,  and  his  knowledge  of  Ecclesias- 
tical History,  and  of  Church  Government. 

Sec.  10.  Upon  giving  satisfaction  in  this  examination,  the  candi- 
date shall  subscribe  the  following  formula,  viz  : 

"  We,  the  underwritten,  in  becoming  Ministers  of  the  Word  of 
God,  within  the  bounds  of  the  Classis  of  N.  N.,  do  hereby  sincere- 
ly, and  in  good  conscience  before  the  Lord,  declare,  by  this  our  sub- 
scription, that  we  heartily  believe,  and  are  persuaded,  that  all  the 
articles  and  points  of  doctrine  contained  in  the  Confession  and 
Catechism  of  the  Reformed  (Dutch)  Church,  together  with  the  ex- 
planation of  some  points  of  tlie  aforesaid  doctrine  made  in  the 
National  Synod,  held  at  Dordrecht,  in  the  year  1619,  do  fully  agree 
with  the  Word  of  God.  We  promise,  therefore,  diligently  to  teach, 
and  faithfully  to  defend,  the  aforesaid  doctrine,  without  either  di- 
rectly or  indirectly  contradicting  the  same  by  our  public  preaching 
or  w^ritings.  We  declare,  moreover,  that  we  not  only  reject  all 
errors  that  militate  against  this  doctrine,  and  particularly  those 
which  are  condemned  in  the  above-mentioned  Synod,  but  that  we 
are  disposed  to  refute  and  contradict  them,  and  to  exert  ourselves 
in  keeping  the  Church  pure  from  such  errors.  And,  if  hereafter 
any  difficulties  or  diiferent  sentiments  respecting  the  aforesaid  doc- 
trine should  arise  in  our  minds,  we  promise  that  we  will  neither 
publicly  nor  privately  propose,  teach  or  defend  the  same,  either  by 
preaching  or  writing,  until  we  have  first  revealed  such  sentiment  to 
the  Classis,  that  the  same  may  be  there  examined  ;  being  ready 
always  cheerfully  to  submit  to  the  judgment  of  the  Classis,  under 
the  penalty,  in  case  of  refusal,  to  be  ipso  facto  suspended  from 
our  office.  And,  if  at  any  time  the  Consistor}'-,  or  Classis,  upon 
sufficient  grounds  of  suspicion,  and  to  preserve  the  uniformity  and 
purity  of  doctrine,  may  deem  it  proper  to  require  of  us  an  explana- 
tion of  our  sentiments  respecting  any  particular  article  of  the  Con- 
fession of  Faith,  the  Catechism,  or  the  explanation  of  the  Nation- 
al Synod,  we  do  hereby  promise  to  be  always  willing  and  ready  ta 
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comply  with  such  requisition,  under  the  penalty  above-mentioned, 
reserving,  however,  to  ourselves  the  right  of  an  appeal,  whenever 
we  shall  conceive  ourselves  aggrieved  by  the  action  of  the 
Consistory  or  Classis  ;  and,  until  a  decision  is  made  upon  such  ap- 
peal, we  will  acquiesce  in  the  determination  and  judgment  already 
passed." 

Sec.  11.  The  Classis  before  which  the  examination  of  a  candi- 
date is  held  shall  fix  a  day  for  his  ordination,  which  ordination  shall 
be  conducted  by  the  Classis  with  proper  solemnity ;  a  sermon  suited 
to  the  occasion  shall  be  preached,  and  the  promises,  directions,  ex- 
planations of  duty,  with  a  laying  on  of  hands,  shall  be  agreeable  to 
the  form  for  that  end  expressly  made  and  adopted  ;  after  which 
a  certificate  of  his  ordination,  signed  by  the  President,  shall  be 
given. 

Sec  12.  The  office  of  a  Minister  is  to  persevere  in  prayer  and 
the  ministry  of  the  "Word  ;  to  dispense  the  Sacraments  ;  to  watch 
over  his  brethren  the  Elders  and  Deacons,  as  well  as  over  the 
whole  congregatioa  ;  and  lastly,  in  conjunction  with  the  Eldersi 
to  exercise  Christian  discipline,  and  to  be  carefnl  that  all  things  be 
done  decently  and  in  good  order.  Every  Minister  must  consider 
himself  as  wholly  devoted  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  the  services 
of  the  Church,  and  shall  faithfully  fulfil  the  obligations  of  his  call, 
in  preaching,  catechising,  and  visiting  his  flock ;  and  be  instant  in 
season  and  out  of  season  ;  and,  by  word  and  example,  always  pro- 
mote the  spiritual  welfare  of  his  people. 

Sec.  13.  No  person  shall  be  ordained  to  the  ministry  of  the 
"Word,  without  settling  in  some  congregation,  except  for  missionary 
work  under  the  direction  of  the  Classis,  or  in  foreign  lands ;  and  no 
person,  when  ordained,  shall  be  at  liberty  to  relinquish  his  calling 
as  a  Minister  for  any  secular  avocation,  except  for  important 
reasons,  concerning  which  the  Classis  shall  inquire  and  deter- 
mine. 

Sec.  14.  Ministers  who,  by  reason  of  old  age,  or  habitual  sick- 
ness and  infirmities,  either  of  mind  or  body,  are  not  capable  of  ful- 
filling the  duties  of  the  ministry,  may,  upon  application,  and  suffi- 
cient proof  of  such  incapacity  being  mide  to  the  Classis,  be  de- 
clared emeriti,  and  be  excused  from  all  further  service  in  the  Church 
during  such  infirmity ;  reserving,  however,  to  them  the  title,  rank, 
and  character  which,  before  such  declaration,  they  enjoyed.  In  all 
such  cases,  before  the  Classis  declares  any  Minister  emeritus,  they 
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may  require  a  stipulation  in  writing  from  the  Consistory  to  which 
he  belongs,  under  their  common  seal,  and  signed  by  their  President, 
to  pay  such  Minister  annually,  in  half-yearly  payments,  during  his 
exemption  from  pastoral  service,  for  his  support,  snch  sum  as  the 
Classis  shall  deem  reasonable,  having  due  regard  to  the  stated 
salary  of  such  Minister,  and  the  situation  and  ability  of  the  congre- 
gation. This  stipulation  shall  at  any  time  be  subject  to  modification 
or  discontinuance  by  the  Classis. 

Sec.  15.  For  the  regular  application  for  dismission  of  a  Minister 
from  his  charge,  it  is  required  that  a  neighboring  Minister  of  the 
same  Classis  to  which  the  congregation  belongs,  be  invited  to  be 
present,  and  superintend  the  application  for  said  dismission  of  the 
Minister  from  his  congregation,  countersign  it,  and  deliver  it,  with  a 
report  upon  the  subject,  to  the  Classis,  which  report  and  document 
shall  serve  as  a  basis  upon  which  the  final  dismission  and  certifi- 
cate of  the  Classis  shall  be  founded. 

Sec.  16.  All  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  are  equal  in  rank  and 
authority ;  all  are  Bishops  or  overseers  in  the  Church ;  and  all  are 
equal  Stewards  of  the  mysteries  of  God.  No  superiority  shall, 
therefore,  be  ever  claimed  or  acknowledged  by  one  Minister  over 
another ;  nor  shall  there  be  any  lords  over  God's  heritage  in  the 
Eeformed  (Dutch)  Churches. 

Sec.  17.  Consistories  of  vacant  congregations  shall  not  invite  or 
permit  Ministers  of  other  denominations,  whose  characters  and 
standing  are  not  known,  to  preach  within  their  bounds,  unless  they 
exhibit  satisfactory  evidence  in  writing,  of  a  recent  date,  of  their 
regular  authority  for  that  purpose,  and  their  good  standing; 
and,  in  all  doubtful  cases,  such  Consistories  shall  consult 
a  Standing  Committee  of  Classis,  to  be  appointed  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

Sec.  18.  The  Classis  shall  receive  no  Licentiates  or  Ministers 
under  their  care  from  any  body  of  professing  Christians  who  main- 
tain doctrines  different  from  those  of  the  Reformed  (Dutch) 
Church,  without  an  open  and  explicit  declaration,  on  their  part,  that 
they  have  renounced  such  doctrines,  as  contrary  to  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures, and  the  standards  of  our  Church. 

Sec.  19.  If  any  application  be  made  for  the  admission  of  a 
Licentiate  or  Minister  from  other  churches,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Classis  to  subject  him  to  such  examination  as  shall  enable 
them  to  proceed  with  freedom  in  his  case. 
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ARTICLE   III. 

Of  Teachers  of  Theology. 
Sec.  1.  As  it  is  of  the  greatest  irapcrtance  that  Professors  of 
Theology  should  be  sound  in  the  faith,  possess  abilities  to  teach, 
and  have  the  confidence  of  the  churches,  they  shall  always,  for  the 
greater  security,  be  chosen  and  appointed  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths 
of  the  membeis  present  in  the  General  Synod.  To  prevent,  as  far 
as  possible,  the  unhappy  consequences  of  partiality,  haste,  or  undue 
influence  in  obtaining  an  office  of  such  consequence  to  the  Church, 
a  nomination  of  one  or  more  candidates  shall  be  previously  made, 
upon  which  the  Synod  shall  fix  a  day  when  they  will  proceed  to  an 
election  ;  provided  that  no  appointment  of  a  Professor  of  Theology 
shall  ever  be  made  on  the  same  day  on  which  he  is  nominated ;  and 
provided  also  that  no  one  nominated  shall  be  set  aside,  except  by  the 
regular  process  of  balloting  for  an  election.  An  instrument,  certify- 
ing the  appointment,  and  specifying  the  general  duties  of  the  office, 
shall  be  signed  in  the  presence  of  the  General  Synod,  by  the  Presi- 
dent thereof,  and  by  him  be  given,  in  the  name  of  the  Church,  ta 
the  person  elected. 

Sec.  2,  No  person  shall  be  appointed  to  the  office  of  a  Professor 
who  is  not  a  Minister  in  good  standing ;  and  every  Professor  of 
Theology  shall  continue  in  his  office  during  life,  unless  in  case  of 
such  misbehavior  as  shall  be  deemed  a  violation  of  the  obligations 
entered  into  at  his  appointment ;  or  unless  he  voluntarily  deserts  or 
resigns  his  profession,  or  from  age  or  infirmities  becomes  incapable 
of  fulfilling  the  duties  thereof;  of  all  which  the  General  Synod 
alone  shall  judge ;  and  to  that  Synod  a  Professor  of  Theology  shall 
always  be  amenable  for  his  doctrine,  mode  of  teaching,  and  moral 
conduct. 

Skc.  3.  No  Professor  of  Theology  shall  be  permitted  to  officiate 
until  he  shall  have  subscribed  the  following  formula,  viz :  "  We^ 
the  underwritten,  in  becoming  Professors  of  Sacred  Theology  in 
the  Relbrmcd  (Dutch)  Church,  by  this  our  subscription,  uprightly^ 
and  in  good  conscience  before  God,  declare  that  we  heartily  be- 
lieve, and  are  persuaded,  that  all  the  articles,  and  points  of  doctrine, 
contained  in  the  Confession  and  Catechism  of  the  Reformed 
(Dutch)  Church  together  with  the  explanation  of  some  points  of 
the  said  doctrine,  made  in  the  National  Synod,  held  at  Dordrecht, 
in  the  year  1619,  do  fully  agree  with  the  Word  of  God.  We 
promise,  therefore,  that  we  will  diligently  teach,  and  faithfully  defend 
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the  aforesaid   doctrine  ;    and-  that  we  will   not  inculcate  or  write, 
either  publicly  or  privately,  directly  or  indirectly,  anything  against 
the  same.     As,  also,  that  we  reject  not  only  all  the   errors  which 
militate  against  this  doctrine,  and  particularly  those  which  are  con- 
demned in  the  above  mentioned  Synod,  but  that  we  are  disposed  to 
refute  the  same,  openly  to  oppose  tliem,  and  to  exert  ourselves  in 
keeping  the  Church  pure  from  such  errors.     Should  it  nevertheless 
hereafter  happen  that  any  objections  aganist  the  doctrine  might  arise 
in  our  minds,  or  we  entertain  different  sentiments,  we  promise  that 
we  will  not,  either  publicly  or  privately  propose,  teach,  or  defend  the 
same,  by  preaching  or  writing,   until  we  have  first  fully   revealed 
such  seutmients  to  the  General  Synod,  to  whom  we  are  responsible  ; 
that  our  opinions  may,  in  the  said  General  Synod,  receive  a  thorough 
examination,  being  ready  always  cheerfully  to  submit  to  the  judg- 
ment of  the  General  Synod,  under  the  penalty,  in  case  of  refusal, 
to  be  censured  by  the   said  Synod.     And  whenever  the  General 
Synod,  upon  sufficient  grounds   of  suspicion,   and  to  preserve   the 
uniformity  and  purity  of  doctrines,  may  deem  it  proper  to  demand 
from  us  a  more  particular  explanation  of  our  sentiments  respecting 
any  article  of  the  aforesaid  Confession,  Catechism,  or  Explanation 
of  the  National  Synod,  we  promise  hereby  to  be  always  willing  and 
ready  to  comply  with  such  demand,  under  the  penalty  before  men- 
tioned ;  reserving  to  ourselves  the  right  of  rehearing,  or  a  new 
trial,  if  we  shall  conceive  ourselves  aggrieved  in  the  sentence  ot 
the  General  Synod ;  during  the  dependence  of  which  new  trial,  we 
promise  to  acquiesce  in  the  judgment  already  passed,    as  well  as 
finally  to  submit,  without  disturbing  the  peace  of  the  churches,  to 
the  ultimate  decision  of  the  said  General  Synod." 

Sec.  4.  No  Professor,  while  in  office,  shall  have  the  pastoral 
■charge  of  any  congregation,  or  sit  as  a  member  of  any  ecclesiasti- 
cal assembly  or  judicatory ;  but  as  a  Minister  of  the  Gospel,  may 
preach,  and  administer,  or  assist  in  administering  the  Sacraments 
in  any  congregation,  with  the  consent  of  the  Minister  or  Con- 
sistory. 

Sec.  5.  A  Professor  shall  not  be  at  liberty  to  resign  his  office 
without  the  consent  of  the  General  Synod,  except  upon  giving 
three  months'  previous  notice  to  the  President  of  that  body,  of  his 
intention  so  to  do. 

Sec.  6.  A  Professor  of  Theology,  being  amenable  only  to  the 
General  Synod,  shall,  when  entering  on  the  discharge  of  his  duties, 
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take  a  dismissal  from  the  judicatory  with  which  he  is  connected  ; 
and  on  retiring  from  office  shall  be  dismissed  to  such  ecclesiastical 
judicatory  as  he  may  elect. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
['  Of  the  Offices  of  Elders  and  Deacons. 
Sec.  1.  The  office  of  Elders  is,  in  conjunction  with  the  Ministers 
of  the  Word,  to  exercise  Christian  discipline,  and  to  be  careful 
that  all  things  be  done  decently  and  in  order ;  to  take  heed  that 
the  Ministers,  together  with  their  fellow  Elders  and  Deacons,  faith- 
fully discharge  their  respective  duties ;  and  also,  especially  before 
or  alter  the  Lord's  Supper,  as  time  and  circumstances  permit,  and  as 
shall  be  most  for  the  edification  of  the  congregation,  to  assist  in 
performing  visitations,  in  order  particularly  to  instruct  and  comfort 
the  members  in  full  communion,  as  well  as  to  exhort  others  to  the 
regular  profession  of  the  Christian  religion. 

Sec.  2.  The  office  peculiar  to  the  Deacons  is  diligently  to  collect 
the  alms  and  otlier  moneys  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  poor, 
and,  with  the  advice  of  the  Consistory,  cheerfully  and  faithfully  to 
distribute  the  same  to  strangers,  as  well  as  to  those  of  their  own 
household,  according  to  the  measure  of  their  respective  necessities  ; 
to  visit  and  comfort  the  distressed,  and  to  be  careful  that  the  alms  be 
not  misused  ;  of  the  distribution  of  which  they  shall  render  an  ac- 
count in  Consistory,  at  such  time  as  the  said  Consistory  shall  deter- 
mine, and  in  the  presence  of  so  many  of  the  congregation  as  may 
choose  to  attend.  Should  more  be  collected  than  the  necessities 
of  the  poor  may  require,  such  surplus  may,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Consistory,  be  devoted  to  other  purposes,  connected  with  the  wants 
of  the  Church. 

Sec.  3,  In  all  cases  the  Elders  and  Deacons  shall  be  chosen 
from  the  male  members  of  the  Church,  in  full  communion. 

Sec.  4.  In  forming  new  Churches  the  Elders  and  Deacons  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  male  communicants,  and  a  neighboring  Minister 
of  the  Reformed  church  shall  preside,  and  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  such  election  shall  be  published,  at  least  two  Sabbaths,  in 
the  church,  or  usual  place  of  worship,  previous  to  the  election. 

Sec.  5.  In  churches  already  organized,  the  manner  of  clioosing 
Elders  and  Deacons  shall  be  as  follows : — A  double  number  may 
be  nominated  by  the  Consistory,  out  of  which  the  members  of  the 
Church  In  full  communion  may  choose  those  who  shall  serve  ; — or, 
all  the  said  meinbers  may  unite  in  nominating  and   choosing  the 
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whole  number  without  a  previous  nomination  by  the  Consistory  ; — 
or,  the  Consistory  for  the  time  being,  as  representing  all  the  mem- 
bers, may  choose  the  whole.  The  result  of  such  choice  shall  be 
published  in  the  church  or  usual  place  of  worsh'p  of  the  congrega- 
tion three  successive  Sabbaths  previous  to  their  ordination,  to  the 
end  that  all  lawful  objections  to  such  ordination  may  be  offered  to 
and  duly  adjudicated  by  the  Consistory.  But  where  either  of  these 
modes  has  for  many  years  been  followed  in  any  Church,  there  shall 
be  no  variation  or  change  but  by  previous  application  of  the  Con- 
sistory to  the  Classis,  and  express  leave  first  obtained  for  altering 
such  custom. 

Sec.  6.  The  Elders  and  Deacons  shall  be  chosen  to  serve  two 
years,  except  in  cases  of  vacancy  occasioned  by  death,  removal 
out  of  the  congregation,  resignation,  or  dismission  from  oflSce  by  a 
judicial  sentence  of  the  Consistory ;  in  either  of  which  cases, 
the  person  or  persons  chosen  shall  serve  lor  the  residue  of  the  term 
only. 

Sec.  7.  In  order  to  avoid  the  inconvenience  of  an  entire  change 
at  one  time,  the  first  Elders  and  Deacons  of  new  congregations 
shall,  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Consistory  after  their  ordination, 
determine,  by  lot,  who  ol  their  number  shall  serve  one  year,  and 
who  shall  serve  two  years  ;  so  that  one-half  of  the  whole  number 
of  both  Elders  and  Deacons  may  thereafter  be  elected  annu- 
ally. The  same  course  shall  be  pursued  in  enlarging  Con- 
sistories, so  far  as  relates  to  the  additional  members.  Elders  and 
Deacons  may  be  re-elected,  but  in  such  case  need  not  be  reor- 
dained. 

ARTICLE   V. 
Of  Ecclesiastical  Assemblies  in    General. 
Sec.  ].  The  Ecclesiastical  Assemblies  which  shaH  be  maintained 
are : 

1.  Consistorial. 

2.  Classical. 

3.  Sy nodical. 

Sec.  2.  In  these  assemblies  ecclesiastical  matters  only  shall  be 
transacted,  and  that  in  an   ecclesiastical   manner.      A  greater  as 
sembly  shall  take   cognizance  of  those  things  alone  which  could 
not  be  determined  in  a  less,  or  that  appertain   to  the   churches  or 
congregations  in  general,  which  compose  such  an  assembly. 
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Skc.  3.  The  transactions  of  all  Ecclesiastical  Assemblies  shall 
begin  and  conclude  with  prayer. 

Skc.  4.  Those  who  are  delegated  to  attend  the  assemblies  shall 
be  admitted  on  credentials,  signed  by  those  who  send  them  ;  and 
such  only  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote. 

Sec.  5.  In  all  assemblies  there  shall  be  a  President  and 
Clerk.  The  duty  of  the  President  shall  be  to  state  and  explain 
the  business  which  is  to  be  transacted  ;  to  preserve  order ;  and  in 
general  to  maintain  that  decorurri  and  dignity  becoming  a  judica- 
tory of  the  Church  of  Christ.  The  duty  of  the  Clerk  shall  be  to 
keep  a  faithful  record  of  all  the  proceedings. 

Sec.  6.  A  Classis  has  the  same  jurisdiction  over  a  Consistory, 
which  a  Particular  Synod  bus  over  a  Classis,  and  the  General 
Synod  over  a  Particular. 

Sec.  7.  No  member  of  an  Ecclesiastical  Assembly  shall  be  al- 
lowed to  protest  against  any  of  its  acts ;  any  member  who  dissents 
from  any  such  acts  shall  have  a  right  to  require  the  names  of  all 
the  members  present  who  vote  for  or  against  the  same,  to  be  en- 
tered in  the  minutes,  and  published  therewith  for  the  information  of 
all  concerned. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
Of  Consistories. 

Sec.  1.  The  Elders  and  Deacons,  together  with  the  Minister  or 
Ministers,  if  any,  shall  form  a  Consistory,  and  the  Minister  shall 
preside  at  all  consistorial  meetings  ;  but  in  the  absence  of  a  Minis- 
ter, the  Consistory  may  appoint  one  of  the  Elders  to  be  their 
President  pro.  tem.^  and  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  several  Con- 
sistories to  prescribe  the  mode  and  time  of  calling  their  meet- 
ings. If  there  be  a  plurality  of  Ministers,  they  shall  preside  in  ro- 
tation. 

Sec.  2.  When  joined  together  in  one  Board,  the  Elders  and 
Deacons  have  an  equal  voice  in  whatever  relates  to  the  temporali- 
ties of  the  Church,  to  the  calling  or  dismission  of  a  Minister,  or  the 
choice  of  their  own  successors ;  in  all  which  they  are  considered  as 
the  general  and  joint  representatives  of  the  people.  But  in  admit- 
ting members  to  full  communion,  and  in  dismissing  them  to  other 
churches  ;  in  excercising  discipline  upon  those  who  have  erred 
from  the  faith,  or  offended  in  morals ;  and  in  choosing  delegates 
to  attend  the  Classis,  the  Elders,  with  the  Ministers,  have  alone  a 
voice. 
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Sec.  3.  No  Consistory  shall  be  constituted  in  any  place  without 
'the  previous  advice  and  concurrence  of  Classis  ;  and  no  Consistory 
shall  be  allowed  to  dissolve  a  Church,  or  transfer  its  property  to 
any  other  denomination  without  the  consent  of  Classis. 

Sec.  4.  A  majority  of  the  Consistory,  re.sjularly  convened,  shall 
be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  ;  and  in  like  manner,  a 
majority  of  Ministers  and  Elders  alone,  or  of  Deacons  alone,  so 
convened,  shall  be  a  quorum  respectively.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Consistory,  when  an  election  shall  have  been  omitted  at  the 
usual  time,  to  appoint  another  time  for  that  purpose,  on  an  early 
day,  giving  the  like  notice  as  herein  above  prescribed  ;  and  in  like 
manner  to  provide  for  filling  vacancies. 

Sec.  5.  As  the  spiritual  government  of  the  congregation  is  com- 
mitted to  the  Ministers  and  Elders,  it  is  their  duty  at  all  times  to 
be  vigilant,  to  preserve  discipline,  and  to  promote  the  peace  and 
spiritual  interest  of  the  congregation.  Particularly  before  the 
celebration  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  a  faithful  and  solemn  inquiry 
is  to  be  made  by  the  President,  whether,  to  the  knowledge  of  those 
present,  any  member  in  full  communion  has  departed  from  the 
faith,  or  in  walk  or  conversation  has  behaved  unworthy  the 
Christian  profession  ;  that  such  as  are  guilty  may  be  properly  re- 
buked, admonished,  or  suspended  from  the  privilege  of  approaching 
the  Lord's  Table,  and  all  offences  may  be  removed  out  of  the 
Church  of  Christ. 

Sec.  6.  None  can  be  received  as  members  in  full  communion, 
unless  the}^  first  shall  have  made  a  confession  of  their  faith  before 
the  Minister  (if  any),  and  the  Elders,  or  have  produced  a  cer- 
tificate of  their  being  members  in  full  communion  of  some 
Evangelical  Church ;  all  such  shall  be  published  to  the  con- 
gregation, and  be  registered  as  regular  members  in  the  Church. 

Sec.  7.  In  every  congregation,  a  distinct  and  fair  register  shall 
be  preserved  by  the  Minister  of  every  baptism  and  marriage  there 
celebrated,  and  of  all  who  are  received  as  members  in  full  commu- 
nion. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  Consistories  to  make  a 
.statistical  report  to  the  Classis  at  their  meeting  immediately  preced- 
ing the  annual  meetings  of  the  Particular  and  the  General  Synod, 
according  to  such  formula  as  the  General  Synod  shall  prescribe,  and 
accompany  the  same  with  such  remarks  on  the  spiritual  state  of  the 
congregation  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

42 
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Sec.  8.  Every  Consistory  shall  keep  regular  minutes  of  its 
meetings  and  proceedings,  and  shall  lay  such  minutes,  so  far 
as  the  same  relate  to  ecclesiastical  proceedings,  at  least  once 
a  year,  before  the  Classis  with  which  it  is  connected,  for  their  in- 
formation. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  incumbent  upon  members  of  the  Church,  in 
removing  from  the  bounds  of  one  Church  to  another,  to  obtain 
from  the   Consistory  a  certificate  of  membership   and    dismission. 

Sec.  10.  Consistories  possess  the  right  of  calling  Ministers  for 
their  own  congregations,  except  where  otherwise  provided  for  by 
charter.  But  in  exercising  this  right,  they  are  bound  to  use  their 
utmost  endeavois,  either  by  consulting  with  the  Great  Consistory, 
or  with  the  congregation  at  large,  to  know  what  person  would  be 
most  acceptable  to  the  people. 

Sec.  11.  A  Minister  of  the  Classis  must  be  invited  to  super- 
intend the  proceedings,  whenever  a  Consistory  is  desirous  of 
making  a  call.  The  instrument  is  to  be  signed  by  the  members- 
of  the  Consistory,  or  by  the  President  in  the  name  of  the  Consis- 
tory ;  and  if  the  Church  be  incorporated,  it  is  proper  to  affix  the 
seal  of  the  corporation.  When  the  call  is  completed,  it  must  be 
laid  by  the  Consistory  before  the  Classis,  and  be  approved  by  the 
same,  before  it  can  be  presented  to  the  person  called ;  and  if  the 
call  be  accepted,  the  name  of  such  Minister  shall  be  published  in 
the  church  three  Sabbaths  successively,  that  opportunity  may  be 
given  for  stating  lawful  objections,  if  any  there  be.  "When  any 
circumstances  shall,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Consistory,  make  the 
presiding  of  their  own  Minister  at  its  sessions  undesirable,  they 
may,  on  the  request  of  their  pastor,  invite  a  Minister  of  their  own 
Classis  to  preside  on  the  occasion. 

Sec.  12.  For  the  purpose  of  uniformity,  the  fonn  of  a  call  shall 
be  as  follows : 

"To  N.  N. 

"  Grace,    Merer/    and   Peace,    from    Gon   our  Father,   and  Jesus 

Christ  our  Lord. 

"  Whereas,  the   Church  of  Jesus  Christ  at ,  is  at  present 

destitute  of  the  stated  preaching  of  the  Word,  and  the  regular  ad- 
ministration of  the  ordinances,  and  is  desirous  of  obtaining  the 
means  of  grace,  which  God  hath  appointed  for  the  salvation  of 
sinners,  through  Jesus  Christ  his  Son :  And  whereas,  the  said 
Church  is  well  satisfied  of  the  piety,  gifts,  and  ministerial  qualiflca- 
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tions  of  you,  N.  N.,  and  hath  good  hope  that  your  labors  in  the 
Gospel  will  be  attended  with  a  blessing  :  Therefore,  we  {the  style 
and  title  of  the  said  Church)  have  resolved  to  call,  and  we  here- 
by solemnly,  and  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord,  do  call  you,  the  said  N, 
N.,  to  be  our  pastor  and  teacher,  to  preach  the  Word  in  truth  and 
faithfulness,  to  administer  the  holy  Sacraments  agreeably  to  the 
institution  of  Christ,  to  maintain  Christian  discipline,  to  edify  the 
congregation,  and  especially  the  youth,  by  catechetical  instructions  ; 
and,  as  a  faithful  servant  of  Jesus  Christ,  to  fulfil  the  whole  work 
of  the  Gospel  ministry,  agreeably  to  the  Word  of  God,  and  the 
excellent  Rules  and  Constitution  of  our  Reformed  (Dutch)  Church, 
and  to  which  you,  upon  accepting  the  call,  must  with  us  remain 
subordinate. 

'*  In  fulfilling  the  ordinary  duties  of  your  ministry,  it  is  expressly 
stipulated,  that  besides  preaching  upon  such  texts  of  Scripture  as 
you  may  judge  proper  to  select  for  our  instruction,  you  also  explain 
a  portion  of  the  Heidelberg  Catechism  on  the  Lord's  Days,  agree- 
ably to  the 'established  order  of  the  Reformed  (Dutch)  Church; 
and  that  you  farther  conform  in  rendering  all  that  public  service 
which  is  usual,  and  has  been  in  constant  practice  in  our  congrega- 
tion. The  particular  service  which  will  be  required  of  you  is  {here 
insert  a  detail  of  such  particulars,  if  any  there  he,  which  the  situa- 
tion of  the  congregation  may  render  necessary  ;  especially  in  case  of 
combinations,  when  the  service  required  in  the  respective  congregations 
must  he  ascertained ;  or  when  the  Dutch  and  English  languages  are 
hoth  requisite,  the  proportion  of  each  may  he  mentioned  or  left  dis- 
cretionary, as  may  he  judged  proper). 

"  To  encourage  you  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  your  im- 
portant office,  we  promise  you,  in  the  name  of  this  Church,  all 
proper  attention,  love,  and  obedience  in  the  Lord  ;  and  to  free  you 
from  worldly  cares  and  avocations,  while  you  are  dispensing  spirit- 
ual blessings  to  us,  we  {the  Elders  and  Deacons,  etc.,  the  style  and 
title  of  the  Church)  do  promise  and  oblige  ourselves  to  pay  to  you 

the  sura  of ,  in payments,  yearly,  and  every  year  as  long 

as  you  continue  the  Minister  of  this  Church,  together  with  {such 
particulars  as  may  refer  to  a  parsonage  or  other  emoluments).  For 
the  performance  of  all  which,  we  hereby  bind  ourselves,  and  our 
successors,  firmly  by  these  presents.  The  Lord  incline  your  heart 
to  a  cheerful  acceptance  of  this  call,  and  send  you  to  us  in  the  full- 
ness of  the  blessing  of  the  Gospel  of  peace. 
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"  Done  in  Consistory,  and  subscribed  with  our  names,  this 

day  of ,  in  the  year  of ." 

Attested  hy  N.  N.,  Moderator  of  the  call. 

Sec.  ]  3.  Since  it  is  deemed  of  the  highest  importance  that  there 
should  be  regular  instruction  on  the  great  articles  of  the  Christian 
faith,  in  order  to  preserve  the  truth,  and  to  promote  the  prosperity 
of  the  Church,  every  Minister  shall,  in  the  ordinary  morning  or 
afternoon  service  on  the  Lord's  Day,  explain  the  system  of  the 
Christian  doctrine  comprehended  in  the  Heidelbergh  Catechism 
adopted  by  the  Reformed  Churches,  so  that,  if  practicable,  the  ex- 
planation may  be  annually  completed,  but  shall  never  be  extended 
beyond  the  term  of  four  years.  The  several  Classes  shall,  at  their 
stated  meetings,  preceding  the  annual  meeting  of  General  Synod, 
make  strict  inquiry  whether  the  preceding  part  of  this  section  has 
been  fully  complied  with  by  every  Minister,  and  if  any  Minister 
shall  be  found  deficient,  without  sufficient  reason,  the  Classis  shall 
inflict  such  censure  as  they  in  their  wisdom  may  judge  the  omission 
to  merit ;  and  the  several  Classes  shall  make  a  full  and  faithful  re- 
port of  the  result  of  their  inquiries  and  doings  on  this  behalf  to 
the  Particular  Synod. 

Sec.  14.  "When  any  Minister  shall  be  jduly  convicted  of  any 
offence  which  affects  the  purity  of  his  clerical  character,  he  shall, 
in  consequence  of  such  conviction,  be  suspended  from  his  office ; 
and  if  the  conviction  and  suspension  shall  be  sustained  on  a  final 
appeal,  his  pastoral  connection  with  the  congregation  in  which  he 
was  settled  shall  be,  ipso  facto,  dissolved. 

Sec.  15.  Consistories  which  have  hitherto  combined  with  one  or 
more  neighboring  Consistories,  in  making  calls,  and  having  a  Minister 
to  serve  in  common,  may  not  at  pleasure  break  such  combination  ;  but 
whenever  their  situation  and  circumstances  render  them  capable  of 
severally  calling  a  Minister,  a  representation  thereof  must  be  made 
to  the  Classis,  and  leave  be  first  requested  and  obtained,  before 
their  former  connections  can  be  dissolved. 

Sec.  16.  As  in  calling  a  Minister,  Consistories  are  bound  to  con- 
sult with  the  Great  Consistory,  or  with  the  congregation  at  large, 
so  when  other  matters  of  peculiar  importance  occur,  relating  to  the 
peace  and  welfare  of  the  whole  coagregation,  they  are  strongly 
recommended  to  seek  such  advice.  All  who  have  ever  served  as 
Elders  or  Deacons,  constitute,  when  assembled,  what  is  called  the 
Great  Consistory ;  but  being  out  of  office,  and  not  actually  mem-

"bers  of  the  Board  or  Corporation,  they  have  only  an  advisory 
voice. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Of  the   Classis. 

Sec.  1.  A  Classis  consists  of  all  the  Ministers,  and  ^an  Elder 
delegated  by  each  Consistory  within  the  bounds  prescribed  by  Par- 
ticular Synod.  Collegiate  Churches  shall  be  entitled  to  an  Elder 
for  each  ordinary  worshiping  assembly.  To  constitute  a  Classis, 
at  least  three  Ministers  and  three  Elders  are  required. 

Sec.  2.  Classis  shall  have  the  power  of  approving  or  disap- 
proving calls ;  constituting  and  dissolving  the  pastoral  relation  ; 
ordaining,  installing,  suspending,  deposing,  and  dismissing  minis- 
ters. They  shall  ha'/e  the  power  of  forming  and  disbanding  con- 
gregations, of  approving  and  dissolving  combinations  of  two  or 
more  congregations  ;  and  of  exercising  a  general  superintendence 
over  the  spiritual  interests  and  concerns  of  the  several  churches, 
and  an  appellate  supervising  power  over  the  acts,  proceedings, 
and  decisions  of  the  Consistories  relating  to  Christian  discipline. 

Sec.  3.  The  peculiar  prerogative  of  Classes,  that  of  examining 
students  of  Theology  for  their  becoming  candidates  for  the  ministry, 
and  of  candidates  for  their  becoming  Ministers,  is  very  important, 
and  must  always  be  attended  to  with  great  prudence,  zeal,  and 
fidelity.  Every  student  of  Theology,  when  he  shall  have  become 
prepared  for  examination  for  licensure,  shall  present  himself  for 
such  examination  to  the  Classis  within  whose  bounds  he  resided 
when  he  entered  upon  his  preparatory  studies,  and  a  candidate  who 
has  received  a  call,  must  be  examined  by  the  Classis  under  whose 
jurisdiction  the  Church  that  has  made  the  call  is  placed. 

Sec.  4.  No  examination  of  a  student  or  candidate  by  a  Classis, 
shall  in  any  case  proceed  without  the  attendance  of  a  Deputatus 
Synodi  from  another  Classis,  who  shall  see  that  the  examination  is 
performed  with  strictness,  propriety,  and  justice,  and  duly  report 
the  same  to  the  next  Particular  Synod.  That  the  Deputatus  may 
obtain  proper  and  timely  notice,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Classis,  upon  application  being  made  to  him  for  an 
examination  (which  application  shall  be  made  at  least  four  weeks 
before  the  contemplated  meeting  of  Classis),  to  send  immediate 
information  to  the  Deputatus,  and  communicate  the  time  and  place 
when  and  where  the  same  is  to  be  held,   in  such  manner  that  the 
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Deputatus  shall  be  notified  at  least  three  weeks  before  such  ex- 
amination. 

Sec.  5.  Every  Classis  shall  keep  a  book,  in  which  the  forms  of 
subscriptions  for  candidates  and  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  are  fairly 
written,  which  those  who  are  examined  and  approved  shall  respect- 
ively subscribe  in  the  presence  of  the  Classis.  It  shall  also  be 
the  duty  of  every  Classis,  annually,  to  report  to  the  Synod  all 
persons  who  have  been  examined  and  licensed,  as  well  as  those 
who  have  been  ordained ;  and  also,  all  removals  of  Ministers 
from  one  place  to  another,  or  by  death,  which  may  have  happened 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  such  Classis,  since  the  last  session  of 
Synod. 

Sec.  6.  Whenever  the  examination  of  a  candidate  for  the  minis- 
try, the  approbation  of  a  call,  or  any  other  special  business  shall 
render  an  extraordinary  meeting  of  the  Classis  necessary,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  President  of  the  Classis,  upon  application  being 
made  to  him  for  that  purpose,  to  call,  by  circular  letters,  the  mem- 
bers together.  And,  whenever  two  Ministers  and  two  Elders  be- 
longing to  the  Classis  shall,  upon  any  occasion,  request  in  writing, 
under  their  hands,  an  extraordinary  meeting,  the  President  of  the 
Classis  may  not  refuse  calling  the  same ;  provided  that  the  ex- 
penses attending  all  extraordinary  meetings  of  the  Classis  shall  be 
paid  by  the  person  or  congregation  at  whose  request,  or  for  whose 
benefit,  such  session  is  held. 

Sec.  7.  The  meetings  of  the  Classes  shall  be  semi-annual,  at 
such  times  as  they  may  respectively  determine ;  and  at  every 
ordinary  session  there  shall  be  a  sermon,  or  other  devotional  ser- 
vices, or  both. 

Sec.  8.  The  Classes  shall,  at  their  meeting  next  preceding  that 
of  the  Particular  Synod,  appoint  delegates  to  attend  the  said  Synod, 
and  nominate  delegates  to  the  General  Synod ;  and,  at  the  same 
meeting,  shall  put  to  the  Ministers  and  Elders,  respectively,  the 
following  inquiries,  and  enter  in  detail  the  several  answers  given 
by  each  Minister  and  Elder,  on  the  minutes,  for  the  information  of 
the  higher  judicatories : 

1st.  Are  the  doctrines  of  the  Gospel  preached  in  your  congrega- 
tion in  their  purity  agreebly  to  the  Word  of  God,  the  Confession  of 
Faith,  and  the  Catechisms  of  our  Church  ? 

2d.  Is  the  Heidelbergh  Catechism  regularly  explained  agreeably 
to  the  Constitution  of  the  Reformed  (Dutch)  Church? 
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3d.  Are  the  catechising  of  the  children  and  the  instruction  of  the 
youth  faithfully  attended  to  ? 

4th.  Is  family  visitation  faithfully  performed  ? 

5th.  Is  the  5th  Sec,  6th  Art.,  in  the  Constitution  of  our  Church 
relating  to  the  conduct  of  church  members,  carefully  obeyed,  pre- 
vious to  each  communion  ? 

6th.  Is  the  temporal  contract  between  Ministers  and  people  ful- 
filled in  your  congregation  ? 

7th.  Is  a  contribution  made  annually  by  your  congregation  to 
each  of  the  Benevolent  Boards  and  Funds  of  the  Church? 

ARTICLE  VIL 
Of  the  Particular   Synod. 

Sec.  1.  Every  Particular  Synod  shall  comprehend  a  certain  num- 
ber of  Classes  to  be  designated  by  the  General  Synod,  and  shall 
consist  of  four  Ministers  and  four  Elders  from  every  Classis  within 
its  bounds  ;  and  nine  Ministers  and  nine  Elders,  when  regularly 
convened,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business; 
excepting  those  Synods  which  consist  of  not  more  than  five  Classes, 
in  which  case  six  Ministers  and  six  Elders  may  form  a  quorum. 

Sec.  2.  To  the  Particular  Synod  belongs  the  power  to  form  new 
Classes,  to  transfer  a  congregation  from  one  Classis  to  another,  to 
•exercise  a  general  superintendence  over  the  spiritual  interests  and 
concerns  of  the  several  Classes  within  its  bounds,  and  an  appellate 
supervisingpowerover  their  acts,  proceedings,  and  decisions  relating 
to  Christian  discipline. 

Sec.  3.  Every  Synod  shall  be  at  liberty  to  solicit  and  hold  cnr- 
despondence  with  its  neighboring  Synod  or  Synods,  in  such  manner 
as  shall  be  judged  most  conducive  to  general  edification. 

Sec.  4.  Every  Synod  shall  appoint  a  Deputatus  primarius  and 
secundus,  from  each  Classis  within  its  bounds,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  superintend  the  examination  of  students  in  theology,  and  can- 
didates for  the  ministry;  to  add  a  solemnity  to  the  important  work, 
and  see  that  no  undue  liberty,  superficial  proceedings,  or  unneces- 
sary rigor,  be  practiced.  And  it  shall  also  be  their  d'lty,  as  Com- 
missioners of  Synod,  to  advise,  exhort,  and  endeavor  to  persuade 
the  Classis  in  all  that  respects  the  strict  fulfillment  of  the  important 
duty  of  examinations  ;  but  they  are  not  invested  with  any  authority 
to  arrest  the  proceedings  of  any  Classis  that  may  act  contrary  to 
their  advice ;  neither  may  thoy  vote  upon  any  question  respecting 
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any  candidate  that  may  be  examined ;  but  they  are  to  keep  regular 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  at  their  diiferent  examinations  where 
they  are  present,  and  impartially  report  to  the  Synod  whatever  they 
may  judge  improper  or  wrong. 

Sec.  5.  A  copy  of  the  minutes  of  every  session  of  the  several 
Classes  held  since  the  last  session  of  Synod,  shall,  at  the  opening 
of  the  Synod  be  produced  and  laid  on  the  table  for  the  inspection  of 
the  members.  The  Particular  Synod,  from  the  several  reports  of 
the  Classes,  on  the  state  of  religion,  shall  prepare  a  Sy nodical  Re- 
port, to  be  presented  to  the  General  Synod,  accompanied  with  the 
statistical  tables  of  said  Classes. 

Sec.  6.  The  Particular  Synod  shall  meet  annually,  at  such  time 
and  place  as  they  may  determine  ;  and  special  meetings  may  be 
held  for  the  transaction  of  any  extraordinary  business,  upon  the 
written  request  of  four  Ministers  and  four  Elders  to  the  President 
of  the  Synod ;  and,  in  such  case,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Pres- 
ident to  give  notice  to  the  members  of  Synod  of  such  meeting  three 
weeks  previous  thereto,  stating  the  particular  object  for  which  the 
Synod  is  to  be  convened. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Of  the    General  Synod. 

Sec.  1.  The  General  Synod  shall  consist  of  three  Ministers  and 
three  Elders  from  each  of  the  Classes,  composed  of  fifteen  or  less 
than  fifteen  churches ;  and  an  additional  representation  of  one  Minis- 
ter and  one  Elder  shall  be  allowed  for  each  additional  five  churches. 
These  persons  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Classes  to  the  Particular 
Synod  to  which  tliey  belong,  who  shall  have  power  to  appoint  them 
delegates  to  the  General  Synod  ;  but,  for  good  cause,  it  may  appoint 
other  persons  than  those  so  nominated  ;  or,  in  case  no  nomination 
is  made,  may  appoint  the  delegates  for  the  Classis  or  Classes  who 
shall  have  omitted  to  nominate.  The  body  thus  constituted  shall 
be  called  "  The  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America." 

Sec.  2.  The  removal  of  any  delegate,  during  the  period  for  which 
he  was  appointed,  from  the  Classis  which  he  was  commissioned  to 
represent,  shall  vacate  his  seat  in  the  General  Synod. 

Sec  3.  The  General  Synod  shall  meet  annually,  at  such  time 
and  place  as  they  may  determine  ;  and  twelve  Ministers  and  twelve- 
Elders,  when  regularly  convened,  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business. 
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Sec.  4.  The  General  Synod  shall  have  original  cognizance  of  all 
matters  relating  to  the  Theological  Schools,  the  appointment  of  Pro* 
fessors,  and  their  course  of  instruction ;  the  appointment  of  Super- 
intendents of  said  schools,  and  the  regulations  thereof;  and  shall 
possess  the  power  of  regulating  and  maintaining  a  friendly  corre- 
spondence with  the  highest  judicatories  or  assemblies  of  other  re- 
ligious denominations,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  union  and  con- 
cert in  general  measures  which  may  be  calculated  to  maintain  sound 
doctrine,  prevent  conflicting  regulations  relative  to  persons  under 
church  censure,  by  the  judicatories  of  either  denominations,  and  to 
produce  concert  and  harmony  in  their  respective  proceedings  to 
promote  the  cause  of  religion  and  piety. 

To  the  General  Synod  belongs  the  power  to  constitute  Particular 
Synods,  and  to  make  any  changes  in  the  same  ;  to  exercise  a  gen- 
eral superintendence  over  the  spiritual  interests  and  concerns  of  the 
whole  Church,  and  an  appellate  supervising  power  over  the  acts, 
proceedings  and  decisions  of  the  lower  assemblies,  relating  to  Chris- 
tian discipline. 

Sec.  5.  When,  in  the  circumstances  of  missionary  fields,  it  shall 
be  impracticable  for  a  Classis  to  comply  with  all  the  requirements 
of  the  Constitution,  the  General  Synod  shall  have  full  power  to 
grant  such  dispensation  as  the  wants  of  the  case  may  demand. 

Sec.  6.  If  circumstances  should  require  a  meeting  of  the  General 
Synod  previous  to  the  next  ordinary  meeting,  the  President  shall, 
on  a  joint  application  of  six  Ministers  and  six  Elders  requesting  the 
same,  call  an  extraordinary  meeting  at  the  place  where  the  next 
ordinary  meeting  is  appointed  to  be  held,  notice  of  which  meeting 
shall  be  given  to  members  of  Synod  at  least  three  weeks  previous- 
to  the  time  of  such  meeting,  stating  the  particular  business  for  which 
it  is  called,  not,  however,  excluding  the  transaction  of  such  other 
business  as  the  Synod  may  deem  proper. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Of  Customs  and  Usages. 
Sec.  1.  The  Sacrament  of  Baptism  shall,  if  possible,  be  adminis- 
tered in  the  church,  or  some  other  place  of  public  worship,  at  the 
time  of  public  worship  ;  and  the  form  for  Baptism  shall  in  every  case 
be  retained.  But  it  is  recommended  that  no  private  baptism  shall 
be  administered  without  the  presence  of  at  least  one  Elder,  who 
shall  accompany  the  Minister  for  that  purpose. 
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Skc.  2.  Every  Church  shall  observe  such  a  mode  in  the  admin- 
fstration  of  the  Lord's  Supper  as  shall  be  judged  most  conducive  to 
edification ;  provided  that  the  Form  for  the  administration  of  the 
Lord's  Supper  shall  be  read,  and  a  prayer  suited  to  the  occasion 
shall  be  offered,  before  the  members  participate  in  the  ordinance. 

Sec.  3.  The  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  shall  be  adminis- 
tered at  least  twice  a  year,  and  it  is  recommended  that  the  same  be 
administered  once  every  two  or  three  months. 

Sec.  4.   P'or  the  purpose  of  uniformity  in  the  order  of  worship, 
the  following  is  to  be  observed  by  all  the  Churches  : 
1st.  Invocation. 
2d,   Salutation. 

3d.  Reading  the  Ten   Commandments,   or  some  other  portions 
of  Scripture,  or  both. 
4th.  Singing. 
5th.  Prayer. 
6th.  Singing. 
'7th.   Sermon. 
8  th.  Prayer. 

9th.  Collection  of  Alms. 
10th.   Singing. 

11th.  Benediction.  The  order  of  the  afternoon  and  evening  ser- 
vices shall  be  the  same  as  the  morning,  excepting  the  reading  of 
the  Ten  Commandments.  The  last  service  on  the  Lord's  Day  shall 
conclude  with  the  Christian  Doxology. 

Sec.  5.  No  Psalms  or  Hymns  may  be  publicly  sung  in  the  Re- 
formed (Dutch)  Churches,  but  such  as  are  approved  and  recom- 
mended by  the  General  Synod, 

ARTICLE  XL 

Of  Discipline  in    General. 

Sec.  1.  Discipline  is  the  exercise  of  the  authority  which  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  has  given  to  His  Church.  Its  objects  are  the  vindi- 
cation of  the  honor  of  Christ,  the  promotion  of  the  purity,  and  gen- 
eral edification  of  the  Church,  and  the  benefit  of  the  offender. 

Sec.  2.  Nothing  shall  be  admitted  as  matter  of  accusation,  or 
considered  an  offence,  which  cannot  be  shown  to  be  such  from 
Scripture,  or  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  8.  All  baptized  persons  are  members  of  the  Church,  are 
under  its  care,  and  subject  to  its  government  and  discipline. 
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ARTICLE  XII. 
Of  Offences. 

Sec.  1.  Private  offences  are  those  that  are  known  to  an  individ- 
ual only,  or  at  most  to  a  very  few. 

Sec.  2.  Such  offences  are  not  immediately  to  be  presented  before 
a  Church  Judicatory,  but  the  offender  shall  be  dealt  with  according 
to  the  mode  pointed  out  by  our  Lord  in  Matt,  xviii.  The  same 
course  shall  be  adopted  in  cases  of  personal  or  private  injuries  ;  but 
if,  on  due  forbearance,  these  tender  and  Christian  proceedings  are 
unavailing^  the  whole  matter  shall  be  represented  to  the  Judicatory, 
to  which  the  offender  is  amenable. 

Sec.  3.  Informers  who  have  not  taken  these  previous  steps,  shall 
be  considered  as  guilty  of  an  offence  against  the  peace  and  order 
of  the  Church,  and  be  censured  accordingly. 

Sec.  4.  Public  offences  are  those  that  require  the  cognizance  of 
a  Church  Judicatory,  being  so  notorious  and  scandalous,  that  no 
private  measures  would  obviate  their  injurious  effects. 

Sec.  5.  When  any  person  is  charged  with  an  offence,  not  by  an 
individual,  but  by  general  rumor,  the  previous  steps  prescribed  by 
our  Lord,  in  case  of  private  offences,  are  not  necessary,  but  the 
proper  judicatory  is  bound  to  take  immediate  cognizance  of  the  matter. 

Sec.  6.  To  constitute  a  general  rumor,  or /ama  clamosa,  it  is  ne- 
cessary— 

1st.  That  it  specify  some  particular  sin  or  sins. 

2d.  That  it  should  have  obtained  general  circulation. 

3d.  That  it  be  not  transient. 

4th.  That  it  shall  be  accompanied  with  strong  presumption  of  its 
truth. 

Sec.  7.  The  following  are  to  be  considered  as  the  principal  offences 
that  deserve  the  punishment  of  suspension  or  removal  from  office, 
viz :  Heresy,  Public  Schisms,  open  Blasphemy,  Simony,  faithless 
Desertion  of  Office,  or  intruding  upon  that  of  another.  Slander, 
Lying,  Perjury,  Adultery,  Fornication,  Theft,  Forgery,  Acts  of  Vio- 
lence, Drunkenness,  scandalous  Traffic  ;  in  short,  all  such  sins  and 
gross  offences  as  render  the  perpetrators  infamous  before  the  world, 
and  which,  in  a  private  member  of  the  Church  would  be  considered 
as  deserving  excommunication. 

Sec.  8.  In  admitting  accusations  against  a  Minister  or  Elder,  the 
rule  prescribed  in  1  Tim.  5:19,  shall  always  be  observed,  and  ac- 
cusers must  come  forward  openly  to  support  the  charge. 
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Sec.  9.  If  Ministers  of  the  Word  have  committed  any  public  gross 
sin,  which  would  render  their  appearance  in  the  pulpit,  under  such 
circumstances,  highly  offensive,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Consis- 
tory, in  order  to  prevent  scandal,  to  close  the  pulpit  against  such 
criminal,  and  refer  him  to  be  tried  by  the  Classis  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble. The  proceedings  of  the  Consistory  in  such  cases  are  at  their 
peril,  and  are  not  to  be  considered  as  a  trial,  but  only  a  prudent  in- 
terference, and  binding  over  the  person  accused  to  ihe  judgment  of 
his  peers. 

Sec.  10.  In  case  of  like  offences  by  an  Elder  or  Deacon,  the  Con- 
sistory shall  immediately  proceed  to  his  trial,  and,  upon  conviction, 
he  shall  be  forthwith  suspended  from  his  office,  and  excluded  from 
the  privileges  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  1 1.  If  any  member  of  the  Church  shall  be  duly  convicted  of 
an  infamous  crime  by  any  civil  court,  he  shall,  ipso  facto,  be  sus- 
pended from  any  ecclesiastical  office  with  which  he  may  be  invested,, 
and  excluded  from  the  pnvilges  of  the  Church,  until  he  shall  have 
established  his  innocence,  or  manifested  his  repentance  to  the  eccle- 
siastical judicatory  to  which  he  is  amenable. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

Of  Process  and  Trial. 

Sec.  1.  Offences  may  be  brought  before  a  judicatory  by  individual 
accusation,  or  common  fame.  In  the  former  case  the  process  must 
be  in  the  name  of  the  accuser  or  accusers.  In  the  latter,  no  person 
need  be  named  as  the  accuser. 

Sec.  2.  In  exhibiting  charges,  the  time,  place,  and  circumstances 
shall  bo  accurately  stated  in  writing,  that  the  accused  may  be  en- 
abled the  better  to  defend  himself. 

Sec.  3.  Great  caution  is  to  be  exercised  in  receiving  accusations 
where  there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  they  are  preferred  through 
passion  or  improper  and  unchristian  motive ;  or  where  the  accuser 
is  under  censure,  or  not  of  good  character,  or  has  the  prospect  of 
temporal  advantage. 

Sec.  4.  All  citations  shall  be  issued  and  signed  by  the  President 
or  Clerk,  who  shall  also  furnish  citations  for  such  witnesses  as  may 
be  required  on  either  side. 

Sec.  5.  A  copy  of  the  accusation  shall  be  furnished  to  the  ac- 
cused at  the  time  when  the  citation  is  served ;  which  citation  shall 
designate  the  time  when,  and  place  where,  the  accused  shall  put  ia 
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his  answer.  Not  less  than  ten  days  shall  be  allowed  to  intervene 
between  the  time  when  the  citation  is  served  and  the  answer  re- 
ceived ;  and  no  shorter  period  shall  be  allowed  between  receiving 
the  answer  of  the  accused  and  the  trial  of  the  case,  unless  by  con- 
sent of  all  parties  interested. 

Sec.  6.  When  the  accused  refuses  to  obey  the  citation,  he  shall 
be  cited  a  second  time,  which  second  citation  shall  always  be  ac- 
companied by  a  notice,  that  if  he  still  refuses  to  appear,  at  the  time 
and  place  appointed,  he  shall  not  only  be  liable  to  censure  for  con- 
tumacy, but  that  the  judicatory  will  proceed  to  the  trial  and  decision 
of  his  case  as  if  he  were  present. 

Sec.  7.  In  cases  where  it  is  demanded  by  either  party,  a  com- 
mission of  the  judicatory  may  be  appointed  by  it  to  take  testimony 
at  a  distance ;  of  which  commission,  and  of  the  time  and  place  of 
their  meeting,  due  notice  shall  be  given  to  all  the  parties. 

Sec.  8.  To  establish  an  accusation  against  any  member  of  the 
Church,  the  testimony  of  more  than  one  witness  is  required.  The 
witnesses,  after  being  sworn  or  duly  affirmed,  shall  be  examined  in 
the  presence  of  the  accused,  and  he  shall  be  permitted  to  cross  ex- 
amine them.  Yet,  if  two  or  more  witnesses  bear  testimony  each  to 
•different  acts  of  the  same  general  nature,  this,  if  not  disproved,  shall 
be  considered  sufficient  to  establish  the  accusation.  The  evidence 
shall  be  faithfully  minuted,  and  subscribed  by  the  witness,  and  in 
this  final  form,  with  the  sentence  or  decision,  be  entered  on  the 
records  ;  and  the  parties  snail  be  allowed  copies  of  the  same,  at  their 
own  expense,  if  desired. 

Sec.  9.  No  accusation  shall  be  admitted  unless  brought  forward 
by  the  accuser  within  the  space  of  two  years  after  the  crime  shall  be 
alleged  to  have  been  committed ;  excepting  when  it  shall  appear 
that  unavoidable  impediments  prevented  the  bringing  an  accusation 
sooner,  and  at  the  trial  the  accuser  shall  not  sit  in  judgment  upon 
the  case. 

^.^Sec.  10.  No  professional  counsel  shall  be  permitted  to  appear 
and  plead  in  cases  of  process  in  any  of  the  ecclesiastical  courts  ;  but, 
in  the  trial  of  any  case  before  a  Consistory,  a  member  of  the  Classis 
may  be  employed  to  prepare  and  conduct  the  case  on  either  side. 
And,  in  the  higher  Courts,  if  any  accused  person  feel  unable  to  rep- 
resent and  plead  his  own  case  to  advantage,  he  may  request,  or  the 
President  may  appoint,  any  Minister  or  Elder  belonging  to  the  judi- 
catory before  which  he  appears,  to  prepare  and  conduct  his  case  as 
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he  may  judge  proper.  But  the  Minister  or  Elder  so  engaged  shall 
not  be  allowed,  after  pleading  the  case  of  the  accused,  to  sit  in 
judgment  as  a  member  of  the  judicatory. 

Sec,  11.  Such  as  obstinately''  reject  the  admonitions  of  the  Con- 
sistory, or  have  been  found  guilty  of  the  commission  of  an  other- 
wise gross  offence,  shall  be  suspended  from  the  Lord's  Supper, 
which  act  of  suspension  may  be  published  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Consistory ;  and  being  suspended  and  repeatedly  admonished  with- 
out discovering  marks  of  repentance,  the  Church  shall  then  proceed 
to  the  last  remedy,  namely,  Excommunication,  agreeably  to  the 
adopted  form,  and  conformably  to  the  Word  of  God.  But  no  person 
shall  be  excommunicated  without  the  previous  approval  of  the  Classis. 

Sec.  12.  Before  the  Church  proceeds  to  Excommunication,  the 
obstinacy  of  the  offender  shall  be  publicly  notified  to  the  congrega- 
tion, declaring  his  offences,  together  with  the  particular  care  and 
attention  bestowed  on  him,  by  admonition,  suspension  from  the 
Lord's  table,  and  by  repeated  remonstrances.  This  procedure  shall 
be  comprised  in  three  several  steps.  In  the  first  instance,  the  name 
of  the  offender  shall  not  be  mentioned,  that  he  may  in  some  mea- 
sure be  spared.  In  the  second,  with  the  advice  of  Classis,  his  name 
shall  be  expressed.  In  the  third,  the  congregation  shall  be  informed, 
that,  unless  he  repenteth,  he  will  be  excluded  from  the  communion 
of  the  Church  ;  so  that,  if  he  remain  obstinate,  his  excommunica 
tion  may  take  place  with  their  tacit  approbation.  The  interval  be- 
tween these  notifications  shall  be  at  the  discretion  of  the  Consistory. 

Sec.  13.  "When  an  excommunicated  person  becomes  penitent, 
and  is  desirous  of  being  again  reconciled  to  the  Church,  such  de- 
sire shall  be  publicly  declared  to  the  congregation,  either  before  the 
administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  or  at  some  other  seasonable 
opportunity ;  that  if  no  objections  are  offered,  he  may,  on  declaring 
his  repentance,  be  publicly  re-admitted  to  a  participation  of  the 
Lord's  Supper,  agreeably  to  the  form  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Of  Appeals  and  Complaints. 
Sec.  1.  Any  member  of  the  Church  conceiving  himself  to  be  per- 
sonally aggrieved  or  injured  by  the  decision  of  a  Judicatory,  may 
appeal  therefrom  to  the  next  higher  Judicatory.  Also,  a  Consis- 
tory or  Classis  considering  itself  aggrieved  by  the  judgment  or 
censure  of  a  higher  Judicatory,  enjoys  the  same  right  of  appeal. 
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Sec.  2.  Any  one  intending  to  appeal  from  an  act  or  decision  of  a 
Judioatory,  must  at  the  time  of  the  action,  or  within  ten  days  there- 
after give  notice  of  such  intention  to  the  President  of  the  Body  from 
whose  action  he  intends  to  appeal.  Within  ten  days  after  such  no- 
tice he  shall  send  to  said  President  in  writing  the  appeal  with  the 
reasons  thereof.     On  default  of  this,  the  appeal  falls. 

Sec.  3.  An  appeal  made  by  a  Judicatory  must  be  made  by  it  as 
such  regularly  convened,  and  the  appeal  with  the  reasons  thereof 
must  be  sent  in  writing  to  the  President  of  the  Body  appealed  from, 
within  twenty  days  of  the  action  from  which  the  appeal  is  taken. 
On  default  of  this,  the  appeal  falls. 

Sec.  4.  If  an  appellant  give  notice  and  satisfactory  reasons  to  the 
President  of  the  Judicatory  to  which  the  appeal  is  made,  that  he 
cannot  attend  at  the  next  stated  meeting  of  that  Body,  his  appeal 
shall  lie  over  to  the  next  following  stated  meeting.  But  if  he  fail  to 
appear,  and  prosecute  his  appeal  without  such  notice  and  reasons, 
it  is  to  be  considered  as  relinquished. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Judicatory  that  has  tried  a 
■case  originally  or  by  appeal,  in  recording  its  decision,  to  set  forth  at 
length  the  reasons  thereof,  that  the  record  may  exhibit  as  far  as 
practicable,  everything  that  had  an  influence  on  its  judgment. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  Judicatory  from  whose  act  or 
decision  an  appeal  is  made,  to  transmit  a  certified  copy  of  the  action 
appealed  from,  signed  by  the  President,  and  countersigned  by  the 
Clerk,  together  with  the  appeal  and  reasons  accompanying  the  same, 
to  the  Judicatory  appealed  to,  at  the  next  regular  meeting  thereof, 
and  the  papers  thus  transmitted  shall  be  considered  the  documents 
in  the  case. 

Sec.  7.  An  inferior  Judicatory  shall  be  permitted  to  send  a  com- 
missioner to  the  one  appealed  to,  for  the  purpose  of  making  explana- 
tions relative  to  the  case  ;  it  being  expressly  understood,  that  the 
original  parties  in  the  case  shall  ha^e  the  same  right  of  being  heapd 
in  every  stage  of  the  trial,  from  one  court  to  another. 

Sec.  8.  For  all  cases  that  have  originated  in  the  Consistory,  the 
Particular  Synod  shall  be  the  Final  Court  of  Appeal,  except  when 
as  many  members  of  the  Particular  Synod,  as  there  are  Classes  con- 
nected with  the  Synod  shall,  within  ten  days  of  its  adjournment,  de- 
clare in  writing  to  the  President  that  the  case  adjudicated  is  a  proper 
one  for  appeal  to  the  General  Synod.  In  such  case  an  appeal,  if 
constitutionally  made,  shall  be  entertained  by  the  General  Synod. 
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Sec.  9.  In  order  to  prevent  vexation  and  delay  in  the  judicial 
proceedings  of  any  ecclesiastical  assembly  by  means  of  successive 
appeals  in  the  progress  of  any  trial  or  investigation,  the  party  who 
may  consider  himself  aggrieved  by  any  decision,  upon  any  inci- 
dental question  which  may  arise  before  a  final  sentence  is  pro- 
nounced, may  state  his  objections  to  such  decision,  and  require  to 
have  the  same  noted  in  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings,  to  the  end 
that  he  may  avail  himself  thereof  on  an  appeal  from  the  final  sen- 
tence, without  arresting  the  progress  of  such  investigation  or  trial. 
And  in  such  cases  every  decision  objected  to,  as  well  as  the  objec- 
tions, shall  be  distinctly  stated  in  the  minutes  of  such  assembly,  and 
sent  up  with  the  appeal  to  the  appellate  Judicatory  for  review. 

Sec.  10.  Individuals  who  have  voted  in  a  lower  court  upon  a 
case  which  is  carried  up  by  appeal,  or  who  have  prepared  and  con- 
ducted such  case,  shall  not  be  at  liberty  to  vote  upon  the  trial  of 
the  appeal  in  the  higher  courts. 

Sec.  11.  If  a  minority  or  any  member  of  a  minority  of  any  infe- 
rior Church  Judicatory  shall  consider  any  subordinate  decision  or 
any  part  of  the  formal  proceedings  to  have  been  so  erroneous,  as 
injuriously  to  affect  the  interests  of  truth  or  of  vital  godliness,  they 
may  present  the  same  by  way  of  complaint  to  the  next  higher 
Judicatory  for  its  examination  and  decision. 

Sec.  12.  This  complaint,  if  entertained,  brings  the  whole  record 
■  of  the  case  under  the  review  of  the  superior  Judicatory. 

Sec.  13.  No  such  complaint  shall  be  entertained  except  after 
notice  given  to  the  President  of  the  Body  complained  of,  and  the  send- 
ing of  the  complaint,  and  reasons  for  it,  as  prescribed  in  cases  of  appeal. 
AKTICLE  XV. 
Of  Rules  and  Amendments. 

Sec.  1.  The  General  Synod  shall  have  power  to  make  all  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  for  carrying  the  fore- 
going articles  into  execution,  except  where  provision  is  thereby 
made  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  2.  No  alteration  shall  ever  be  made  to  the  foregoing  articles, 
but  by  previous  recommendation  from  the  General  Synod  to  the 
respective  Classes,  and  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  same  to 
such  proposed  alteration,  together  with  the  final  declarative  resolu- 
tion of  the  General  Synod  for  the  time  being ;  and  the  articles  as 
thus  determined  and  declared  shall  be  and  are  the  authoritative  and 
only  Constitution  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America,

The  Faculty  state  that  Mr.  John  F.  McLaiuy  left  the  institution 
to  enter  the  ministry  of  ihe  Presbyterian  Church,  of  wliich  he  was- 
a  member. 

The  Faculty  make  this  gratifying  statement,  "  The  year  has  been 
made  pleasant  to  us  by  the  remarkable  fidelity  of  the  students. 
They  have  pursued  their  studies  with  commendable  diligence:  their 
deportment  lias  been  exemplar}',  and  they  have  manifested  a  sobri- 
ety and  earnestness  that  augur  well  tor  their  future  course  when 
they  shall  have  entered  the  ministry.  It  is  also  a  matter  for  thank- 
fulness that  there  has  been  no  interruption  to  work,  on  the  part  of 
Professor  or  Student,  produced  by  sickness  or  any  other  cause." 

The  classes  were  careiully  examined  by  the  Professors  before  the 
Board  in  all  the  branches  of  study  pursued  during  the  past  yeai'. 
These  examinations  were  sustained  to  the  high  satisfaction  of  the 
Board.  Tiie  results  showed  that  the  commendation  bestowed  upon 
the  students  in  the  report  of  the  Faculty  was  abundantly  deserved. 

The  Board  had  its  hi^ihest  expectations  met  in  the  teaching  of 
the  new  Professor  of  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology,  as  well  as  ia 
the  more  familiar  labors  of  his  Colleagues. 
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The  examinations  were  sustained  by  the  Board,  and  the  members 
of  the  Senior  Class  were  recommended  to  theTrofessors  for  the  usu- 
al certificate,  that  they  may  apply  to  their  respective  Classes  for  li- 
censure. 

The  address  to  the  students  was  delivered  by  Rev.  Isaac  Riley, 
on  the  evening  of  the  second  day  of  the  Session. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  Peter  Hertzog 
Theological  Hall,  the  Board  was  led  to  adopt  the  following  action  : 

1.  The  interests  of  the  Seminary  have  evidently  been  closely 
supervised  and  carefully  managed,  and  at  no  previous  time  has  its 
financial  and  material  prosperity  been  so  evident  and  assured. 

2.  The  term  of  office  of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee 
on  the  Peter  Hertzog  Theological  Hall  will  expire  at  the  approach- 
ing meeting  ot  the  General  Synod.  But  inasmuch  as  the  special 
work  for  which  this  Committee  was  instituted  is  not  yet  finished, 
and  cannot  be  for  some  time  to  come,  and  as  its  members  have  be' 
come  familiar  with  the  work  in  progress  from  its  inception,  as  others 
who  should  take  it  up  in  its  present  stage  could  not  be,  and  as  the  ex- 
isting Committee  have  always  managed  the  matters  committed  to 
them  most  acceptably  and  efficiently,  there  seems  to  your  Commit- 
tee to  be  not  only  propriety  in.  but  almost  a  necessity  for  their 
re-appointment.     We  therefore  recommend  that  it  be 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Superintendents  respectfully  request 
the  General  Synod,  in  the  interests  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  to 
re-appoint  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Peter  Hert- 
zog Hall  to  the  same  office  for  a  further  period  of  three  years. 

3.  As  the  Rector,  Rev.  P.  J.  Quick,  has  gratuitously  prepared  a 
catalogue  of  the  library,  which  has  cost  him  long  and  patient  labor, 
it  was 

Re.'ioJned,  That  the  cordial  thanks  of  the  Board  of  Superinten- 
dents be  hereby  tendered  him  for  that  very  acceptable  service. 

4.  The  death  of  the  late  (chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee 
led  the  Board  to  adopt  the  following  Minute. 

The  Board  of  Supei'intendents,  in  recording  the  death  of  James 
Suydam,  the  late  Chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Peter 
Hertzog  Hall,  while  expressing  their  uncomplaining  submission  to 
the  Divine  will,  would  also  record  their  deep  sense  of  sorrow  at  the 
removal  of  so  earnest  a  friend  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  as  of 
all  the  interests  of  our  Cluirch,  and  of  Christ's  whole  kingdom. 
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They  recognize  with  thankfulness  the  guardian  love  of  the  Head 
of  the  Church,  in  preserving  a  life  of  such  consecrated  zeal  to  such 
a  ripe  old  age,  and  in  directing  the  noble  plans  and  munificent 
gifts  of  his  last  days  to  the  promotion  of  the  welfare  of  this  Theo- 
logical School. 

They  rejoice  to  record  his  name  as  one  worthy  to  be  held  in  re- 
membrance and  honor,  even  more  enduring  than  the  substantial  and 
valuable  edifice  which  will,  they  trust,  hand  down  his  memory  to 
many  generations. 

Another  bereavement  has  fallen  upon  the  Board,  in  regard  to 
which  the  following  minute  was  adopted. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  would  express  its  deep  sense  of 
the  loss  of  the  Rsv.  Marlin  L.  Schenck,  of  the  Classis  of  Ulster, 
and  of  the  lesson  given  us  by  our  Heavenly  Father  in  the  sudden 
removal  of  our  late  colleague. 

We  affectionately  record  our  appreciation  of  our  brother's  gen- 
ial and  loving  nature,  and  his  earnestness  in  the  ministerial  work, 
whilst  we  recall  the  faithfulness  and  zeal  with  which  he  discharged 
his  duties  as  a  member  of  this  Board. 

In  contemplating  the  solemn  dispensation  by  Avhich  our  brother 
was  translated  from  active  labor  on  earth  to  the  heavenly  rest,  we 
rejoice  that  his  work  was  well  done  up  to  the  moment  when  God 
took  him,  and  feel  that  our  Master  bids  us  be  likewise  watchful, 
looking  to  the  end  of  our  faith  and  service  on  earth.

Eev.  P.  D.  Van  Cleef,  D.D., 
Dear  Brother: 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  discharge  the  duty  of  communicating  offi- 
cially to  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America 
(through  you),  the  following  paper  which  was  adopted  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States^ 
at  its  session,  this  day.  The  vote  was  unanimous ;  was  taken  in 
the  most  solemn  manner,  i.  e..  by  all  the  members  rising  to  their 
feet,  and  was  followed  by  thanksgiving  and  prayer  to  God. 

"  Whereas,  In  a  paper,  officially  communicated,  the  last  General 
Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America,  has  notified  this  General 
Assembly  of  the  una-iimous  appointment  of  a  committee  to  consider 
carefully  the  desirableness  and  feasibility  of  establishing  closer  re- 
lations with  our  Church  ; 

Whereas,  The  Assembly  regards  said  notification  as  indicative  of 
a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  venerable  Synod  to  enter  into  such  closer 
relations,  if  the  way  be  clear  ; 

Whereas,  This  Assembly,  oi  its  part,  cordially  reciprocates  this 
feeling,  and  knows  of  no  more  effective  method  than  the  method  of 
conference,  for  ascertaining  whether  the  two  bodies  are  prepared 
for  a  nearer  connection  ;   therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  A  ssembly  do  now  appoint  a  commitree,  to  be 
composed  of  the  following  named  Ministers  and  Ruling  Elders : 
Rev.  B.  M.  Palmer,  D.D.,  Rev.  Joseph  R.  Wilson,  D.D.,  Rev. 
William  Brown,  D.D.,  Re/.  R.  K.  Sinoot,  T.  J.  Kirkpatrick,  W.  H. 
Smith,  A.  M.  Scales,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  confer  with  a  similar 
committee,  if  appointed  by  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
Church,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  in  what  manner  such  more 
intimate  relations  may  be  established,  and  what  ought  to  be  the 
nature  and  extent  thereof,  and  report  the  result  to  the  next  General 
Assembly. 

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  be  directed  to  forward  a  copy  of 
this  paper  to  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church,  to  meet 
in  New  Brunswick,  in  June  of  this  present  year."

An  application  was  received  from  the  Classis  of  Nev/  Brunswick, 
asking;  a  dispensation  from  one  year  in  the  Theological  Seminary  on 
behalf  of  Mr.  James  Harper,  a  member  of  the  Senior  class  in  Rut- 
gers College.     Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Overtures. 

A  commnnication  was  received  from  the  Classis  of  New  Bruns- 
wick, requesting  the  General  Synod  to  define  the  duties  of  the 
Board  of  Education  in  reference  to  receiving  beneficiaries  recom- 
mended by  the  Classes.  Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education. 
A  communication  was  received  from  Rev.  Herman  C.  Berg,  ex- 
pressing on  behalf  of  the  family  of  the  late  Professor  Berg,  their 
appreciation  of  the  liberality  of  the  General  Synod. 

A  communication  was  read  by  Rev.  Isaac  S.  Hartley,  informing 
the  Synod  that  the  late  Nicholas  P.  Vedder,  of  Utica,  had  contri- 
buted and  placed  in  his  hands  ten  thousand  dollars  to  found  a 
lectureship  on  "  Modern  Infidelity,"  to  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  General  Synod,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Theological  Seminary, 
and  of  Rutgers  College.  The  communication  was  referred  to  a 
special  committee  consisting  of  Rev.  A.  G.  Vermilye,  Rev.  M.'L. 
Berger,  and  Elder  J.  V.  D.  Hoagland. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  .Classis  of  Philadelphia, 
asking  Synod  for  a  decision  in  regard  to  the  constitutional  powers, 
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if  any,  vested  in  theClassis  to  dissolve  the  denominational  relations: 
of  any  individual  Church  under  its  jurisdiction,  and  was  referred- 
to  the  Committee  on  Overtures. 

A  memorial  was  received  from  the  Classis  of  Bergen  on  th& 
subject  of  assessments  upon  the  Classes  by  General  Synod,  and  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  the  Board  of  Direction.

Special  communications  in  reference  to  Constitutional  Amend- 
ments were  received  from  the  Classes  of  Bergen,  Holland,  New 
Brunswick,  Raritan  and  Wisconsin,  and  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Overtures. 

A  letter  was  received  from  James  Anderson,  M.B.,  presenting 
on  behalf  of  himself  and  others,  wood  cuts  of  the  Seminary  build- 
ings at  New  Brunswick,  with  electrotype  plates  of  the  same ;  also 
a  copperplate  of  a  Professorial  certificate  for  graduates  of  the  In- 
stitution, with  one  hundred  copies  of  the  same.     It  was 

Resolved,  That  the  very  hearty  thanks  of  this  Synod  be  presented 
to  James  Anderson,  M.I).,  and  his^  associates,  for  their  very  ac- 
ceptable and  valuable  gifts. 

The  following  communications  were  received  from  the  General  As- 
sembly of  the  Tresbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica, and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

"New  York,  June  3d,  1873. 

Extract  from  the  Minutes  of  the  General  Assembly  in  session  at 
Baltimore,  Md.,  May  26th,  1873. 

Whereas,  we  have  long  enjoyed  fraternal  relations  with  the  G-en- 
eral  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America  commonly  known 
as  the  Reformed  (Dutch)  Church,  a  body  holding  the  same 
doctrines  and  polity  with  ourselves  ;  and, 

Whereas,  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  an  organic  relation  with 
said  Church  would  be  to  the  honor  of  Christ,  our  one  Lord  and 
Head,  the  extension  of  His  visible  kingdom,  and  to  the  better  es- 
tablishment of  our  common  Presbyterianism. 

Therefore,  be  it  Resolved,  that  a  Committee  of  nine  be  appointed 
to  meet  a  similar  Committee  from  the  General  Synod  of  the  Re- 
formed Church,  in  case  such  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by  that 
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body  at  its  approaching  sessions,  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  in 
regard  to  the  desirableness  and  practicability  of  Union  between 
the  two  Churches  ;  and  report  to  the  next  General  Assembly.    •

A  communication  was  received  from  Mr.  David  S,  Jones,  Elder 
of  the  Third  Reformed  Church  of  Philadelphia,  and  Treasurer  of 
the  Church,  and  of  certain  Trust  Funds,  informing  the  Synod  that 
said  Church  had  been  received  by  the  Central  Presbytery  of  Phil- 
adelphia, as  a  Presbyterian  Church,  without  consent  of  Classis  ;  and 
asking  the  advice  and  instruction  of  Synod  in  reference  to  his  duty  • 
and  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Overtures. 

An  invitation  was  received  from  the  First  Reformed  Church  of 
Poughkeepsie  to  hold  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  General 
Synod  in  that  Church,  and  was  accepted. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

BOARD  OF  CORPORATION. 

The  following  Report  of  the  Board  of  Direction  of  the  Corpora- 
tion was  received,  accompanied  with  the  Treasurer's  Annual  Ac- 
count, the  Annual  Digest,  List  of  Securities  belonging  to  General 
Synod,  List  of  Endowed  Scholarships,  Education  Fund  Income  Ac- 
count, Widows'  Fund  Account,  Widows'  Fund  Income  Account, 
Hope  College  Endowment  Fund,  Hope  College  Income  Account, 
Disabled  Ministers'  Fund  Account,  Expense  Account,  Estimate 
of    Expenses   for  year    commencing    May    1st,  1873,    the   Van 
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Benschoten  Fund  Account,  the  Knox  Fund  Account. 

The  Report  and  accompanying  documents  were  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  the  Board  of  Direction,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Widows'  Fund  Account,  the  Widows'  Fund  Income  Account,  and 
the  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund  Account  which  were  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  the  Widows'  and  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America  : 

The  Board  of  Direction  of  General  Synod  regret  that  they  are 
called  upon  again  to  report  the  decease  of  one  of  their  number,  in 
their  esteemed  and  respected  associate,  James  Suydam,  Esq.,  who. 
entered  upon  his  rest  on  the  7th  day  of  October  last. 

In  the  death  of  Mr.  vSuydam  they  feel  that  the  Church  is 
called  upon  to  lament  one  who,  in  his  life,  was  one  of  its  most 
noble  benefactors,  and  in  his  death  did  not  forget  its  interests. 

Your  Board  would  report  that  they  received  from  James  Suy- 
dam, through  the  Rev.  James  A.  H.  Cornell,  D.D.,  the  sum  of 
Twentv  Thousand  Dollars,  being  in  addition  to  the  Forty  Thousand 
Dollars  before  acknowledged,  and  which  makes  the  sum  of  Sixty 
Thousand  Dollars  given  by  him  to  the  General  Synod  of  the  Re- 
formed Church  in  America,  to  endow  his  Professorship  of  Didactic 
and  Polemic  Theology  in  the  Tiieological  Seminary  at  New  Bruns- 
wick, N.  J.  This  entire  sum  of  Sixty  Thousand  Dollars  is  to  be 
securely  invested,  and  the  annual  income  or  interest  thereon  to  be 
used  only  for  the  support  of  the  incumbent  of  said  Professorship. 

Your  Board  would  report  that  they  also  received  from  James 
Suydam,  through  the  Rev.  James  A.  H.  Cornell,  D.D.,  Twenty 
Thousand  dollars  in  bonds,  being  in  addition  to  the  Fifty  Thousand 
Dollars  in  bonds  heretofore  acknowledged,  to  be  applied  toward  the 
payments  for  the  erection  and  completion  of  the  James  Suydam 
Hall.  The  bonds  have  been  sold  and  the  proceeds  amount  to 
$74,303  82.  They  are  also  informed  that  he  has  left,  by  will,  to 
General  Synod,  other  large  amounts. 

In  thus  enume»-ating  the  large  benefactions  of  their  respected 
and  lamented  associate,  your  Board  cannot  deny  themselves  the 
gratification  of  again  expressing  their  sense  of  indebtedness  to  Jiis 
liberality  and  love  for  our  beloved  Church. 

He  indeed  is  beyond  and  above  our  praises  and  our  thanks,  for 
we  doubt  not  that  he  has  received  from  the  lips  of  the  Great  Head 
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of  the  Church,  the  glad  plaudit,  "Well  done,  good  and  faithful 
servant."  Yet  it  gratifies  our  own  hearts  to  be  allowed  to  record 
our  appreciation  of  the  regard  which  he  has  manifested  for  the 
Church  which  he  so  loved,  and  our  pleasure  that  his  name  will  be 
held  by  her  in  perpetual  remembrance. 

Your  Board  would  further  report  that  they  have  elected  Mr. 
Gardner  A.  Sage  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Mr. 
Suydam. 

Your  Board  would  rejoort  that  there  have  been  received  the 
following  bequests : 

From  the  Executors  of  Jonathan  R.  Warner,  deceased,  the  sum 
of  tea  thousand  dollars  bequeathed  by  him  for  the  use  of  Dom.estic 
Missions,  and  a  further  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  bequeatlied  by 
him  for  the  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund. 

From  the  Executor  of  Douw  D.  Williamson,  deceased,  the  sum 
of  ten  thousand  dollars,  to  be  held  in  trust  and  invested  in  Bonds 
and  Mortgages,  or  other  good  securities,  and  the  interest  thereof  to 
be  applied  for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  the  Professors  ot 
the  Theological  Seminar;^  at  New  Brunswick,  N.  J. 

Widows'  Fund. — This  Fund  amounts  to  $35,612  08.  The  col- 
lections from  churches,  individuals,  and  interest  during  the  past 
year  amount  to  $1,596  18.  Annuities  have  been  paid  from 
the  Fund  for  the  six  months  ending  May  1st,  and  November  1st, 
1872,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  $2,260  09.  Two  annual  sub- 
scribers have  withdrawn  from  the  Fund  the  proportion  of  the  amount 
of  their  former  subscriptions  to  which  they  were  entitled  by  the 
rules  of  the  Fund,  and  one  subscription  of  $500  has  been  with- 
drawn from  the  Fund. 

Hope  Colhge  End 'wmevt  Fund. — There  has  been  received  for 
this  Fund  during  the  year  $362  23,  and  there  has  been  paid  from 
the  Fund  for  expenses  in  procuring  the  endowment  $119  55,  and 
the  Fund  nov/  amounts  to  $22,543  57. 

Your  Board  would  report  that  there  has  been  received  during  the 
year  from  churches  and  individuals  as  Centennial  gifts  $208  65. 

Your  Board  would  report  that  the  amount  received  to  the  1st 
iust.  on  account  of  assessment  of  $20,000  made  by  General 
Synod  in  June,  1864,  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  Permanent 
Fund  of  Synod,  is  $17,689   61.

There  having  been  no  contributions  within  the  part  year  for  the 
reduction  of  the  debt,  the  Board,  as  intimated  in  their  last  report, 
have  withdrawn  ftom  the  Permanent  Seminarj  Fund  the  sum  of 
$9,700,  being  the  amount  received  from  subscriptions  for  repairs  to 
the  Theological  Seminary,  and  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Fund 
under  the  impression  that  the  Church  would  otherwise  provide  for 
the  repairs,  and  to  the  extent  of  the  sum  so  withdrawn  have  re- 
duced the  nominal  amount  of  said  Fund.  This  sum  (,$9,700),  with 
$2,926  99,  being  part  of  a  note  given  for  a  subscription  for  said 
repairs,  together  amounting  to  .$12,626  99,  being  the  sum  advanced 
for  repairs,  and  included  in  the  debt  of  $41,309  48  reported  on 
30th  April,  1872,  have  been  applied  towards  the  reduction  of  the 
debt,  thereby  reducing  the  amount  to  $28,682  49  for  April  30th 
1872. 

It  is  with  regret  that  they  are  obliged  to  state  that  the  expendi- 
tures connected  with  the  Seminary  for  the  past  year,  as  directed  to 
be  charged,  have  exceeded  the  revenue  applicable  to  that  object,  in 
the  sum  of  $4,547  95,  thereby  making  the  debt  of  the  Church  on 
April  30th,  1873,  $33,284  33. 

In  consequence  of  the  omission  of  Synod,  at  their  last  meeting, 
to  direct  an  assessment  for  contingent  expenses,  the  Board 
assumed  the  responsibility  of  requesting  the  Treasurer  to  apportion 
an  assessment  of  $1,400  upon  the  Classens,  and  they  have  the  grati-

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fication  of  reporting  that  nearly  all  tlie  Classes  have  cheerfully 
complied  with  the  appeal,  and  removed  the  fears  entertained  upon 
the  subject  at  the  commencement  of  the  year.  The  arrears  of  pre- 
vious years  for  contingent  expenses  remain  large. 

The  Board  is  constrained  again  to  report  an  exhausted  Treasury 
at  the  close  of  the  linancial  year, — there  being  no  funds  to  pay  the 
salaries  due  June  1st  next  of  the  Prolessors  dependent  upon  the 
General  I'und,  except  a  small  amount  of  interest  received  since 
the  close  of  the  financial  year,  which  can  be  divided  among  them, — 
and  none  for  the  expenses  of  the  meeting  of  the  Synod  this  year. 
The  Synod  will,  therefore,  perceive  the  necessity  of  immediate 
exertions  for  replenishing  the  Treasury,  that  the  legitimate  claims 
upon  it  may  be  met  with  punctuality. 

Ttie  Board  is  so  greatly  impressed  with  the  importance  of  speedy 
succor,  that  in  order  to  place  the  Financial  affairs  of  the  Church 
clearly  before  the  Synod,  that  they  may  be  better  understood,  a  state- 
ment relating  thereto  has  been  prepared,  and  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted herewith.  For  the  convenience  of  the  members  of  the 
Synod  they  have  had  a  number  of  copies  printed  for  distribution. 

Our  late  and  respected  friend  James  Suydam  Esq.,  having  by  an 
oversight  omitted  to  dispose  by  his  will  of  his  interest  in  the  pew 
occupied  by  his  family,  and  tlie  Synod  being  a  joint  residuary  le- 
gatee of  his  estate,  the  Board  would  recommend  that  any  claims 
that  Synod  may  have  to  any  part  of  the  PeV  No.  92,  in  the  Collegiate 
Keformed  Dutch  Church  corner  5th  Avenue  and  West  29th  street 
in  the  City  ot  New  York,  be  relinquished  to  Mrs.  Charlotte  A. 
Suydam — action  to  that  effect  having  already  been  taken  by  the 
American  Bible  Society,  the  other  legatee, — and  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  accompanying  resolution : 

B-iSuLved,  That  all  claims  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  America  on  the  Pew  JNo.  92,  in  the  Reformed  Protestant 
(Dutch)  Church,  corner  5th  Avenue  and  West  2yth  Street,  in  the 
City  of  New  York,  occupied  in  his  life  time  by  James  Suydam,  be^ 
and  are  hereby  relinquished  to  Mrs.  Charlotte  A.  Suydam,  and  that 
the  Board  of  Direction  be  authorized  to  execute  any  necessary 
legal  document  that  may  be  required  to  effect  such  object. 
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The  term   of  service  of  John  I.   Brower,  Treasurer,  will  expire 
at  this  meeting  of  Synod.

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The  President  ot  the  Board  of  Direction  presented  on  behalf  of 
the  Board,  the  following  financial  statement,  which  was  referred  tO' 
the  Committee  on  the  Board  of  Direction,  and  also  distributed  in 
printed  form  among  the  members  of  the  Synod. 

2u  the  General  Synod  of  the  Hejormed  Cliurch  in  America  : 

The  Board  of  Direction  would  respectfully  state,  that  from  a  de- 
sire to  awaken  the  attention  of  Synod,  and  through  it  of  the  whole 
Church,  to  the  necessity  of  immediate  measures  for  the  relief  of  its 
overburdened  Treasury,  and  provide  the  means  to  meet  all  the 
claims  upon  the  income  of  the  Fermanent  Seminary  Fund  as  they 
accrue,  the  accompanying  succinct  statement  has  been  prepared, 
and  is  presented  for  the  information  and  consideration  of  tlie  Synod, 
with  the  hope  that  it  may  excite  prompt  and  energetic  action,  and 
secure  the  needed  relief;  and  thereby  avert  the  necessity  of  a  re- 
duction of  the  salaries  of  three  of  the  Professors.  Should  it  become 
unavoidable  to  have  recourse  to  such  a  measure,  it  would  produce 
greater  disparity  in  the  compensation  ot  the  Professors  than  already 
exists.

STATEMENT. 

The  Debt  of  the  Church,  which  has  been  accumulating  so  rapidly 
within  the  few  past  years,  and  been  productive  of  great  embarrass- 
ment  to  the  Board  of  Direction,  by  depriving  it  of  the  ability  to 
meet  engagements  with  former  punctuality,  has  reached  such  mag- 
nitude as  to  render  it  indispensable  to  bring  the  subject  distinctly 
before  the  Synod,  and  that  with  the  hope  that  an  interest  may  be 
enkindled  which  shall  be  extended  to  and  pervade  every  part  of  the 
Church,  and  excite  immediate  and  liberal  action  to  remove  the  bur- 
den  and  place  its  pecuniary  affairs  upon  their  proper  basis. 

That  the  difficulties  under  which  the  Board  of  Direction  is  labor- 
ino-  and  the  causes  which  have  produced  the  burden  upon  the  Trea- 
sury may  be  understood,  the  following  statement  has  been  prepared, 
and  will  show  that  either  ignorance  of  the  actual  condition  of  the 
Funds  and  the  revenues  therelrom,  and  the  demands  upon  them,  or 
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thoughtlessness  on  the  part  of  recent  Synods,  have  brought  an  evil 
upon  the  Church  which  may  be  calculated  to  raise  the  question  of 
faithfulness  to  its  engagements. 

For  many  years  past  it  has  been  necessary  for  the  Board,  in  their 
annual  Reports,  to  call  the  attention  of  Synod  to  the  insufficiency 
of  the  receipts  to  meet  the  disbursements. 

Previous  to  the  year  1864,  the  claims  upon  the  income  of  the 
Permanent  Fund  Avere  confined  to  the  salaries  of  the  Professors 
with  house-rent  for  one  of  them,  (the  other  two  occupying  the) 
wings  of  Rutgers  College,) — the  salary  of  the  .Janitor  of  Hertzog 
Hall,  with  fuel, — and  the  salary  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
intendents. All  other  expenditures  were  deemed  and  paid  as  con- 
tingent expenses,  for  which  contributions  were  generally  made  by 
the  Glasses  from  year  to  year.  It  is  true  such  contributions  were 
not  always  sufficient,  yet  by  occasional  extra  eflforts  the  Treasury 
was  relieved.  Up  to  that  tmie  tho  income  of  the  Permanent  Fund 
was  generally  sufficient  for  the  limited  claims  upon  it.  but  when 
the  rate  of  interest  upon  the  investments  was  reduced,  which  some- 
times was  unavoidable,  there  was  a  deficiency,  which  was  supplied 
by  a  little  liberality  in  the  contributions  for  contingent  expenses. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Synod  in  June,  1864,  upon  the  Report  of 
a  Special  Committee,  the  system  which  had  been  previouslv  pur- 
sued was  directed  to  be  discontinued,  and  from  that  time  the  dis- 
bursements for  contingent  expenses  were  to  be  confined  to  the  sal- 
ary of  the  Stated  Clerk  of  Synod,  with  postage  Sec. — mileage  of 
delegates  from  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago, — traveling  expen- 
ses of  Delegates  to  other  Religious  assemblages. — Sexton's  Bill, — 
printing  of  Minutes,  and  interest.  The  printing  of  the  Minutes 
was  at  the  same  meeting  transferred  to  the  Stated  Clerk,  who  was 
to  obtain  from  the  Classes  the  necessary  funds  to  pay  for  the  same. 

All  the  other  regular  and  necessary  expenses  must  be  defrayed 
from  the  revenue  of  the  Permanent  Fund. 

By  this  measure  there  was  added  to  the  claims  upon  the  income 
of  the  Permanent  Fund  the  larger  portion  of  the  salary  of  the 
Treasurer,  with  expenses.  Insurance  of  the  Buildings,  furniture  of 
Hall,  and  Library,  necessary  repairs  of  residences  of  Professors, 
and  any  incidental  expenses  which  might  occur  in  relation  to  the 
Seminary  or  the  Funds. 
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Were  the  different  trusts  held  by  the  Synod,  conflictmg  or  ad- 
verse to  the  interest  of  the  Church,  there  might  be  some  plausibil- 
ity in  the  representations  of  the  Committee  which  recommended 
and  secured  the  change.  But  while  the  different  objects  for  which 
the  i'unds  are  held  in  trust  by  Synod  are  intended  fox  the  promo- 
tion of  the  common  cause,  and  the  whole  Church  is  interested  in 
the  success  of  them  all,  the  revenues  derived  from  the  several 
funds  should  be  confined  to  the  objects  for  which  specially  contri- 
buted, and  the  expense  attendant  upon  the  management  of  such 
Trust  Funds  should  be  borne  by  the  Church  at  large. 

This  action  of  the  Synod,  in  apportioning  the  salary  of  the  Trea- 
surer upon  the  different  Funds,  and  subsequently  regarding  the 
Churcli  as  a  charitable  aud  benevolent  inititutioji,  instead  of  a  Meli- 
gious  incorporation,  and  the  several  funds  as  for  charitable  purposes, 
has  resulted  in  the  removal  of  the  Treasurer  from  the  Board  of 
Direction,  The  only  person  especially  intimate  with  the  minutiai 
of  the  different  Funds,  aud  particularly  entrusted  with  the  manage^ 
ment  of  the  same,  and  relied  on  to  preserve  accuracy  in  their  man- 
agement, is  forbidden  any  voice  in  the  Board,  and  in  the  disposiuon 
of  such  Funds  or  the  revenues  therefrom. 

If  the  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund  and  the  Parochial  School  Fund 
may  be  classed  among  benevolent  Funds,  surely  none  of  the  others 
can  be,  and  it  the  entire  salary  of  ttie  Treasurer  was  paid  from  the 
contingent  expense  contributions,  as  it  ought  to  be,  there  would  be 
no  reason  for  his  absence  from  the  Board. 

In  addition  to  the  salary  of  the  Treasurer,  the  expense  of  in- 
surance, and  necessary  repairs  of  the  Professorial  residences,  until 
provided  for  otherwise,  should  be  placed  upon  the  contingent  ex- 
penses of  the  Church. 

The  necessity  of  returning  to  the  practice  formerly  observed 
will  be  apparent,  when  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  the  entire  income  of 
the  endowment  of  one  of  the  Professorships,  (except  perhaps  that 
portion  of  the  salary  of  the  Treasurer  which,  under  the  existing 
rule  may  be  charged  upon  it,)  is  toi)e  paid  over  to  the  incumbent, 
■while  the  residue  of  the  Permanent  Fund,  from  the  income  of  which 
the  otiier  three  Professors  are  to  be  paid,  has  to  bear  all  the  burden 
of  insurance  and  repairs,  in  addition  to  its  portion  of  the  salary 
of  the  Treasurer. 
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And  when  it  is  farther  borne  in  mind  that  within  a  few  years 
past  there  has  been  added  to  the  possessions  of  the  Church,  four 
dwelling  houses,  the  James  Suydain  Hall,  a  largely  increased  Li- 
brary, and  the  enhanced  value  of  Hertzog  Hall,  there  can  be  no 
cause  for  surprise  at  the  large  sum  required  for  insurance  alone, 
which  for  the  year  just  closed  exceeded  One  Thousand  dollars. 

The  Statistical  report  tor  the  year  18G3,  the  year  in  which  the 
Special  Committee  was  appointed,  showed  over  50,000  communi- 
cants in  the  Church  :  an  average  contribution  oi^  five  cents  per  annum 
from  each  would  have  placed  Twenty-five  hundred  dollars  in  the  . 
hands  of  the  Treasurer  to  meet  all  the  contingent  expenses  of  that 
time.  And  at  this  time,  with  increased  expenses,  it  surely  could 
not  be  deemed  oppressive  to  ask  an  average  of  ten  cents  per  annum 
from  each  communicant  to  defray  unavoidable  charges. 

When  directing  the  change  in  apportioning  tne  salary  of  the 
Treasurer,  &c.,  at  the  meeting  in  June,  1864,  the  Synod  endeavored 
to  make  some  provision  to  meet  the  burden  then  placed  upon  the  In- 
come of  tne  Permanent  Fund,  by  directing  an  assessment  of 
$20,000  to  be  laid  upon  the  Classes  for  an  increase  of  the  Fund. 
Some  nine  years  have  elapsed  since  that  direction  of  Synod  was 
given,  and  a  portion  of  the  assessment  then  laid  remains  unpaid. 

Although  the  burden  thus  placed  upon  the  Permanent  Fund  was 
not  immediately  felt,  it  has  subsequently  been  one  of  the  causes  of 
the  debt  now  existing. 

it  was  however,  at  the  meeting  of  Synod  in  June,  1865,  that 
proceedings  were  instituted  which  have  more  particularly  produced 
the  results  under  which  the  Treasur}^  is  laboring. 

At  this  meeting  the  announcement  was  made  of  the  gift  of  an 
Bond  for  $40,000,  for  the  endowment  of  the  Third  Professorship, 
and  of  subscriptions  to  the  amount  of  $40,000  in  addition  for  the 
establishment  of  a  Fourth  Professorship. 

In  accordance  with  the  conditions  annexed  to  the  gift  of  the  Bond 
for  $40,000,  and  accepted  by  the  Synod,  the  Fourth  Professorship 
was  created  and  filled,  and  the  salaries  of  the  other  three  Profes- 
sors raised. 

By  this  act  there  was  an  addition  to  the  former  claims  upon '  the 
ecoime  of  the  Pemiament  Fund  of —

To  meet  this  increase  in  expenditure  there  was  the  interest  to  be 
derived  from  the  $40,000  Bond,  and  when  received  and  invested, 
the  interest  on  the  amount  contributed  for  the  Fourth  Professorship, 
In  July,  1S65,  one  year's  interest  was  received  on  the  $40,000 
Bond,  and  in  September,  1867,  another  year's  interest  was  received 
on  said  Bond,  so  that  within  three  financial  years  only  two  years' 
interest,  or  $5,600  was  received  from  that  source.  There  being  no 
hope  of  ever  receiving  any  part  of  the  -principal  of  said  Bond,  or 
any  further  interest  thereon,  a  statement  to  that  effect  was  made  to 
the  Synod,  which  directed  the  Bond  to  be  returned  to  the  giver. 

Of  the  $40,000  reported  to  be  subscribed  for  the  Fourth  Pro- 
fessorship, the  sum  of  $30,412  66  was  handed  over  to  the  Trea- 
surer in  cash,  bonds,  notes  &c.,  within  the  year  1865  66  ;  in  1869 
and  1870,  a  further  sum  of  $125,  was  received, — the  balance  has 
not  yet  been  paid  into  the  Treasury,  and  it  is  possible  it  never 
may  be. 

In  addition  to  the  aforesaid  sum  of  $30,412  66,  for  the  endow- 
ment of  the  Fourth  Professorship,  there  was  received  between  30th 
April,  1865,  and  30th  April,  1867,  the  sum  of  $7,800  62  on  account 
of  the  assessment  of  $20,000  directed  to  be  laid  by  the  Synod  in 
1864, — the  two  sums  amounting  to  $38,213  28.  And  in  addition 
there  was  received  from  other  sources  some  $300,  making  the  in- 
crease of  the  Fund  during  the  two  years  $38,513  28. 

From  the  preceding  it  will  be  readily  seen,  that  when  the  income 
of  the  Permanent  Fund,  previous  and  up  to  the  1st  of  May,  1865, 
was  barely  sufficient  to  meet  the  salaries  which  prior  to  June,  1864, 
had  been  defrayed  from  it,  no  amount  of  interest  derivable  from  the 
above  named  addition  to  the  Permanent  Fund  of  $38,500  could 
suffice  for  the  burdens  imposed  upon  the  income  by  the  acts  of 
Synod  in  1864  and  1865. 

A  brief  statement  will  show  how  great  the  deficiency  was  be- 
coming, when  (after  the  one  year's  interest  on  the  $40,000  Bond 
secured  in  1866  to  be  paid,  and  which  was  received  in  1867,)  there 
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was  no   further  interest  to  be  obtained  from  said  Bond,   while  the 

additions  to  the  expenditures  remained.

With  the    certainty  of  a  large  annual  deficit  before  them,  the 
Board    of  Direction,  in  their  Keport  to  Synod  at  the  meeting  in 
June,  1867,  when  stating  the  request  of  the  giver  of  the  Bond  for 
$40,000,  to  be  released  from  his  obligation  and  have  his  Bond  re- 
turned to  him,  appealed  to  the  Synod  for  relief,    and  said : 

"  Your  Board  sincerely  hope  that  while  Synod  comply  with  this 
request,  they  will  make  immediate  provision  to  meet  the  deficiency 
thus  created." 

The  action  of  the  Synod  upon  this  request  would  indicate  a  want 
of  consideration  of  the  efiect  which  would  be  produced  by  the 
measure  which  iliey  directed  the  Board  to  pursue  in  this  emergency. 

Instead  of  an  urgent  appeal  to  the  Church  for  liberal  contribu- 
tions to  relieve  and  sustain  the  Treasury  until  a  suitable  increase 
of  the  Permanent  Fund  could  be  secured,  sufficient  for  the  wants 
of  the  Treasury, — and  to  save  the  Board  from  recourse  to  a  mea- 
sure which  could  only  produce  still  greater  embarrassment,  the 
Synod  adopted  the  following  as  their  answer  lor  relief, — 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Direction  of  the  Corporation  be 
authorised  to  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  General  Synod,  from  time 
to  time,  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay 
the  salaries  of  the  Professors,  and  of  the  employes  of  the  Gen- 
eral Synod,  as  the  same  shall  become  due." 

While  thus  seemingly  providing  for  the  necessities  of  the  Trea- 
sury, by  authoriziny  the  Board  to  borrow  money,  it  was  compelling 
the  Board  to  enter  upon  measures  which  have  resulted  in  the  severe 
burden  now  pressing  so  heavily  upon  the  Treasury.  With  the  fact 
before  them  of  a  deficiency  of  revenue,  and  the  certainty  of  that 
deficiency  becoming  greater  from  year  to  year  as  the  debt  increased, 
the  Synod  gave  no  authority  to  the  Board  to  mortgage  any  of  their 
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property  to  secure  the  loans  thus  authorized, — and  to  obtain  money 
from  outside  parties  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  Treasury  for  the  speci- 
fied objects,  as  from  time  to  time  the  funds  might  be  needed,  was 
deemed  impracticable,  the  Board  was  therefore  compelled  to  resort 
to  the  only  alternative  left  them. 

When  money  is  borrowed,  the  payment  of  interest  thereon  of 
necessity  follows,  as  well  as  ultimately  the  payment  of  the  princi- 
pal of  the  sum  borrowed.  But  for  neitlier  of  these  objects  did 
Synod  make  any  provision. 

At  that  time  a  portion  of  the  investments  of  the  Church  were 
producing  only  six  per  cent,  interest,  while  to  borrow  money  liom 
outside  parties  it  would  require  interest  at  the  rate  of  seven  per 
cent,  to  be  paid, — a  difference  of  one  per  cent,  against  the  Cliurch. 

In  addition  to  the  power  so  given  to  the  Board  of  Direction  to 
borrow  money,  the  S.ynod  also  at  this  meeting  (June,  1867,)  author- 
ized the  Hertzog  Hall  Committee  to  borrow  on  mortgage  a  sum  not 
exceeding  Four  thousand  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  finishing  the 
Professors  Houses,  and  also  authorized  the  Board  of  Direction  to 
execute  the  necessary  papers  to  effect  that  object.  As  the  use  of 
a  house  was  a  part  of  the  compensation  of  the  Professors,  and  in- 
teresfon  money  borrowed  for  the  completion  of  his  house  would 
be  expected  to  be  paid  from  the  revenue  of  the  Permanent  Fund, 
it  was  deemed  for  the  interest  of  the  Church  to  advance  the  sum 
from  the  Fund,  and  thereby  save  the  expense  attendant  upon  ef- 
fecting a  loan,  as  well  as  the  difference  in  the  rate  of  interest. 

For  the  deficiency  in  the  income  to  defray  necessary  expenditures 
it  was  believed  that  the  interest  of  the  Church  would  be  promoted 
in  some  measure  by  borrowing  from  the  Fund,  and  that  with  the 
hope  and  expectation  that  when  the  attention  of  Synod  was  called 
again  to  the  subject  there  would  be  immediate  action  to  cancel  the 
debt  so  incurred  and  make  provision  against  its  recurrence. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Synod  in  June,  1868,  the  Board  in  their 
Report  said : — 

"Your  Board  would  call  the  special  attention  of  Synod  to  the 
fact  that  the  advances  for  salaries  and  contingent  expenses  now 
amount  to  about  $4,000,  and  that  as  such  deficiencies  naturally  and 
necessarily  increase  year  by  year,  and  as  the  burden  really  falls 
upon  your  Treasurer,  it  is  extremely  desirable  and  imperative  that 
prompt  and  ample  provision  be  made  to  meet  it."

At  this  meeting  the  Board  of  Direction,  in  cooperation  with  the 
'Committee  on  Hertzog  Hall,  were  requested  to  raise  $100,000  by 
subscription  for  completing;  the  Endowment  of  the  Professorial 
Fund,  and  the  payment  of  the  debt  of  Synod,  with  power  to  em- 
ploy an  agent. 

In  accordance  with  this  request,  a  Financial  Agent  was  appoint- 
ed in  the  early  part  of  1860,  and  at  the  meeting  of  Synod  in  June, 
1861,  was  announced  that  the  first  fruits  of  his  labors  was  the 
munificent  gift  of  James  Suydam,  Esq.,  of  the  sura  of  $40,000  for 
the  Professorial  Fund,  which  the  Synod  set  apart  for  the  endow- 
ment of  a  Professorship. 

Although  at  this  meeting  (June,  1869),  the  indebtedness  was 
reported  to  be  (on  April  30th,  1869,)  over  $5,000,  and  the  income 
altogether  insufficient  for  the  expenditures,  so  that  the  revenue 
derivable  from  Mr.  Suydam's  gift,  when  paid,  would  be  required 
towards  supplying  the  deficiency  of  income  for  the  claims  already 
existing  upon  it,  the  Synod  added  $500  per  annum  to  the  salary  of 
each  of  the  four  Professors,  making  a  further  draft  of  $2,000  per 
annum  upon  the  revenue,  to  commence  on  the  then  1st  June,  when 
they  had  the  evidence  before  them  that  Mr.  Suydam's  benefaction 
would  not  be  paid  before  the  1st  September  following,  some,  three 
months  or  more  after  the  date  when  the  increase  of  salaries  was  to 
begin. 

While,  .by  the  favor  of  a  gracious  Providence,  the  labors  of  the 
Financial  Agent  were  greatly  prospered,  and  he  was  instrumental 
in  securing  a  large  amount  of  wealth  for  the  Church,  including 
$51,955  for  the  Permanent  Fund — of  which  the  sum  of  $40,000, 
the  gift  of  Mr.  Suydan^  has  subsequently  been  set  apart,  and 
directed  to  be  kept  intact,  for  the  Professorship  bearing  his  name, 
and  the  income  therefrom  to  be  appropriated  and  paid  over  to  the 
incumbent  thereof, — there  was  only  $11,955  of  said  amount  added 
to  the  general  Permanent  Fund. 

Although  successful  in  securing  nearly  $400,000  for  the  Church, 
there  were  difficulties  in  his  way  which  prevented  his  obtaining 
gifts  lor  the  reduction  of  the  debt,  and  he  has  necessarily  left  that 
desired  object  to  be  accomplished  in  some  other  way. 

With  the  realit)'-  before  them  of  a  fund  insufficient  for  the  burden 
resting  upon  it,  the  Synod,  at  this  meeting,  further  reduced  it  by 
directing  the  Board  "  to  relieve  the  Theoloirical  Professors  from  the 
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d^'bt   ($6,292.85)   incurred  by  them  under  the    authority  of  the 
General  Synod,  in  order  to  complete  the   Professorial  houses,"  Sec. 

In  accordance  with  this  resolution,  the  Board  appropriated  the 
sum  of  $5,867.85,  which  effected  the  object.  This  amount,  a.-;  in 
the  appropriation  made  in  June,  1867,  was  deemed  a  legitimate 
claim  upon  the  Fund,  and -was  advanced  therefrom. 

The  debt  having  reached  some  $15,400  on  April  30th,  1870, 
with  the  prospect  of  a  large  addition,  the  Board  suggested  to  the 
Synod,  at  its  meeting  in  Juii.c,  1870,  the  propriety  of  soliciting  a 
contribution  of  the  small  sum  of  one  dollar  irom  each  communi- 
cant, which,  if  obtained,  it  was  hoped  w^ould  not  only  liquidate  the 
debt,  but  meet  all  the  claims  upon  the  Treasury,  until  the  Fund 
had  reached  such  an  amount  that  the  revenue  was  sufficient  for  the 
ordinary  claims  upon  it.  The  suggestion  was  adopted  by  the 
Synod,  and  the  Board  authorized  to  apply  to  the  churches  for  the 
smn  named  from  each  communicant. 

An  urgent  appeal  was  made  in  the  month  of  September  and 
October  following,  to  each  settled  Pastor,  and  to  each  consistory 
where  there  was  no  Pastor,  in  this  country,  soliciting  their  efforts 
with  the  members  of  their  several  congregations,  to  secure  the 
desired  contributions,  A  pitiance  only  was  requested — tke  Mas- 
ter's cause  was  represented  in  the  appeal,  and  in  His  name  was  the 
appeal  made, — yet,  apart  Jrom  two  or  three  churches  which  contri- 
buted very  small  amounts,  not  one  response  was  made  throughout  the 
eyitire  Church.  In  no  one  inistance  icas  tJiere  a  compliance  ivith  the 
appeal.  The  result  was  a  large  addition  to  the  debt,  as  the  amount 
on  April  30th,  1871,  reached  $22,273.57. 

The  e  for  Is  of  the  Board  through  tlioi  insirumentality  failed  tc 
obtain  relief.  'Iheir  opinion  that  the  burdens  of  the  Ciiurch  should 
be  borne  in  part  by  every  member,  and  that  so  lightly  that  none 
cuuld  be  oppressed  or  inconvenienced  by  the  share  assigned  to 
each,  and  that,  at  the  same  time,  members  of  the  congregation  who 
are  not  communicants,  might  be  allowed  the  opportunity  and  privi- 
lege of  showing  their  willingness  to  aid  in  the  operations  of  the 
Church  in  which  they  also  are  interested,  and  il'  possible,  an  inter- 
est in  all  the  works  of  the  Church  be  instilled  in  the  minds  of  our 
people  through  so  mild  a  measure,  not  having  met  with  the  appro- 
val of  the  ministry,  and  the  consistories,  necessity  may  compel  a 
resort  to  means  unjust  and  oppressive  by  requiring  a  few  to   bear 
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the  burden,  while  the  many  will  be  relieved  from  a  duty  which 
equity  and  justice  requires  of  them. 

In  their  Report  to  Synod  at  its  meeting  in  June,  1871,  the  Board 
in  showing  the  inadequacy  of  the  income  for  the  expenditures,  and 
the  increasing  indebtedness,  said  : — 

"The  expenditures  which  have  produced  this  debt  were  directea 
by  the  Church  through  its  representatives  in  the  Synod,  and  were 
for  services  rendered,  and  for  the  promotion  of  its  divers  interests, 
the  debt  therefore  is  of  the  Church  at  large,  and  should  be  so 
regarded,  and  speedily  liquidated, — an  event  which  could  easily  be 
accomplished  by  a  very  small  effort." 

At  this  meeting  (June,  1871,)  the  Treasurer  was  directed  to 
assess  for  contingent  expenses  and  deficiency  of  income,  on  the 
Classes  of  the  Church,  the  sum  of  $4,000.  The  increase  of  the 
amount  over  the  sum  usually  levied  for  contingent  expenses,  could 
have  been  applied  towards  interest  on  the  debt  of  the  Church, 
which,  under  the  action  of  Synod  in  June,  1864,  was  to  be  provid- 
ed for  under  the  head  of  contingent  expenses,  while  cheerfully  paid 
by  some  of  the  Classes,  has  been  withheld  in  whole  or  in  part  by 
others. 

The  debt  on  April  30th,  1872,  was  reported  to  be  $41,309.48, 
but  by  deducting  therefrom  the  sum  of  $12,626.99  paid  for  repairs 
to  Hertzog  Hall,  which  has  been  liquidated  from  contributions  for 
repairs,  which,  under  misapprehension,  were  credited  to  the  Perma- 
nent Fund  to  the  amount  of  $9,700,  and  now  withdrawn  there- 
from, and  from  other  provisions  made  for  that  object,  the  debt,  so 
reduced,  was  $28,682.49. 

The  Board,  in  their  Report  to  the  Synod  at  its  meeting  in  June, 
1872,  said: — 

"  From  this  expose  the  Synod  will  perceive  that  said  indebted- 
ness is  an  absolute  reduction  of  so  much  of  the  Permanent  Fund, 
so  far  as  income  therefrom  should  be  derived;  and  that  conse- 
quently the  revenue  from  the  Fund  is  altogether  inadequate  for  the 
salaries  of  the  Professors,  and  necessary  expenses  connected  with 
the  Seminary. 

"In  the  present  condition  of  the  Treasury,  there  are  no  funds  on 
hand  belonging  to  the  Permanent  Fund,  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the 
Professors,  which  were  due  on  the  1st  instant." 
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With  this  statement  before  them  of  an  impoverished  Treasury, 
and  of  its  inability  to  meet  promptly  and  punctually  the  superior 
obligations  of  the  Church,  the  Synod  directed  the  Treasurer  to  pay 
certain  claims  without  enacting  any  measures  to  provide  the  neces- 
sary fluids  for  the  purpose,  and  thereby  added  to  the  burden. 

In  thus  endeavoring  to  bring  the  subject  of  the  pecuniary  affairs 
of  the  Church  to  the  attention  of  Synod,  it  is  with  regret  that  the 
Board  is  constrained  to  add  that  the  duties  they  are  caHed  on  to 
perform  have  become  exceedingly  onerous  by  reason  of  the  unwill- 
ingness of  so  large  a  portion  of  the  Church  to  supply  the  means 
to  enable  them  to  fulfil  its  behests.  And  they  feel  that  it  is  neces- 
sary that  the  whole  Church  should  be  awakened  to  a  just  sense  of  its 
duties  in  regard  to  its  monetary  concerns. 

To  bring  the  necessities  of  the  Permanent  Fund,  (exclusive  of 
the  James  Suydam  Professorship,)  with  its  present  burdens  more 
clearly  before  the  Synod,  the  following  brief  statement  of  the  Ex- 
penditures and  Receipts  for  1872-3  is  given,  and  will  show  the 
results  of  the  year  :

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To  place  the  Fund  (exclusive  of  the  endowment  of  the  James 
Suydam  Professorship),  upon  a  proper  basis,  and  enable  the  income 
therefrom  to  meet  the  claims  upon  it,  as  now  established  by  the 
Synod,  there  will  necessarily  be  required  a  large  addition  to  the 
present  available  I  and,  and  this  could  be  supplied  without  much 
if  any  cost,  by  the  Classes  paying  their  present  indebtedness,  and 
a  resort  to  the  plan  suggested  to  the  Synod  in  1870.  If  the  entire 
Church  would  act  upon  said  plan,  there  should  be  'raised,  with  but 
little  delay,  a  sum  equal  to  $80,000  at  least.  The  amount  appears 
large,  but  when  divided  among  40,000  families,  or  63,500  communi- 
cants, together  with  a  large  number  of  non-professors,  it  could  not 
be  02-ij)ressive  in  any  instance,  and  with  very  little  effort  should  be 
accomplished. 

From  such  contribution  an  amount  would  be  taken,  after  aKtin- 
guishing  the  existing  indebtedness,  sufficient  to  increase  the  Fund 
(exclusive  of  the  James  Suydam  endowment,)  to  such  a  sum  that 
the  interest  would  defray  all  the  stated  claims  upon  it.

The  interest  on  this  sum  would  generally  average  6^  per  cent, 
per  annum,  which  would  yield  probably  $10,500,  and  therefore  be 
sufficient  for  the  claims  upon  it  at  the  present  rates  of  compensa- 
tion, (fee. 

The  balance  of  the  sum  which  might  be  raised  from  the  suggest- 
ed plan,  could  form  the  foundation  of  a  Contingent  Fund,  the  inter- 
est on  which  would  relieve  the  Classes,  to  the  extent  of  the  money 
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derived  therefrom,  from  the  annual  assessment  for  contingent  ex- 
penses, and  ultimately,  when  the  Fund  •  should  reach  a  sufficient 
sum,  the  annual  assessments  could  be  abandoned,  and  no  further 
assessment  be  levied  unless  for  some  extraordinary  contingency. 

It  will,  however,  be  well  for  Synod  to  consider  the  increased  ex- 
penses which  will  inevitably  attend  the  acquisition  of  property 
already  theirs,  and  that  which  they  will  acquire  at  an  early  day, 
and-  for  the  support  and  care  of  which  there  will  be  unavoidable 
outlays. 

Could  the  aforesaid  plan  be  accomplished,  the  Board  would  be 
relieved  from  a  repetition  of  appeals  to  the  Church  for  neces- 
sary funds  to  defray  legitimate  claims,  and  the  Church  be  exempt 
from  any  annoyance  on  such  account. 

The  calls  which  the  Board  have  been  compelled  to  make  from 
time  to  time,  by  direction  of  the  p3niod,  were  for  funds  for  the 
support  of  the  work  in  which  the  Church  is  engaged.  If  the  sup- 
port of  the  Seminary  and  the  other  operations  of  the  Church  are 
the  proper  and  legitimate  work  of  the  Church,  in  the  support  and 
extension  of  the  Master's  cause  and  Kingdom,  every  member  of 
the  Church  should  be  at  once  brought  'to  feel  and  acknowledge  the 
accountability  and  obligations  resting  upon  each  to  bear  a  portion 
of  the  expense  which,  at  the  most,  would  be  light,  and  also  to  be 
prompt  in  the  discharge  of  duty. 

None  should  be  allowed  to  indulge  in  the  notion  that,  because 
another  refuses  or  neglects  to  perform  duty,  he  or  she  may  also 
indulge  in  similar  neslect. 

Every  member  should  be  convinced  that,  while  receiving  so 
abundnntly  the  bounties  of  a  beneficent  Creator,  it  is  not  only  a 
duty,  but  a  privilege,  to  render  a  portion  for  the  service  of  so  a:en- 
rous  a  Benefactor.  It  is  time  the  entire  Church  was  aroused  to 
the  discharge  of  duty,  and  the  abandonment  of  the  practice  so  long 
IndTilcred  in,  of  seeing  how  little  each  will  do  for  the  muse  of  Him 
who  has  done  so  much  for  them.

Your  Committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  resolu- 
tion : 

Resolved,  That  the  resolution  passed  by  General  Synod  in  1872, 
and  worded  thus :  '•  That  the  amqunt  already  paid  for  the  expenses 
for  raising  the  Endowment  Fund  be  charged  to  the  portion  of  the 
Endowment  Fund  so  raised,"  is  hereby  rescinded. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  pay  over  to  the 
Board  of  Domestic  Missions  the  sum  of  $250,  now  in  his  hands, 
belonging  to  them,  the  interest  to  be  applied  to   their  uses. 

Resolved,  That  a  separate  list  of  the  real  estate  belonging  to  the 
General  Synod  be  annually  transmitted  to  said  body. 
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Whereas,  The  Board  of  Direction  report  that  the  income  of  the 
sum  of  $80,000  is  needed  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  sala- 
ries of  the  Professors  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  as  at  present 
fixed,  and  contingent  expenses  of  Synod,  including  repairs  and 
insurance  of  the  property  ; 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Direction  be  instructed  and  directed 
to  employ  such  agent  or  agents  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  se- 
cure such  funds. 

Resolved,  That  all  sums  given  for  any  specific  purpose  be  invested, 
that  the  principal  be  kept  intact,  and  income  applied  to  the  uses  and 
purposes  prescribed  by  the  donor  or  donors. 

Resolved,  That  the  first  moneys  received  for  general  purposes  be 
applied  to  the  extinguishment  of  the  debt,  and  thereafter  to  the 
endowment  of  the  Professorships,  so  as  to  provide  them  with  the 
full  sum  of  $3,000  each  per  annum. 

Your  Committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  communication 
from  the  Classis  of  Bergen,  and  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  consider  it  unadvisable  to  reverse  the 
action  of  past  Synods  in  regard  to  apportionments  laid  upon  the 
Classes,  especially  since  a  large  proportion  of  the  Classes  have  al- 
ready responded  to  those  apportionments  ;  but  that  those  Classes, 
which  have  not  responded  be  no  longer  recorded  as  delinquent 
but  be  affectionately  requested  to  pay  their  several  proportions  if 
they  be  able  so  to  do. 

Your  Committee  would  further  report  that  they  have  had  under 
consideration  the  report  of  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  last 
General  Synod,  to  consider  the  feasibility  of  some  plan  by  which  a 
general  fund  shall  be  provided  for  the  payment  of  the  traveling  ex- 
penses of  all  the  delegates  to  Synod, 

Resolved,  That  we  consider  this  question  of  so  much  importance, 
that  the  time  left  for  its  proper  and  full  developement  is  insufficient, 
and  therefore  request  that  the  report  be  transmitted  to  the  next 
General  Synod.

Rev.  Prof  John  DeWitt,  D.D.,  having  announced  that  he  had 
received  a  contribution  from  Mr.  John  Clark,  of  the  First  Church 
of  New  Brunswick,  of  Five  Thousand  Dollars,  ($5,000),  and  also 
the  promise  of  Two  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars,  ($2,500), 
from  Mr.  Peter  Cortelyou  of  Six  Mile  Run,towards  the  endowment, 
the  following  resolutions  were  adopted :

The  following  communication  was  received  from  Rev.  Charles  T. 
Shepard. 

The  undersigned  has  great  pleasure  in  announcing  to  the  Gen- 
era] Svnod,  that  he  has  pledges  from  individuals,  in  the  amount  of 
three  hundred  dollars  each  ($300),  to  the  amount  of  three  thou- 
sand dollars  ($3,000),  which  will  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  Gen- 
eral Synod  within  a  few  days  in  order  to  equalize  the  salaries  of  the 
Theological  Professors  for  the  year  that  expired  June  1st,  1873. 
It  is  their  wish,  therefore,  that  the  amount  be  equally  divided  be- 
tween Pro  fe.ssorsWoodbridge,  DeWitt,  and  Demarest,  without  set- 
ting up  thereby  a  precedent  for  like  payments  in  future,  unless  ex- 
press provi^^ion  should  be  made  for  this  purpose,  which    does  not 

at  present  exist.

Church  in  the  United  States  (South) ;  Rev.  Hervey  D.  Ganse,  Del- 
egate to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America. 

These  reports  were  all  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Correspond- 
ence.

Drs.  Eadie  and  Calderwood  appeared  and  addressed  the  Synod  on 
the  evening  of  the  second  day. 

The  credentials  of  Rev.  J.  B.  Lee,  and  W.  G.  Morehead,  Dele- 
gates from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  in  North  America,  were  received  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Correspondence. 

Rev.  J.  B.  Lee  also  addressed  the  Synod  on  the  evening  of  the 
second  day. 

The  credentials  of  Rev.  John  B.  Thompson,  D.D.,  as  Commis- 
sioner of  the  Evangelization  Committee  of  the  Free  Church  of  Italy, 
were  presented  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on    Correspondence, 

Rev.  Dr.  Thompson  was  received,  and  addressed  the  Synod  on  the 
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progress  of  Evangelical  Christianity  in  Italy,  whereupon  the  follow- 
ing resolution  was  adopted : 

Besolved,  That  this  Synod  has  heard  with  interest  the  statement 
^espeotiug  the  progress  of  the  Free  Italian  Church,  and  commend 
its  work,  especially  the  establishment  of  a  Biblical  College  in  Rome, 
to  the  Christian  churches  and  people  of  this  country. 

The  credentials  of  Rev.  George  W.  Welker,  D.D.,  Correspond- 
ing Delegate,  Primarius,  and  of  Rev.  David  E.  Klopp,  Secusidus, 
from  the  General  Synod  (Triennial)  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States,  were  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Cor- 
respondence. 

Rev.  Dr.  Welker  appeared  and  addressed  the  Synod. 

The  credentials  of  Rev.  Matthew  Prochet,  Delegate  from  the 
Council  of  the  Evangelical  Church  of  the  Vaudoise,  were  received 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

Rev.  Mr.  Prochet  appeared  and  addressed  the  Synod.

The  credentials  of  Rev.  Nevin  Woodside,   as  Corresponding  Del- 
egate   from   the   General    Synod   of  the     Reformed   Presbyterian 
Church  in  North  America,  were  received  and  referred  to  the  Com. 
"mittue  on  Correspondence. 

Rev.  Mr.  Woodside  appeared  and  addressed  the  Synod. 

The  credentials  of  Rev.  J.  E.  Rankin,  D.D.,  Corresponding  Dele- 
gate from  the  National  Council  of  the  Congregational  churclies  of 
the  United  States,  were  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Correspondence. 

A  fraternal  letter  was  received  from  Rev.  Dr.  Rankin,  stating 
that  ho  was  unable  to  attend  the  meeting  of  this  Synod  in  person,, 
and  therefore  conveyed  the  Christian  greetings  of  the  body  he  rep- 
resented. The  communication  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Correspondence.

The  Special  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  General  Synod  to 
consifler  the  desirableness  and  feasibility  of  closer  relations  with 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  (South),  presented 
the  following  Report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted : 

Tlie  Committee  appointed  by  the  General  Synod  of  last  year  to 
consider  and  report  upon  the  desirableness  and  feasibilitv  of  closer 
relations  with  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  the  United  Slates 
(South),  respectfully  report : 

That  although  they  have  sought  to  inform  themselves  concerning 
the  views  of  the  two  Churches  on  this  interesting  subject,  they 
have  acquired  no  general  knowledge  important  enough  to  be  laid 
before  the    Synod.     Indeed  they  expected  from  the  first  to  receive 
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their  Hiost  definite  information  from  the  acts  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly which  has  just  concluded  its  annual  session  at  Little  Eock,  and 
this  expectation  has  not  been  disappomted.  Of  the  action  of  that 
body,  the  Synod  has  received  official  notice.     It  is  as  follows  : 

"  Whereas,  In  a  paper  officially  communicated,  the  last  Gen- 
eral Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America,  has  notified  this 
General  Assembly  of  the  unanimous  appointment  of  a  Committee 
to  consider  carefully  the  desirableness  and  feasibility  of  establish- 
ing closer  relations  with  our  Church  ; 

Whereas,  The  Assembly  regards  said  notification  as  indicative 
of  a  desire  on  the  part  of  that  venerable  Synod  to  enter  into  such 
closer  relations  if  the  way  be  clear; 

Whereas,  This  Assembly  on  its  part  cordially  reciprocates  this 
feeling,  and  knows  of  no  more  effective  method  for  ascertainmg 
whether  the  two  bodies  are  prepared  for  a  nearpr  connection  than 
the  method  of  confeience;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  Assembly  do  now  appoint  a  Committee  to  be 
composed  nf  the  following  named  Ministers  and  Ruling  Elders, 
Rev.  B.  M.  Palmer,  D.D.,  Rev.  Joseph  R.  Wilson,  D.D.,  Rev. 
Wm.  Brown,  D.D.,  Maj.  T.  J.  Kirkpatrick,  Wm.  Henry  Smith, 
Gen.  A.  M.  Scales,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  confer  with  a  similar 
Committee,  if  appointed  by  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
Church,  for  the  pui-pose  of  ascertaining  in  what  mannner  such  more 
intimate  relations  may  be  established,  and  what  ought  to  be  the 
nature  and  extent  thereof,  and  report  the  result  to  the  next  General 
Assembly. 

2.  That  the  Stated  Clerk  be  directed  to  forward  a  copy  of  this 
Paper  to  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church,  to  meet  in 
New  Brunswick,  in  June  of  this  present  year. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Welch,  Rev.  R.  K.  Smoot  was  added  to  the 
Committee." 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  very  purpose  of  these  resolutions  is  to 
provide  for  the  mutual  information  of  the  two  bodies  in  advance  of 
all  definite  action,  that  no  ulterior  action  whatever  is  proposed,  ex- 
cept upon  condition  that  "  the  way  be  clear,"  and  that  the  whole 
nature  of  such  contingent  action  be  left  to  future  consideration  and 
decision.  Your  Committee  accordingly  see  every  reason  in  favor 
of  the  conference  to  which  the  above  resolutions  point. 

Your  Committee  also  take  great  interest  in  informing  the  Synod 
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that  the  Sjniod  of  Missouri  is  publicly  stated  to  have  appointed  at 
its  session  in  October  last,  "  a  Committee  of  three  Ministers  and 
two  Elders  to  meet  with  similar  Committees  which  may  be  appoint- 
ted  by  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church,  and  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States^ 
to  confer  together  with  them  in  reference  to  the  desirableness  and 
practicability  of  the  union  of  the  three  Churches.  And  if  the  way 
be  clear,  to  take  all  necessary  steps  preparatory  to  such  union,  and 
to  report  the  result  of  the  conference  or  conferences  to  this  Synod 
at  its  next  regular  meeting." 

It  will  be  plain  to  this  Synod  that  it  any  results  are  to  grow  out 
of  a  conference  between  our  own  Church  and  the  Southern  Assem- 
bly, these  results  promise  to  be  all  the  more  interesting  on  ac- 
count of  this  action  of  the  Missouri  Synod. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  your  Committtee  recommend  that  such 
Committee  as  shall  be  appointed  by  this  Synod  to  consider  the 
subject  of  federal  or  organic  union,  have  power  to  confer  with  both 
of  the  Committees  above  named.

Rev.  A.  P.  Peeke.  to  the  Canada  Presbyterian  Church.  Of  these, 
the  report  of  Rev.  Philip  Peltz  gives  valuable  information  as  to 
the  present  condition  of  the  Reformed  (German)  Church. 

Of  delegates  from  other  bodies,  the  following  have  presented 
credentials : 

Rev.  J.  B.  Thompson,  D.D.,  representing  the  Evangelization 
Committee  of  the  Free  Church  of  Italy,  and  Rev.  Matthew  Pro 
chet,  the  Council  of  the  Evangelical  Church  of  the  Vaudoise ; 
Rev.  John  Eadie,  D.D.,  LL.D,,  and  Rev.  Hehry  Calderwood 
LL.D.,   representing  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  of  Scotland  ; 
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also  Rev.  J.  B.  Lee,  from  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  in  this 
country;  Rev.  George  W.  Welker,  D.D.,  from  the  Reformed 
(German);  Rev.  "Wm,  Adams,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  and  Rev.  William 
M.  Paxton,  D.D.,  from  the  Presbyterian  Church  (North) ;  Rev.  E. 
T.  Baird,  D.D.,  from  the  Presbyterian  Church  (South);  and  Rev. 
Nevin  Woodside,  from  the  Reformed  Presbyterian. 

A  letter  has  been  received  from  Rev.  J.  E.  Rankin,  D.D.,  Corre- 
sponduig  Delegate  from  the  National  Council  of  the  Congregational 
Churches  of  the  United  States,  regretting  his  inability  to  be  present 
at  the  sessions  of  the  General  Synod,  but  conveying  information 
respecting  the  Churches  he  represents,  and  also  their  Christian  salu- 
tations. 

We  have,  also,  received  official  information  from  the  Stated  Clerk, 
of  the  appointment  by  the  General  Assembly  (South)  of  an  able 
and  influential  Committee  of  seven,  to  confer  with  one  from  our 
own  Church,  if  such  shall  be  appointed,  on  the  subject  of  more  inti- 
mate relations  between  the  two  bodies.  A  similar  Committee  of 
three  from  each  Synod,  fifteen  members  in  all,  has  been  designated 
by  the  Reformed  (German)  Church.  Also,  one  of  nine  from  the 
General  Assembly  (North). 

As  the  Synod  has  already  had  the  great  pleasure  of  listening  to 
these  representatives  of  so  many  different  branches  of  the  Church 
at  home  and  abroad,  and  of  exchanging  fraternal  greetings  with 
them,  your  Committee  have  only  to  offer  the  following  resolution, 
in  addition  to  one  already  passed  in  relation  to  the  Free  Church  of 
Italy : 

Resolved^  That  as  it  is  impracticable  at  present  to  secure  dele- 
gates who  will  be  likely  to  attend  the  sessions  of  the  Churches 
abroad,  the  President  and  Clerk  of  Sj^nod  be  and  hereby  are  author- 
ized to  give  credentials  to  any  suitable  delegates,  clerical  and 
lay,  who  may  be  abroad  at  the  time,  and  who  may  represent  us 
and  return  our  hearty  salutations  to  these  churches  of  Italy  and 
Scotland. 

To  your  Committee  has  also  been  referred  a  "  Fraternal  Appeal  " 
and  pamphlet  emanating  from  the  venerable  Dr.  Schmucker  of  Get- 
tysburgh,  and  others  of  standing  in  the  churches,  on  the  subject  of  a 
"Voluntary,  Advisory  Confederation;"  the  parties  in  which  shall  be 
the  Evangelical  Alliance,  and  delegates  chosen  by  the  highest  judi- 
catories in  each  denomination  ;    the  objects  of  which  shall  be  to  pre- 
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mote  harmony  and  non-interference,  concert  of  action,  free  sacra- 
mental communion  and  recognition  among  Christians,  to  devise 
means  for  correcting  political  corruption,  and  for  other  kindred  pur- 
poses. To  this  end,  they  suggest  and  desire  that  a  delegation  of 
about  twenty-five  members,  clerical  and  lay,  be  sent  by  this  body 
to  attend,  and  represent  it  in  the  meetings  of  the  Evangelical  Alli- 
ance this  fall. 

This  is  one  form  of  union,  regarding  which  your  Committee  can 
only  at  present  offer  the  following  thoughts.  The  Evangelical  Al- 
liance is  a  voluntary,  irresponsible  body,  amenable  to  no  ecclesias- 
tical organization  for  its  opinions  and  measures.  Whether  it  would 
be  wise  for  the  Alliance  itself  to  abandon  this  free  position,  and 
bring  in  elements,  by  their  very  appointment  denominational,  we  do 
not  enquire.  But  on  the  side  of  the  judicatory,  it  seems  to  your 
Committee  that  such  an  appointment  of  delegates  would  be  com- 
mitting itself  in  some  measure  beforehand  to  follow  wherever  the 
Convention  might  lead.  It  would  be  creating  an  outside  pressure 
on  itself,  and  through  it  on  the  Churches,  on  subjects  some  of  them 
delicate,  admitting  of  wide  divergence  of  opinion,  and  before  the 
judicatory  could  act  in  its  own  behalf.  Or  if,  as  might  quickly  hap- 
pen, a  difference  of  opinion  and  recommendation  should  occur  be- 
tween the  two  bodies,  the  very  attempt  at  union  in  such  form  might 
cause  greater  division.  Highly  important,  therefore,  and  dear  to  the 
Christian  heart,  as  are  many  or  all  of  the  objects  proposed,  we  do 
not  recommend  any  resolution  looking  to  present  action  by  this 
Synod. 

The  principal  subject  referred  to  us,  is  undoubtedly  the  more 
solid  union  proposed  to  our  Church  by  the  two  General  Assemblies 
North  and  South,  and  the  Reformed  (German)  Church.  As  this 
matter  cannot  be  decided  by  us,  nor  by  this  Synod,  it  would  be 
competent  for  your  Committe*^  simpty  to  recommend  the  appoint- 
ment of  Conference  Committers  in  response  to  the  action  of  these 
three  bodies  Respect  for  these  great  Christian  brotherhoods,  how- 
ever, the  earnest  and  delightful  manner  in  which  the  subject  of 
union  has  been  presented  by  their  delegates  in  turn,  and  it  may  be 
the  better  guidance  of  our  own  Committees,  seem  to  call  for  some 
more  extended  response  by  this  the  highest  judicatory  of  our  own 
Church,  to  which  these  overtures  have  been  made.  As  their  dele- 
gates have  in  turn  touched   the  chord  of  our  Christian    sympathy, 
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we  have  felt  the  grandeur  of  their  mission,  the  grandeur  of  the 
subject,  and  have  been  swayed  from  one  to  the  other,  nay,  to  a 
union  with  them  all.  But  this  momentous  question  must  be  decid 
ed,  not  by  feeling  or  leanings  alone,  but  by  a  practical  Christian 
common  sense,  studying  submissively  the  leadings  of  Divine  Prov- 
idence. Many  thoughts  come  up,  on  a  broad  view,  of  which  your 
Committee  may  suggest  a  few,  taken  from  a  Reformed  (Dutch) 
standpoint.  First  and  foremost,  then,  for  us  at  least  to  consider, 
is  the  question,  Has  our  Church  fulfilled  her  mission  ?  From  this 
time  forward,  can  she  w^ork  best  independently  or  in  connection 
with  some  other?  A  small  church  is  not  necessarily  a  weak  or 
useless  church,  as  the  Moravians  have  shown  ;  and  union  might  even 
impair  the  vigor  of  her  activity.  But  if,  for  any  cause,  the  spirit 
of  her  people  flags,  and  principles  or  reasons  once  operative  to  make 
her  distinctive  and  awaken  her  energies,  no  longer  operate,  then 
must  a  small  cliurch  gradually  disintegrate,  and  die.  Has  our  own 
old  and  beloved  Zion  reached  this  point,  when  she  has,  or  feels 
that  she  has,  nothing  to  do,  or  nothing  she  can  do  so  well,  apart 
from  some  other  kindred  body  ?  Is  that  her  spirit  ?  Have  her  activities 
exhausted  themselves  ?  We  rejoice  in  the  full  conviction,  strength- 
ened by  the  events  of  this  very  Synod,  that  this  is  not  so.  For 
were  it  so,  no  history,  no  past,  no  pride,  of  position  or  name,  could 
long,  (perhaps,  we  may  say,  should)  keep  her  from  disintegration. 
And  what,  in  that  case,  the  finger  of  God  upon  her  own  pulse 
would  indicate  to  be  best,  had  better  be  done  as  quickly  as  may  be, 
for  dela}^  would  be  slow  death. 

But  if  union  be  desirable,  or  indicated  by  Providence,  then  in 
what  form,  and  with  whom?  With  whom  may  we  best  work  and 
grow?  Near  us  is  the  Church  North,  inviting  our  Christian  fel- 
lowship. We  live  among  them.  We  should  have  their  help,  fel- 
lowship, and  part  in  their  great  organization,  which  we  should  swell 
by  our  own  dowry  of  wealth  and  numbers,  devoted  to  a  common 
cause  ;  while  we  should  economize,  by  diminishing,  our  agencies. 
But  theie  are  difficulties  of  contiguous  Colleges  and  Seminaries, 
not  insuperable,  as  we  think  we  can  see.  Still,  we  should  lose  our 
history,  name  and  identity.  Are  we  prepared  for  this?  Can  we 
carry  our  churches  in  bulk,  East  and  West,  to  them  ;  or,  by  rend- 
ing old  attachments,    shall  we  create  a  schism  in  healing  one  ? 

Farther   off,    our  Southern  brethren    earnestly  urge   union.     It 
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would  not  affect  our  institutions,  and  would  perhaps  preserve  and 
give  great  strength  to  our  name.  But  if  the  Union  be  organic, 
to  reach  them,  we  must  go  to  them  across  the  continent,  witli  the 
great  body  of  the  Northern  Church  between  them  and  us.  Would 
the  union  strengthen  us  at  the  North,  or  we  them  at  the  South ; 
or  how  might  it  bear  upon  the  Great  West  ?  and  how  would ,  it  af- 
fect oar  relations  with  others  nearer,  whose  advances  we  must  there- 
fore decline  ?  These  are  questions  of  no  slight  import,  which  any 
practically  Christian  consideration  of  the  subject  Avill  necessarily 
embrace. 

Nearer  us,  again,  lies  the  Reformed  (German)  Church,  like  Ger- 
many l)eside  Holland  ;  kindred  in  lineage,  in  name,  in  doctrine 
(with  perhaps  some  exceptions),  and  working  among  that  great,  in- 
dustrious, sturdy,  and  intelligent  population  that  will  so  largely  in- 
fluence the  future  o/  our  Republic.  Immediatol}^,  it  would  bring 
us  no  great  increase  of  strength,  except  through  increase  of  num- 
bers ;  for  it  is  the  Macedonian  cry  they  bring  to  us,  "  Come 
over  and  help  us"  in  the  great  work  of  evangelizing  a  population 
subject  to  many  opposite  influences.  Bat  here  is  a  work,  large 
and  important ;  is  it  the  work  to  which  Providenca  calls  us  ? 

Finally,  in  this  connection,  in  view  of  the  position  of  responsi- 
bility and  honor  in  which  these  fraternal  advances  of  these  three 
kindred  bodies  have  placed  our  Church,  and  in  view  of  the  love 
and  respect  we  bear  to  them  all,  and  the  entire  amity  which  exists 
between  us  and  them  all,  so  that  we  can  discuss  these  great  sub- 
jects with  them  frankly  and  fully,  your  Comiuittee  have  indulged 
the  pleasing  thought,  whether,  though  our  own  Church  be  the 
smallest  of  all,  she  might  n  )t.  whilst  accomplishing  desirable  unions, 
with  their  mutual  and  cordial  concurroMice,  engraft  whatever  is  his- 
torical and  praiseworthy  in  her  own  modes  upon  that  noble  Amer- 
ican (Ihurch  of  the  future  which  their  unions  would  form ;  and  be 
like  the  wife  and  mother,  who,  though  slie  lovingl}^  resigns  her  own 
separate  life,  impresses  her  character  indehbly  upon  those  whom 
she  thus  gathers  round  her  in  one  family,  and  goes  down  to  posterity 
in  a  heritage  of  traits  unmistakably  hers. 

Two  modes  have  presented  theinselvLts  in  reference  to  the  ap- 
pointment of  Committees  to  meet  those  appointed  to  us,  consisting 
of  some  of  the  ablest  and  best  men  in  the  three  denominations  ; 
either,  to  appoint  a  separate  committee  for  each,  or,  one  large  com- 
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mittee,  which  may  siibdivide  as  required.  Feeling  the  importance 
of  having  a  report  which  shall  embrace  the  whole  field,  rather  than 
reports  drawji  from  a  single  line  of  thought,  your  Committee  propose 
the  following  : 

Resolved.,  That  a  Committee  of  fifteen,  composed  of  ministers 
and  elders,  be  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  whole  sub- 
ject of  union,  federal  or  organic,  and  confer  with  the  Committees  ap- 
pointed by  the  General  Assemblies  North  and  South,  and  the  Re- 
formed (German)  Church ;  and  report  at  the  next  General  Synod

ARTICLE    VI. 

SYNODICAL    REPORT. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  presented  the  following 
Report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

Your  Committee  have  carefully  examined  the  reports  of  the 
four  Particular  Synods  on  the  subject  assigned  to  them,  also  a 
paper  from  the  Classis  of  Michigan  on  ^'■Profane  Swearmg,^^  and 
beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report : 

All  the  Classes  seem  to  have  sent  reports  to  the  Synod,  contam- 
Ing  a  record  of  nearly  all  the  churches  under  their  care,  and  the 
general  tone  pervading  most  of  these  is  healthy  and  hopeful. 
They  present  most  gratifying  and  encouraging  evidence  of  pros- 
perity and  growth.  Some  breathe  a  more  desponding  spirit,  and 
speak  of  sowing  in  tears,  yet  in  hope  ;  a  few  make  mention  of  a 
specially  gracious  visitation,  and  rejoice  as  with  the  joy  of  harvest. 
Throughout  the   entire   Church    there  appears   to   be     a  spirit  of 
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earnest  consecration,  diligent  devotedness,  and  prayerful  expecta- 
tion. In  many  places  attendance  on  the  ordinances  of  public 
worship  has  greatly  increased,  in  some,  new  houses  of  worship  have 
been  erected,  in  others,  the  old  ones  have  been  enlarged  or  im- 
proved, and  in  not  a  few  instances  has  indebtedness  been  removed 
or  greatly  diminished.  Sabbath-schools  are  reported  as  numerously 
attended  and  under  efficient  management ;  in  many  of  them  goodly 
numbers  have  united  with  the  Church  as  members  in  full  com- 
munion. 

The  Synod  of  Chicago  speaks  gratefully  and  hopefully  of  the 
work  during  the  past  year,  of  cheering  success  amid  severe  trials, 
and  of  enlarging  fields  of  labor  and  usefulness,  and  they  make  an 
earnest  appeal  for  additional  aid  to  carry  on  their  work.  "We  make 
an  extract  from  the  report  of  the  Classis  of  Illinois,  which  requests 
the  General  Synod  to  make  arrangements  by  which  the  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  might  be  able  personally  to 
visit  the  missionary  churches  in  the  western  field.     They  say, 

"  We  find  our  work  growing  upon  our  hands  far  beyond  our 
means,  either  in  money  or  men,  to  carry  it  i'orward.  We  have 
been  admonished  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Mis- 
sions, that  the  calls  from  the  Classis  of  Illinois  are  somewhat  start- 
ling :  that  we  must  hold  down  hard  on  them,  and  revise  wherever 
it  is  possible.  We  know  not  what  to  do  in  this  matter,  but  we  feel 
constrained  to  sjjeak.  Our  Pastors  and  Missionaries,  without  an 
exception,  are  living  upon  salaries  below  what  is  necessary  to  free 
them  from  care,  and  furnish  them  with  books  and  facilities  for  study 
required  by  the  demands  of  the  times.  A  retrenchment  of  ex- 
penditures of  the  funds  of  the  Board,  at  any  point  within  our  limits 
would  result  in  dismissing  the  Missionary  and  closing  the  doors  of 
the  sanctuary.  A  refusal  to  listen  to  new  calls  for  help  coming 
from  promising  localities,  or  a  hesitation  in  urging  these  calls  upon 
the  Board,  would  be  closing  doors  which  God  is  opening  up  on  the 
right  hand  and  on  the  left.  The  responsibility  of  this  act  we  are 
not  prepared  to  take.  We  should  not  take  it.  We  must  forward 
these  appeals  for  help,  that  the  Church  may  know  our  needs.  The 
Board  must  say,  We  cannot  help  you. 

And  now  we  call  loudly  for  7nore  helj),  both  of  men  and  means. 
There  is  no  limit  to  the  amount  of  work  that  might  be  successfully 
and  speedily  accomplished,  if  our  resources  were  equal  to  our  need. 
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The  liberal  Churches  and  noble  hearted  Christians  in  the  older  parts 
of  our  Church  should  be  informed,  through  the  Board,  whit  a  glo- 
rious opportunity  the  Master  is  spreading  before  them  here,  and 
then  the  cause  would  move  onward  with  accelerated  speed.  The 
Board  stands  between  us  and  the  benevolence  of  the  Church. 
We  stand  between  the  Board  and  the  work.  Feeling  our  responsi- 
bilities connected  with  our  different  departments  of  labor  in  this 
missionary  work,  and  deploring  what  has  been  remiss,  let  us  mutu-. 
ally  pledge  ourselves  to  a  new  departure." 

From  the  statistics  furnished  we  offer  the  following  absti-act. 
Number  of  churches  481,  which  owing  to  a  mistake  in  the  report 
of  last  year  shows  an  apparent  decrease  often  (while  it  is  a  real 
increase  of  four).  Ministers  505,  Communicants  67,123,  being  an  in- 
crease during  the  year  of  nearly  2,000,  or  about  3  per  cent.  Number 
received  on  confession  3,331,  or  a  little  more  than  5  percent.  Num- 
ber of  infants  baptized  4,173,  of  adults  734. 

Contributions  for  congregational  purposes,  $1,057,428  ;  for  be- 
nevolent purposes  $276,836;  total  $1,334,264.  One  and  one  third 
millions  of  dollars,  being  an  average  of  about  $20  per  member,  $16 
for  congregational  uses  and  $4  for  benevolence.  The  number  of 
children  attending  Sabbath- school  is  66,508,  about  the  same  as  the 
membership  of  the  Church.  In  the  Synod  of  New  York  the  num- 
ber of  scholars  in  Sabbath -schools  greatly  exceeded  the  number  of 
communicants ;  in  the  other  Synods  the  number  is  less.  This  dif- 
ference doubtless  arises  in  some  measure  from  diversity  in  the 
methods  of  filling  up  this  column  of  the  reports  from  consistories. 
It  is  worthy  of  remark  that  of  the  infants  baptized,  the  proportion 
to  the  membership  differs  very  much  in  different  localities.  In  the 
Synods  of  New  York  and  New  Brunswick,  the  proportion  is  as  1  to 
17.  In  the  Synod  of  Albany  only  as  1  to  25,  while  in  the  Synod 
of  Cliicago  it  is  as  1  to  7.  So  great  a  difference  seems  to  imply  a 
lack  of  uniformity  in  the  practice  of  the  Church  in  this  matter- 

From  the  changes  reported  on  the  rolls  of  Classes  we  learn  that 
nine  of  the  brethren  in  the  Ministry  have  been  removed  by  death 
during  the  year.  We  record  their  names  with  affectionate  regret. 
Ira  C.  Boice,  J.  B.  Ten  Byck,  John  R.  Brock,  R.  W.  Knight, 
Henry  Ostrander,  D.D,,  Martin  L.  Schenck,  and  G.  N.  Snyder. 
To  these  we  add  the  name  of  E.  S.  Hammond,  whose  death  has 
been  announced  to  this  General  Synod.  "The  memory  of  the  just 
is  blessed." 
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In  the  condition  of  the  Church,  as  presented  in  the  reports  con- 
sidered by  them,  your  Committee  find  much  which  is  fitted  to  awaken 
a  profound  sense  of  gratitude  to  the  great  King  and  Head  of  the 
Church,  and  more  to  lead  us  in  deep  humility  to  the  throne  of  grace, 
as  earnest  suppliants,  that  God  would  be  pleased  to  vouchsafe  a 
richer  and  more  abundant  blessing  on  all  our  institutions,  agencies, 
and  labors. 

In  conclusion  your  Committee  offer  the  following  recommenda- 
tions. 

1.  That  the  attention  of  pastors  and  consistories  be  affectionately 
directed  to  the  important  subject  of  systematic  beneficence,  and 
particularly  to  the  requirement  that  at  least  one  collection  a  year 
be  made  for  each  of  the  Boards  of  our  Church. 

'^,  That  whereas  special  reference  has  been  made  to  the  painful, 
shameful  prevalence  of  profane  swearing,  the  attention  of  pastors 
and  Sabbath-school  teachers  be  directed  to  the  importance  and  ne- 
necessity  of  a  full  and  frequent  exposition  and  enforcement  of  the 
Thii'd  Commaudmeut. 

3.  That  the  request  of  the  Classis  of  Illinois  be  granted,  and 
that  the  Secretary  of  the   Board  of  Domestic   Missions,  if  practi- 
cable, should  personally  visit  the  Western  Mission  field.

SYXODicAL  refp:rences. 

The  Committee  on  S\  nodical  Minutes  presented  the  following 
Report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

Your  Committee  report  on  examination  of  the  Minutes  of  Gen- 
eral Synod  for  187'2,  nothing  requiring  the  further  attention  of 
Synod. 

They  have  also  examined  the  Minutes  of  the  several  Particular 
Synods,  and  notice  the  adjournment  of  the  Particular  Synod  of 
New  York  on  the  first  and  only  day  of  its  session,  without  regard 
to  the  resolution  number  6,  page  120  of  the  Digest  reconstituting 
the  Particular  Synods. 

A  want  of  attention  to  the  same  resolution  would  seem  to  be  the 
•case  in  the  Synod  of  Chicago,  whose  Minutes  give  no  date  of  the  time 
of  adjournment,  nor  of  any  notice  of  the  special  matter  referred  to 
in  the  above  resolution. 

Attention  is  called  to  a  request  on  Minutes  of  the  Synod  of 
Chicago,  page  50,  that  General  Synod  will  make  arrangements  with 
the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  by  which  he 
shall  be  enabled  to  visit  the  Western  field  this  summer  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  Missionary  Churches  and  of  the  Board. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  this  request  be  referred  to  the 
Board  of  Domestic  Missions  with  power. 

The  attention  of  the  Several  Particular  Synods  is  called  to  re- 
solution of  Minutes  of  General  Synod,  page  441,  number  3. 

Resolved,  That  the  interchange  of  delegates  between  Particular 
Synods  be  discontinued. 

We  recommend  that  the  attention  of  the  Particular  Synods 
of  New  York  and  Chicago  be  called  to  resolution  No.  6,  page  120 
Digest.

OVERTURES. 

The  Committee  on  Overtures  presented  the  following  Report 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Overtures  respectfully  report  as  follows  upon 
the  matters  submitted  to  their  consideration. 

1.  A  petition  from  the  Classis  of  New  Brunswick,  asks  in  behalf 
of  James    Harper  a    dispensation  of  one  year,  from  the  regular 
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course   of  Theological    study   in  the  Seminary,  so  that   he  may 
enter  the  middle  class. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  dispensation  be  granted. 
2.  The  Classis  of  New  York,  asks  in  behalf  of  Samuel  M. 
Jackson,  a  dispensation  relieving  him  from  the  rule  requiring-  a 
Professorial  certificate  from  New  Brunswick,  in  order  to  be  ad- 
mitted to  an  examination  for  licensure  by  the  Classis.  Mr. 
Jackson  has  pursued  a  full  course  of  Theological  study,  one  year 
at  Princeton,  and  two  years  at  the  Union  Theological  Seminary  in 
the  City  of  New  York.  His  reason  for  asking  this  permission  is 
that  he  may  commence  his  ministerial  life  in  the  Church  of  his  birth 
•and  nurture,  which  he  prefers  to  all  others.  Your  Committee  recom- 
mend that  this  petition  be  granted. 

3.  The  Classis  of  Paramus  presents  a  petition  in  behalf  of  Gysbert 
Rietmulder,  that  General  Synod  will  grant  a  dispensation  in  order 
to  his  examination  by  Classis  with  a  view  to  his  licensure  and  or- 
dination. The  facts  in  the  case  submitted  are  as  follows.  A  letter 
signed  by  all  the  Consistory  of  the  Holland  Church  of  Lodi,  was 
laid  before  Classis,  representing  the  difficulty  of  securing  a  pastor 
or  services  in  the  Holland  language,  and  that  Mr.  Rietmulder  hav  - 
ing  acted  as  a  lay  exhorter  for  three  months,  had  also  conducted 
their  Sabbath  services  to  the  edification  of  the  people;  that  he  has 
received  instrnctions  in  divinity  in  Holland,  and  that  they  desire 
Classis  to  take  steps  for  securing  a  dispensation  from  the  prescribed 
course  of  study  that  he  might  be  ordained  and  installed  as  their 
pastor. 

A  committee  of  Classis  familiar  with  the  Dutch  languafre  after 
having  examined  him,  reported  as  follows,  "  Mr.  Reitmulder  is  of 
good  bodilv  health,  has  studied  Divinity  for  about  four  years  and  a 
half  with  the  Rev.  A.  Noetten,  a  minister  of  the  Reformed  Church 
of  the  Net|jerlands,  that  he,  Mr.  Rietmulder,  appears  to  be  sound 
in  doctrinal  views,  and  to  have  a  child-like  faith  in  Christ."  In  view 
of  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the  case,  your  Committee  recom- 
mend that  the  dispensation  be  granted. 

Resolved,  That  the  Classis  of  Paramus  be  enjoined  to  proceed 
with  the  utmost  care  in  the  examination  for  licensure  and  ordina- 
tion of  Mr.  Gysbert  Rietmulder,  to  whom  this  Genera]  Synod  has 
granted  a  dispensation. 
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4.  The  Classis  of  Philadelphia  asks  from  General  Synod  a  de- 
cision in  regard  to  the  constitutional  power — if  any,  vested  in 
Classis  to  dissolve  the  denominational  relations  of  any  individu- 
al Church  under  its  jurisdiction. 

Your  Committee  on  inquiry  have  ascertained  that  the  object  of 
the  request  is,  if  possible,  to  provide  lor  a  Iriendly  transfer  of  an 
entire  Church,  including  members  and  property  to  another  denomi- 
nation. In  response  to  which  your  Committee  recommend  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  : 

Itesolved,  That  the  Classis  be  referred  to  the  action  of  a  former 
Synod  as  recorded  in  the  Digest,  Chap.  9,  Sec.  4,  page  94,  and  that 
this  Synod  reaffirm  the  policy  therein  defined  of  forbearing  to 
legislate  on  abstract  questions. 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  take  this  action  in  the  full  belief  that 
the  civil  law  sufficiently  defines  the  ability  of  the  Classis  to  secure 
the  tenure  of  ecclesiastical  property  to  its  churches. 

5.  An  overture  from  the  Classis  of  Paramus  calls  the  attention  of 
Synod  to  the  constant  pressure  upon  the  Benevolent  Boards  for 
money;  and  in  view  of  the  annual  expense  of  about  $19,000  00, 
now  paid  lor  collecting  and  distributing  funds,  suggests  as  a  mode 
of  lessening  these  expenses,  that  whilst  the  distinctive  Boards  re- 
main as  they  are,  a  Financial  Agent  be  appointed  as  a  substitute 
for  the  present  number  of  secretaries,  whose  business  it  shall  be  to 
present  the  wants  ol  the  different  objects  under  their  care  to  the 
churches,  attend  to  the  distribution  of  the  funds,  and  report  the 
doings  of  the  Boards  annually  to  General  Synod. 

This  subject  came  before  Synod  last  year  by  an  overture  from 
the  Classis  of  Newark.  After  due  consideration  Synod  declined  to 
make  the  proposed  change. 

The  additional  application  of  another  Classis  this  year  to  the 
same  effect  shows  a  growing  desire  in  the  churches  fof  a  diminu- 
tion as  far  as  possible  of  the  expenses  of  these  Boards.  It  is  pos- 
sible to  reduce  the  expense  of  conducting  the  Boards  and  at  the 
same  time  to  so  reduce  their  efficiency  as  to  render  the  experiment 
totally  inexpedient  if  not  disastrous.  In  view,  therefore,  of  the  in- 
dividual importance  of  the  objects  involved,  and  the  work  to  be 
done,  together  with  the  success  of  the  plan  already  tried,  your 
Committee  would  for  the  present  recommend  no  change  in  the 
matter,  but  with  one  exception, viz. :  the  Board  of  Publication.    The 
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-expense  of  a  distinct  Secretaryship  for  this  seems  entirely  dispropor- 
tioned  to  the  benefit  derived.     We  recommend  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Publication  reduce  its  officers  and 
■clerks  to  such  an  extent  that  the  entire  salaries  paid  shall  not  ex- 
ceed Three  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars,  per  annum. 

The  Classis  of  New  York  sends  the  following  overture,  asking 
General  Synod 

1.  "To  declare  such  a  standard  of  interpretation  regarding  the 
^  number  of  families,'  as  shall  be  intelligible,  practicable,  and  of 
uniform  application  among  the  churches." 

As  this  request  seems  already  met  in  the  Digest,  where  it  is  di- 
rected that  "under  the  head  'Number  of  Families'  only  such  be 
reckoned  as  are  attendants  upon  the  services  of  the  Church,"  and 
as  it  would  be  difficult,  if  not  impossible  to  devise  a  more  specific 
rale,  applicable  to  every  conceiveable  case,  your  Committee  for- 
bear to  recommerid  anything  further. 

2.  "  To  make  binding  upon  all  pastors  to  secure  the  systematic 
instruction  in  the  Catechism  of  all  the  scholars  in  the  Sabbath- 
schools  connected  with  the  (Jhurches,  and  then  drop  from  the  sta- 
tistical table  the  column  entitled  '  No.  of  Catechumens." 

Inasmuch  as  this  subject  is  already  treated  of  in  the  Constitution 
and  Digest,  your  C:)m:nittee  call  attention  to  the  injunction  as 
therein  contained. 

3.  "That  the  General  Synod  be  requested  to  define  the  year  for 
which  the  statistical  reports  of  the  Charche-;  are  to  be  made : 
whother  it  be  reckoned  froai  April  to  April,  or  from  January  1,  to 
December  31." 

On  this  subject  your  Committee  recommend  that  the  statistical 
year  be  reckoned  from  April  to    April. 

Two  Overtures  of  similar  import  from  the  Classes  of  Pough- 
Iteepsie  and  Hudson  present  the  request  that  General  Synod  ap- 
prove and  facomraend  the  colleCuion  .of  hymns  and  tunes  entitled 
■"  Songs  of  the  Sanctuary,"  to  the  end  that  such  of  the  Churches 
as  wish  so  to  do,  may  in  accordance  with  the  constitutional  re- 
•quirement,  bo  permitted  to  use  such  collection  in  their  public 
worship :  and  setting  forth  as  reasons  therefore,  the  acknow- 
ledged excellence  of  the  work  :  its  orthodox  and  unsectarian  char- 
acter, and  the  fact  that  it  is  already  employed  in  nearly  two  thou- 
sand Evangelical  Churches  in  this  country. 
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The  importance  of  the  Hymnology  of  the  Church,  and  the  pro- 
visiou  of  music  fitted  to  assist  devotion,  is  evident. 

It  is  also  desirable,  when  practicable,  that  the  entire  denomina- 
tion should  observe  uniformity  in  the  use  of  that  which  is  best. 
Progress,  however,  in  this  department  of  public  worship  has  ren- 
dered it  difficult  to  keep  pace  with  tlie  times.  To  aid  in  this  dnec- 
tion  Synod  has  already  approved  of  more  than  one  mode  of  public 
praise,  so  that  absolute  uniformity  is  interrupted. 

The  question  now  occurs,  what  ought  Synod  further  to  do  in  re- 
sponse to  the  present  requests.  It  seems  that  the  last  book  of 
praise  approved  by  General  Synod  is  not  objected  to  on  account  of 
its  poetry,  but  chiefly  on  account  of  its  many  unsatisfactory  tunes. 
Many  hymns,  which  in  the  memory  of  the  Church  have  been  as- 
sociated with  particular  tunes,  have  been  separated  therefrom,  and 
^et  to  music  of  modern  composition,  to  the  exclusion  of  much, 
music  of  superior  excellence. 

Therefore  your  Committee  recommend, 

1.  That  a  Committee  of  five,  representing  as  far  as  possible  the 
whole  denomination,  be  appointed  to  unite  with  the  present  Com- 
mittee on  Hymnology,  to  revise  the  music  and  hymns  of  the 
book  entitled  "Hymns  of  the  Church,"  and  endeavor  to  secure,  if 
possible,    its   publication  at  a  lower  price. 

The  following  persons  were  appointed  the  Committee  in  accor- 
dance with  the  above  resolution — Revs.  A.  P.  Van  Gieson,  H.  D. 
Ganse,  W.  H.  Clark,  G.  D.  Hartranft,  and  Mr.  Jonathan  Sturges^ 

There  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  your  Committee  on  Over- 
tures, a  letter  from  Mr.  David  S.  Jones,  an  Elder,  Trustee  and  Treas. 
urer  of  the  Third  Reformed  Church  of  Philadelphia,  together  with  a 
printed  report  of  the  action  ot  the  Central  Presbytery  of  Philadelphia^ 
stating  that  at  a  meeting  held  in  that  city  on  the  9th  day  of  June, 
1873,  an  application  was  received  from  the  Third  Reformed  Church  of 
Philadelphia,  asking  to  be  received  into  connection  with  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  United  Slates  of  America,  which  request  was 
granted. 

The  letter  asks  from  General  Synod  instructions  in  the  premises,- 

It  appears  to  your  Committee,  that  the  action  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  said  Church  has  been  hasty  and  irregular,  and  in  view  of  the  fycts 
they  recommend  the  loUowing  action  : 

Resolved  :  lirst.  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Third  Reformed 
Church  of  Philadelphia,  who  is  also  the  Treasurer  of  the  Benevolent 
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Fund  of  that  church,  be  instructed  to  hold  the  trust  funds  wliicli  are 
in  his  hands,  subject  to  the  specific  terms  of  the  bequest  or  be- 
quests under  which  they  are  held. 

Resolvkd  :  Second.  That  the  recent  action  of  the. Central  I'res. 
bytery  of  Philadelphia,  in  receiving  the  Third  Reformed  Church  of 
that  City,  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  friendly  spirit  of  the  terms 
of  the  correspondence  which  exists  between  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
Church. 

Resolved:  Tnird.  That  our  delegate  to  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Presbj'^terian  Church  be  directed  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
said  Assembl}'  to  this  matter.

ARTICLE  IX. 

CHURCH      GOVERNMENT. 

Reports  were  received  from  all  the  Class os  except  Grand  River, 

Geneva,  Greene,  Holland,  and  Wisconsin,  containing  their  action  on 

the  revised  Coustitut^ion,  which  were  referred  to  a  special  Committee 

consisting  of  Rev.  William  R.  Gordon,  Ryv.  R.  Pieters,  and   B]lder 

J.  V.  D.  Hoagland. 

The  Committee  pres3ntel  a  report  which  wis  accaptel,  and 
together  with  the  waole  snbject  of  the  revision  of  the  Cjustitutioi, 
was  referred  to  a  special  committee  c  insisting  of  R  ^vs.  H.  D.  Ganse, 
W.  Y.  V.  Mabon,  W.  R.  Gordon,  M.  S.  Hatton,  and  Elder  R.  H. 
Pruyn,  who  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  accepted  and 
adopted. 

The  Committee  to  whom  it  was  referred  to  propose  action  in 
regard  to  the  revised  Constitution,  recjm  nen\  the  following  : 

Whereas,  Great  doubt  is  expressed  in  regard  to  the  regularity  of 
that  action  of  the  last  General  Synod,  by  wliich  some  excepted  sec- 
tions of  the  amended  Constitution  were  sent  down  to  the  Classes  for 
their  action.     And 
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Whereas,  The  discussion  which  has  been  had  upon  the  revised 
Constitution  during  the  past  year  has  revealed  some  points  at  which 
further  amendment  may  be  desirable. 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  following  amendments  be  made  to  the 
revised  Constitution,  as  recommended  last  year. 

1.  By  adding  to  Art  II,  Sec.  15,  the  following:  "  But  it  is  pro- 
vided, that  whenever  either  minister  or  consistory  shall  not  join  in 
the  application,  that  fact  shall  be  plainly  stated  in  the  report  above 
described,  in  which  case  no  dismission  shall  be  made  by  the  Classis 
except  after  a  hearing  of  both  minister  and  consistory  in  open  Classis, 
of  which  hearing  ten  days  notice  shall  have  first  been  given  to  both 
parties  by  the  President  of  the  Classis,  whose  warrant  for  such  no- 
tice, and  call  of  Classis,  shall  be  the  report  as  above  described.  Nor 
shall  any  dismission  be  effected  under  circumstances  now  specified  ex- 
cept by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Classis  present.'' 

2.  By  striking  out  from  Art.  VI.,  Sec.  3,  the  following  words  : 
"  And  no  consistory  shall  be  allowed  to  dissolve  a  Church,  or  trans- 
fer its  property  to  another  denomination  without  consent  of  Classis." 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  revised  Constitution,  amended  as  above, 
be  submitted  by  this  Synod  to  the  Classes  as  a  whole,  Avith  the  ex- 
ception of  the  following  sections,  viz  :  Art.  VII.,  Sec.  4,  of  the  Dep- 
utatus  Synodi ;  Art.  VIII.,  Sec.  4,  of  same  subject ;  Art.  VII. 
Sec.  8,  the  second  question  in  reference  to  the  Heidelberg  Cate- 
chism ;  Art.  X.,  Sec.  4,  in  reference  to  the  order  of  worship ;  which 
shall  be  submitted  separately,  with  the  recommendation  of  this 
General  Synod,  that  the  respective  Classes  shall  adopt  the  Constitu- 
tution  as  a  whole,  with  the  exception  of  the  above  specified  sections, 
and  with  the  recommendation  that  the  Classes  adopt  each  of  the 
above  sections  separately. 

3.  Resolved,  That  in  the  event  of  the  rejection  of  any  of  the  sec- 
tions, the  number  of  the  succeeding  sections  be  changed  accordingly- 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  special  attention  of  the  Classes  be  called  to 
the  necessity  of  action  upon  the  revised  Constitution  at  their  fall 
meetings,  that  Synod  may  have  it  fully  before  them  next  year. 

In  regard  to  additional  amendments  to  the  Constitution  which 
have  been  proposed  by  some  of  the  Classes,  your  Committee  report 
that  they  find  it  impossible,  at  this  late  evening  of  the  session,  to 
consider  them   even  in  Committee,  and  suggest  that  all  additional 
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changes  that  can  be  thought  necessary  can  be  be  made  at  any  future 
time,  in  the  ordinary  constitutional  way.

ARTICLE  XIL 

SCHOOLS    AND    CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION. 

The  Forty- first  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education  was 
received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  so  much  as  relates  to  vacancies,  which  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion was  received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

The  Committee  on  Education  presented  the  following  Report 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Education  respectfully  report,  that  but  two 
documents  have  been  placed  in  their  hands  demanding  the  atten- 
tion of  Synod. 
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1.  The  Forty-first  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education- 
This  document  is  well  put  together,  and  clearly  exhibits  the  present 
state  of  the  Board.  Its  circulation  among  the  members  of  Synod 
in  a  printed  form  is  a  great  improvement  upon  the  old  method,  by 
which  the  contents  of  such  documents  first  came  to  us  by  the  read- 
ing of  Secretaries,  whereas  the  members  may  now  peruse  their 
pages  at  leisure,  and  have  time  to  consider  well  their  contents. 
There  is,  therefore,  happily  no  need  of  extracts  or  lengthened  re 
mark,  but  your  Committee  say  that  it  is  important  for  the  interests 
of  this  Board,  and  the  members  of  this  Synod,  that  this  Report  be 
deliberately  read,  and  its  suggestions  duly  considered. 

It  is  admittted  that  the  subject  of  education  is  so  well  understood 
to  be  important  in  connection  with  a  competent  Ministry,  that 
nothing  need  be  said  upon  that  point;  yet  your  Committee  must 
suggest  that  much  passes  for  education  in  our  day  not  entitled  to 
that  honorable  title,  and  therefore  correct  views  upon  the  subject 
should  be  familiarized  to  the  mind  of  every  one,  so  that  every  one 
may  feel  the  importance  of  the  interests  committed  to  this  Board, 

Your  Committee  recommend  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  the  present  indebtedness  of  the  Board,  amounting  to 
Seven  Thousand  Five  fiundred  Dollars,  ought  to  be  immediately 
removed,  and  that  it  be  recommended  that  efforts  be  made  upon  the 
part  of  all  our  Consistories  to  bring  this  matter  before  their  res- 
pective Churches. 

Resolved,  That  the  Scholarships  founded  and  called  "  the  Mary 
Le  Compte,"  "the  James  Peter's"  Fund,  the  former  amounting  to 
$3,000,  and  the  latter  to  $3,500,  are  additional  noble  gifts  for  which 
our  gratitude  is  due  to  God,  as  well  as  to  the  generous  donors. 

A  communication  from  the  Classis  of  New  Brunswnck,  stat- 
ing the  fact,  that  said  Classis  has  recommended  young  men  for  aid 
to  the  Board  of  Education  who  have  not  been  received  by  said 
Board,  and  basing  a  resolution  thereon,  "that  the  Classis  of  New 
Brunswick  request  the  General  Synod  to  define-  the  diit}^  of  the 
Board  in  such  cases." 

Your  Committee  recommend  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Classis  of  New  Brunswick  are  respectfully 
reminded  that  the  duties  of  the  Board  of  Education  are  sufficiently 
defined  in  Chap.  6  of  the  Digest,  and  that  every  applicant  of  fair 
promise,  who  has  complied  with  the  directions  therein  laid  down^ 
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■will  be  received  and  aided  by  the  Board,  because  this  is  the  object 
of  their  existence. 

Resolved,  That  the  last   Thursday  of   January  next  be  recom- 
mended as  a  day  of  prayer  for  the  blessing  of  God  upon  all  our 
youth  in  the  various  Colleges  and  Seminaries  in  the  land.

ARTICLE  XIII. 

CHURCH    COLLKGES. 

Several  papers  pertaining  to  Hope  College  were  presented  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Council,  Rev.  A.  T.  Stewart,  who  stated  that 
they  had  not  been  formall}^  acted  upon  by  the  Council  for  want  of  a 
quorum.  They  were  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Professorate. 

Revised  lists  of  the  members  of  the  Council  of  Hope  College, 
■with  their  terms  of  service,  were  received  from  the  Classes  in  the 
Particular  Sj-nod  of  Chicago,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
-Professorate. 

A  supplementary  report  from  the  Rev.  Philip  Phelps,  D.D., 
President  of  Hope  College,  was  received  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Professorate. 

ARTICLE  XIY. 

PROFESSORATE. 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  presented  the  following  Re- 
port, which  was  accepted  and  adopted : 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  respectfully  report  in  order 
upon  the  matters  that  have  been  referred  to  them. 
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1.    BOARD    OF    SUPERINTEXDENTS. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Superintemlents  records  the  healthy 
and  hopeful  condition  of  the  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick,  the  dili- 
gence and  exemplary  deportment  of  the  students  during  the  year, 
the  honor  reflected  by  the  late  examinations  upon  the  classes  exam- 
ined, and  upon  their  Professors  new  and  old.  The  report  will  be 
printed,  and  for  that  reason  its  details  are  not  repeated  by  this 
Committee. 

One  important  recommendation  of  the  Board,  however,  demands 
the  attention  of  the  Synod.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the  last 
Synod,  in  providing  for  the  introduction  of  laymen  into  the  Board 
of  Superintendents  contemplated  the  transfer  of  all  the  functions 
of  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  Peter  Hertzog  Hall  to  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  as  thus  reconstructed.  But  the  report 
now  before  your  Committee  suggests  important  reasons  for  main- 
taining for  some  time  at  least  the  separate  organiza.tion  of  the 
present  Standing  Committee.  With  what  zeal  and  abounding  lib- 
erality that  Committee  has  cared  for  the  interest  of  the  Seminary 
is  universally  understood.  The  report  argues  that  the  work  for 
which  the  Committee  was  first  appointed  is  not  yet  complete,  and  ad- 
vises that  it  be  left  in  their  hands.  Your  Committee  adopt  the  ad- 
vice of  the  Board,  and  recommend  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  present  members  of  the  Standing  Committee 
on  Peter  Hertzog  Hall  be  re-appointed  to  the  same  office  for  a  fur- 
ther period  of  three  years ;  that  the  vacancy  in  the  Committee 
occasioned  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Suydam  be  filled  by  the  remaining 
members  of  the  Committee,  and  that  the  Professorial  member  of 
the  Committee  be  appointed  annually  by  the  Theological  Faculty. 

2.  ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  NEW  BOARD  OF  SUPERINTENDENTS. 

Inasmuch  as  the  fundamental  change  made  in  the  Constitution  of 
the  Board  of  Superintendents  puts  a  sudden  end  to  the  Board  as 
formerly  constituted,  and  inasmuch  as  the  Theological  Semi- 
nary cannot  with  propriety  be  left  without  a  Board  of  Superintend 
ents  until  the  ordinary  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  Board  now 
nearly  a  year  distant,  yoiw  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  the  members  elected  to  the  Board  of  Superintend- 
ents, meet  in  the   Library  of  Hertzog  Hall,  on  Wednesday,  June 
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18th,  at  3  o'clock  p.  m.,  for  organization  by  the  election  of  officers, 
and  that  such  members  as  may  then  assemble  be  a  quorum  for  the 
purpose  of  organization. 

Resolved,  Tliat,  until  otherwise  ordered,  the  rules  governing  the 
late  Board  of  Superintendents  shall  govern  the  proceedings  of  the 
new  Board. 

Hesolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  of  the  former  Board  of  Su- 
perintendents be  authorized  to  call  together  the  new  Board,  and  to 
act  as  Stated  Clerk  until  a  Stated  Clerk  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
Board. 

3.  HOPE  COLLEGE. 

In  regard  to  this  Institution,  three  different  classes  of  papers 
have  come  into  the  hands  of  your  Committee. 

1.  The  responses  of  the  several  Classes  of  the  Synod  of  Chicago  to 
the  recommendation  of  the  last  General  Synod,  that  those  Classes 
designate  which  of  their  representatives  shall  remain  members  of 
Council  until  1874,  1876,  1878,  and  1880  respectively. 

These  responses,  when  classified,  give  the  following  table :

M<")nbers  whose  term  expires  in  1880. — Rev.  A.  T.  Stewart,  from 
the  Classis  of  Michigan ;  Rev.  J.  S.  Joralmon,  from  the  Classis  of 
Illinois ;  Rev.  P.  De  Free,  from  the  Classis  of  Holland ;  Elder  A- 
de  Roo,  from  the  Classis  of  Wisconsin,  Elder  K.  Brouwer,  from 
the  Classis  of  Grand  River. 
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From  the  Classis  of  Holland  no  written  response  came  into  the 
hands  of  your  Committee,  and  the  names  tabulated  above,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  name  of  that  Classis,  are  taken  from  the  printed  Min- 
utes of  the  Synod  of  Chicago.  Your  Committee  recommend  that 
the  nominations  so  made  by  these  Classes  be  confirmed. 

2.  A  number  of  papers  presented  to  the  Synod  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Council  of  Hope  College,  consisting  of  three  reports  address- 
ed to  the  Council,  together  with  what  appears  to  be  a  Minute  of  an 
act  of  the  Council,  though  bearing  neither  date  nor  signature.  The 
last  named  paper  seems  to  require  no  attention  from  your  Com- 
mittee. The  reports  are  in  due  form,  bear  official  signatures,  and 
are  made,  one  by  the  Academic  Faculty,  one  by  the  Theolog- 
ical Faculty,  and  one  by  the  Committee  to  receive  students  to 
the  Theological  Department.  The  last  two  reports  are  ad- 
dressed to  the  Council  acting  as  a  Board  of  Superintendents  . 
These  reports  have  been  presented  to  the  General  Synod  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Council  of  Hope  College,  on  account  of  the  failure 
of  the  Conncil  to  embody  thcni  in  an  annual  report  of  its  own  to 
this  Synod,  no  quorum  having  been  present  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Council,  at  which  such  report  was  to  have  been  adopted. 

From  these   oflScial  reports,  your   Committee  condense,  for  the 
information  of  the  Synod  and  of  the  churches,  the  following  facts ;

The  diligence  of  the  students  has  been  commendable,  and  their 
general  deportment  consistent  with  their  Christian  profession. 

Besides  his  regular  branches  of  instruction.  Prof  Crispell  has 
taught  the  Senior  and  Junior  Classes  in  Pastoral  Theology  by  ap- 
pointment of  Council,  and  the  Junior  Class  in  Biblical  Archaeology 
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at  the  request  of  the  Faculty.  By  appointment  cf  Council,  Kev. 
R.  Pieters  has  instructed  the  Senior  and  Middle  Classes  in  Exeget- 
ical  Theology,  and  Rev.  C.  Van  Derveen  the  Senior,  Middle  and 
Junior  Classes  in  Sacred  Rhetoric.

As  there  is  actual  suffering  for  want  of  this  money,  and  the 
whole  Institution  is  seriously  endangered,  I  beg  leave  respectfully 
to  suggest  that  the  Board  of  Direction  be  authorized  to  borrow  at 
least  $4,000,  to  meet  the  pressure.  The  value  of  the  Synod's  real 
estate  in  Holland,  Mich.,  is  at  least  $25,000.

ANNUAL  INCOME. 

In  consequence  of  the  continued  excess  of  needful  expenditures 
over  income,  the  indebtedness  of  the  treasury  has  been  growing_ 
I  beg  leave  therefore  respectfully  to  suggest  that  the  Syn  od  add  to 
its  charter  donation  of  Thirty  Thousand  Dollars,  the  amount  of  en- 
dowment invested  in  Amelia  Co.  Virginia  ($2,100),  and  in  Holland, 
Mich.,  ($4,300);  and  in  connection  with  this  suggestion,  submit  the 
following  statement  of  facts. 

When  Theological  instruction  was  begun  at  Hope  College  i^^ 
1866,  the  General  Synod  directed  that  no  mcreased  appropriation 
should  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Education  for  its  maintenance,  and 
although  the  next  Synod  withdrew  this  restriction,  yet  so  large  and 
liberal  was  the  alread}-  existing  amount  applied  by  the  Board  for 
executive  and  didactic  work  in  Hope  College,  that  it  did  not  feel  at 
liberty  to  add  to  the  number  or  amount  of   its  salaries.     During  the 

10 
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last  six  years,  however,  an  average  of  about  one  third  of  the  annual 
amount  which  it  had  set  apart  for  Plope  College  in  1865,  to- 
gether with  the  same  proportion  of  the  College  Endowment  interest 
remitted  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Synod,  has  been  paia  for 
instruction  in  the  Theological  Depart'  jent. 

As  it  became  necessary,  from  time  to  time,  to  provide  additional 
teachers,  in  order  that  the  Professors  might  have  full  opportunity 
for  adequate  Theological  work,  the  Council  did  not  shrink  from  the 
responsibility ;  and  the  amount  which  has  been  paid  out  of  the 
Treasury  of  the  College  for  appointments  rendered  necessary  by 
the  requirements  of  Theology,  is  $5,710,  while  the  sum  still  due  for 
the  same  purpose,  to  fulfil  engagements  tc  Assistant  Professors  till 
the  close  of  the  year  Sept.  30th,  is  $3,800. 

This  aggregate  liability  of  $9,510,  against  the  Treasury  of  Hope 
College,  is  purely  in  consequence  of  Theological  teaching  there,  and 
does  not  represent  any  executive  labor  or  contingent  expenses.  It 
is  a  part  of  the  offering  which  Hope  College,  as  an  Institution,  has 
made  for  its  crown  of  usefulness  and  honor.  As  the  result  of  this 
and  other  sacrifices,  the  College  has  realized  the  longing  of  a  whole 
generation,  that  the  growth  of  our  Church  should  be  represented 
by  a  Theological  school  additional  to  the  parent  one  at  New  Bruns- 
wick, and  more  recently  that  there  should  be  something  to  meet  the 
special  wants  and  wishes  of  the  Holland  brethren ;  and  while 
merely  coping  with  foundation  labor,  Hope  College  has  already- 
sent  twenty  young  men  through  its  own  completed  Theological 
course,  into  the  ministry  of  the  Gospel.  Of  these  two  have  early 
fallen  asleep  ;  but  the  rest  remain  at  work  in  the  States  of  Michi- 
gan, Wisconsin,  Iowa,  Illinois,  Nebraska,  Virginia,  and  Massachu- 
setts, except  one  who  is  building  on  the  noble  Scudder  foundation 
in  India.  ^ 

In  view  of  this,  it  cannot  be  presumptuous  to  believe  that  the 
General  Synod  will  now  take  measures  to  confirm  the  success  of 
this  seven  years'  struggle.  Some  have  imagined  that  there  would 
be  hazard  in  informing  the  Synod  that  its  second  Theological  school 
was  costing  something,  for  that  when  apprised  of  the  fact,  the  Synod 
would  probably  order  its  suspension. 

But  every  new  child  calls  for  new  expenditure ;  and  the  Re- 
formed Church  is  wont  to  send  missionaries  wiiere  the  people  know 
no  better  than  to  strangle  their  offspring. 
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In  this  connection,  the  folIoAving  statement  of  special  endowment 

interest,  not  included  in  the  preceding  Contingent  Fund,  is  annexed.

This  account  of  interest  has  been  separated  for  the  decision  of 
the  Synod.  If  the  Synod  so  direct,  the  amount  will  be  paid  into 
its  treasury,  and  then  $600  of  it  would  be  required  to  meet  the  de- 
ficiency in  the  salary  of  the  undersigned.  But  in  order  to  keep  the 
Institution,  at  least  its  Preparatory  Department  from  being  closed, 
I  have  been  compelled,  in  addition  to  more  senous  advances,  to  let 
the  Treasury  have  the  free  use  of  the  preceding  sum,  leaving  so 
much  of  my  own  salary  unpaid.  It  is  for  the  Synod  to  say,  in  view 
of  all  the  circumstances,  whether  the  amount  shall  remain  in  the 
Treasury  account  of  Hope  College^  and  the  deficiency  in  salary  be 
made  up  from  some  other  source." 

The  above  extracts  will  have  convinced  the  Synod  of  the  peril 
ous  extremity  to  which  this  important  Institution  of  sacred  learning 
has  now  been  brought.  With  $600  due  its  President,  with  the 
sum  of  $3,000  due  on  the  1st  of  last  April,  to  the  Assistant 
Professors,  and  with  no  funds  from  which  to  pay  it,  and  with  a 
former  indebtedness  which  by  the  addition  of  these  items  reaches 
to  nearly  ten  thousand  dollars,  your  Committee  is  fully  convinced 
that  the  statements  made  to  them  in  Committee  by  Dr.  Phelps,  and 
by  other  friends  of  the  College  are  literally  true,  namely,  that  help 
must  come  at  once  or  the  College  doors  must  be  shut. 

The  magnitude  of  such  an  evil  will  appear  more  plainly  by  the 
fact  that  the  candidates  who  leave  Hertzog  Hall  are  all  engaged  at 
once  in  vacancies  at  the  East,  so  that  to  dry  up  this  fountain  at  the 
West,  will  be  to  leave  our  Western  field  utterly  unsupplied  with 
ministers.  Your  Committee  are  sure  that  the  largest  estimate,  which 
our  Church  has  formed  of  the  importance  of  Hope  College,  is  not 
L'Xtravagant,  and  they  ask  the  heartiest  co-operation  of  the  Synod 
in  an  immediate  effort  to  rally  our  people  to  the  support  of  Hint 
Institution. 
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Your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  reso- 
utioiis : 

1.  Besolved,  That  the  Board  of  Direction  take  the  charsre  of  the 
worlv  of  securing  the  endowment  of  Hope  College,  and  that  the 
sum  of  $100,000  be  proposed  to  the  churches  as  the  gross  amount 
still  requisite  to  make  that  endowment  fully  adequate  to  the  present 
needs  of  the  College  ;  that  the  Board  of  Direction  be  authorized  to 
employ  an  agent  or  agents  for  the  purpose  of  securing  that  sum, 
and  that  the  expense  of  such  agency  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  funds 
thus  raised. 

2.  Resolved^  That  to  meet  the  critical  emergency  in  which  Hope 
College  now  is,  the  Board  of  Direction  be  authorized  and  directed 
to  borrow  a  sum  not  exceeding  $.5,000,  to  be  appropriated  by  that 
Board  to  the  payment  of  the  most  pressing  debts  of  that  Institu- 
tion, the  sum  thus  borrowed  to  be  repaid  out  of  the  collections  con- 
templated in  the  former  resolution. 

,  3.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Education  be  authorized  to  make 
such  appropriations  towards  the  support  of  Hope  College  during  the 
present  year  as  the  state  of  its  finances  Avill  permit. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  Sj^nod  learns  with  great  pleasure  and 
thankfulness  that  theie  is  good  prospect  that  at  least  $30,000  of 
the  gross  sum  of  $100,000  above  named,  will  be  contributed  hy 
our  Holland  chuiches,  in  spite  of  their  recent  fearful  losses  by  fire, 
to  be  made  an  endowment  of  the  Grammar  Scliool  of  Hope  ColTege. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  Professor  and  Assistant  Professors  in  the 
Theological  Department  be  authorized  to  make  collections  with  a 
view  to  the  endowment  of  the  Chair  of  Didactic  and  Polemic  The- 
ology, permission  being  given  to  such  collectors  to  give  to  the  Pro- 
fessorship when  endowed  such  name  as  shall  be  found  to  meet  the 
approbation  of  those  by  whom  the  endowment  may  be  made. 

Whereas,  The  term  of  service  of  Profs.  T.  Romeyn  Beck  and 
Charles  Scott,  in  Theological  instruction,  has  expired, 

6.  Resolved,  That  the  aforesaid  Professors  be  hereby  reappointed 
as  Theological  Teachers  in  the  same  branches  respectively  commit 
ted  to  them  by  the  General  Synod,  and  that  the  cordial  thanks  of 
the  Synod  be  given  them  both  for  their  valuable  and  indispensable 
service. 

7.  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Synod  be  also  given  to  Rev. 
Messrs.  Pieters  and  Van  Derveen  for  their  gratuitous  instruction  in 
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the  Theological  Department,  and  to  Rev.  A.  T.  Stewart  for  similar 
service  in  the  Academic  Department. 

Your  Committee  do  not  need  to  remind  the  General  Synod  of 
the  gratification  and  thankfulness  which  the  Synod  itself  has  felt  in 
attending  the  opening  ot  the  James  Suydam  Hall,  and  the  laying 
of  the  corner  stone  of  the  Gardner  A.  Sage  Library.  They  recom- 
mend that  the  President  of  the  Synod  and  Rev.  Dr.  Ormiston  be  a 
Committee  with  power  to  prepare  a  Minute  in  regard  to  the  death 
of  Mr.  Suydam,  and  to  cause  it  to  be  printed  in  the  Minutes  of  this 
Synod.

The  Special  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication 
of  the  Rev.  Isaac  S.  Hartley,  conveying  the  gift  of  Mr.  Nicholas 
F.  Vedder,  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  accepted, 
amended,  and  adopted,  and  is  as  follows  ;  0 

THE    VEDDER    LECTURE. 

The  Committee  on  the  proposed  "  Vedder  Lectureship,"  respect- 
fully report : 

That  the  Synod  may  understand  the  terms  of  Mr.  Vedder's 
gift  before  accepting  it,  your  Committee  present  the  following,  as 
among  the  "  fundamental  conditions  :  " 

1.  Synod  is  annually  to  elect  a  Lecturer,  by  ballot,  and  at  their 
regular  session  ;  but  said  Lecturer,  although  necessarily  a  member 
of  the  Reformed  Church,  need  not  be  a  clerical  member. 

2.  The  Lectures,  alter  delivery,  are  to  be  placed  in  trust  in  the 
hands  of  the  President  of  the  General  Synod.  They  are  to  be 
offered  for  publication,  first  to  the  Board  of  Publication,  and  if  by 
them  declined,  the  President  of  Synod  "shall  offer  the  same  to  any 
publisher  who  will  undertake  to  publish  them,"  and  furnish  certain 
copies.  Your  Committee  notice  here,  that  the  form  in  which  they 
shall  be  published,  when  the  President  of  Sjaiod  shall  be  free  from 
his  responsibility  in  getting  them  published,  or  what  amount  of 
pecuniary  obligation  may  fall  upon  Synod  in  the  matter,  are  not 
clearly  determined. 

Your  Committee  offer  the  following  resolutions,  covering  the 
whole  subject  of  the  gilt  and  its  terms. 

L  Resolved,  That  the  gift  of  $10,000,  by  Nicholas  F.  Vedder;  of 
Utica,  to  found  a  Lectureship,  be  accepted  b}^  this  Synod,  accord- 
ing to  the  terras  thereof,  and  the  same  entered  upon  the  Minutes  _: 
and  that,  in  memorial  of  his  admirable  gift,  said  Lectureship  shall  be 
known  as  the   Vedder  Lecture  on  Modern  Infidelity. 

2.  Resolved,  That  in  the  publication  of  the  Lectures,  the  Presi- 
dent of  General  Synod  shall  not  be  allowed  to  involve  the  Synod  in 
any  pecuniary  responsibility. 
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3.  Resolved,  That  after  offering  them  to  such  leading  and  respon- 
sible publishers  as  may  be  within  his  reach,  if  they  decline,  he  shall 
deposit  the  Lectures  in  the  library  of  the  Seminary,  but  in  either 
case,  General  Synod  shall  have  the  copyright  and  the  sole  right,  sub- 
ject to  the  conditions  prescribed  in  the  gift. 

4.  Resolved,  That  in  the  election  of  a  Lecturer,  the  mode  observed 
shall  be  that  prescribed  in  the  Constitution  for  the  election  of  a  Pro- 
fessor. 

5.  Resolved,  That  if,  after  the  Synod  has  fulfilled  its  own  duty  in 
electing  a  Lecturer,  death  or  any  other  contingency  should  cause 
the  course  for  that  year  to  fail,  the  income  of  the  Lectureship  shall 
be  invested  and  held  subject  to  the  trust,  to  be  used  in  case  of  fail 
lire  of  income  in  any  year, 

6.  Resolved,  That  one  of  the  Professors  of  the  Seminary,  alter. 
nating  in  order  of  seniority,  the  President  of  Rutgers  College,  and 
the  President  of  the  existing  Synod,  shall  be  a  Committee  each  year 
to  select  the  theme  of  the  Lectures,  alter  consultation  with  the  Lec- 
turer. 

7.  Resolved,  That  the  heartiest  acknowledgements  of  Synod  are 
due  to  Rev.  Isaac  S.  Hartley,  of  Utica,  whose  thoughtful  suggestions 
originated  and  shaped  the  plan  of  this  valuable  Lectureship,  which 
promises  to  add  so  much  to  the  Theological  literature  of  the  Re- 
formed Church.

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  shall  appoint  upon  the  Nicho 
las  F.  Vedder  Lectureship  two  Lecturers,  the  one  being  designated 
to  lecture  at  the  close  of  the  present  ecclesiastical  year,  and  the 
other  to  lecture  at  the  close  of  the  next  year;  and  that  thereafter 
each  General  Synod  shall  appoint  the  Lecturer  for  the  ecclesi- 
astical year  succeeding  its  own  synodical  term,  and  thus  secure  to 
the  Lecturers  more  ample  opportunity  for  the  preparation  of  their 
Lectures. 

Synod  proceeded  to  elect  two  Lecturers,  according  to  the  preced- 
ing resolution,  and  the  law  governing  the  election  of  a  Prolessor. 
Rev.  Isaac  S.  Hartley  was  elected  for  the  present  year,  and  Prof. 
Tayler  Lewis,  LL.D.,  for  the  succeeding  year.  At  the  request  of 
Mr.  Hartley,  the  Lecturers  were  allowed  to  exchange  places  if  they 
choose. 
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THE  VEDDER     LECTUBE    ON    MODERN    INFIDELITY. 

The  following  is  a  cop}^  of  the  instniment  ofgift,  executed  by  Mr. 
Nicholas  ¥.  Vedder,  and  recorded  by  order  of  General  Synod. 

For  divers  good  considerations  moving  me  thereto,  and  especially 
that  I  may  in  some  degree  aid  in  upholding  the  great  and  cardinal 
truths  of  the  Christian  Religion  in  opposition  to  the  popular  infidelity 
of  the  times,  and  of  "science  falsely  so  called,"  I,  Nicholas  F. 
Vedder,  of  Utica,  in  the  State  of  New  York,  do  give,  transfer  and 
set  over  to  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America^ 
ten  bonds  of  the  denomination  of  $1,000  each,  known  as  Equip- 
ment Bonds  of  the  Toledo  and  Wabash  Railway  Company,  bearing 
seven  per  cent,  interest,  semi-annually,  with  coupons  attached,  and 
being  of  the  value  of  Ten  Thousand  dollars,  at  par. 

This  gift  is  for  the  purpose  of  founding  and  sustaining  an  annual 
course  of  Lectures  to  be  delivered  before  the  students  of  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary  of  New  Brunswick,  and  also  to  the  students  of 
Rutgers  College,  New  Brunswick,  on  "  The  present  aspects  of  Mod- 
ern Infidelity,  including  its  cause  and  cure." 

And  this  gift  is  made  to  the  said  General  Synod  upon  the  follow- 
ing express  trusts,  and  subject  in  all  respects  to  the  conditions  fol- 
lowing, that  is  to  say  : 

I.  That  the  General  Synod  shall  annually,  and  every  year  alter 
this  gift  takes  effect,  elect  by  ballot,  at  their  regular  annual  session, 
a  Lecturer  for  the  year  ensuing  said  annual  session.  The  Lecturer 
shall  always,  at  the  time  of  his  annual  election,  be  a  member  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  America. 

II.  That  the  said  Lecturer  phall  be  required  to  deliver  at  least 
five  lectures  on  the  general  theme  or  subject  herein  before  prescribed 
to  the  students  of  the  two  Seminaries  or  institutions  hereinbefore 
mentioned,  one  month  or  more,  as  may  be  found  most  practicable 
and  expedient,  before  the  graduation  of  the  Senior  class  in  each  of 
said  institutions. 

HI.  That  after  having  completed  the  delivery  of  the  said  Lectures 
and  within  the  period  of  three  months  thereafter,  said  Lecturer  shall 
deliver  a  corrected  copy  of  his  Lectures,  prepared  for  the  press,  to 
the  President  of  the  General  Synod  for  the  time  being,  who  shall 
give  a  receipt  therefor,  upon  the  presentation  of  which  to  the  custo- 
dian  of  the   fund   hereby  created,  the   person  receiving  the  same 
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shall  be  entitled  to  receive  and  shall  be  paid  the  income  of  the  said 
fund  for  the  then  current  year,  but  in  no  case  shall  he  be  entitled 
to,  or  receive  more  than  the  annual  sum  which  shall  be  realized  and 
actually  obtained  li-om  said  fund. 

IV.  That  the  General  Synod,  after  the  manuscript  of  the  lectures 
is  so  delivered  as  aforesaid,  shall  offer  the  same  to  the  Board  of 
Publication  of  the  Reformed  Caurch,  for  the  purpose  of  publication 
by  said  Board,  and  if  the  Board  accept  the  same,  such  lectures  shall 
from  time  to  time  be  published  by  said  Board,  and  if  the  prohts  aris- 
ing therefrom  shall  be  sufficient,  copies  thereof  shall  be  presented 
to  each  student  m  both  institutions  who  was  present  at  the  delivery 
thereof,  and  copies  shall  likewise  be  placed  in  the  Libraries  of  the 
Seminary,  and  of  the  College,  and  any  surplus  of  profits  shall  be 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  Board  of  Publication.  If  the  Board 
shall  decline  the  offer  to  publish  the  said  Lectures,  then  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  General  Synod  shall  offer  the  same  to  any  publisher 
who  will  undertake  to  publish  the  same  and  furnish  thecopies  herein- 
before provided  for. 

The  above  are  fundamental  conditions  imposed  by  me  and  to  be 
strictly  fulhiled  when  the  trust  hereby  created  shall  take  effect. 
'During  my  life,  I  desire  no  publicity  to  be  given  to  this  endowment, 
but  alter  my  death,  it  is  my  request  that  the  same  be  known  and 
designated  as  the  "'  V'edder  Lecture  on  Modern  Infidelity." 

The  securities  I  have  above  named,  I  have  placed  in  the  hands 
of  Rev.  Isaac  S.  Hartley,  of  Utica,  to  be  by  him  retained  until  the 
General  Synod  have  by  a  resolution  to  be  passed  and  entered  on 
their  minutes,  accepted  the  trust  hereby  created,  and  agreed  to  its 
conditions,  and  then  to  be  delivered  to  the  said  General  Synod,  or 
their  Treasurer.  And  I  enjoin  upon  the  Synod  to  hold  these  bonds 
until  the  same  shall  arrive  at  maturity,  and  on  their  payment,  when- 
ever that  shall  take  place,  to  re-invest  the  capital  in  permanent  se- 
curities to  be  approved  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Synod,  and 
held  as  a  perpetual  fund  to  secure  the  objects  herein  provided  for.

The  Forty-first  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, in  printed  form,  was  received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Foreign  Missions,  except  so  much  as  relates  to  vacancies,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer  was  also  received,  and  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions. 

The  Forty-first  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Mis- 
sions was  received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Domestic 
Missions,  except  so  much  as  relates  to  vacancies,  which  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer  was  also  received  and  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  presented  the  following  Re- 
port, which  was  accepted  and  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions,  beg  leave  to  report. 

That  the  Forty-first  Annual  Report  of  the  Board,  placed  in  our 
hands,  contains  very  few  expressed  suggestions  to  the  General 
Synod  designed  to  affect  the  action  of  this  bod  .  :  but  the  simple 
narrative  sets  before  us  in  strongest  light  the  noble  work  done  by 
our  churches  in  the  foreign  field. 

The  Report  admits  of  an  easy  analysis  into  two  heads  ;  causes  for 
devout  thankfulness,  and  calls  to  energetic,  loving  and  hopeful  labor 
in  our  missionary  work. 

Our  gratitude  to  the  blessed  Leader  in  our  missionary  work  is 
called  forth  in  view  of  the  payment  of  the  large  debt  of  $33,500 
with  which  the  last  year  opened,  and  which  had   long  cramped  the 
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efforts  of  the  Board  and  greatly  limited  the  success  which  the  Lord 
-was  ready  to  give  us.  We  are  doubly  thankful  that  this  result  has 
not  been  reached  by  the  notable  gifts  of  a  very  few  wealthy  persons, 
but  the  Church  has  risen  to  the  work^  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  record  our  thankfulness  that  the  Lord  has 
moved  the  hearts  of  all  the  people  to  participate  in  sustaining  the 
work  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  and  paying  the  debt  by 
which  we  have  so  long  been  burdened. 

Resolved.,  That  we  see  in  this  success  an  assurance  of  the  confi- 
dence of  the  Church  in  the  work  conducted  by  the  Board,  and  of 
the  willmgness  of  the  Church  to  sustain  the  wise  and  careful  action 
of   the  Board  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Saviour's  kingdom. 

We  must  express  our  thaiikfulness  to  Him  who  leads  our  work 
for  opening  the  way  for  more  distinguished  usefulness  among  the 
heathen.  We  have  only  to  cite  what  is  the  common  aspect  of 
every  field  we  occupy  to  fire  the  soul  with  gratitude.  Our  oldest 
Mission,  in  China,  is  always  presenting  new  opportunities  to  preach 
the  Gospel,  and  gather  blessed  results.  In  India  we  see  village 
after  village  coming  to  our  Missionaries,  begging  to  be  enrolled  as 
Christians  and  instructed  in  the  truth.  Whilst  Japan  is  so  widely 
opened  to  us  and  so  moved  by  changes  which  we  may  develops  to 
the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel,  that  we  are  constrained  to  join  in 
the  expression  ; 

Resolved,  That  we  recognize  in  the  grace  which  opens  the  doors 
and  prepares  the  hearts  of  men  for  our  work,  a  Divine  blessing  off" 
ered  to  us  ;  and  that  we  fervently  call  upon  all  who  love  the  Lord  to 
improve  the  opportunity,  by  largely  increased  efforts,  in  gifts  and 
prayers,  convinced  that  this  is  the  will  of  God  concerning  us. 

Still  more  distinctly  would  we  put  on  record  the  Lord's  call  to 
duty,  as  suggested  by  the  year's  history  of  our  Board. 

The  Board  has  made  an  estimate  of  its  expenditures  for  the 
present  year  amounting  to  $59,001.  This  sum  is  less  than  .$8,000 
beyond  what  was  expended  in  the  Missions  and  at  home  last  year  ; 
when  we  paid  $33,500  of  debt  and  more  than  $3,000  of  interest 
on  debt.  The  amount  asked  for  by  the  Board  for  the  Missions  and 
at  home  leave  out  of  view  many  items  of  expenditure  of  pressing 
importance.  In  view  of  these  facts  we  present  the  following  reso' 
lutions  : 

Resolved,  That  the  very  moderate  estimated  expenditure  of  th« 
Board,  which  estimate  was  made  when  the  large  debt  was  still   un- 
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paid,  should  be  accepted  as  gratifying  evidence  of  the  Board's  care- 
fulness, rather  than  as  a  measure  of  the  ability  or  willingness  of  the 
Church  in  advancing  the  missionary  work. 

Rfsolved,  I'hat  it  is  essential  to  the  prosperity  of  missionary 
work  conducted  from  such  fixed  centers  as  we  occupy  in  all  our  fields, 
that  the  Board  should  secure  permanent  and  commodious  buildings 
for  our  work ;  and  we  advise  the  Board  to  obtain  these,  as  soon  as 
practicable,  wherever  they  may  be  needed. 

Resolved^  That  we  are  confronted  by  most  lamentable  results  to 
our  work  from  want  of  Missionaries ;  as  the  Arcot  Mission  will 
soon  be  reduced  to  two  efficient  working  men,  and  the  Amoy  mis- 
sion has  now  but  two  men  in  the  field. 

Resolved,  That  we  call  upon  the  Board  and  upon  the  Churches  to 
awake  to  tlie  necessity  of  reinforcing  our  Missions  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible, and  to  an  extent  commensurate  with  the  field  open  to  us. 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  approve  of  the  opening  of  a 
credit  by  their  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  to  the  amount  of  Ten 
Thousand  Pounds  Sterling,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  their  mis- 
sionary operations  abroad.

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  presented  the  following 
Eeport,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  respectfully  report  that 
they  have  availed  themselves  of  such  documents  as  were  referred, 
and  do  now  submit  the  following  considerations  and  resolutions. 

The  Board  have,  by  the  good  hand  of  the  Lord,  been  relieved  o^ 
a  debt  of  over  $22,000,  while  a  balance  is  now  standing  to  their 
credit  in  the  amount  of  $728,44. 

There  is  a  fact  in  connection  with  this  happy  deliverance  to 
which  your  Committee  desire  to  call  attention,  and  that  is  the  char- 
acter of  the  instrumentality  which  the  Head  of  the  Church  has  been 
pleased  to  employ  in  the  relieving  of  the  Board  from  the  fetters  of 
late  indebtedness.  After  the  contributions  of  the  Churches,  to- 
gether with  the  income  from  legacies  had  been  received,  there  re- 
mained a  considerable  sum  yet  to  be  realized  in  order  to  the  ex- 
tinguishment of  the  debt,  and  the  appeal  for  this,  so  far  as  made  to 
human  agency,  was  not  made  exclusively  to  the  few  whom  God  in  his

providence  had  favored  with  an  abundance  of  this  world's  goods. 
The  body  of  the  Church  was  appealed  to,  and  the  results  is  what 
we  see  and  rejoice  over  to  day.  And  5^our  Committee,  without 
pausing  to  consider  whether  it  lies  within  or  without  their  province 
so  to  do,  venture  the  aflfirmation  that  the  daj/,  when  your  Board 
shall  find  itself  amply  supplied  with  funds  for  its  work  will  not 
come,  until  in  abandonment  of  the  principle  of  putting  their  trust  in 
princes  they  shall  have  organized  some  policy  by  which  that  great 
mine — the  people  in  mass — shall  come  to  be  worked. 

Thanks  to  the  noble  men  Avho  in  many  a  day  of  our  Church's 
extremity  have  so  generously  come  to  her  rescue,  yet  what  but  the 
shame  of  defeat  must  betide  the  church  whose  policy  gives  occa- 
sion to  any  lowly  member  thereof  to  say  ''  because  I  am  not  the 
hand,  I  am  not  of  the  body." 

It  appears  that  84  Missionaries  have  ministered  to  as  many 
churches  and  stations,  embodying  4,602  families;  and  that  during 
the  last  year  915  souls  have  been  received  into  communion  of  our 
Church,  609  on  confession  of  their  faith.  Four  new  churches  have 
been  formed,  while  8  of  the  old  ones  have  attained  such  ability,  and 
with  the  ability  such  grace,  as  to  ask  no  longer  for  the  supporting 
hand  of  your  Board. 

As  to  the  Church  Building  Fund,  if  we  cannot  report  it  free  from 
debt,  we  can  yet  assure  you  of  a  steadily  increasing  interest  there- 
in. As  the  object  proposed  comes  to  be  more  clearly  perceived, 
and  as  the  manner  of  accomplishing  that  object  comes  to  be  more 
fully  understood,  new  friends  of  the  cause  make  their  appearance, 
while  old  ones  evince  a  growing  love  ;  so  that  the  hope  maybe  en- 
tertained, that  ere  the  expiration  of  the  current  year,  a  present  de- 
ficiency in  the  Fund  to  the  amount  of  $6,791  95  will  no  longer 
exist. 

Now  in  the  judgment  of  your  Committee,  it  would  be  better 
for  the  interests  of  our  Domestic  Missions  if  something  more  than 
the  mere  census  of  Churches  and  Missions  aided,  could  be  made 
known.  If  for  instance  the  number  of  members  in  each  Church — - 
the  length  of  time  it  has  been  helped  by  the  Board— the  extent  to 
which  it  helps  itself— its  relation  in  the  way  of  nearness  to  any 
sister  Church— the  likelihood  of  its  ever  becoming  self-sustaining  ; 
«f  these  and  such  like  particulars  could  in  any  proper  way  be  pre- 
nsented  to  view,  it  seems  as  though  with  such  increased  intelligence 
-tfeere  would  be  a  proportionate  increase  of  interest  and  zeal.

When  we  look  at  the  flood  of  population,  and  from  a  religious- 
point  of  view  at  the  character  of  these  vast  and  ceaseless  acces- 
sions coming  from  the  old  world  to  n)ake  their  future  home  here,. 
we  cannot  but  exclaim,  God  hath  not  dealt  so  with  any  other  people- 
We  cannot  but  feel  that  the  Church  of  the  living  God  in  these 
United  States  needs  yet  to  be  awakened  to  a  clear  perception  of 
the  mighty  magnitude  of  the  work  assigned  to  her. 

With  these  considerations  in  mind  your  Commirtee  recommend 
for  adoption  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  this  General  Synod  gratefully  acknowledge  the 
great  goodness  of  the  heavenly  Father  towards  us,  in  this- 
work  of  Domestic  Missions. 

Resolved,  That  the  Corresponding  Secretar}^  be  advised  to  tabu- 
late, if  practicable,  such  additional  items  in  connection  with  our 
Mission  Churches  as  shall  afford  a  more  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
field  of  labor. 

Resolved,  That  a  visitation  of  the  Mission  Churches  in  the  West,, 
either  by  the  Secretary  or  some  other  authorized  person,  to  coun- 
sel and  to  encourage  them,  would  be  a  profitable  pi-oceedure. 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  our  Church  be  called  to  the  in- 
auguration of  some  system  by  which  contributing  to  the  Board  of 
Domestic  Missions,  and  the  Building  Fund  shall  become  part  of  thft 
service  of  every  individual  member  of  our  Communion,  confident  that 
such  a  system  once  established  would  be  to  our  beloved  Zion  what 
the  water-shed  of  the  Mississippi  Valley  is  to  the  great  river  that 
goes  rejoicing  in  its  strength.

The  Committee  on  the  Widows'  and  Disabled  Ministers'  Funds 
presented  the  following  Report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted. 

The  Coramittee  on  the  Widows'  and  Disabled  Ministers'  Funds 
respectfully  report. 

That  three  separate  Papers  have  been  placed  in  their  hand-;.  T  wo 
of  which  are  the  Annual  Reports  respectively  of  the  Treasurer  of 
%e  Widows'  Fund,  and  the  Widows'  Fund  Income  Account,  and 
^he  third  is  a  similar  Report  of  the  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund. 

I.  The  Widows'  Fund,  which  designates  the  principal  or  per- 
manent capital  of  that  Fund,  although  subjected  to  the  withdrawal 
of  $500,  has  increased  during  the  year  $1,096  18,  and  amounts 
now  to  $35,612    08. 

II.  The  Widows'  Fund  Income  Account,  which  designates  the  cur- 
rent receipts  and  disbursements  for  tlie  year — as  distinct  from  the 
permanent  Fund,  besides  affording  relief  during  ihe  year  to  two  dis- 
abled Ministers,  one  Orphan,  and.  seventeen  Widows,  and  having 
$205  withdrawn,  still  has  a  balance  of  $1,233   01. 

III.  The  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund.  This  is  a  distinct  and  sep- 
arate Fund,  intended  (as  your  Committee  suppose),  to  supplement 
%e  Widows'  Fund,  in  behalf  of  disabled  Ministers  or  their  fam- 
ilies who  have  not  secured  an  interest  in  the  Widows'  Fund. 

The  receipts  for  the  year,  including  collections  from  the  Churches 

and  interest  on  the  principal,  are $2,126  72 

The  balance  ot  last  year 2,069  62 

Total  4,196  54 

Disbursements  for  the  year  have  been 1,700 

Balance  in  the  Treasury,  May  1,  1873 $2,496  54 

Your  Committee  congratulate  this  General  Synod,  and  the  whole 
Church  upon  the  healthful  and  growing  condition  of  the  above 
named  Funds.  And  especially  upon  the  fact,  that  the  late  and  most 
distinguished  benefactor  of  tae  lieforaied  Church,  Mr.  James  Suy- 
dam,  in  the  exercise  of  an  enlightened  and  truly  Christian   bonefi- 
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cence,  has  bequeathed  to  the  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund  the  munifi- 
cent sum  of  Thirty  Thousand  Dollars.  * 

It  is  a  grateful  fact  that  in  the  sacred  Scriptures  God  has  reveal- 
a  peculiar  and  special  regard  in  behalf  of  the  widow  and  the 
fatherless.  It  is  therefore  the  part  of  wisdom  and  of  piety  that 
our  charities  should  flow  in  directions  identical  with  those  of  Divine 
mercy.  Never  does  man  rise  higher  in  moral  excellence  than  when 
all  his  sympathies  are  in  sweet  accord  with  those  of  his  heavenly 
Father. 

1.  Resolved.  That  this  Synod  reiterates  its  former  utterances,  in 
warmly  commending  the  cause  of  the  Disabled,  the  Widow,  and 
the  Orphan,  to  che  continued  and  enlarged  liberality  of  the  churches. 

2.  Resolved,  That  in  the  judgment  of  the  Synod,  it  is  highly  com- 
mendable for  the  churches  to  secure  a  personal  interest  for  their 
Pastors  in  the  benefits  of  membership  in  the  Widows'  Fund. 

3.  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  gratefully  record  their  appreciation 
of  the  noble  gift  of  the  late  James  Suydam,  of  |30,000  to  the  Dis- 
abled Ministers'  Fund.

PUBLICATION. 

The  Nineteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Publication  was 
received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication,  except  so 
much  as  relates  to  vacancies,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Nominations. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Publication 
was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  presented  the  following  Report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  would  respectfully  report,  that  they 
have  received  the  Nineteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board,  and 
also  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer,  for  the  year  ending  May  1st,  1873. 
The  Report  represents  the  Board  as  being  "  in  a  healthy  and  pros- 
perous condition."  The  death  of  Hon.  Thomas  Jeremiah,  the  faithful 
Treasurer  of  the  Board,  is  recorded,  with  a  suitable  notice  of  the 
many  excellencies  of  his  character. 
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The  Treasurer's  Report  shows,  that,  there  has  been  received  dur- 
ing the  year,  from  churches,  sabbath-schools  and  individuals,  the 
sum  of  $10,853  32,  of  which  amount  $4,737  15  has  been  added  to 
the  Permanent  Fund,  making  the  working  capital  $20,000. 

The  amount  this  year  received  is  $853  32  greater  than  last 
year.     This  is  progress,  well  worthy  of  commendation. 

The  Board  has  published  during  the  .year,  besides  its  own  Report 
and  the  Minutes  of  General  Synod,  of  new  volumes,  as  follows: 

1  vol.,  12  mo.  250  copies;  2  vols.,  18  mo.  2,000  copies;  1  vol. 
24  mo.  1,000  ;  1  tract,  18  mo.  1.000  ;  making  in  all,  of  new  publi- 
cations, 4,250  copies. 

Of  reprints  of  former  publications,  they  have  issued  six  editions 
of  bound  volumes,  6,000  copies;  two  editions  ot  catechisms,  2,000  ; 
two  editions  of  tracts,  11,000  copies;  total  reprints,  19,000  copies. 

The  sales  from  May  1,  1872  to  May  1,  1873,  amounted  to 
$13,006  08.     The  amount  of  books  and  tracts  donated  $1,013  81. 

The  "  Sower  and  Gospel  Field  "  has  had  its  usual  circulation  ;  24 
editions  of  this  sheet  have  been  issued,  190,000  copies.  Amount 
received  for  "Sower  and  Gospel  Field,"  $2,459  59;  amount  re- 
ceived last  year  for  the  same  purpose,  $3,893  51. 

Your  Committee  would  desire  for  this  Paper  a  larger  list  of  sub- 
scribers, so  that  it  may  pay  the  expenses  of  its  issue.  It  is  in  very 
many  quarters  and  instances  the  on/?/ means  of  informing  the 
churches  and  friends  of  the  kingdom,  of  the  ivork  and  wants  of  our 
Board.  It  is  hoped  that  just  as  soon  as  the  Board  may  deem  it  prac- 
ticable, they  will  make  this  Paper  weekly  instead  of  semi-weekly- 
Your  Committee  would  recommend  earnestly  to  the  prayers,  sym- 
pathy and  liberality  of  the  churches,  the  work  of  this  Board.  We 
must  use  the  Christian  press  ;  it  is  an  arm  of  power,  which  as  a 
Church  we  should  be  the  last  to  relinquish. 

Our  Reformed  Church,  possessed  of  the  truth,  in  its  fullness  and 
purity,  should  scatter  it,  not  only  by  heralds  in  her  pulpits,  but  by 
teaching  practical  godliness'  through  its  publications,  and  such 
a  godliness  as  is  founded  on  a  sound  and  complete  system  of  theol- 
og}^ — a  theology  which  will  give  substance  and  richness  to  its  fruits. 
To  do  this,  we  must  use  this  Board,  and  patiently  wait  until  it  shall 
increase  in  strength  sufficient  to  realize  the  high  hopes  cherished 
for  it  at  its  birth. 
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We  know  it  iias  not  done  all  that  we  could  desire,  but  we  must 
be  REASONABLE  in  our  expectations.  Remember,  it  is  only  nine- 
teen years  old,  and  the  wonder  is,  born  as  it  was  without  an  inheri- 
tance, it  has  accomplished  so  much. 

The  Board  of  Publication  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  (now  exert- 
ing a  wide-spread  influence,  scattering  the  pure  rays  of  Divine 
light,  and  at  the  same  time,  disseminating,  tar  and  near,  the  pecu- 
liar features  of  Presbj'^terianisiu,)  was  organized  November,  1833, 
and  the  total  receipts  in  Ave  years,  i.  e.,  from  34-38,  was  only 
$2,439  78^,  and  now,  exclusive  of  sales,  in  donations  alone,  it 
numbers  by  tens  of  thousand. 

Have  we  nourished  our  Board  as  the  General  Assembly  has 
theirs?  Have  we  given  her  a  position,  the  position  tinancially,  to 
show  what  it  can  be  made  to  accomplish?  Let  us  strive  to  make 
it  self-sustaining,  by  securing  for  it  an  ample  working  cajjital.  Let 
the  wealth  of  our  Church  be  devoted  to  this  important  object,  and 
then,  with  the  full  patronage  of  the  Church,  it  will  become,  not  a 
burden,  but  a  source  of  proht  and  a  blessing  to  the  world. 

It  is  worthy  of  notice,  that  every  year  the  contributions  to  this 
Board  have  increased  ;  tiiis  yoar  they  are  larger  than  any  previous 
year.  Let  us  strive  to  make  the  endowment  perfect,  and  give  to  it 
promptly  and  heartily,  the  favor  and  patronage  of  our  whole  Church. 

The  Presbj^terian  Church,  places  first  on  her  list  of  collections 
for  the  ecclesiastical  year,  the  Board  of  Publication,  and  has  a  spe- 
cial committee  in  each  dynod  to  look  after  its  interests. 

Your  Committee  hail  with  devout  gratitute  to  God,  the  efforts  of 
our  General  Government,  and  some  of  the  State  Governments,  to 
stop  the  tide  of  licentious  literature,  that  now  is  flooding  our  land, 
and  carrying  death  and  eternal  ruin  on  its  bosom ;  they  see  in  the 
enactment  of  these  stringent  laws,  ev^idences  of  a  healthier  tone  of 
morality. 

While  thus  the  arm  of  civil  power  is  lifted  to  overthrow  these 
fountains  of  evil,  is  tuere  not  a  call  to  the  Church  of  Christ  to  aid 
them  in  this  effort,  by  furnishing  from  our  presses,  an  attractive 
literature,  pervaded  with  the  spirit  of  our  own  pure  Christianity,  to 
meet  the  demands  of  those,  who,  when  no  longer  permitted  to  drink 
from  these  turbid  streams,',  will  turn  to  us,  and  cry,  "  L  thirst  ?"  Let 
us  be  read}',  as  a  church,  to  hold  to  their  lips  a  cup  of  cold  water 
drawn  from  that  fountain  whicli  is  as  pure  as  that  Saviour  who  cried  ; 
"  If  any  man  thirst,  let  him  come  unto  me  and  drink.'' 
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Your  Committee  would  submit  the  following  resolutions: 

Hesolved,  That  the  General  Synod  commend  to  the  churches  the 
work  of  her  Board  of  Publication,  in  providing  for  our  churches  a 
denominational  literature. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  be  commended  to  the  churches,  iu  its 
efforts  to  provide  for  itself  a  working  capital. 

Resolved,  That  the  Pastors  and  Consistories  of  our  churches  be 
urged  to  secure  the  widest  circulation  practicable,  of  the  "Sower 
and  Gospel  Field."

ARTICLE    XXL 

PARTICULARIA. 

The  Van  Benschoten  Bequest  was  read. 

Rev.  A.  G.  Vermilye,  W.  R.  Gordon  and  Elder  S.  B.  Schieffe- 
lin  were  appointed  a  Committee  on  religious   exercises. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  second  day  of  the  session  the  sacra- 
ment of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  administered.  The  President  con- 
ducted the  services  and  read  the  form.  Rev.  N.  D.  Williamson,, 
and  Rev.  W.  W.  Scudder,  made  addresses  at  the  table,  and  Elders- 
B.  Mitchell,  John  W.  Ferdon,  S.  L.  DuBois,  and  W.  H.  Strang, 
assisted  in  the  distribution  of  the  elements. 

In  the  election  of  officers  it  was  on  motion 

Resolved,  That  an  informal  ballot  be  first  taken  for  nominations. 
Another  ballot  was  then  had,  after  which  the  two  persons  having  the 
highest  number  of  votes  were  considered  candidates,  according  to 
the  Rule. 

Rev.  Philip  Furbeck,  and  Elder  Henry  Babcock  were  appointed 
tellers. 
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The  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Direction  was 
made  the  special  order  for  Tuesda}''  afternoon,  the  seventh  day  of 
the  Session. 

It  was  Resolved,  That  a  Roll  of  the  members  and  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committees  be  printed. 

By  invitation  of  the  Committee  of  Arrangements,  the  Synod 
adjourned  on  Thursday  morning,  the  second  day  of  the  Session,  at 
a  quarter  to  1 1  o'clock,  and  attended  in  a  body  the  dedication  of  the 
"James  Suydam  Hall,"  and  also  the  laying  of  the  cornerstone  of 
the  "  Gardner  A,  Sage  Library." 

The  evening  of  the  second  day  of  the  Session  was  devoted  to 
hearing  the  addresses  of  Rev.  Dr.  Eadie  and  Dr.  Calderwood,  the 
delegates  from  Scotland,  and  Rev.  J.  B.  Lee,  delegate  from  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  of  North  America. 

The  first  half-hour  "of  each  day  of  the  Session  was  spent  in  devo- 
tional exercises. 

The  Synod  resolved  to  meet  in  the  morning  at  half-past  eight, 
and  adjourn  at  12  ;  and  to  meet  in  the  afternoon  at  half-past  2 
and  adjourn  at  half-past  5,  and  to  hold  evening  sessions  after  the 
sixth  day. 

On  motion,  a  portion  of  the  church  was  set  apart  for  the  Synod, 
within  which  the  members  were  required  to  be  seated  to  take  part 
in  tlie  business. 

By  request  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  Rev.  H.  D. 
Ganse  was  recognized  as  the  representative  of  the  Board  in  the 
absence  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  detained  by  illness. 

On  motion,  it  was  Resolved,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  Professorate  to  report  arrangements  for  the  meeting  and 
proper  organization  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary. 

By  invitation,  the  President  of  Rutgers    College,   Rev,  "W.  H. 
Campbell,  D.D.,   appeared   on   the   floor  of  Synod,  the  members 
rising  to  receive  him,  and  addressed  the  Synod  in  the  interests  of 
the  College. 

The  Facnlt}^  was  invited  to  accompany  the  President,  but  sent  a 
letter  of  thanks,  and  regret  that  pressing  engagements  prevented 
their  attendance. 

On  the  invitation  of  the  pastors  of  tlie  City  of  New  Brunswick 
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and  vicinity,  a  Committee  was  appointed  to  furnish    supplies   for 
their  pulpits  on  the  Sabbath. 

The  Professors  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  by  invitation,  vis- 
ited the  Synod  and  were  received  by  the  Synod,  the  members  rising. 

Kev.  Isaac  S.  Hartley  presented  the  following  paper,  which  was 
referred  to  a  special  (Committee  consisting  of  Rev.  Philip  Peltz,  O. 
E.  Cobb,  and  Elder  Sylvester  Southard. 

Whereas,  The  One  Hundredth  Anniversary  of  American  Inde- 
pendence is  approaching,  which  the  nation  expects  appropriately  to 
celebrate,  not  only  by  exhibitions  of  national  progress,  but  by 
carefully  written  histories  of  every  department  of  national  growth 
and 

Whereas,  It  is  important  that  the  Church  of  Christ  should  care- 
fully exhibit  her  progress  in  the  various  aspects  of  her  work,  for 
the  first  century  of  the  nation's  history  ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  by  this  Synod  to  pre- 
pare carefully  a  lull  history  of  every  department  of  Christian  work 
in  which  the  Reformed  Church  has  been  engaged. 

^I.  S.  HARTLEY.. 

The  Committee  presented  the  following  report,  which  was 
adopted. 

The  Committee  on  the  Paper  in  regard  to  action  in  connection 
with  the  Centennial  Celebration  of  American  Independence,  would 
respectfully  report  their  reluctance  to  report  for  or  against  the  pro- 
posal submitted. 

To  test  the  views  of  the  Synod,  the  Committee  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  paper. 

In  case  of  such  action,  the  Committee  recommend  the  following : 

Resolved,  That  Rev.  A.  P.  Van  Gieson,  D.  D.  Demarest,  and  E. 
T.  Corwin  be  the  committee  called  for. 
Respectfully  submitted, 

PHILIP  PELTZ,    Chairman. 

On  the  evening  of  the  seventh  day  of  the  Session,  the  ynod 
resolved  itself  into  committee  of  the  whole,  and  proposed  to  raise 
$3,100  to  meet  the  deficiency  in  the  income  of  the  General  Synod 
for  the  current  year.  Subscriptions  were  received,  and  the  whole 
amount  was  secured. 
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At  the  same  meeting,  Elder  A.  J.  Beekman  announced  a  be- 
quest of  Caroline  Herriman,  (deceased),  of  the  First  Reformed 
Church  of  Brooklyn,  to  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church 
in  America,  for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  the  Theological 
Seminary  of  said  Church,  amounting  to  three  thousand  dollars. 
($3,000),  and  one  of  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000)  for  Rutgers 
College. 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  recognizes  the  ability  with 
which  the  Christian  Intelligencer  is  conducted,  and  the  very  impor- 
tant aid  which  it  renders  to  our  Church  and  its  institutions,  and 
recommend  its  general  circulation  in  our  churches. 

ARTICLE  XXIT. 

BENEVOLENT    AND    EELIGIOUS    INSTITUTIONS. 

A  sermon  on  behalf  of  the  benevolent  operations  of  the  Church 
was  preached  on  the  evening  of  the  sixth  day  of  the  Session,  by 
Rev.  A.  P.  Van  Gieson,  B.D.,  from  Gal.  6  :  2,  "  Bear  ye  one 
another's  burdens,  and  so  fulfill  the  law  of  Christ." 

Rev.  David  Cole,  D.D.,  was  chosen  Primarius,  and  Rev.  Philip 
Phelps,  Jr,  D.D.,  Secundus,  to  preach  on  Benevolence  at  the  next 
stated  session. 

The  Committee  on  Systematic  Beneficence,  continued  by  the  last 
General  Synod,  presented  a  Report  which  was  accepted,  amended 
and  adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  by  the  General  Synod  of  1872 
upon  the  subject  of  "Systematic  Beneficence,"  reported  partially 
to  that  Synod.  (See  page  531  of  the  Minutes  of  1872.)  Where- 
upon the  Committee  was  continued  with  directions,  to  take  under 
review  the  whole  subject  of  "  Systematic  Beneficence,"  and  report 
to  the  S3mod  of  1873.  In  accordance  with  this  direction  the 
Committee  beg  leave  to  report :  That  thej^  have  endeavored  to 
consider  the  whole  subject  of  Christian  sriviu"'.  its  obligations,  and 
its  methods  in  its  relations  to  Christian  duty  and  '^b"-^h  wor^.  In 
the  language  of  the  opening  sentence  of  the  former  Report,  "  There 
is  no  question  that  the  Svnod  can  be  asked  to  consider  which 
requires  more  careful  consideratien  than  How  shall  all  the  people 
of  the  whole  Church  be  reached,  so  that  they  shall  be  led  each  in 
his  own  place  and  sphere,  to  bear  a  due  proportion    of  the  work  of 
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the  Master,  bringing  the  Gospel  into  contact  with  the  hearts  and 
consciences  of  men  ?  This  after  ail  is  the  true  work  of  the  Church 
in  the  world." 

The  object  proposed  by  any  action  that  the  Sjmod  may  be  led  to 
take,  contemplates,  we  suppose,  the  adoption  of  some  plan  by 
which  each  church  shall  be  made  to  feel  its  responsibility  in 
bearing  a  due  proportion  of  the  general  burden.  The  secret  of  effi- 
cient church  work  is  the  combination  of  units  for  the  production 
of  large  results.  It  is  not  only  that  we  raise  the  necessary  amount 
of  money  to  carry  on  our  benevolent  operations,  but  that  this  be 
done  in  such  a  way  that  it  stimulates  and  develops  the  life  of 
Christ  in  the  soul.  God's  plans  are  the  wisest  and  the  best.  It  is 
ever  safe  to  follow  the  directions  of  His  Word.  We  need  not  at 
this  late  day  and  in  such  an  enlightened  hearing  stop  to  argue  the 
question  that  the  Divinely  inspired  method  of  benevolence  is  sys- 
tematic giving  as  God  has  given  to  us.  "  Upon  the  first  day  of  the 
week  let  every  one  of  you  lay  by  him  in  store  as  God  hath  pros- 
pered him."  This  ought  to  be  enough  for  Christian  men.  Surely 
no  principle  of  action  could  be  more  clearly  announced  than  this. 
The  matters  with  which  we  as  a  Committee  of  the  General  Synod 
have  to  do  concern  chiefly  those  instrumentalities  that  we  as  a 
Church  have  chosen,  throueh  which  to  do  our  share  of  the  work 
<^hrist  entrusted  to  His  disciples.  To  bring  the  saving  truth  o^ 
the  Word  of  God  into  contact  with  the  hearts  of  men.  By  the 
direction  of  General  Synod,  seven  objects  are  placed  before  our 
churches.  For  each  of  these  everv  church  is  enjoined  to  take  up  at 
least  one  collection  during  each  ecclesiasticnl  year.  These  are  the 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  the 
Board  of  Education,  the  Board  of  Publication,  the  Widows'  Fund, 
the  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund,  which  last  two  may  be  taken  in  one 
collection  and  the  proceeds  divided.  And  also  the  Church  Build- 
ing Fund,  placed  last,  but  perhaps  the  most  important  of  the  whole 
numbor. 

The  question  lor  us  to  consider  now  is,  How  is  this  obligation 
met?  An  examination  of  the  "Tabular  Statement,"  published 
with  Minutes  of  last  General  Synod,  will  show  that  a  very  few  of 
our  churches  comply  with  this  positive  oft  reiterated  direction 
of  the  highest  judicature  of  our  Church.  The  record  for  1872 
shows  that  out  out  of  five  hundred  churches  only  twenty-three  have 
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fully  complied  with  this  requirement.  It  is  true  that  to  a  consider- 
able extent  this  failure  results  Irom  the  omission  of  the  Widows 
and  Disabled  Ministers'  Funds.  We  find  thirty-six  churches 
which  have  taken  collections  for  all  objects  save  the  two,  which 
raises  the  number  to  fifty-nine.  But  why  should  these  be  omit- 
ted ?  Their  claim  upon  the  charity  of  the  Church  is  clear.  Even 
with  this  addition,  how  lamentably  small  the  number  of  churches 
fully  meeting  this  responsibility.  Only  about  12  per  cent  of  the 
whole  number. 

The  point  we  desire  to  reach  is  to  secure  at  least  one  collection 
from  each  church.  Is  there  any  method  by  which  we  can  accom- 
plish this  object.  The  past  legislation  of  the  General  Synod  has 
already  instituted  certain  means  which  are  designed  to  secure  this 
result.  Their  success  has  not  been  remarkably  brilliant  thus  far. 
The  means  now  in  use  are,  to  require  each  Classis  at  its  annual 
Spring  Session,  to  propose  to  the  representatives  from  each  church 
the  question  ''  Have  benevolent  contributions  been  taken  ni  your 
congregation  lor  each  of  the  objects  commended  by  (ieneral 
Synod  y  "  Ihe  answer  must  be  recorded,  and  the  reoord  sent  up  to 
tlie  Particular  Synod  with  which  the  Classis  is  connected.  The 
difficulty  is  that  there  the  matter  ends.  There  is  no  pressure  of 
eccclesiastical  authority  brought  to  bear  upon  delinquents.  A  Fas- 
tor  allows  his  church  to  become  delinquent  year  after  year,  and  an- 
swers iVo  when  the  question  is  asked.     ' 

Can  we  in  any  way  reach  such  Pastors  and  Consistories?  Your 
Committee  are  satisfied,  after  careful  study  of  the  tables  for  years 
past,  joined  with  diligent  enquiry  of  those  into  whose  hands  the 
Church  has  entrusted  the  work  of  collecting  their  funds,  that  the 
fault  lies  to  a  great  extent  at  least  with  the  Ministry  themselves. 
In  this  fast  age  ecclesiastical  obligation  sits  lightly.  Men  seem  to 
think  nothing  of  violating  solemn  engagements.  We  are  firmly 
persuaded  that  each  Ministef  of  our  Reformed  Church  is  just  as 
much  bound  to  see  that  these  injunctions  in  regard  to  Benevolence 
are  obeyed  as  he  is  to  perform  any  other  ministerial  act. 

It  has  been  objected  that  the  enforcement  of  such  a  law  interferes 
with  the  principle  that  all  giving  should  be  voluntary.  But  is 
it  so  ?  There  is  no  dictation  as  to  the  amount  that  shall  be  given, 
but  only  the  direction  that  the  people  shall  be  offered  an  opportu  - 
nity  to  contribute  to  these  causes.     They  may  give  much  or  little 
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as  they  see  fit.  or  nothing  at  all,  and  there  is  no  authority  that  can 
interfere  with  them,  but  a  Church,  it  ecclesiastical  authority  amounts- 
to  anytliin^^  at  all,  has  the  right  to  say  to  her  ministers,  her  ser- 
vants for  Christ's  sake  and  man's  sake,  "  You  shall  present  such 
and  such  causes  lor  the  offerings  of  your  people."  If  there  is  na 
such  power,  then  all  ecclesiasticism  is  a  myth,  and  church  author- 
ity a  vain  dream.  We  believe  that  the  Church  has  such  power 
and  that  the  individual  who  has  received  his  office  at  her  hands,  is 
bound  by  his  vows  to  obey  her  behest.  Again,  the  whole  past 
legislation  on  the  subject  has  assumed  the  existence  of  such  a 
power.  The  record  abounds  with  utterances  upon  the  subject ;  nay 
its  possession  is  vital  to  the  very  existence  and  perpetuity  of  tha 
work  of  the  Churcli.  Your  Committee  believe  that  the  means  as 
preSfUt  in  use  tor  this  purpose  may  be  made  more  efficient,  and  do 
not  ieel  disposed  to  recommend  any  new  plan  so  much  as  to  strive 
to  give  greater  force  to  those  already  adopted.  They  offer  tho  fol- 
lowing for  the  consideration  of  the  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  add  to  its  list  of  Standing 
Committees,  one  to  be  entitled  Com;nittee  on  Systematic  Benefi- 
cence, who  shall  consider  the  financial  statements  contained  in  the 
reports  of  the  Boards,  and  who  shall  present  to  the  Synod  a  report 
reviewing  the  same.  That  they  shall  also  make  such  suggestions 
as  shall  in  their  judgment  be  best  fitted  to  increase  benevolence 
among  the  Churches. 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  hereby  reiterates  its  repeated 
injunction  to  each  Pastor  and  Consistory,  to  see  to  it  that  ttie 
Church  under  their  care  be  afforded  the  opportunity  of  contributing 
to  each  of  the  seven  objects  commended  to  the  Churches. 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  hereby  most  earnestly  recom- 
mends each  church  to  adopt  some  system  of  Beneficence  that  shall 
serve  to  call  out  the  charities  of  the  Church  reaching  every  family. 

Your  Committee  have  not  thus  far  touched  upon  the  methods  of 
raising  money  for  benevolent  purposes,  though  this  matter  was  ro. 
ferred  to  them.  In  regard  to  this  general  (j^uestion,  we  have  only  to 
say  that  we  have  examined  various  systems  that  have  been 
published  for  this  purpose.  The  principle  is  the  same  in  them 
all,  viz :  That  means  be  taken  to  secure  from  each  family 
and  member  of  the  congregation  a  stated  weekly  contribution^ 
either  by  means  of  envelopes  or  blanks  distributed,  or  by  publica- 
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tion.  We  are  persuaded  that  it  is  impossible  to  devise  any  sys- 
tem that  shall  suit  all  localities  and  churches.  Let  each  church 
seek  for  those  methods  which  promise  the  best  results,  and  then 
try  them  by  the  test  of  actual  experience.  What  we  most  desire 
is  to  inspire  the  spirit  of  benevolence,  to  lead  our  Churches  to  feel 
the  responsibility  that  rests  upon  them  to  do  their  share  in  carrying 
on  the  work  of  Christ  in  the  world.  The  fields  are  white  for  the 
harvest.  The  record  of  the  past  year  is  most  encouraging.  We  may 
well  sing  our  songs  of  thankfulness.  The  Mission  Boards  of  our 
Church  come  to  General  Synod  substantially  out  of  debt.  We  need 
no  more  inspiring  argument  with  which  to  go  to  the  people  than  this. 
Now  for  extension  and  enlargement.  Let  not  the  stream  of  benevo- 
lence flow  with  any  less  volume.  Shall  we  not  follow  where  God 
leads  ? 

We  also  submit  herewith  a  plan  of  Systematic  Beneficence,  en- 
titled, "  Tread  way's  Scriptural  Method  of  Systematic  Beneficence," 
for  the  use  of  such  churches  as  may  be  willing  to  adopt  it.  This 
plan,  your  Committee  are  persuaded,  embraces  the  best  features  of 
the  many  plans  which  they  have  examined.  The  necessary  outfit 
may  be  obtained  by  addressing  P.  Treadway,  care  of  Nesbitt  & 
Co.,  corner  Pearl  and  Pine  Streets,  New  York  City. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

by commended  to  the  sympathies  of  the  churches. 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  five,  consisting  of  Revs.  M.  S. 
Button,  Wm.  R.  Gordon,  and  Joseph  Kimball,  and  Messrs.  S.  B. 
Schieffelin  and  Jonathan  Sturges,  be  appointed  to  co-operate  with 
the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  in  an  effort  to  -'^lieve  said  Church. 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  Boards  be  directed  to  Chap. 
6,  Sec.  6,  page  59  of  the  Digest. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  our  churches  to  make  the 
cause  of  Missions  at  home  and  abroad  the  special  topic  of  consider- 
ation at  the  first  regular  prayer-meeting  in  each  month,  and  at  that 
time  or  some  other  fitting  occasion,  they  present  their  monthly  of- 
ferings unto  the  Lord  for  these  objects
